Ab on the approach of migratorj- seasons v/itU lower tribes, 
a ^noral rcstlcssnces pervades H>cioty. CUsscs tind masses 
hcretororc inert are hcgiiimng tit movfi and to flutter, a^tati^l 
by lulunt influenceii. Pcde-locomolion ia growing obsolete, anil 
a disposition to Hoar every where manifest. IlaibiDgcra. too, 
of something like a general flight niny bo noticed in ihone gcn- 
tlcniuii miiriiciunx ami luilies of iwng now tripping over the csurtli 
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and anterior epochs. Bulla of excommunication and commina- 
tion, involving confiscation of property and death, are versions 
of those issued against Alcibiades and other alleged heretics ; 
30, also, exceptions taken by enlightened Romanists to suclt 
wholesale cursing are finely illustrated by Theano, who excused 
herself, saying she was " a priestess for prayer and not for ex- 
ecration.'" 

It is impossible to witness for the first time ecclesiastical 
pageants without calling to mind the same things established 
by the Gentiles, and which constituted a cherished source of 
tlieir entert^nments. Now, as then, the business of a city is 
ever and anon arrested, its streets arc swept and strewed with 
leaves, tlie fronts of tlie liouses decked with evergreens and drap- 
ery, women and children titrong the windows, country people 
rtock in to the siglit, and groups of both sexes are every wlierc 
' waiting tor it At leiigtli appear fall-sized statues painted to 
the lite, mounted on platforms, and borne in triumph on men's 
siionlders, amid crowds of officials in their varied costumes, 
^litred pontiffs, with their trains held up by pages, walk under 
canopies, accompanied by civil magistrates and escorted by bat- 
talions of soldiers, the whole preceded and followed by cohort--^ 
of priests, monks, lay-brothers, and acolytes, with music, ban- 
ners, flambeaux, staves, censers, symbols on poles, &c., wliilo 
troni tJie raised masses of spectators proceed aotio voce remarks, 
reverend and profane, as each wooden deity and its perspiring 
supporters pass by. Wliat is all this but a continuation of the 
pomps of Isis and Cybele — of festivals celebrated in honor of 
the gods and goddesses of Kgypt, Assyria, Asia Minor, Carthage, 
( jrcece. and old Rome ? Similar scenes and performers at Nine- 
veli, Babylon, Corintli, Delphos, and Athens pass Uterally be- 
fore one ; at least so it seemed when the sight first opened upon 
me in Rio. 

I believe Ronianiam, as it exists in llrazil and Soutli Amer- 
ica generally, to be a barrier to progress, compared to wliich oth- 
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er obstacles are small, and there are native statesmen alive to 
the fact ; bat, incorporated as it is with the habits and thoughts 
of the people ; transfused, as it were, through their very bones 
and marrow, unless some Kempia or F^n^lon, Lather or Ronge, 
arise to puriiy it, generations must pass before the scales drop 
from their eyes, and they become mentally fiee. 

Of those who think differently, I trust none will suffer their 
ire to glow at this expression of an opinion, or at recitals of 
fects upon which it may be based. I am for every one telling 
his own stories and commenting on them in his own way ; and 
while he who, in doing this, expects to please every body, is 
a miller or the son of a miller, those who insist on his seeing 
things only through their glasses arc verily aUled to the com- 
panion of ^sop's two grinders of grain. 

Besides Church affairs, I noted whatever interested me, and 
that, in sooth, was nearly every tiling : arts, manners, customs, 
bnildings, trades, tools, pottery, food, slaves, animals, agricul- 
tural products, .climate, diseases, population, antiquities, &c.,

After a isliort stay in Phikdclphia, wc ruahed on, through 
Tialtinion*, to Wnj<Iiington, wheTc I P[«.'iit n day over llio lious, 
and left for Ridiraond. Wc descended the Potomac iti a small 
steamer, aomo forty milca, to Aquia Cretik, whence the cars 
ran us, in a few hours, to the capital of Virginia, Tho land- 
scape for a hundred miles presented a uniform icy arboroacencp. 
Gusta of wind rustled through clunipa of trcea and sliruhberj', 
shiikitig down stiowcre of crystals, whicit came wliirruig in waves 
over ibo gWsy fields toward tie. 

Arriving aocording to ap^Tointment, I learn that the vessel — 
loading with flour nineteen miles below on the Appomattox — will 
not complete licr cargo for several days. Not expecting to stop 
here twelve hours, and to bo detained perl»a])« a week, i» enough, 
in such wcatlicr rs has now set in, to give one mental cliilU and 
bodily ague-fits. The air in tangible from excessive moiRinre, 
and at night dwkneafl ia literally felt. Tlie fog 13 so dense as 
eompletely to hide from view buildings on opposite sides of ibo 
street. If " in thick mists the devil is smoking tobacco," this 
must be ft favorite place for taking his pipe in. liut travelers 
should not he diacourogcd nor readers fiightcned oif by prelim- 
inary disagreeables. 
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Richmond is pictnresqne in its location, occupying Ixith higJi 
and low grouDde. The river at ita feet is crowdi^ n-itb rocks, 
which nothing but a canoe can threeJ ; tliu longest bridge iT> 
the Blate, a y&cj high one, ca-owies irnmcdiatcljf below them. 
The cana! sweHpa along llie bankii at an eJevation of some forty 
tact, |]r<.-i<t:iitiug t-u^iuLilu uilcs for hydraulic niotorn, and in tbcHC 
MiiitMM of wcjiltli rivaling tli« iratcr-powcr of Pateison and 
Ix)n-cll. The honftes, of diverse liuhione, run up and cross pre- 
dpitoas streets, wliile tlte State ITouse, on tn ciuinciicc, over- 
looka the dty and surronnding sccnoiy. " Slain Street" is two 
miles long, ita Iwwer end tcrmioating at " Itockcta,*" the nearest 
place to which »t«amcrs and small craft can come U[k. The 
middle ponion of this avenue — the old busJiieas pari of the city 
— is steep, and occupied on both sides with substantial storea 
and dwellings. In other parts the edifices ore poor. I was snr- 
prifled to find decent white jjcoplo living in very mean apologiefi 
for dwellings. Several old streets arc not paved. ncilliL'r mid- 
dle nor sidewolkij. I am told no marked changes have been 
made iu the city during tlic laat thirty years. 

The State Houae ia a handsome structure. In the hail .stands 
llouden's statue of ^\''asluiigtOD, in citixen's dross, and a walk- 
iag-caae in hia Iiand — n perfect picture in marble of a Virginian 
gentlein&n of the eighteenth century. Tnie to life, it will con- 
vey to posterity a tar more correct idea of the Father of his 
Country than the half nude Roman figure at Washington. 

The raaikct is well supplieil, and prici^a itrc moderate. Reef 
and mutton from 4^ to 6 cents per pound ; [wrk, G cents ; tur- 
keyB, 75 cents euclt, and duck.i the same per pair. Fbh aver- 
ages 8 cents per pound. 

A. numerous class of animals killed here and elsewhere, but 
seldom eaten, arc muleit — tlic cIu-Ji^nKt, cn.«ieMt fed, and most 
enduring beasts of dmuglit and burden. It ia surprising how 
Ihcy dimb icy acchvitics with loads so disproportioned lo their 
slender (ramcs. Some streets liavc a rise of eight or ten foct 
in a hundred. The Kxchangc Ilot^l opens on one. and it j.-a 
painful to witness them tacking from side to side ns they pntts 
it, for ascend direct they can not Sec those two sninll ones

caHtle." The other is located amidships, and accommodates a 
nnmlxrr of friendless passengers, of whom few will live to see 
Rio. It is an independent floating dwelling, namely, the long- 
boat, having its sides raised with neat carpentry, in which are 
two windows, a cubit square, with shatters, and the whole cov- 
ered in with a tight roof, a copy, on a small scale, of Noah's 
ark, and somewliat resembling it in its tenants too. 

On cither side of this abode 13 lashed a row of huge waters 
casks, leaving but a narrow path for the sailors between them 
and the ship's bulwarks. Forward of them rises a square struc- 
ture, black inside and oat as the iron chimney projecting from 
it — a marine kitchen. Here the cook presides, close to his liv- 
ing larder. As if sensible of IiLs vicinity, and of the daily on- 
slaughts to be made on them, how his victims scream ! and well

Sbc was niisenibly dreaacd. considering the 
weatber. jler hair was Btri'aniingtlm>ug)i rents in her cap, the 
i(lecvc» of a tighl calico gown slop|H?d bcforu tlicy reached her 
elbow, and, wvtii iln; t«kirl», were scolloped witUont tJie aid of 
aaaaata. Tlie dwelling part sociiied desolate as the store. Tlie 
only Ihiiig ap|»roac!iiug to ornament was a liuge lieart-idiapcd 
red piucualuon, )ieudciit irom the muntle-elicll^ Upuii the lat- 
ter lay n ftalk of dried tobacco. Our ba«tt pulled off a leaf^

Major J gave ns a skrtcli of his life. He began the 

world willi nothing ; the day ho married, Beventy-fivo ocnta waa

Wre; a triendlont them a bed. In Iwentj'-fivo yeari* they had 
made $1 2,000 by hard labor, and now it waa nearly all gone. 
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He liad Lncoine giirety far neigbbora ; hia Iioiuc, on the Kile of 
tlui present one, was burned ; a stcuni-buat cupUun ulicated Iiini 
out of A cnigo of firc-TFOod ; n sloop sliared Hiv 1ait<i of lu» liousc ; 
lie lost two nugrofis, and lind no clitldren. TroablcA came so 
tiiicli that he tliouglit Providence was tiying to Hee how onaeh 
ho could bear ; he could not li^ll why, for he dcBcd the world to 
ahow tie had clieated any oue of a cent. 

Genciol chaJIeiif^ may sometimes ho just ; tlicy ttre eeldom 
pmdeiit, Tiicre i» no lelliiig when nor where llio author of 
miadiicf may pick up an ojipont-nl. Sometimes he Kuocc-udH 
among the u^jpdllntit'M friends, whicli is had enough, hut it is 
mucli wonte w\ic.n his own wife H|>ring» into tlio liatfi in answer 
to the KiunnionH. At the innocent hoafittng-puiut of tins Vlr- 
pnian Job's rncital of his woca, hid kdy luiid bis aKsertiou was 
not tnic ! He Atte chailcd KomclKidy, and lie kpowit it ! Hoie- 
over, ((ho Iiiid told liini he would be jiuiiLihed Wfore he <licd. 
nilberlo we had Kat Kilent hh ItiJdad, Klipliiu;, and Zopliar over 
their friend, bat one of as now lukcd how ho loiit the Elares. 
Both, he suid, were young and promising ; one, a girl, worth 
$150 ; tlic other, a »mArl f'^llow, wm cheap at $300. He never 
knew what ailed tlieni ; they took sick, and died on his hands.

a good iiand at fishing, and nt almost any thing. 

Although the capluin obtained no egga for money, ho got a 
(iiie black cat for nothing. I thought him joking when asking 
for it, and aio half aurc tlie lady had no ulca of being dt-[irived 
of it on giving an indirect affirmative : bat he forthwith enatdi- 
ui np the aKtoiu:»hcd uuiniol nud took it aboard. 

Two tedious days more clapaed eio we readied tlie Hoade, and 
■ndiored amid a fleet of vCv-mcIb waiting for a change ol' wind. 
The village of Hainptun tioti on <>ur left, Xorfolk at the right, 
and Old Potut Comfort tlirec miles oliuad of ua. Yon maastre 
batter}-, rising out of the waKrr opjKiiiitc " Old Point," mid three 
quartCTa uf a mil« froni il, id the IJimoua "Rip Rapit'' — an ex* 
|iKesive Robritiuet. The watur between it and the KorJijlk side 
of the flhorc is too ithalluw Ibr lurge craft to float tlirough. All 
nost pass in and out bclwtwn the two furtit wIioko tiani<.>« arc 
Mdivcree; one offering you consolation, if a friend; thi^ other 
ready to knock and tear you to pieces, if an enemy. .

Aftrr two unsuccessful attonipte, we at IakI heal out. And by 
5 P.M. tlic forts were milos behind us. Now fairly oflf, ii>~ith 
the wind abaft, tho ship, hJtJiea-io so Mober and demure, movcB 
iwt il" mad with joy at glutting into her tiement, roihng and pitch- 
ing from pure uxuhi-rancc of spirits. A sirsiidod whale just 
Qoatcd over a stuid-bfLr cuidd not inaltc off iDorc aiarrily. Iler 
very tlmbem crcaJt in conct^t with thu Happing »ailH and wfai»- 
tlitig in tlie rigging. Khcu! Hut this in a change! It' she 
minced and ininunjled down tlie river, she is learuig it in a gal- 
lopadr, liow the ocean roari5,atid how tho wntcr liisecs where 
sbc ciitx il, ii.t if Ikt hows weru rod-hut plowshares I Sln;*[» go- 
ing <o " make a night of it"'— lo treat lis to a liall. All tliingg 
are jircparing for one, and not a ff w have begun rchearHing. 

The captain, a^i niastcr of ccrenionics, drct^sod early. Kctir- 
ing after dinner in citiuon's dresa, ho eprung fiwth a Bingular- 
loolting fioa beau. I did not recognize him. niid was on the 
point of asking who the stranger wni«, wlton he announwd Iitni- 
self vivit voce. A glazed hAt with n heiiiinphcrieal crowu coy- 
orcd Ids caput ; the wide and flexile brim wax drawi] at two op- 
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poutn pointA close 1o lim florid clirfk» by spun-yAm riblmnn, 
tied in a !;Iij>-knut under the inferior maxilln. An oil-skin cont, 
or cloak, or sliirl, or clivmi«c— it liad pro^icrtivs belonging to all 
fimr — ^reacheij jroin cliin to luiklcs: of iho color ofbccs'-wax. it 
was TMt more stipple tlmn stitt' paper ; Ihc U|)riglit collar em- 
braced bis Dock, and was made to Img it cloctcr by a fiUot cut 
Groin the same wcL as tUc hal-bandn. Hut tbo strangest |>or- 
tion of Ills coslumv wvtn liia Frt'nch bont-s. InRcxiblmtK niar- 
blCt iukI ibe legs thick ulmost tut tlio soles, liu mined hlii ttkiits, 
iuid allowed bio kwi-^ mink in tbein, with )<coUop8 cut out bc- 
Iditd. I liad Kiipposod nothing rigid should \M^ nb'iiit ii itnilor'e 
dress, nor could 1 pt-rmvc bow ui sucli tilings li« could act the 
fikipiier. lie did, though, and iu ctylR loo. 

Tbc vrind rose to n galo] and, blowitig diruelly aslcni, ciiiiMvd 
tlic vessel to roll nioBt fearfully. Vroin no other qiuirtcr could 
the effect bo BO distressing. I no longer could tnthfltand tho 
general tendency tocliaitgo of place and posture Much against 
my will, my fbet 1>c(»an a aenas of ungraceful Btepa toward the 
cabin, wiierc tnatters were no better than outside. Several trunks 
Itid got loose, and, with a duzvii stooU, were nialiingwith \*io- 
lence from side to pidc The jmiitry-^Ioor flew open, and a soup- 
tareen, with diHliej, mid a HL-orc of «oiiiid and inuiiued pUtes, 
came awceping over tlio floor. Tbc steward, aecuring Jiis erratic 
chargi^ threw the fmpnent^ overbonrd. and bWscd the «Iiij), tbe 
wind, or i«oiiu:tlung cl.-ti% iu ."tubducd but bitter terms. 

K^it in fast letting down lior curtain, and tbc lamps aboi'o 
are kindling, but 1 am sick already of the evening's cntertiiin- 
inenttt.

It is inipossiblv to eouvcy to those who never left the land 
an adec[uate idea of the diMtroHAos of a uen-siek voyager ; but let 
tbem imagine a porwon lik« inyaelf apjiroacliing the oeean, and, 
when launched upon il, haU" smiUiig at bis previous fears, yet 
Miuiiblo while be amilox of a Jc tic eais 'ju"i scn.'«tlio>i flitting 
about lufl e^ngaattium, ao very xlighl, however, lliat Ue tella 
biniBeir it is mere imagination. A strngglo between tliis new 
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feeling and liin fears goes oa, it may be, for an Uour or two, 
vrhcn thoic U no inislAking vitiicr. He now no longer nil<« his 
iniitr or fiis out(T being ; liin facultips are flying and bin feet for- 
wking liiiii. Creation reeU: lie looks out, and lo! the earth 
haa Icii her orbit, aiid tlic kcavcnu ore nubing witli her into 
cliaos. Hia nature seems dissolving ; electric Unlos play round 
bia btusting cjo-bolls ; lie IboU the sutures of !u« craniiin) open, 
and Ills TtBCera about to leave Ikim — his eoul geema takuig ber 
departure. Sujipose tbo nctim seeks hia bed, beyond question 
the boHt jtlocc for him in i<\ich vrcutlier as tliis, yet even there he 
is rolled and tossed, jerked and shaken, till he bocomes indif- 
lercuL to life, and e\tn wisbes for ita extinction. 

'i'iioui^h mtae ]>er»oati get over scft-aickneaa in ft few dajii, 
maiiy are nevu' rid of it till they step on shore. Old tiallora 
hire slight attacks after remaining a fL'w niuutlis an Iiutd. The 
jrilot told niB lie wan fourtc-cn years «t sea before it wholly left 
liini, and be named some who had died from Its violence I 
deugned fairly to tent during tha voyage a few alleged epccif^ 
icA. I did ao, and tho result was, none were of any or of marked 
■vaiL Lying borizoiitally luitigufca the evil, and if tlic vessel 
doeit not roll, nauttea and rutcbing tiit^ii Kiibxide. One proposed 
mmviy is & iillet or belt drawn tightly round the nbdotncn. 
Witli some, tliia may poRsibly prove benefieial : with me, it might 
as welt have bc:(^n Htntp]H:d around the maitimast. Anotbnr is 
— what lias, in tact, been tried ever since the dtscaac was known, 
Bvcry patient by a natural impulse pratrtidng it — to ineiuncrize 
the enemy : divert his attention to distant matters, and vsUi liim 
to be gone. " Be tirraly persuaded he can not approach you, 
and he wont." I have kno'uii prcnchcrs of this doctrine have 
<^)portuiiitic» of tilting it, when tltey found that fools and pbi- 
toKopbent were alike prostrated, and equally reduced to help- 
Icftaiinss. 

At midnight tlie storm, for the atitT gale had risen into one, 
was ntging. At intcr>-als the captain's voice was heard amid 
the beUowiiig eletiicnts, and feeble and indistinct replies, as &om 
a great distance, came down from aloH.

While ideas of foun- 
derii^i lunuing on nxiks, or sgainet eomo other vessel, were in- 
vading mfi, there ciin)« snddcniy feuch a blow, somewhere be- 
neath me, as made the vessel stop and fnirly sjmu «gMin. Shaken 
by tlic jar, I involuntarily shouted " What la tliat 1'' bot a. sten- 
tor*8 Toioe conld not, at the liiuc, have been heard on deck. It 
wad so short, sharp, and trcmondnti<(, that I kni>w not to what to 
attribute it except that Ihu liidJ had btii-n struck by tbt; tluke 
of a wbaJe. These uxiatiires have cru^hi-d in chips' timbers — 
what if some sound or rotten piniik liiw bfi-.n knockod off, and I 
aboQt to drop, nnswn of any one this dark niglit, into tlie 
ib^'ss! Then 1 thought of sword-fiahcs plunging their nasal 
weapons clear tliiough the aides of vessel* — wiiat if cue should 
tnanitfix iii(> h«^-! Well, such n dcnth :» jtrt^fcrable to sinking 
■lowly down among mnrinp monKtera that would t«ar onn asun- 
der, and tight over nnu^s diAJoinicd limbs before setiflstion left 
them. Of the two kinds of Jpath, give me the quickest. 

vVa if takon at my word, there came another shock, close Ic 
where I lay, that made the ship and all within her shiver. Shf 
could not have been more stunned if the blow had coihb from « 
battering-ram propelled by giants. It was succeeded by olliCrit 
daring the night, and not till morning did I Icftm tlicy were in> 
deod blows from water-Tams — Iiugc wnvca snapping directly un- 
der and against her. 

Utt. Wiud still high uod enow falling. Wc are dashing 
■croftK tlie Oiilf Stream, w-hjpli, like a boiling caldron, is cov- 
ered with thipk-asopnding vapor. Kra entering it, tlio steam 
To«e like a high wall befor« lis. The central portion of tlic ciu^ 
rent is, of course, the waniieHt, the heat dimiuisHng an itic toI- 
nmc spreads out on either hnm!. At 8 A-M. iti> tt-injH-rnture 
was 66**, at noon 72^, the air meanwhile below the fhwxing 
jxwnt. Unfortunately, the temperature of tlie sea beJbre roaoh- 
ing it was not taken. 

T was ansious to ascertain some particulars of n hotly of wn- 
ler that drctdatoa incessantly tound the globe, and idlently work/i 
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gteat cliangGs on it, but could not keep the deck. A counto 
port of tlir aerial current ol' rotation, tbe main aiream and it« 
'braiichcM modify tlic oonfl^nrations of contiiients, and tliercbj- 
divcraify it.-* own nclioii and effectii. Besidt's its dynamic }Ww- 
cTs and wlialevpr influpnce it may ha^x on piscine life — the nat- 
nral abode of mmc tribi^ and perhaps aii occtuionat and nccee- 
«ary rctrejit for otlirrx — it* tlicnnid infhiciici^ in obvioug. But 
for it tlie Arctic sees Iiad not been oi>cn. The volutne* of hcftt- 
ed water* from tlic torrid i:onp whicli it pours without CMwing'i 
into )iigli latitiidcfl not only ncrvo to moderate tlio heat of one 
and cold of tlic other, but lliey prcvait the pohir ico fiom en- 
larging its dominion. 

A fiue lesgoTi in ini?chanica) science might long ago har« been 
learned from iL If the rcadtr liaa k«pt up ivilh modem pro^ 
ixwx wf tlic arts", he is aware of a system recently introduced for 
heating public and private b«il(bn^ by hot water. It ia indeed 
u fact, and ever will be one, that in fueri/ operation of nature, 
maguiliccnt or minute, minpk or compliualed, an iniportuiit in- 
vention ia antici|iatcd or auggeatod. Thero is no valuable do- 
vire but what may be found in God's museum of marhinea. 
Thus, in the wiu'ni clinniiel wk are rushing tlirougli, we behold 
one of His "]»ot-water circulators," by which the coldest latitudoe 
.'irc tpTniJcred wilh lw*iit drawn from the !«ilt(.',<t. The fiimnco 
and boiler are on the pqualorial belt, ('(luiilistant from the regions 
to be warmed. " Slains" proceed toward die j»oIes, Bending out 
branches as tlicy proceed, and, after yielding up tlicir -tvarmtli, 
return circuitoimly fur u fn'^li i<iipply, precisely as do thcJr artifi- 
<ial imitations. The principlo of action — the diminished grarity 
of a fluid or portions of a fluid by heat, in both is one. But 
how different is Nature's mode of cairj-ing it out. She uac» 
no metallic or other stilT Cubing as wc do, but conreya the hor 
liquid through channels formed in the eoM, the most flexile, and 
liBting, and yielding of eonduitfl. The one we are llouting in 
vartea in wiJih from twenty to two hniidred leagues. 

22<^. 'i'hc cold moderating. Thermometer at 8 A.M., .55°. 
Wind elili abnft, and no miligalioii of the tormenting rolling. 
Pale, faint, and feeling low enough, loathing all food, anil sick- 
ening at the aigiit of a glass of hot loildy kindly pressed on mc 
by t)ie eapliLin, I had to retire after trying rei>c«tod cures for 
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scA-^clmesR. It uppcAra to me ihat no hnmau power can cure 
it, but thnt, liku tlic Htonn vrilhout. it mtut be left to exhaual 
itself. Buring tlic night I stnggcred lironi & aofa to the cobtii 
door; one glimpeo sliowcd lite sky railing and the sea niiiliinfi; 
up to meet it. That was cnouglu 1 reeled back, and, tlie firet 
time for tiaxe days, fell sslwi) in the uianiiiioth and rougtily- 
locked cradle. Petrels ajid otlier 0(%»iiic bu-do pnaa ttunr nights 
ou the wavea. ToHHed to and fro, now ilown in n wntvry glen, 
and now on a mountain creat, tliey Bl«>p on. Can tn&n do thist 
He mtut, if he nlevy at all at nex. The only diAereni» is, hf 
imx a plnnk. bctwovu Jiiiu nitd tlic billows. 

'24M. \Vc«r« |iii[>.-«iiiginto wiinntr nnd calmer latitudes. Thr 
irind ia light, witli a splendid day ovorhcatl During tho night 
re passed within onr hundriNl and twenty miles of llormuda. 

25t/t. Awoke to Clirisliuas by a disnial caroL ilow cvancs- 
ocDt an: liuinan bop<;)t! How tiaickly arc they hh'ghlod! Wc 
hailed ^TSlorday a* a harbinger of fine weather through th^ 
holidays, and it liait uslieird in km rongli a time as we have had 
jet. Long before day tlic wind rose to a hard gale, which drore 
the vessel headlong. Evury plunge Bho made a aea went hiaa- 
ing over her, whil« dark wavctt and boiUng fuani daiiuid round 
her. In the cabin, the barometer kept awiiiging uitli a violuncc! 
that llireaiencd to throw it out of the gimbals — one moment 
perpendicular, the next parallel to the ceiling. [Of course this 
was an illusion: it wau tliu ship that wan vibrating, tlio tii«tru- 
raeDl being coniparativiily at rest.J 

Of the re9il«t», diiriiig, daiigei-defyiiig nntuie of man, there 
can be no Ixitter proof tlian a lew individuala thus riding ovei' 
the IneklcHH and lurbuhmt deep, pur^iuing their solttury way 
iritli tinrrriiig cx:rtainty. through atornia and d.trkiieHs, even to 
ODlipodal mitis and harltorit, nrid turning, nn thoy go, lliu war- 
ring elemenlM to their ptirjtOHii! Without witiies»ing som^ 
thing of the kind^taking a lew trips in an ocran phm^lon, and 
marking the skill of the chariolcers — it is not ciLsy duly to ap- 
preciate tho value of nautical science arid of nautical men. 

A'hoii, on deck. So great Is the commotion, that the dii*tant 
faorixoii all round u« is ticr-n jagged and broken with the h(>aving 
watora. The poor ship, likn a wounded sea-bu'd hunted by 
aboaU of roanno demons, stTug^'Ic^ hard to escape I can oom- 
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pare the Kcenu to nothing cisa Onp moment panting slip fliss. 
and tliu iif^t ia ovcnakm and pitllc^d Hliuddrriiig over, her 
joints and mimta crcnKing sb if cnisht'd hy their tangs. En- 
ooaragod by the helmsman, slio Hghls licrjiclf niiil proceeds, tut 
noon ihey fhiiten on the otUor «ido, niid down she groaning lean*. 
Agutn aho recovers hcmrlf and throws tln?m off. Next, leaping 
lit livr llirimt, ahi; raises her "bows till ludl' h«r keel is out of ihfl 
water, mid thon pliuigcs in dosjKTation on tlicm. Staggered 
nnd trenibUng, it would seem ss if alic must be torn to pieces. 
But n. short lull ensues, us if her foes were wearied. She 
brcatJica a wlijlc, her wings are freshly braced, and as tlie howl- 
ing of tile pursuers reaclien her, sIio tak«a to flight as willi re- 
newed determination to t'scajM! them. In tiiia way llio puiKuit 
has lM>cn kept ii]n und, with litth; variation, will 'be till she find 
safety in Rio Bay. Then «he will wifit, and tliwiwi lead tlu^in 
nnothcT st»pleK>haiie of five or six thotisand tnilea home again. 

How the took managed to prepare dinner passed my eompre- 
Iicnsion- Tlie steward hrougiit in »oup, api>runcliing one mo- 
ment aa if dimhing a ladder, and the next aa if dpj*ccnding one 
hohind him, ao preeipiloHs and f!ecli\'itouH befamn the haac he 
trod on. JJetbre rraching the table, a sea was ahipjM^d that 
bimt in the cabia door, fiooicd him and tlic bouiUor^ deluged 
(he pantry and wrvcml stn(r-P.>oitiH. Michiight pawwed bcfisrc 
(ho irater was bailed and 8Wfthl>ed out The rest of the dinner 
had been washed away. Thus the sea-sprites, if they could 
not sink the ehip, knew how to apoil our rictoals. A hundred 
times 1 have wished myself out of their hands, were it only to 
waste time in coquetting with Virginian Xnindes down James 
River. 

Verily, the life of oominon seamen is a liard one. Night 
brings them no discharge liom duty, and in rough weather all 
most be on the alert. When relieved from watch, they retire 
to dark and loathsomp forreoatlfs, wliosi* atmoKphiTc would pro- 
ilncD asphysiu in peTsona of weuk ncrvtrs, lliaw and ciiangt- tlieir 
garmcntfi, if a change they have, and cntch what sleep they can. 
iTnnacd to the amenities of soeinl intercourse, wthout leieure 
or tasto for mental improvement, no stimulus to ambition, bnt 
kept to tlieir labor aa oxen or horses are, they can not but be- 
come more or less aninialixed (tliat is, tic great majority, for 
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there ue noble exceptions). The sea is doMgnsd ts a theatre 
for human ciilcTpriHc, and thfi profession ol' a uilor is u honor- 
able, and iiotr alniOBt as indispcinKablc, as tliat of a tiller of the 
SoiL Constituting, as Loth classes do, cssciilial ani itnjyortant 
links in civi]tx.ition'fi ciiuin, tlio (hy can not bo diBlaiit when 
they will be permanently elevated in tbeir own and in the world's 
eatiuiation. 

A watcli, vith & loone jtendtint ribbon and itvaX, hangs from a 
nail in tlie cabin. Cloitig to wind it Qp, my mind, meanwhile. 
U^ged on otiier lliuughcs, 1 put forth my hand, and vam sonMV 
what startled to gvc ihc key cumc deliberately mx. or seven 
inches from tlie ivail lo iiii^t mc — a feat as unexpected at the 
moment m would l>e ilut of & walkingK-anc anticipating its own- 
er's wiftlies. The incident may l»e thought a common one, and 
so it was, but at ilic lime I was not prepared for it. 

37iA. Yesterday the wind was light and fair, but the troub- 
led ocean had not tost the cfl'ects of the previous day's tan- 
Inuns, and now another g:il<; lias come, and more ground and 
lofky lumhltng. Tho tempcraturo steadUy iocreuMa. At 6 
A.M., thennoraeter G8'', whtcli a shower of mSu rnluced in an 
luur to 64°. The cabin fuels elosc, and the slatc-rooma more 
■0. New substances, as cliee^e and other stores, are voktilized, 
whose odors, miughug with tlioso exhaled from staple bnses 
of evcoy shipN [xirtunwry, ore exceedingly diitt^c^■(sillg ; every 
dtni^t of the horrid tluid received into lungs aireudy sore ta 
inexpressibly sickening. 

The cook has given oat, having been unwell for some dayi. 
The captain now acts t lie pliyeician, and the stcwiird npothocniy. 
One prescribes, the other propArctt the medicine. The pntient 
was called aft to stale hia case, to place his liandn where hL'< 
ptina were, open his mouth, and show his tongue Frompt as 
Qalen, the captain dictated a prescription, which after soeii^ 
prepared, I besought lleavon to spare my health till I could 
get ashore. 

9QtA. Tiie gale of the 27tli lasted two days, during whicli 
the vessel rocked and plunged so violently, there was no sitting 
al the table or keeping any thing on it. More libations and of- 
ferings were made to t!ic divinities of rough weather. Yestci^ 
day the ahip was easy, and ran before the wind souilicasterly. 
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lie retired, nnd a sombre leaden acrepn enveloped all. So quick 
a cliauge in Nature's kalctdoacopc 1 liuvc seldom seen. A brig 
liovo in eigtit, and hy noon-vre ftxchangetl Ktgniil«. Her ting is 
little known in tlic»c Rca», xnd yot it ouj^lit to be no cirangcr, 
since under it Columbus nailed for nevctal years- She was a 
GonoeflC Bj S V.}1. wc liad run bcr out of aight, her sailing 
qnolitiea being little better than those of tlic rickety ^'tno, or 
the dull flag-ship of the world's great admiraL 

8M. Ye8tertl«y the barometer iiresaged bad weather, and il 
came. The Bea ran higher than cvBr. Aa tii« opportunity was 
favorable for observing the bciglit of tlm waves, 1 spent aome 
time in watclung them. Instead of mountains, they were mod- 
erate-sized hills. None appeared over twenty feet high. In 
reality, tlietr altitude was only about twelve feet, because tlicir 
buMcn were Mink about &n much below the general aurface aa 
their i^eaksi rose above it. The ship, with moat of her gails 
furled, is toascJ about almost like a feather in a wliirlwind. 
Racked and shaken m she is, with 300 toiia or more of caigo 
liable to disiilju-f-nieiit, it la nurpriBing to me how nhe holda to- 
gether ; one moment careening till the water spouts tliroiigh tho 
scuppers, thn next her bows rising as if to rest on her .stem, and 
the next plunging as if to stand on her head. Those movo* 
nicntH arc so irrcgnUr, and often so suddenly arrested, that, aa 
when a sea brcaka under her, she tjnivejs to her centre 

XVo stormy-petrela kept Hitting nt the stem. Restless, 
iheeo tiny lovers of the troubled ocean know no rest. Super> 
atilion makes tlieni unhappy souls of departed aailora, while the 
huge gtill and hugcr albatross are those of wicked mates and 
masters. 

The sun tried hard to^lay to push aside the watery screen : 
but a few Nliort, ochro-(H>lurGd beainK, which Iiad a Nirigulnr eiTcct 
on the liazy atmosphere, waa oil he eould do in tlie morning, 
and thcii hut for a few momenta. The general aspect of the 
OCCSQ is remarkable, it might be compared to a calico pattern 
of black and white spots. The waves are black, their crests 
pure white, and, at a distance, both appear in equal numbers 
and dimensions. 

A ilying-fish came on board ; but for its wings 1 should hare 
taken it for a tnackeroL Common to seamen and familiar lo 
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Uktoraliflts, it waa new to nw. and nay be to some rawJere, hence 
Its {lortmit, a pretty acconrte one, U iittroduced. 
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From tlw no«c to the extremity of tli« tiiil, twelve inches ; 
deepest p*rt of tho Imdy, two inchcn ; th* Iong<vBt aide of eaeli 
wing, seven. The lowrr iolw of llic tail jirolonged beyond the 
other, deAigncd, no doubt, to facilitate the act of springing from 
the water. The ninga — enlarge men t» of pectoral fins — liave 
tbcir transtnecnt tnembrsne strcngtlicncd by ro<U or r&ys, which 
diverge with the expanding mir&ce, and Htill fiirtlier to distiib- 
ate tlieir support, cacli one becomes split about half i^-ay up the 
wing, and the two branches, after spreading apsrt, become in 
like manner divided as they approach the margin. Having 
nothing dsc to do, ] began to iiioralir« on the unhappy (ate of 
ihc pretty stranger. If it llcw on board to escape a, dolphin's 
jaws ; liow fatal its miatahe ! and if allured by tlic ship's Kgfits, 
it is an erablcm of many a country youth, whom the glare of city 
life hu dnmrn from home to bi:t destruction. While thus mus- 
ing, Hm CAptoiiL told ihe cook to fry it for breakfast. There 
ITBA nothing outre in tliift, but it grated strangely on my loedi- 
tation» and diBpenuid them.

Coct-D l!ic complcxitj- and infinity of curves onc'a person is 
ipcUcd to go throogh be trani«ferrod to paper, they wouJd con- 
ey to landnincii a hetter idea than could otherwise be iitipjurted 
' the pitchings, swings, and shakes seafarers undergo ; of the 
itricalc and erratic linca tlieir heads, without ceasing, trace in 
air. The Lest apology for seasick travclcra, it wotUd excite 
nnphsc that the hraiita of ninny arc not addli^tl. 

Standing doae to the mainmast mid looking up, its topmost 
ft.xireHiity is seen to sweep from star to star, or cloud to cloud, 
tracing in t)i« firRiament diagrams tlut truly iniu-k the vessel's 
movements. To imhate this would »erv« the purposi', and the 
barometer, (iccly suspended on gimbals, with a heavy mass of 
raercuiy at ita bottom, snggeeted the rvAr{y means. Its top 
ohed wflriy to a Irrx-el with the heams of the cabin-roof on- 
■ the skylight. Thin was removed in tine weather, and a pen- 
cil (point upward) fi^cod to the metramcnt, six or seven inc&c» 
from the point of suspension. An edge of a letter sheet press- 
ed firmly upon one of tho two beams between which the pendl 
was, and the oppoaitc edge borne gently down to bring and keep 
the under aurface and central purls of the paper in easy contact 
with the mo^nng atyIo,wnM nil that was ncccssaty to obtain a 
faithfbl chart of the vessel's motiona, except her pnogresBive one, 
and, consefjuently, of oui own.

progressed on the under side. The slightest lurch or pitch, and 
orery variation from the horizontal which the vessel's deck un- 
derwent were thus accurately delineated and recorded ; thur di- 
rection and comparative extent also. 




The annexed figure is a specimen from scores taken during 
the voyage. The letters denote the position of the vessel : B, 
her bows ; E, the stem ; L, the larboard, and S, the starboard 
side. If a line were drawn from L to S, and another from B to 
E, they would intersect in the middle of the deck, where the 
pencil was. Hence all deviations from that point, on ^ther 
hand, indicate rolling or lurching, while the rising and &lliitg 
of her bows are shown by the hncs above and below L 8. 
Most of the movements, it will be seen, are combinations c^ 
pitching and rolling. There is but one decided roll — the long 
sweep that passes beyond L and S. The paper first touched 
the pencil at B and left it at E. The time it was in contact, 
from twenty to thirty seconds. When the time was prolonged, 
the hncs became too much involved to be traced without diffi- 
culty. ' ■ 

Such are the motions of a ship in even moderate weather, 




while the changes in them sie endless and infinil(>. Through 
ctcmitj QO two diagraius could be iouiid alike, oiid yet to the 
motions represented by Uiein every individual on bourd miut 
oonfonn to prcflcr\'c lii» centre of gmvity over tiiat of motion — 
la koep liis hend above his feel. It' it ever bccoinu worth while 
to underwriters, vessels could be niado to register every strain 
tbey may be subjected to. A lotl of paper uufoUiiig, tti< in the 
electric tele^praph, has only to be adapted to a pvuctl properly 
aiupcndtid.

M'o aro running parallel willi the shore, about one 
htuidrcd and fifty miles from it. A atiff breezo from northeast 
enables us to plow oiiwaal magnificently, throwing up fiirrows 
high on t^tlicr hand. For an instant, iK-ai- noon, the ^un came 
out again, and wliilc waiting for another gljmpae to dcleniiine

It was imposaiblo to stand without clinging to spars and 
r^png, and ev<.-.n then you treinblc Ivot tlm hull, nJixutdy half 
c^sized, become wholly so. T ex^)eetcd to see the maats snap 
dose to the deck, so fearfully did they swing. The rain in- 
taeaBed, and had a marked cfTcut on the wavce. It smoothed 
down their crests and outlines, and prevented collisions. In- 
Btead of dashing one anotlier into spray, tbcy now fumed in- 
wardly, like the contents of a caldron near the boiling-point 
There was something in this, combined with the unnataral dark- 
Msa, that made one both feel and tear. 

By noon the weather cleared, and wo began to look out fi>r 
land. vSounded with a fifty fathom line without finding bottom. 

Throughout the voyage the ducks and geCHC invariably cack- 
led and screamed in answer to the ship^s bell. They mistook 
its sounds for tho»c of their nutivo villages, and imagined the 
ponds and licldg they were brought ap in close by : so tlie sail> 
ora say. Four sickly ducks, all that survive, were let oat Aa 
rain fell, it was pleasing to sec how they enjoyed it — washing 
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and nestling in it, and ninning after what fell as the larchiag 
vessel threw it from side to side. The oilj mailer secreted hy 
water-fowl for the dressing of their feathers most be expended 
in them, or its soorces dried np, for ther were soaked with wa- 
ter like wet nigs ; yet, for all that, it was et'idently a treaL 

S1«L B7 7 A.3L the weather cleared a little, and Cape Frio, 
hardl J to be ^stingoished &om a cload, hove in sight — the first 
land seen since starting. At 8 A.)L, water 76^ ; at 11 it was 
750 ; at noon, 73° ; by 4 P.iL, the Corcovado and Sogai^oaf 
in sight. At 6, the wind left us some twelve or fifteen miles 
&om the harbor's month. Air 68^, and the water down to 64°; 
a difference of 16° fix>m its temperature a hundred and fifty 
miles out! 

From where we lie, the marine gateway presents a wide open- 
ing between two mountain walls that rapidly conveige to a nar- 
row opening at the distant apex, where the water meets the sky, 
and W'here the left wall terminates in a slightly-leaning conical 
mass — '* the Loaf," which rears its head far above the wall, and, 
with the Corcovado, a higher mass at the other extremity, re- 
minds one of look-outs at the angles of fortifications. The 
boundary on the right appears continuous, the effect of distance, 
for several detached islands stand out from it. Raza Island, on 
which is the harbor light-house, nearly faces the middle of the 
passage, bat now is far to the left. This opening into the port 
of Rio is so clearly defined tfa&t there is no mistaking it, and so 
easy of access at all seasons that pilots are unknown. Ever}' 
skipper, foreign and native, runs his own craft in and out. 

8 P.M. No chance of getting in to-night. Thunder and light- 
ning — the first we have seen and heard since leaving hom& 
More rain, too, is falling, but the sight of port makes such things 
trifles, and tempts one to snap tlie fingers at past sufferings, and 
send them to the winds that caused them. 

Fein^ary 1. Made sail at 3 A.!M., but had to anchor befcoe 
teaching the Loaf. A morning more beautiful than this never 
oshered in a summer's day in Eden. The water is smooth as 
glass, and yet most singularly etched, in squares as small and 
uniform as those of a plaided garment : tlie effect of impercep- 
tible waves crossing each other at right angles. 

6 A.M. Yonder comes the land-breeze down the bay : an up-

non, whence a covered Iwrgc brought alongxide the port jihys!- 
diau. Without atcppingon bourd, he inquired if any were sick, 
reqnired all letters and new.ipapers, even those for the congign- 
eea; askecl for tnj paHHpoit, and directed tnn to call in three 
^ya at the police-office^ where I would flnd it with an cndorso- 
ment aathoriKing me to take board and lodgings in the city; oi^ 
deted the ctqitain to wait till visited by the Custom-house boat, 
vlucli might be expected about 4 oVJock, and look liia leave. 
The sun is scorching hot, and tlie idea of tying here inert for 
three hours or more is any thing but agreeable. 

Tbe treatmeut of masters and passengers was formerly in- 
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suiting in the extreme, and eren officers of national vessela did 
not escape. EmBenstein speaks of strangers being treated 
with the same insulting jealousy as in Japan, while the accounts 
of Captain Cook and Sir Joseph Banks excite disgust. It is 
not BO now, though Iwarding-officers are occasionally complained 
o£ That, however, is the case, more or less, in every port, and 
will be till the Dajspring arise, when not a Cnstom-honse ex- 
ists to interfere with man of one clime visiting and exchanging 
commodities with his brother of every other. 

The voyage having ended, a table of the daily progress of the 
ahip is annexed, as it may be s^viceable with reference to the 
meteorological facts noticed.

aomo vrhit« rJitucli conspicuous ataiid^. It and tbc htU are 
dedicated to "Onr Lady of Glory," and n glorious site for a 
dwelling they liavc given her. Between the bilLi is tlie Cattete, 
a suburb connecting Bflto-Fogo with the city. 

From the church the beach ebools forward a mile in a more 
irregtdiir curve, ending in n ixnnl tliat Jut;; fur into tbc bay. In 
this Btretch part of liic cily ia eeen — a ewarm of houses, crowd- 
ing and turning through a nanx>w paasago between two hilLt 
like troopa mailing through a dctilo and treading on cacii other's 
heels. With tlie aid of u gl^itis u double tier of aruhes — the 
aqocdact — is seen. On the point the arsenal ta located, facing 
San Domingo. Immediately above the point, and I>t-!iind th« 
two hills, one of which is Castle llithwith flag-staJfii and marine 
telegraph on it, the old part of (he cily of llio and the flliippiog 
Ue. Beyond tbe city the hay widens into sovcral leagues in 
breadth. The immt-diate background of Hio, and up the bay 
an int as tlie eye can rench, coiii>iiits of mOiintnina. Kotbing 
bnt aky and penlcH are seen. An opening oecurs in looking 
orci' the small bay of Doto-Fogo, but ihdc peaks hchind peaks 
rise in tlic distance. 

Such arc the outlinea of the Bay of Rio between tbe city and 
the sea. Kvery prominent landmark is so cajgily recognized. 
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thit, mtJi this rnpul glmicc, I am iirepnriM] to thread m}' first 
ateps on TIrazilian ground witliODt a gniilci and oa\y wait tbe 
oppQTtunlty. 

Four o'clodcliaa oome and brougbt tio relief; on the coiilnry, 
it has induced Bomctliing not wry creditable to liic captain luid 
■ifc- IiMtcail of enduring the dt'tcotion with Hmooth fiuxs, m; 
JVC tii»kiiig vxcfisxivdy wry ones — in place of rcmsoniug with 
Scnccm or gatliering consolation t'i'unt Kvinpi«, wc nru invoking 
UnBings on tho risiting offioeni' Iieads not aliogeilicr canonical 
But the BUn is oppiCiwtiTc; he is already Ijroiiing pit«h out of 
the dcck-ecams, and to liim eboidd be attributed a portion of the 
beat distilling in our bosoms. jVnothur hour elapsed, and the 
officer, a vciy polite grntlcinnn, came. Itcquiring every loose 
paroel and package, even to a Iiat>^:ase, to be entered on tlir 
nmifwt, bo took the ship's papers, and gave us IcAve to go 
ashore. In three minutes the captain and 1 were in the Jolly- 
boat, and, aa I did not wiiih to ^ up to the city, he landed rnc, 
at my Ta\ncsU al the fuut of tliK <.iloria IIUL I'usHng the boat 
In, I snoucded in springing on the bench without u ducking 
frooi tho aurf, iiikI, htcppitig up briskly into lliu alrect, parsed 
along in the diniction of Bolo-i'ogo as if no Btmngor. 

The bouBc:; arc low. faced with colored stooco, and roofed 
with the old red tile; not tv paneled front-door, stoop, knocker, 
or bclUpuU, and many windows witliout glns». Coming to a 
small garden-plot attaciied lo a showy comer house, I Btoi«|)pd 
a iDOiacnt to look at white, red, blue, yellow, grce-n, and gUdutl 
•oeens and tnjJIis-ivork, vying in colors with tlic flowers ; while 
the walks, bordered witli shells, were crowded with HOindhii^ 
Uito a bundled painted stntiiee and atnluettcs. 

BeiDg Sunday evening, and very hot, I met few ]jeople, but 
oliverred, through ihe open windows and in Rome gatcwaya, 
&niiliea playing at cards and dieaa. After wiitding along for 
half a mile^ with mountains nfien in the immediate rear of the 
boaacs, 1 tntj^uiicd of a young inan for itua do Cuttcte. I was 
in it> Soon I came to a grrcn, o^wri spot on the right, ui which 
ilood a fountain vase, and at it negroes tilling vesseU. As- 
lurcd that tho n^idcne« I wanted was not for off, I passed on. 
.V young gentleman and some ladies were at an open window, 
«nd, at a venture, Ia»ked if that was the residence of Mr. E . 
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" Si, senbor," was the reply. A taWe-bcU tinkled, a smart ne- 
gro opened tlie heavy door, I entered, and was iDvitcd to a scai 
with the coiupftny I had just saLutcd — ft very liandMine lady, 
ikicQ sprightK' }'ouiig oiie^ and their brother — a JJr&zilUu) inoUi> 
cr and hw offapriiij;. 

The hcftd of tlio ftunily, whom I had aakcd for, it was said. 
vould he in presently. He wtta taking a sieata. Before he 
came, I had time to ohscr\'c thiit tlic features and furniture of 
the room were iudicutive of a tropical clime ; liigh ceiling, mat- 
ted floor, cliiitra niid MofuH with caric-«eats, walla papered, but 
nothing like carpets, rug.t, curtains, firc-placea, and other essen- 
tials of our parlors. 

Preaent!)-, tluough an inner door, a tall gentleman made lus 
appearance. Drcaacd in white linen, and, withal, gmy-licadodt 
he fonuod » perfect contrast with the deep black in which I wis 
draped. A miller and a sweep could not liavc sec off each oth- 
er more diBtinctly. Jtising, I introduced myself aa jast come 
in from New York, and tlio hearer of Icttera and other niatteav 
from hia brother, who had insisted that the fiist threshold I 
cToaeod in Hio should be this one. 

" Pray be seated. .\nd so T and you are old acquaint- 
ances V* 

"Yes, sir — Iwsom Jricnds.'* 

'* Oreatea and Pyladce, cli ?" 

*^Wby, not exactly; still, I oaver was in distress but hr 
Bympathizcd with me, and I may aoftdy say the luunc for my- 
self and family whenever lie or Lis tasted of trouble." 

"Is bo stout?"

I^ot till to- 
day have I felt well enough to go out, though some things hnvc 
occuiped which I should liave liked to witness. On tlie 2d inst 
wati a high foxtivul, in wLicti the entperor uaiuJly performs a 
(»rt, Imt he is nbeciit in Rio (jriuiilii, imilcavoring to soothe po- 
litical trooblos there. The 8d inst. was the winivtrMuy of St. 
Bras, Public lionora are paid him in a monAstciy where hi* 
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statue is. Celebrated for removing tracheal complaints, he is 
consnlted literally aa doctors are. 

Liveiy-stables are here what their name imports. The pro- 
prietors furnish plain and showy traveling equipages, with serv- 
ants in various styles of livery. Having some letters to deliv- 
er, a "carro" was ordered, and in a few minutes I was off in a 
large, well-built and easy chaise. A mule in the shafts drew 
it by a broad belt across his chest. The saddle mule was sim- 
ply attached by a hook to the carriage axle. The dress of the 
postillion, a dark mulatto, eclipsed the plated mountings of the 
curiage and harness : a jwlished jet hat, with golden band and 
edging, yellow vest, light-blue jacket taced with red, and a red 
collar; white breeches, half lost in boots extending up his 
thighs, and at his heels brass spurs with rowela two inches 
over. He wielded a monster cow-hide, and laid it across the 
shaft animal's back with a ferocity that, had it been an edge- 
' tool, would have cut the beast in two. 

We entered Engenho Velha, the name of a district exceed- 
ingly rural and picturesque. The driver cracked his thong, 
whirled through a gateway, dashed up a short avenue bordered 
with shrubbery and flowers, and brought up at the front of a 
handsome mansion. Here, after an hour's ride, we were not 
half the distance we had passed over from the place of starting, 
the circuitous route being unavoidable to get round intervening 
mountains. Ascending the piazza, I was the next moment in 
conversation with the Honorable Henry A. Wise, United States 
Minister in Brazil, to whose kindness and hospitality, on this 
and subsequent occasions, my warmest acknowledgments aredue. 

Walking out in the evening with a fiiend, we met a bate- 
headed priest in a carro, accompanied by three half-naked ne- 
groes. One, with a laige candle, went by each wheel, and the 
third trotted in advance, ringing a bell. This, I was told, was 
"the Host," which the priest was going to administer to some 
sick or dying person. "But where is the wafer?" I asked. 
"In that little crimson bag suspended from the padre's neck." 

7iA. I started out alone this morning on a miscellaneoas ram- 
ble, and shortly became puzzled to account for a slow succession 
c^deep booming sounds that shook both the groimd and air. As 
no one in the streets stopped to notice what I took for subter- 
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ranpjin thander, T followed thn sounds down to the Flamingo 
Bcacit, and there llie riddle wm eolvcJ hy ibc surf. "Wind •nd 
tide combining had enured the noise of its brtialcing on the shore 
to 1)6 unamukllj hjiid nnd pon-orfnl. 

Winding along the hcach to Qloria ITill, I tripped down ita 
farther side (where I landed irom the sliip's boat), and, continu- 
\n^ toward the city, Htuniljlcd n]>on n revolting scciic: a 
inulojiurt' full of entile, adjoining a burn-like utraeture, wt 
long and broad roof was fl«]>porled by atone coliiinns, tlie 
Riled up with picket gates and rwlings. l''our half-naked roeUfl 
wielding long spiked poles, were forcing certain of the beastsi 
through a gate between two of the ccntml columns. Those fel- 
loirs wote red pointed caps, their legs and nnns weie hare and 
bloody, Uieir Imllaoingi^ and their cruelty were enough to make 
one shudder. TUey thrust the goada at random into the poor 
dii)tTiie1(!il victima ; blood was oozing from wouiide in the iiidca 
and necks of Bcveral. One dropped cxlmualed, nor oould hlowa, 
nor digging the iron poiiilH into the moat Boiisitive parts, mpJcc 
it rifle* Some twenty to thirty luid now been forced through, 
when tlic gate was cloBod — to them tlie gate of death ; for, as 1 
suspected, this ^xaa the public etauglitur-huuec. It in located on 
ihe edgw of tlie bay. 

Ar T Iirtd no wii^h to revisit the plare, T concluiW to take 
firat and Ia?t look at the Matadoura. Passing round to 
end of the building lacing the street, I found the ftdnitni.=itrador 
at hiB desk, with the whole interior open bcfoic Iiim, and separ- 
ated only by a low partition no higlicr than a counter. v\nd, 
what ft sight I The iinniemie floor strewed with expiring oxcai 
in all itnaginahic po»<itions. Those that had jiiBt been driven 
in wero leaping liltber and tliitlicr over the bodiea of the slain. < 
Two tall, alhlche negrooB, with notliing on but short pantdoona ' 
of coarse canvas, stained with gore, held rxcb vertically, at arm's 
length, over their hcadis and kept moving itlowly about. Six 
other men, with jwlea armed willi ttpikeit, were heading the b©« 
wthlcred animale. Whcticver cue renmined a moment atcady, 
or jMissed slowly by, an axe was buried in ils neclt Ixdiind the 
lionis, and in an iiit<tariL it dropped. Tiiiis they pruci-cdcd till 
all Iiad fallen, w}ien a negro, witli a piece of rug round his mid- 
dle, bled them by plunging a knife in tlteir throata.

Girls 
are made to represent madonnas and olhcT popular characters. 
When aupplcuieiitjiry locks are requined, the nnderlakcr sup- 
plies them, as well aa rouge for the checks, and jx^rl-powden 
for the neck and anna. 

Formerly it waa cuatomary to carry young cotpaes upright 
in procosfiion tliroiigh the stnsets, wlit>n, but for tlie cloHcd eyett, 
A alruiigL-r could liurdly believe the figure before him, with rud- 
dy cheoko, hair blowing in the wind, in nilk slockiugs and allocs, 
and his raiment sparkling wttli jttwclit. gmsping a juiliii- branch 
in one lumd, and resting the other quito naturally on some arti- 
fieial support, could \>c a dead cluld. But how wan the body 
sustained in a pcrpondiculur position? "Ocncrally in tliitt 
way," said Scniiora 1' , who luid often assiatcd on sucli oc- 
casions: "a woodeo crou was lixed on the platform, and against 
it the l)ody was secured by ribbons at the ankJes, kiiees, and un- 
der the arma, and at tlie neck. " 'lVeniy-fivt> year» ago tlit« prac- 
tice was common. It ia now eonllncd chiefly to the inteiior. 

Ko near relative accompanies a coq»c to the cemetery. It is 
given at the dour into the hands of friends, to whom its Hnat 
and rL-sjnrctftd dis[>oniil in coiUidcd. No rcfrc^diiiiuiila of any 
kind are J'urni.><hcd. 

On thedeathof a father, mother, lutsltRnd, wife, »on, orduugli- 
ler, tlie house is closed suvcn days, during which the survivor-* 
indulge in private gr'vJ. They wear mourning twelve inontlts, 
For l^tlicrs and aistorit, the house is closed four d&ya ; the pe- 
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rU>d of mooniiiig four mouths. On lltelaiif of ilic four or seven 
iRytt tnoornetB atlund niasH, uud tluin reaume tlie business of 
Ii£k For first couhida, unclca, and Bunta, the cfiUblished role 
t» to WPAT mourning two montlis ; for second cousins, one ; for 
otiicr r«liitive«, from fifteen to eight diiv^. liy aii old law. suz^ 
Tivora can be compelled tbus to re«pcct the deftd according to 
degrees of consangainitj. Tlie poor contrive, by aid of friendsi 
and aometimea by selling what articles of fumitare or clothing 
they can siMire, to comply with the general custom. 

£a^ aiuni) Are occa.iionally consumed in dressea and jevrela 
for the dead. Gcnt'raliy, the embroider)", ta{iM>]K, oordi), apan- 
glc», tiiirn*, etc, arc of French gold or gilt tiiiscl, but in aomc 
(msea pore ntctnl and real gt'rns arc cntombcil. The coat of ki- 
nenli ranges from $.'30 to $10' )0. Some go to tlic cxj^nRO of 
putting the parisli clnirch in ntoinning. If tlio deceased owned 
a carriage, it i« gencmlly nacd to convey him to the tomb — to 
give him hia last ride. To save the expense of a hcarac, peo- 
ple in moderate circunigtanccd frequently borrow a fticnd's car- 
riage. Hot long ago, a hearse, all velvet, feathers, and gold, wad 
inported from Jr'mnco, and a fev,* thtyn after a rich man lost his 
wife, lie spent $1500 on the fitneral, exchisivo of mourning 
drospR, and, to 0\a edat to the pagcjint, hired the new funexal- 
(arfbr|t200. 

"Widows never lay aaide their wceda unless iHcy marry. Till 
nj«!nt!j", tiiey vtvtk never knowTi (o dance, eiticli iin act Ijcing 
deemed acandnloiu, no matter liow long their husbands had 
been dead. .\nd now, old people ehnke their hnads and repeat 
in aucicnt apophthegm : ■' Widows should cvpr mourn their first 
love, and never take a second." They complain of modem dc- 
^erscy and the disappeanincc of old Portuguese virtue. But 
the young folks eonlend that they are 03 good as their gran- 
damM, and insi.Kt tliut if widows seldom remain such now, it waj 
much the ooiue fonnerly. as llio proverb more tlian intimates : 
" I'lKHB rica aisadii JicaJ" Clusters of a smoU )iur{>le flower 
an here known as " Widow«' TcRrs." They bloom but once 
a year, and soon ixj up. 

.\ lady living near ns recently became a widow, and, at the 
nistigttion of a ^ah applicant for her hand, induced her only 
cMd, « lad of eighteen, to enter a convent, under the pretense 
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lliat %he liiu] in hisi infiincy ^ndii'ated him in tliat way to Qod,^ 
Slid that he woiiitl \xi tlttt muuu< 0l'duli\miig hl» lathcr'A 
out of l*urgBtoi7'. Hy coiitrentcd, ami ahu nntl licr legal para- 
mour DOW riot oil liis fiiUierV ur^JlIi luid liui own. Itiit willow- J 
cr» &re not iiiudi better. ^lention was made of n neighbor vihai 
luHt ]m wilb, and cried liimself iiUiiost lo death in four days. 
Ilin jViciiil'', aUmied, got lutn to a ball, where ho met a lad^i^ 
and tnarried hgr in two tuODtha. 

WUen tlia corpse of a hu»<liaiid is laid out, cuBtom rcciuhea 
his surviving purtiKT to ajujcar bcforu coiuoling fricnda in t 
i>lnc.k woolf.ii j,'<iwTi, tmiii, and cup, crajw vftll, n Ian in one 

liand, and a IwiidlMXchioi' in tiw; otI»er. Old Scnhoni J* ,who 

onght to know, ^tiya tlie TnaucAcir often hido» gmiles as well aa 
loara; and, further that eonio widows have no cause to cry,j 
tlicir losees t)«in^ no tossos at all. TIiobc who cry loudest, ahe 
nunarked, are often tlic soonctit comforted, and mentioned a aeo- 
liora who, on tlie fifth day, l»e.iTij,' told ihul imv Lcauty as w«U 
as her health was onftmng, looked np itnd naively said. " If tliat 
waa the case, sho would stop," ajid she did: u pnralM to tho 
rich Iieir who. liciiding over his patent's coffin, cxclaimod, *' Fa- 
llier, I'll mouni for you hereaficr; 1 can not now."

X full dress of Uaok is a mie ywa non for Iwtli lady and gentle- 
men vieitors, and, unlesg vcrj* near neighbors, etiquette rcquirea 
a carriage and a foolnian. Knliglitcncd ltra?.ilianH are awake ta 
the c\'ila of these v.x}}L'ii:;ivu t'ollivs, and, ns in other lands, an 
making ufforlx to ri-.fonii thi^in. 

With the exception of holy water, priests arc paid for evciy 
thing — for christening and Twirying as well a.i niarrj-ing. When 
■ person IK not interred in the dixlriet he HvlxI in, the fee is ex- 
acted all the flame. 1'he Gloria parish luui a very insutiicient 
ccmelPiy, at ihp. Tiapa CinircJi, and many are entombed elso- 
wlicrc.

Wbatcrer they mmy be in life. Uy people are profitAble to 
pdests iriien they cesae to live. Classes, many or few, iu% tbeo 
to bo afieved br tLcm, and maMcs am almi^'s paid for. The 
ssnal cfaxrgc fgr one at which n &iiiil/ attvods soon aAcr a buiisl 
is two dollais. the n-cxldiy, of coarse, not being limited to that. 
Vor aubtwquent ouca a special agreement U made J ob- 
served that be and auothiv grmtleman were execnton of an ao- 
tpuiiiMiLoe vbo left £vc huixlnxl mikcia to be expended in maas- 
ca for the repose of hLn npint They agreed tritli a pricj't, and, 
u lutnal. at bo much for each.

Objcctiona were raised on the ground that half 
the period had not elapsed which waa necessary honestly to 
pexfonn his part of the figreetnirnt. lie insisted tliat all he had 
bargaioed for hud been properly dooe. They winced, bat paid 
biin.

The repast wound up. aa all rvpusts do hrrr, wilh passing 
rooad the i}atitoirg — s tmncy picco of bUvit liulding tootli'ptclu 
of onwgo-wood. Not n lililo ingenuity iit c]i(t]iluj-ec3 in tlie dt- 
signs: «. j/., & peccary or [torcupinc, from which the picks utaod 
one as quilU: « disk of the buii, in which they rvprctsvot hia 
mya ; u piiie-apple, })cld by an Apollo ; a coliunn of musLcts, 
on wliicfi tbey stand tor bayonets, &c. 

In the yard were tlif usual pilt-a of halla and iron guns, all 
ofUn^sh make; al»o qtiitouiuitiibctof'oldrurtugu&sc bronze 
picceflf one fluted aud riclily omamentvcl, aiiollier twisted spi- 
rally with lonpK of nllig.itora : it hml W-cn two hundred and fif- 
teen yeara in JImzil, mid in a splendid specimen ofiuicient foond- 
ioj^ Thoae bad boca baptized, as usual in old times, with 
scriptural appcUntiotia. flow mutli inon.'. approjiriate had one 
been climtened, " The bringcr of bad news," after a Butch 
Ibirty-two pounder, or " The De^-il," atler a French one. 

"n'o entered the cooper's shop, whcro buckets, kegs, and can- 
teens woro in process of dovclo])Dicat. The foreman could not 
OOniproKcnd or believe in our pail and barrel making niacliineiy. 
"Nio, Bcnhor,"ho cxciaimeil, shaking his bead ; "nfio, scnhor, 
uma impossibililada" 

I/canng the infidel, wc came among the tinmen, a dozen 
blackn and whites, mnking cajiixtcrs for gra|ie-»liot, horn Ian- 
tdns, and huge tin crowns and globes — iniiKrial artna to put 
OTcc the entTsnccs of public cstablislmients. Bugles and trum- 
pets, with and without keys, and equal in finisli to any. are 
made here. One room is dedicated to pliilosophicAl instruments. 
A thcodobte of sii|>erior workmanship was in progress ; also a 
large electrical maclune, the plate from a window of the <^d 
king's stato-coack. The foreman was employed at a very hand- 
some benrh-vice, with a sliding jaw, of hia cvn\ iuvention. A 
model was presented to mc. It is now in the collection of the 
franklin Institute, PhiUdelpliia. There was not in the ca>^ 
pentcrs' shops a common hand-Etaw. Not one is said to be used 
in the country : notliing but tlie old classic buck-saw. In 
Spain and Portugul, tbv tools and processes current in Oreece 
and Rome in the days of Numa nrc preserved unchanged. It

In the tumiiig-sliop vreie $ome excellent French lathes. 
Three or four fine bronze pnwacn wytw nt work 8tAin[ii»g cap 
and epaulette plates ; one in one huiidivd iukI twotity ycara oM, 
and onum«Qted with the anaa of f'orliigii] — a bcautitiil tiling. 
In the kallicr department ia made cvi^ry article for cavalry and 
iiifaiitrj- — MuidlvH better and chcupci: iban can be uii{>oned. 
The buTcU and lock« of tniukets ore of foreign mamtfacture, bai 
all are .Htocki-d and mounted licre. I-'oundcra and finisbera were 
fusing and tiling bcIt-bnckles and Hnbro-handles. TIic model- 
room IB crowded with de^-iccafor ciiitI and Military engin^.-cring. 

In tiii! acliool-ioom wcro two hundred lads, from six to thii^ 
lean ytan old, whites, blacks, niulaltoeK, and Indiniis. as thor- 
Ol^^y mhtgled on their seats as the ingredients ofntottled gian- 
ita. Tbey arc tauglit reading, writing, arithmetic, aiid tb-nw 
ing. WTieii fomleen, oaclj namca a trade he pretbra to follow 
—one of those carried ou iu the arsenal ; tAat m taught hint, 
and at a certain age be enters tlie artillery. In this manner a 
mjrply of (srjwjittint, »ii)ilhH, twldlcr^, fouudera, tnoctiinists, i£c., 
is aecored for the public scrince. ' 

Tlua military estabbithment ib admirably organized, and un- 
der an cd^tivc administration. 

At noon tlie n'orknicn went to dinnrr, eacli taking olT hia cap 
u be paused the outer gate — a piece of ceremony enforced on 
tvtry oite, high or low, utrangcr or native, at c^-cry govemment 
building.

W« strolled up tliu road to wUcrc it changes its name to Cos- 
me Velho. llcic tt dusci) liouscs li»d conn? sociwblv together, 
a» if tired of ki-cping, like tlicir old iifigliliorB, so fur aloof. A 
spring of cool water guslics from a neat design ol' ninsonry, built 
against a spur of Illouiit Martha, one of tlic chief eminences at 
th« base of the Cvrcovado. It is named "DicR dii I^ninha," 
or Quiicii'd Sjiout. lla reTra.iIiing tliiid i» not more cxhiUrating ' 
than the scenery. Half a mile fiirther wc came to a medicinal 
spring inciosc^l in a very neat structure On a bronze plate let, 
into the pcdimait, is JuHcribtd "Agon Fcirca, 1835." This fcmt 
is the fonjgromid of a landscnpt? no jmiiiter couKl pnas. Pidms, 
banansi*, oninge, and other trees, willi slirablM'Ty nnd fiowera, 
aiB evcjy whcni; wiow-whitc wails and rrd-tilcd roofs gli^teti 
on distant hiltu, a romantic brook comes dancing down the glen, 
and a glonoux mountain Imundury inclofHis nil: to say notUingi 
of living figures — birils, insects, and, not least worthy of notice, 
lizards darting from rock to rock fjuicker than the cy« eaii fol- 
low thcni. 

On rpturning to the grounds of Senlior Ij a, «-<; Ktoppcd 

at the dt'caying roots of a celebrated tree, recently rut down,^ 
againnl his protestations, to make way for n road. At the di^ 
tovery of the country this noble foivst production waa \'iaito(l by 
Indiana for its medicinal bark, and evur iifli-mard known as the 
" Pdo (Jrande," or Great Tree- It was three metres in diaino- 
tei, and of a proportionate heiglit. The Indian name is Jeqilitiba. 

After dinner wc n<ljoumcd outside, and jiartook of a dessert 
after the manner of Kdcn. Reclining under venerable tamarind 
and cinnamon trees, we Inocked fruit o(f them and off wido-i 
spreading niBngo<^i- Wc ranged among cloves and pimentos^ 
bananas and plnnlams, oranges and lemons. Here red cotToe- 
borrie« were pendent from the stems of tall and slejider bushes f i 
there standa the caja, a species of Indian palm, and near it the 
cajtt, yielding a yellow plum, tlie ja^, with its gourd-like nuts, 
the pattnga, on which grows a scarlet ot purple ehciry of a 
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sweetish acid taste ; tlio fnvorite mamao, whh its f^jg-abaped 
tieasorcs hanging like cocoaa trom the boll. Here are goriic- 
treeSt so named Irom the odor their crushed leaveii give out; 
MMjHtees, bearing eapoaaccoua berries, and wax or candle 
plunts t)iat secrete cereoas aubetancea: the Icatcb of the Wl 
arc fan-shaped, throe to four feet over, and frcHU Ouax conred 
edges ndiate bayonet [toUitH a foot in lengtlL 

As the m'cning closed iii, wc took leave of our kind tncuda 
and retained home, after a day of uiialloyud cjijoymcaL 

13M. The weather is 0{>pre»i>ivc, and yet tlic thcmometer 
has nuigvd fiiiicc I landod between 80^ and 8G<^; but ibeii, 
neither uight nor d»y iias it been below the former or aboTC 
tic latter, except to-day. At 6 X.'Sl., S4^ ; noon, &7° ; 10 P.M., 
86°. How Blight and sluggisli these movements arc, compaj^ 
vitli tlie mngu througli which the iiierciirial column sweeps in 
oar latitudes ! Sumuier licata in New York rise often over 90°, 
bat St night wc pH-stt, aa It were, into tool uid rdrcsliing baths. 
Uon% niglit brings hltlo relief to one's p^irlioiled lungs aid vis- 
ocn. It is not, therefore, i^o much (lie high tejnj^wraturu tlial 
distresses one as its unbroketi conttiiuunoc. 

This nnitoTmity of tropicul butts may be condticivo to bodily 
hcalib and old age, but I .tuppo^c it is also to inteUoctnal (^uiiy 
Isde. There is au obvious connection Ixjtwccn meteorologj' and 
Buud; energetic spirits ibrivu best wlie-ro heat and cohl, calms 
ud storms altcmuic. I feel an incicasing tendency to mental 

as well as t& physical supincDcss, 
and can n.'adily understand why 
tliose who visit the tropics grow tired 
of iiiivaiying verdure, longing for 
Miow and ice, and llie renovating in- 
tluenre of a nortlieni spring. 

A Portuguese in the neigbborliood 
has the reputation of being unusual- 
ly cruel to his slaves. One goes 
past the window for water three or 
four limes a day, in an iron collar, 
with an upright prong at one ear. 
and a shorter one undej iJie otlier. 
There ho Lb sgoin! aod behind liiai 
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a lad, not ovax twelve, 'bclon^ng to the iiaiiie owner, weanng a 
flimiUr inRtmincTit, with tJie prong behind. 

IdM, iVuTu/ay. Rain Inst tiigbt has hiought down the tcm- 
pcratarc to 80°. Aa the omnibua from Uoto-Fogo stopped «t 
tito door, I observod tJirce Itlacks scslvd nniong wliitv gentlemen. 
Tbid ia common. A free negro in decent attirc — implied by tbc 
expreawoD '"wearing shoes and a neckcloth*' — can take his sent 
in places of public Ksort and convevance aa freely as persona 
of ttie ligbteat complexion. The Oouatitiition tecognizea no 
diiitinction ha.ii'd on color. 

At t«;n Ihfi Ticur, baling got ihroagh mas-i, which mast be 
perforTncd fasting, came in to breakfrift. Proeonting hia cazR. 
I tried a pinch. Mid instantly wppnted. bat he graspiid my band. 
and. with glistening eyes, congratulated iiii; on tbo Iiappy om«» ." 
he vriM as cshihmited aa Punelopo when Telemachos, withom 
BniifT, had a fiL of tineeztiig. Hiding from die table with a pa- 
lito stuck behind an ear, he atdced for cardi*. To oblige him. 
two ladicR sat down to bista, nor would he relea-te thoni till the 
dinnci^bour. I tookupIuA square cap, made of paBtcboard ant) 
covered with ecrgo ; three aegment-»ha]>ed ridgea radiated &om 
tbc centre of tbff crown to tlirec of the fow comcrB. Suspect- 
ing a mystic sign! fica lion, he was told of my sumiiBe, Using 
the palito as be ttinicd in liLt diitir, he sjiid liie ridges represent- 
ed ibe ]>CT>ioni( in the Trinity, and, with the tntV iu the centre^ 
the Trinity in unity. 

HVA. Devotfd the day to tbc City Park — oPaRseio Pnblioo 
— on irrcguhirpicccofground, extending Bomc three hmidrcd ftiet 
along ibe Tiay. It i« inclosed by bigti K-all^ on which arc vaaea 
for Hower;! at regular distances. Gravel-walks cut up the 
ground into lancy plots, on which tropical shrubbery and trees 
liucoriatc. Here is the entrance, in Rua do Pasaeio* opening 
on a wide path tliat nuift atraigliC through the middle to the 
Bty. Let us step in. As we proceed, the view at either hand 
beoomes mon: and more continrd by the ftiliagn. Arriving near 
the end of tlic walk, a triangular pyramid of granite, thirty or 
more foct higti, riKc« on each side fcQin a basin of water. An 
oval cartODch on one has tJio inecription, *' A Saudade do Rio ;" 
on the other is, "Ao Amcr do Pubhco." The Passeio was 
completed and jnvucatcd to the city by a wvaltby mcicbont on 
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retiring &ou it to end liia inys in Portugnl. In tho iirst in- 
scription h« gnve cxpreiwion to bts patriotic fbcliugs in « senti- 
mcut uot OflRily tnuislnted Wc have no word, nor half dozen 
W0Fd«, equivalent to "Saudnde." It not only implies rcmcnH 
bronce wid good-will, but a doting upon and a yearning after 
an object. It includee every tiling that affection can dosira for 
the aliaent, and licnco is in common nse in tlio correspondence 
of relativcii luid lovcjDi. 

Tbo prospect in fliill limited vrithin tlw vrulls, and will be 
untij vm lufoend one of those two fligbt« of morbla steps fncinj^ 
1U, which oonrca-ge to a platfbnn above. Tlic triangular spaoi! 
beCween tbcm hm been tastefiiUy improved. An artilicial 
tDOUnd, co%'crcd with cactna plants and verdure, is built against 
tie wall ; a haain of water is conlined in front by an antique- 
fiudiioncd rim of highly-wrought granit*. At tlie foot of the 
BUMind, two bronze crocodiles, partly concealed by shrubboiy. 
torn ihcit Leadd to each other, aod, resting them on Uie bcudi, 
tbrow jet;t of water from ilieir nocttrilit. Above the mound riaes 
a &aciAd tcrminnA, on wliicii are cnrvcd the crown and arnift 
of Portagid, and brjicatli them a bant of Diana in relief. 

Wo aaceud the ataiitf ; the handsome balusteiB are iron, the 
hand-raita bronze. Reaching the platform, a pretty fountain- 
device aiTcsts attention on (he back of tlie wall, on whose iront 
He have below been conteniplaling Diana and licr cn-sccnt. A 
Ciqnd grappa in hia right hand an inverted tortoise by its li^l. 
and from the BtmggUng crwtture's month the jet falhi into a 
gmall granite barn.-]. In his lutt hand tho little laughing god 
holds a iicrolt, the motto on which can not he surpused. Aa 
if anticipating K-buke for torturing tho tcstudo. he cxclaimtt, 
"iSou utU intf't brhirizniht r*- — though playing, I am nacful. 
"And so yoti arc," I toM him, as I plunged a tin tumbler, stand- 
ing near, into the BiMirkling Bnid. 

And now, by siuiply taining round, wo are on a terrace close 
to the Bay, which, for its hoauty and enchanting proApecta, if 
any where efjnaled, can not he excelled. Three Imndred feet 
la^ fialy-fivi! wide, paved wilii wliiic and colorpd tnarblo; in- 
closed by low walls, in whidi are contiiiuouH acats, except when- 
interrapted by short colnrans bearing flowcr-vatfcH, and bn|}i 
eolumoH, bachs and &onta of aeats — the whole in*** 
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of ilie wallit — lined with painted and euameled Idea. Near each 
extremity of the promenade, a light octa^iial tttructure oflcn 
shelter from the fiUD*s ru^.-i, and aesls for all who cIioohi; to en> 
tcr. Staira here abo iwuuiuuicate with the garden. \ Hpirit- 
ed Mercury, with liis oiduceux elevated, ctauds at tlio bead of 
one flight, and the god of music, with his Ij-re, at the other. Both 
arc in broiizo, of tiie iiatund size, and. with the rest of the works 
tu uicljd, were brought fiom Portugal. 

Here the eye takc» in the Islauds of Cofarad and TUiegngnon, 
the lower bay, entrance of the harbor, and tlic open sea beyond, 
dhipa coming in, ollieni going out ; at tlie right, Boto-l^ogo, 
Cattete, and the; Corcovudo ; ou the left, thu bills of Nicthcrohy, 
down to the rocks and Fort of Stintii Craz. Smidl gulls whirl 
round wid light on the water near you, pigeons are numing 
along the beach as if they here acqniro aquatic tastes, boya are 
playing in the surf, and cario(.-», ttkilTs, and croAa of all descrip- 
tioi)ii arc mo%'ing over the wate^. Yonder rises tbc black, gt- 
gantic Sugar-loaf before na. Ten minuter itincc it waa whol- 
ly relieved by the light blue sky behind it, and »o it is yet, ex- 
cept tliat EiQall cloud, white as diivcn suow, and the only one 
in tlm wide Jirmamcnt, which is descending upon its peak. In 
live minutes the dark apex emerges, tlic aerial vinitor tunu gray, 
losing its density as it spreads itself over the wideiuiig raaas. 
Now, half way down. It is but a thin gaoKe, and now it has van- 
iahed, yielded up ita moisture. In tliis way mountains [icre on 
almo!tt daily fi<!eii to draw down clouds and t/utk tliem, as Mr. 
Wiae bcHUtilully remurked. 

In the Jfasseio ia a lai^ vegetable edifice Vinca and ten- 
drilm form its walla; dense foliage, dressed an tliateli, itx roof. 
Witlun ia a tablij, at whicli cilizeiia can diim or Inndi on rc- 
frcahmenta brought with them, or Indulge in fruits and docts 
bought of negroes at tlic giite — » slab of gi-anite, ten incbes 
thick, four feet wide, and tliirty long, resting on car^'cd pcdes- 
talSf each weighing a ton. A seat of the same massive material 
and character completes a piece of tiu-nitiirc calculated to endnn' 
as long as the city shall exist. Upon it I am penciling these 
remarks. 

1 did not leave lliis earthly elysium till sundown, and wks 
not a littk suipriscd tliat &o few neilors made their appearance 
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m it- Two or tluve young men r!traggl«d In and out occuion- 
ally, but tK>t a family or « female; open to every body, and 
compftrativftly enjoyed by nobody. Tne, it is located at one 
side, and not the moAt populous one, of the cily ; but the &ct 
is, not till withiii a few yeara buve ladies begun to appeur in 
the BtrMtfl. The old tlooriah seclusion of tli« sex baa but late- 
ly berJi ioTaded, and latticed jalousies pulled dovriL 
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AuMm nooda uul ibeii linpilkr InMiivcnlcncoi.— Dbrnwr^ nf RritiU ~lndiuw 
ad maiy Kmgitfm. — Rio bunded bt Frrncli I'roipoiikni* — Ttivir itligiotw

]8M. ItAin fell all night, and etill contina^ «an« tnteirniit- 
lion. The Lumngeiraa Washerwomen'ti Brook is now buar- 
ing all before it. It has risen over a atoite bridge in the Cat- 
tete, and ia avreeping roots and 8tcmit of trees down tlie avenac 
The low etrects running off to I'lamirigo Bcacli resemble milK 
taoeo. Tlie occupants of the vicar's recent dwelling probably 
(pent the nighl un he apcnt one u fuw months ago. Torronta 
boin mountntiiit in the tvri eiidd^nly flooded !t, and ut midnight, 
nnable to escape, hi.t only rcsouroc wa? to spring from his conch 
uid mount a ciie.tt of drawers, where, like another patriaich, he 
nitcd the abating of tlio waters ; and whem, acatcd and un- 
ilrrnnnd. bis negro and the noighhore found liim in tbc morning. 
Preferring safer <ju(ulers, ho has liircd an upper room on higher 
ground, and i« no longer in danger of being roused to meditate 
in dishabille and darkness on the motions and forces of fluids. 

As thete is no going out, the opportunity is faTorable for 
poMing up a few notes on the origin, outUne, and some paitien- 
hrs of the cily. 

Bnzil wia discovered hy chance. On the return of the pi- 
oneer to Iiidifl by wny of the *' Civpc of TcmpcKts," the Portu- 
gncM government sent out Cabral willi a fl&ct to take odvanl- 
tge of the discovery. Instead of creeping down the Afiican 
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coast, win.-™ calma \vere known to prevail, lio puslicd out into 
ihe open Adiiiitic, ami continued in a eoutliweBt direction till 
startled hy land looming in the distant honxon. On tlic lat of 
May he went naliorc on tlio coast of E^piritu Santo — the prov- 
ince nortli of and adjoining lliat of Tlio. On the Hi he erected 
a wooden cross, named tlic countiy Santa Cruz, tuid took po»- 
•esston of it in the name of his sovereign. This occurred in 
1499 or 1500. 

The coast was tartlicr expliwcd by Gonzalo Coclho in 1601. 
Nino jcars aflcnvard a Portuguese vessel was wrecked near 
Baliia, and Diego ^Vlvcz Coirca Iho onJ/ individual saved. On 
falling in vitti the natives, liia presence of mind eax-cd his lif& 
n« sbovrcd tiicm the cflcct of a musket by discharging it at a 
distant ol'jcet. TItey named him Caramuru^, tlie man of Jnc 

In Id I-^, John Diaz de SoU-i, a Spaniard, discovered Capo SL 
.Vnguatino, a htllc south of Pomanibuco, though Veapucius, from 
his own account, was on that coast fouitcoii years before. De 
Solisjin 1^12, entered the great river Dc U Pluto, acul, accord- 
ing to tome authontiea, ]ie was, in the course of that or the fol- 
lowing voynge, in the Bay of Rio. Drazilinn writers assert tliat 
tlic Hnst Europeans whci entered it wnrc two Portiigueae navi- 
gators in tliC service of Charles V. 

It is certain that ho who wnx second only to one in the gal- 
ftxy of daring spirits that opened the tmc epoch of geography 
and navigation — ho who lirfit passed Ihrougli the eaalcni gate 
of the Pacific, gave a new ocean to hia compalriots, and taught 
them to girdle the planet — BTagnlhnncs — called in here on his 
immortal voyi^. lie and his associate, Ruy Falciro, entered 
the harbor on the l.llh of December, 1519. They named it 
St. Luzia, that being her annivcrBary : this was the firal desig- 
nation conferred on the place by Jiuropeans. Pigafetta de- 
scribes native Indians flocking round the diips in canoea, bar- 
tering refreslunents ; for a king out of a pack of playing-caidfl 
lliey freely give eix fowls. 

In 1530, John III. sent ont Martin AlTonza de Souza to lake 
jrassKHsion of the country. Ilu first loudiud nt the north, ran 
down the coa^t, and passed in between the Sugar-lonf and op- 
jwslte wall of rocks on New-Yoar'a day, 1531, and christened 
the gulf or bay "A'io de Janeiro." Ilad it been explored, it 
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had not l>cpn tak*n for the mouth of a Acsh-^rstcr river. Tbc 
Indian name iras " Nictbcroh^." Bahia and Petniambuco woo 
roonded in 15.^. Governor de Souza resided at tlie fomief ; 
ihe limt Cruiltaii laiid-projirivtor. he pOMCSsed eighty kagaei 
along the coiuH. He introduced tite Hugai>cane, and from fais 
plantation it became dispcraed. 

The eify of Rio is of French origin. TImj Porlu^oso had at- 
tempted DO settlement in ita neighborhood when Villegagnon, in 
m65, b^;an, under tlie auspices of Coligny, to found a Protcet- 
uit colonj there. On the return of his vcsaela, targe nnmbcn, 
ineludiog minialcra and students, embarked, libe the PUgrim 
r«thcT» of the Nonli, lo eacape frMn rcUgious intolerance. Bat, 
alas for poor bumaD natare ! white onmolcfited without, quarrels 
Iwgan ■witiuD — and such (juarralii will ever be^n and never end 
wliiic any one class of falLblc ruortuls sre permitted to dictate to 
otlters what tlicy gball believe or diabclicre. Dottblii and dis- 
putes arottc nlwut the i«al presence, diluting tlic wine, ttiiinj; «dr 
and oil in Inpti.tm, etc Tiieae thingn, apparently saoctioned by 
Villcgiignon, were dcnoanced as rank popery, and the dissen- 
tients celebrated the sacrameiit as rigid Calvinista did in Franoe. 
Thcee squAhblc^ nrul the btttcmcsx of spirit accompanying 
lliein. mincil ulL I^ike pof^ik* dying from lt»c cholera, with itn 
seeds larking in tJieir systems, they bore the spirit of penwca- 
tioB with them, and at length fell victimn to it. Tn 1567 the 
Ponngoese took posaession, and expelled them on the anni- 
■vtxaaxj of St. Sebastian, and ttndcr his protection it has crer 
since been placed. Tlie name then given to it is still retained 
in official documents — " Tbe most loyal and most henric city of 
8L BaUatian."

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rigloia are biu<1 to "be etion^y tainted with the original sin (^ 
warm climftlc* — aversion to labor. They plaut barely enotigli 
for nooctMUiies, and spend the bulk of theii: time in Blocpiog, 
louagiiig, mi smoking. 

ZooaHcm qftAe City. — Its sitfi is the first piece of level grounil 
met with on tlio left shore on coining in from &cb — the first open 
spot between llie raouritaius. Iiisloid of being built "upon a 
hill," BA a oiotlcm work itiforiaa us Hio inuy more piivpeirly be 
said to be located in ravioes. The lAce of the coimtiy is a suo- 
cession of kills and tnountaina, and an iTTrgiilitr patch, hardly 
excoediug Imlf a milo wide, opening upon the bay, 13 the princi- 
cipol site Streets wind in among the hills on citlici* hand. Tbc 
pavfltnciit generally is but little above the bay. Water is every 
where met with iu digging a few foct ; hence there is not ouch a 
thing aa » txJkr. 

.All the cliiof emlneaoea were early dedicated to the CLorcb, 
and still arc occupiud and chiefly owned by her functionaries. 
If BQgtU lived with men. they tuuld not Iiave fiiiir sites for 
dweUingit ihac liavti th« monks iind iiunit at Bio. On tlie north 
side the Benedictine convent crowii» San BcntoV hill, and is 
one of the most valuable properties of the city. Ilebind it, the 
Bishop's pahice rises on '* Mount Conception." Opposite San 
Booto, to the south, nsccndH " St. Sebastian," now Costlo Uill. 
On one spur of tiiia muiuitnin the ancient Jcauilo dwelt ; on the 
Other, the tirst chureh wna built, and is at present ia posscsaion 
of Capuchins. Close by towei the hill of St. Authony and his 
monastery, A little to the aontli, upon a higher ouci the uuos 
of St. Teresa ate cloistered ; and soulhweHt, where tlie land 
ahoota into the bay. soar the hill and tlie chureli of onr I^dy 
of Glory. Then, on Mounts Livramento, Diego, N. S. da Raude, 
and Madre de Deos, are cliapeU niuucd after each. Jlcdiators 
between the inbabitanlx of Iteaven and earth, tho reverend oc- 
cupanls are tlius, like ancient peers, located between both. The 
prosperity of tJio city is still believed to depend no bttle on the 
praycxs and morlificatigns of these saints of tlie ItilLs. 

SirteU and Pavements. — ^The streets are generally straight, 
yet Bua Dcrcita is crooked. As an apostle boarded in a tbor- 
oughtare thus deargtiated, most Catholic towns have, in com- 
moD with Diunascu;), " a etrcet whidi U) culled straight," no mat- 
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ler baw dcrioos its direction. Ijaid out for the most part at 
riglit sQgJea, some are found running firom every point of the 
covnpaBa — a dicrunstAiice due to mountains inimlntcd hy them, 
and to the angular and indented ahoreti of tbe bay. Tboy are 
nanow : Custoro-hotusc Street is junt eighteen foot wide from 
wall to wall — tliti general width in all the old parts of the ciiy. 
If a few arc found to exceed it, others are mcie alleys. The an- 
cient mode of grading is general ; that is, the j>»veRient inclines 
from tli« LouBca at each side to the middle of the road. Hut 
vorknicn are engaged modernising this l(»ture. THo cnrb-atones 
Ue naed ; they could not be, as carriage*, in j^w^tng one anoth- 
tr, sweep dose to the fronts of th« honsen : for tbe game rea- 
ion, no steps or other projtKtioni! ore pecmittod. 

Sosozia is a genuine old &foor!idi Htrcct, twelve foct between 
the fronts of opposite bouses. The cnrri'agc-way it« just six feet. 
TIm gotter. as asanl, is in the middle, and full two feet below 
tbe side-flagging, so that on either side the surface has a &1] of 
two feet in three. How diatrcssing for mules to drag carriages 
tbrougli such avonncs ! But if so, what shall bo said of the 
nciificee of humau sweat and siDews ince^tsantly oDered on 
(bem HS on so many altars — of Bla^-«8 yoked to massive trucks, 
wboee w!)eoIa, creaking under more weighty loadK, cauhq adja- 
eent walls and floera to quiTer — of staves gasping in their slow 
uid tortuous {irogrc8K, and straining tiieir life-stritigs to rend- 
ing? The whole business part of Kio is singoUrly well adapt- 
ed for rmlwayx, and if the poople determine to continue blacks 
«s bcaatit of draught, it would b^ to their interest to have them. 
A rail might be laid along every street at a very moderate ex- 
pense; c%'fln wooden rails alono would q^uickly pay for tbcm- 
selvea in the prolonged vigor of slciveji now daily broken down 
uid ruptorcd. The subject is worthy of the r^mted humanity 
of tlie emperor. 

Ifouaeg. — These are mostly two stories, some three, and many 
too, all grotesquely miikcd ns in moHt old cities; not a block is 
imHbnnly built. Tlicrc is not what our builders would call a 
liandsomo front, nor any thing approaching to one; nor can 
tbero bci since all entrances are on the pavement Ic^xl, and no 
ftep« nor porticoes allowed. There is not a brick nor » wooden 
iuoM in Kio. The walls, universally, arc of rough stono (like 
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OUT roundalion walls), coatc<] wUli a stucco of lime aii6 Ic 
which makes them appoar as if whitewaslied. I^osts and Un- 
teli of coarse mottled granite border every door and window. 
Borne owners show their taato by coloring the stucco in panels 
or otherwise; hght blue and [)ink arc favorite tints. OiU 
BcrolU untl roscttej^ riuuiiiig hclow t!io cornice, arc to be met 
with. Though the houses are not sbowy, they arc far more 
substantial than ours. Fonseca, the great «lu.ve-trader, one of 
whose 'txssclx got ill a few ikya ago wlili a. full cargo, by 
which lie ig said to have cleared nearly two hundred thousand 
dollars, hm a splendid dwelling nearly finiishcd in ICua Qnitait- 
doi The front ia paneled, and colored light blue, pink, and 
white. The Bpoats which shoot tbc water from the roof ue 
gilt and hunigsh<id. The house ia next door to hia drj'-good ' J 
store, in w)iic!i he conimcnced life, I 

JiQlconics at tlie upper windows are comiuon. Formeify J 
tliey extended across the ft:ont of each house, and were incIosed^H 
with lattice-work. Within these •' gelosias" th« females of a^^ 
iamily were confined, as ii' in Turkey, or in ancient Gieece» 
where females were not ])eniiitted to go out except under par- j 
ticular circum^taiiccB, nor to ahow thcmaelvea at windows. A ' 
few halconiBH rcmam, with their Irunta removed. Kvcry lower 
door and window wax hitticod, and u majority are bo stiU. No , 
stores have gWs windows, the light being admitted between 
granite posits, wliicli form open doorunya. Probably not mote 
than a dozen fancy stores can be found with glass windows. 
There arc a few iu Ouvidor (the Broadway of llio), hut in some 
of them the glitt^H frnnie.4 arc removed nl night, like the goods 
behind tlicm. Of cour-ie, such a thing as a store bow.window 
ifl unknown ; the wheels of carriages would whirl through it 

Tbc tUid riioja arc more or less concave, the rcnult of large 
cornices projecting out of the line of tite general pitch. Tliia 
ftatons gives an Oriental east to the buildings, and the more 
when birds or other ligures terminate the overhanging angles. 
The ribbed appearance of the lilcs, their waving edges at the 
eaves, and the cootroBt of their color with that of the walls, have 
a pleasing effect on strangers to this etj'le of architoctnro. 

CAii/iii(t^. — Take a view of New York from the top of a 
church, and chimneys appear a» tliick as forcat trees. Do the 
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aamc in Rio, and jou see none, or very few. Perlia|)s, hy close 
inspection, a Hmall oiie may be detected low down in eome open 
UBH, and here and there a store-pipe with u cowl. 

Another trait likcna tho buildings still more to those of Greece 
nadRomc Itain collected on the roof»,in8(cttd of being brought 
down, as with us, to the |)avcnient, shoots out of spoata at the 
eaves. This in the universal practice. The spouts arc cofipcr 
tubce, three or four feet long, in fanciful forms — n tiifh is vciy 
frequent — the fluid escaping from its o{)cn moulli. The gaping 
bead of a tiger or of a bird also ocean. These pour the water 
cm tlic middle of the street. Smaller pipfru projrcl from the hot- 
Ictn of butconics (which arc almost aa numerous as wiudows), 
and di^harge tt on the side-walks. How actively a foot-paa- 
seiiger in wet weather id kept dodging lo and fro In avoid those 
IwiQUts, at cither hand of a narrow street, can icaclil/ be con- 
ceiTcd. • 

StrteJ lampH arc etispcndcd ovrr the jjavcmeiit from iron 
braekets Mcured to the ^idct of the hou^s. Thoy are trimmed 
by lowering tlicm; hence lamp-lighters here are armed with a 
rope instead of a ladder. 

Street doora linvc no hcUa nor knockcra. A gentleman raps 
at a door with iiis cane, or dran-s tho end smartly acroas th^ 
ibts that commonly fiU the upper panel. When a lamily re- 
tides on the upper floors, a visitor, on entering tliQ passage ho- 
]ow, communicates notice ofhis presence hy<-/ri/^in^/iuAiwub, 
which soon hrings some one to the stair-landing above. 

StrteC signs are not numerous, nor i« any thing Uke tast« di»- 
playod on the best of theiu.' Often they announce combioatioos 
OBttsual withuai Dry Goods and Lottery-tichots ; Printing and 
'^gais f Crockery and Tea. Over one door was printed, 
£iilradu franca, 
Ooato ])ago, 
Rftida livTC. 
The sense in English requirpg more words. It amonnts to, Kn- 
ler and wekome, select wliat you please, pay and depart free. 

Tho Fiah'tnarkei ia a very conTcnicnt stmcturc At each 
of its foor tixAes is a wide gateway, and in tho centre a fountain 
plays. One aido only is taken up with liaL-stsIls, tho rest be- 
ing oocn|ried by dealers in other edibles and kitchen oonvrn- 
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kacea. Uoib are piles of fiuit ; fbwla, toikeyst and roMt 

|C8 ia citgcs ; monkeys and wild birds ; little uliops of 
oartbcn and wooden wares. Of tjie fish I have recognized none 
except mnmiuoth ebrimpa and young sharks, both always foiutd 
oa tbe stalls. The side next tbc Bay, not over a hundred feel 
from it, presents an exciting scene. While crowda oi" boatmc 
and liandsomcly-formed canoes are wailiug to b« lured, there U 
conuQg in, every now and then, a falna with fish, when stout 
ngnoes, all but nalccd, with baakcta on tbeir beads, plunge 
ilizough the aurf (here black and thick with mud) to lucet ber, 
' rivaling and rUBbtug past each other to get a (lortiou of her cax- 
go first on tthorc ; that tsboutSt fiureams, and qiuiTzcltng cqoal^H 
ing any thing on the Niger. 

There arc no W<;IU m Rio, though sballow pits, reaching to 
the BUrfacc-watcr, which is used for scmbbuig, ett, are com- 
mon. Kscept in very severe droughts, the city ia well HuppUod 
with water. Ucrc, close by tlic market, i» the CliaforiK* of 
Palace Square. It is a rather sinalt, but »ii claborate1y-\nx>nght 
structure of cut stone, four square, surmounted by a pjramid, 
and capped with the Ilrazilian aown. The water 13 diachwged 
at the pinnacle of a little atone mount, down wluch it streams 
into a ithcll-furmcd husin, whence it issues through £vc sponts 
at each of three of its sides ; hence fifteen vcssela cau be filling 
at the same time Tliis spreading out tbe tluid and cxpo«ing 
It to the rays of *a vertical sun necessarily heats it to a dia*- 
greeahle degree, hut old people say it is not good to dnnk wa- 
ter that is not agitated. " lleAlen water'' is batter when warm 
titan cold water not '* beaten." On the iiicle facing the bay is a 
tablet, stating that the fountain was erected for the benefit of 
the " People of SchastianopoliB" m 1789. But tlie subject oi^—- 
fountains is too copious a one to be treated of in thl? Tolume. ■! 

Hero are no seiocrs nor eiitiji — no jirivics — no, not even where 
spacious yards nrid gardens ore annexed to dwellings. Tbe ase 
of close-stools i3 universal even in the rural auburbs! Bomo 
on the heads of abivcs, they are, emptied into certain parts of the 
Bay every nighl, so that walking in the streets after )0 P.M. is 
often neither safe nor pleasant. In this matter, llio ia wltat_ 
Lisbon ia, and what Edinburgh need to be. 

* A Muoruh vronl (ignifjiiiit (uanlain — in univerHiil une in Brant 
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Rio is « city ofqUArricK. It is built i^ paved, and inclosed 
irith grauile. Its hills, eliores, and mooDUitu ue all granilic : 
DO otlier rock ia lo be seen. It coold sai^ly the world with 
tliia mat«riali and yet thotiBands apon tliousands of cu|;OM of 
(tone have bccD imported. Ail the old eidc-walk sUba, Uie 
ehannel for ibe Carioco Aqueduct, inaterials for cliurthcs, and 
score* of bouses, werti brougbt from Europe. Formia-ly, a vcrj- 
wane and dall mottled gmiiitc e«cni« only to Iiavc been vrorked. 
The city i» built of it. It \i incapable of a Hmootli nurfuou. 1 
liave pick«d latninu of tnica tliree fourths of an incli over, and 
half-inch ciystoln of fcldapar &om it. A tnucli bcttrr kind i» 
now in vognc It lia» a line and uuifomi gruiu, and is nearly 
vhite. 

It is cttrions to obBcrve th« extromos of condition in wlucb 
•4jacetit granitic masses arc If all belong to onn epoch and 
Kwe together, by what means arc some preserved indurate and 
oompact, M Iiilc adjoining ones arc crumbling, and others softened 
u> the ci-mrc, and changed into a re/f tenacious loam — the color 
of die soil not only about Rio, but to the Ancles and the Equa> 
tor f The tint is bright and deep as that of our salmon brick. 
Cutis Hill Is, among others, thati decomposed. 

A map of the country round Kio would, if the mountain 
bastat were all hud down, b« marked like a leopard's skin — tlu' 
i|)OiB oquidly iiiiineroas, and diverxe in diraenRion and outline 
Such, it i» Mud, i» iiin surfiice of a liirg« part of Brazil, as if the 
whole continent liad once been fluid, and in un iustaot stiffened 
during ebullition. 

Of the higii mountain crests, tliat of tho Corcovado is nearest 
the city. In a straight linci it is four miles from tito Cuatom- 
kodae. The Tojuco and Ciavia are each two hundred feet high- 
er; the former \s nine miles from the city, and the latter some- 
what more, hot to reach any one of them considerable more 
ground must bo passed over. 

Fhnn the religiouH education of the disnovcrerii and early oc- 
cuptcni of the great southern |)CtiiiL'«ula, its provinces, mount- 
kiiw, rivers, lakes, cities, towns, pariahca, avenues, squares, al- 
l^rs, and, in fact, almost cvciy thing and every person, were 
christened out of the calendar. Moat of the streets of Rio arc 
ihm consecrated, aa well as its eight parishes and for*^ 
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{large and emAlI) cliurclies. The meaning of odier nomu at- 
tached to a frw ilistricW is not vciy well settled. rJamingo 
Beach is aappoeed to hftv« bc^^n trequentcd at tlic discovery by 
birds of that name. Cattcio U understood to be tbo Indian 
word for the jicccarj' or paca. Kngpnho VcUio from tlie loco* 
lion of iho first nugar-milL Boto-Fogo Itori vamp^TO bote. 
T'lic cLimmon bat is stcn here rvcry fair night, but neither cat- 
tle nor mvn nrc tormented tvitli the inciistcr* KO numorom in 
Ihft nortliern provinces. 

Of /Stblic gwunds, tlie Posseio has been df^ciibed. The 
"Oampo,'* the most atracioua urea, wilt be noticed in another 
chapter. 



CHAPTER IX.

HAt> ciistom not prevented ladies from promenading the 
streets, they could not indulge ttie exercise with any degree of 
comfort. The thoroughfares of few cities arc Icsa adapted for 
it tlinn those of Uio. Their contracted width, tlie danger (rom 
whecJn of trucks and carriages, imperfect sidc-walke, and somo- 
times none, to say nothing of the indecencies of blacks, and 
the offensive condition of places bordering on thoroughfares — 
the Gloria Beach, for example, and, worse still, that fhuing Uie 
pakoe and palace aqoarc— ^aro enough to keep the sex in-doors. 
In suburban avenues ladies can air tliemBolvea, but not in the 
city. Thc^y huvc less inducements than with us to appear 
abroad. To the attractions of chopping tliey are atrangera. If 
an article iii wanted which the slTPot-pcddlcrB have not, a note 
is wait by a slave to a store, and samples are returned by him 
to choose from. 

When a lady lias occasion to vialt the business part of the 
city, a carriage or a cadfirlh/ta is called. The hitter is a scdon. 
All are bnilt on the name plan, mid dilTer only in ornament 
Caddra is the Portuguese word fur elmir, and cadiirinha is 
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^ierallj- "little chair." They are derived from the sella ffe»- 
tatoria of Itotnc, probably iac-siruiles, and aro mtinitcly moce 
elegant and commoclioua tban tlio old Kngllsk box or Opera 
band-bairon' cliair. 

I entered one lo examino its constiuptloii. The annexed cut 

eliows tlic skeleton. On 
ui elliptical board thvtty 
incliwt by twenty, n high- 
bncked cliair i<t fixed, tlie 
nils ofwliidi extend up to 
It hoop of ibu fonn and di> 
iflcnxionsofthebase. The 
curved pole is connected to 
the base by small iron rods 
aa represented. 
The two l>carerfl of a eadeirinha nerer go in a line ; the one 
at the rear \s ulwayH niorc> or Ii»s to the rtglit or left of liie lead* 
er. This is cuflivr for themselves and titc |><:rsoii ihey carry. 
They do not stop to rest, but »hift tlie load occasionally from 
one slioulder to tho othor as tli«y proceed — not by actually 
chai^ng their position vitb regard to it, bnt tranHferring the 
pressure, by a fltout walking-stick thrown over the unoccupied 

•boulder, and passed nnder the pole. I met one with u dome 
of polished leather and a gilt dovo on it, the curtain.<« highly cm- 
broidertrd ; the ciids of the potos went f>ilt lion;*' heads. It was 
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a private one. The aUves that l)orc it were in a flaming livery. 
The ladj's colorod maids walked boliinJ, aa iu the preceding 
flketcb. 

Sometiines a ead*mn/ia \» eont out without its owner. I 
SBV one of a bine color, all but covered with gnld cmbroidciyj 
a l>ro«d engnukd band of Cordovan weat round tlio top ; two 
elseant horns or finiaU aroac in front ami rear, and on thocoiw 
vex roof a silver or silver-gilt eagle i^tooil. Tlif cnrtaiiu were 
drawn a^idc, expoung tlie ciiair within, and uiHtn it an enor- 
moua bouquet, a preacat from the owiior of the sedsn, its valoe 
augmented by this complimentary mode of transmitting it. 

Another time I met one with a liglit green dorae crowiwd 
with a silver dovo. The curtains were crimsou, the moumti^ 
color for children: tliv corpse of a child wiiii being taken in it 
to the cometcTv. 

20M. Altnotit pushed into the Bay, the street along tlie Oloria 
Beach is the only passage from the city to Hoto-t'ogo. On en- 
tering it, I tunicd aside to an alius-box fastened to the comer 
of a mean venda, close to where 1 fimt sprang on shore. It waa 
apparently for the ivhui of infant itouLi, Kat Dutch cIictuIm 
liad been painted on tt, but time bad wcH-nigh (uctinguUfacd the 
flam<!!* uiid blenched them into anow-driflit. ^VIlilc looking on. 
a yell and hurlemeni burst forth that made me start as if the 
ahrieka were artimlly from Tartarus. From dark spirits they 
really came. A troop of orcr twenty negroes, each bearing oo 
his head one or more articles of household liuTiiturc — chairs, 
tables, bcdsteadx, bedding, pot^, pans, ctuidlestickfl, water-jars, 
and crockery— cvtay tiling, in fact, bolon^ng to a family mov- 
ing to a new domicile Chanting only at inti^rvalK, tliey paused 
the lower pnit of the Cnttoto in silence, and then utruck up the 
Angola warble tiiat surprised me. 'J'huru they go, jog-trotting 
on! The foremost, with punts ending at the knees, a red wool- 
en strip round his waiat, upon lii.t htijtd « mop, whose colored 
tlinuna play half way down his naked back, and in his hartd a 
gourd-rattle, fringed with carpet-rags, beats time and leads ttie 
way. 

The '* crio!!*' of London are biigalelleif to those of tlio Brasil- 
lan capital. Slaves of both aexe-t cry warea llirough oveiy 
street. Vegetables, iiowcrs, IJuite, edible roota, IbwlSf eggs, and 
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every ninl prodnct : cakos, ynes, rtukfi, doen, conSKstiancry, 
•* heavenly bacon," etc, jmita your windows coBthnuUy. Your 
cook wants a skillot, and, hark t the stgniU of « pcdcstnan ccp- 
pcr-smitii is hcorcl ; hJs bcU is a stcw^pnn, and the clapper a 
hsnuiiGr. A watopot » shattered ; in bidranhourainohogiie- 
nercbant apprxKicbcs. Ton wish to repIetiisJi yottr table-fiunh- 
ture with ficeh seta of knives, oew-Guhionod tumblers, decan- 
ters, and pUtcs. and, peradventurc, a cjruet, with a few articleB 
of aiivcr. WkU, you itL-«d not want them long. If cases of 
cutler}-, of glaa» ware, china, and ailvor iuTc Dot already paeeccl 
the door, tliey will appear anon. Bo of every article of fcmalr 
appaieU trom a silk dress or afaawl to a handkerchief and a pa- 
per of pins. Shoes, bonnets TBady tiimmed, fancy jeweliy. 
toy-books for children, novels for young folk», and works of de- 
votion for the df-Tout ; " jVrt of D&nclng'^ for the awkward ; 
t* School of Good Dresa" for the young; *' 3tantul of Polite- 
oess" loT Ixkpis : " Voung Ladies' Crack ;" " Language of 
Flowers ; " Holy Reliquaries ;" » >Iirwlc» <rf Saints," and ** A 
Sermon in Honor of Bacdios"— these things, and u thooianci 
oAms, an bawked about daily. 

Vegetables ar« bomc in open, fowls in oorercd baskets ; |nes, 
oon&cdonery, and kindred matters are canned on the head in 
large tin chests, on which the 
OToer's name aiid addmss are 
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itod : diy-goods, jewelry, and fiuwy wares are oipoacd upon 
portable eonnteiB or tables, with glaoa oaaea SxmI on them. 
[.^3uM an mry nnmorou. 
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to bciiig it to the States, hut it was lost in the voj'ngc home. 
It wu two I'vvt and m half Jong, and lax Inches aoKUut tivc tlitck< 
est part. A glap of its toil serosa tbe hnxost of the slave -who 
lielped to secure it in a box look away his btratlL 

A crier of confectionory was called in a few inomiiigs ago. 
Among (foc^ and fancy wares waa a lot of eainta — coarse wood- 
outs in penny Iranies, tlirfte inches by five. Taking up Domin- 
ic, I asked Uiv price. 'Mio sable luerciiaut ehook lus head. " It 
had been bleared ; it could not be sold ; only exdianged ; it 
oo«t two pataca!)." It ia in this way tlie value ia put On boly 
things. You are told they cost bo much, aiid u-ill be exchanged 
for an equal Bum. I could not purcliajsc the founder of the Do- 
minicans ibr 32 cents, but at that rate I could have him and a 
doKcn more eaiots, if I would view the transaction as a recipro- 
lal conrcniuiice betwecm tbe vender and inyacll', and without tbe 
(aiut of worldly merchandising in it. Then, as no proiit amet 
be made by tho pious tiniEc, venders necessonlj accomjtany the 
offcr of every article with a. Ham — telling you, with a seriotu- 
ncsa and devotion which for the niotuent tho artidc calls up. 
they paid the amount you are expected to givo for it.

2W. For a week past I have noticed colored balls exposed 
bcre aud there on platt-s for sale. The green ones miglit be 
taken tor small apples, the yellow for oranges and lemoiu. 
Some arc formed like pctu-fi, otlicnt like melons. An ae()uainl- 
ance made witli some thia morning lias banijthed the iudilfcrcnoc 
with which I have poescd by tiitm, Anotlier ardde has also 
been pressed upon my attention. It is native etarch, not gran- 
ulated like oore. but an exceedingly while and fine powder, put 
ap in puper cylinders ux inches long, and luUl' an Jncli in diam- 
eter. \\lien used, one end is opened, and tliu contents eliaken 
out.

all claAses, in-doors and out, dust uiid sprinkle one another; 
and that it is usual to do a littk, by way of pretacc, the d&y bc- 
for«- 

1 retired to cbango my dnsss, but bad not taken fire paoea en 
I was overtaken by n storni of colored balln, charged with ROme 
liquid, aimilar to xhono I iiad noticed in the eity. Surprised at 
tidi open Ureacli of faitli, and at the red and bliu- fragntuotA witli 
wluch I was bespattered, I lost no time in reaching my room 
aiul securing the door. 1 took irom tho shelf an old Portugaeae 
dictionary for information. It dtj-ivcs £'ntrwlo, or Intrudo. 
fiom the l^aiin fiilyuitxu — "Entrance, or beginning;" and do- 
Bcribes tbo festival as one in which jjeople, like Baechunts, 
nxnp, fcost, danc*^'^ mid frolic iii-doorti, and \Aay all munner of 
liicks oat, wotting and powdering one another. CN* the ongiit 
of the feast — of whitrli I had been tn-afcd to a foretafilo— I could 
koru nothing. Neither tiie viour nor any one else appealed to 
could impart the smallest glimmer of its histoiy. That it dates 
back to remote times is admitted. 

It may be a question whether the Intrudo and the Carnival 
of Italy uo the «iui)c. Though associated with the great Qiud- 
tageouauil fast, there are striking {lointii of seeming dilTereiiec. 
Tbe former, in its etymology, ban no reference to abstincnec

trudo occura in ihe lati«r port of February, ami lasts but three 
dajTBL, invariably beginning on the Stuiday previous to Ash- 
Weihiesday. Moreover, throwing dust mid wiiler is it* special 
chimiclcnstic, tlie moat conapicuoua of ita riles. 

Iiitrudo-bullit — for so the colored shot ore nam<;il — instead 
of fruit, whidi tlicy resemble, mt> mcK shull-i of wax filled with 
water. They arr sufficiently tetmciuus to rotoin tlm licjutd, to 
liear gentle handling, and to ho thrown to a conKidcrnblc dis- 
tance:, liltc more fatfll bombs, tlicy fxplodi? when llioy striki?; 
the wax is tihivurod. imd most of it (clicks ^lierG it hits. 1 re- 
ceived a pnweiit of apectiiieus of i» aujicrior kind, formed like 
IwttW or decanters, aikI droorated with [taint .ind gilding. The 
tieck.'* ivorc cloi^rnl in imitation of torks sealed over. .When 
used, they are duvgcd with colofpie or olher scented walcra.

Sctdior F rose to dej>arl, but was induced to drop again

Emploj-ing parties ou fool'u aitLii<hi is practiced. An unsus- 
picious person h sent on wliat lie iniagincs a confidential mat- 
ter of great momcut to his friend — to borrow uioiicy, on an 
enei;gen<^, perliapo.

Pucriflxics of -the lulrudo woidd liiinUy !« worth noticing did 
tbcj not illui^lratc iiiR-!<:iit ntaimei^. l.iktT otiicr sports, thvf 
Imvc outlivwl itiHtitiitioii.-< llwy were dwaigooil to celcbratei snd 
very natumliy too, for all yeopk- love gaveiy and ininli. and 
nonn over wiUingljr gave up tilntvd periods tor ciijojiiig thcui. 

Tlio i^niark»l)lecoitii;id«in;rs in lioi^uigc, ciiatoms, midoiiici 
mAtlers that go to cslabljfdi «n intimacy, if not identity, between 
tlie anceslora of tlic ppopln of W'ciiUTii Eiirojic and those ol" 
Central v^in, have been often observed. 1 am not nwnrc that 
l!ic Intrudu Iiiw Wen llius olueidalwl. Tlicre seenw, Iiowever, 
tittle room to doubt of its being ilie f/o/ifiw of Tlinflostnn — a fcfu 
lival datiiij^ from inytliic c[>oelis, nnd, cen^eiiuciuly, involved in 
dense obscitrity. 

Some writera have supported tlic Iloldco refers to tlie wcto- 
rious return of a famous hero from batdo. Olliors lliiiik it was 
founded on tlie oxgica of KriAlinu, a ^y\ more licentious than 
tli6 Grecian Jupiter. Othcra, again, imagine It bad rcferetwe 
to the close of tlic old year snd the approach of spring, when 
iiAiutc acAtlers over llic carlli her blossoms. The e|iilhei of 
pwrpli wa» given to tbo spring by »tiei<^iit poets, and the midc 
season is auppost-d to bo typilicd by (he red powder wliirh the 
Uindoos, in cclebtating tlic Uohkc, sportively throw at cadi 
otlior. 

A graphic account of the ]i«rt he toolt in ceVWntiiig this fes- 
tival at the court of a i^indoitlaiice prince is tliiut given by Air. 
Broughton : 

"I'layiiig the Holdce con«ifitH in throwing about a quantity of 
flour made from a wntei^imt cittlcd eimjani, and dyed with red 
sanderit : it is called «Atvr, and the principal sport i» to cast it 
into the eyeii, uioutli, and nose of the players, and to spluh 
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llicni all over with wnlor tinged of nn onnge color. The aheer

ycUow-coloi^^l wntvr, and ti laryf tfilivr gf^uirl for e«cit individ- 
niJ. TIk Mului Raj liim^df L<^an tbu unuHcmcntB by apriuk- 
Ibg a little red or yellow water uiwn us from gooiabdaus — small 
sOver Vffflftcls for Rprinkling rose-water at vinits of cen?niony. 
Every one ilicn fccg^n to throw about tlic abccr and squirt at 
tas ndgitbors. It is contrary to ctiquutte for aiiy body to tlirow 
at llie lUj : lie bad, Itowever, been told lliat vtu Iiad dedurcd 
our nnolutioii to [>elt every our wbo {leltcd lit*, and good-huinor- 
cdJr repiieil, ' ^^'iIh all bis heart, hu was ready for uh, aiid would 
try wluth couUI pt-It best.'

In other re^pcts llic Ititnido And Hohlec ngrcc Tlic Ifltter. 
ire arc (old, " lakes place nearly at tlie same srason as our Ash- 
Wedncsday, and it rIjmj precedes the Lent or llindoo acaaon of 
«xpi.ition" — a coincidence of time and puiposc as remarkable 
as that of loth fcsiivalH being colebralcd by dust luid wattr — 
by missive bulls autl syringes. 'Die llohlee is k<?pt np by all 
classes ihivuglioul India — an occn^ion of universal merriment. 
Among the i«taple diverti.'Uiiraeiits Lt also that whicli clutracter- 
izea the 1st of Ajiril u-ith ua. 

In RiA'crul rrsjirrts ihr, Aeintin fcfitivnl resembles tlio ancient 
Sniunialia atid the mudcrn Carnival, the ulmoxt liccnt^c being 
accorded to all ranks. It hns hcvii compared to the l/Uaria, 
ceU'hmtod in Rome at tiie vemni equinox in honor of Oie Moth- 
er of ihc (iodf'. Iter stalii<: being caiTinl in proccesion, accoiD- 
ptinted with crowds in iniistjucradc, every person assuming by 
hi4 dross and manners whates'or clianetcr lie pleased. 

In tact, nearly all our old Clmrcli festivals arc allied to aim- 
ilar inslitiitions of Iudi;i, KgJ'pt, Greece, and Rome. 

To conclude this curious subject : within late years India* 
rabbor has been applied to a multitude of useful piiqiosea. Il 
Ims conl I'i baled many valiuible additions to mcclic.il and ptiilo- 
eopliieal apparalu--*. Bottles of it form a new and unique spe- 
dcs of exhausting iind comj>re«)iing instnimcnfa, Xvat aids to 
bKflst and eupping-glassei*, and substitutes for syringes. Tbe 
last device is due to the aborigines of Norlheru BrauL In 
. I^ara, the country of caoutchouc, gmn-ela*tic equirta ha*-* Ibr 
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ag«i lieeii conimon. anil, during tlic Intrado, may be seen in 
Uie luu»l» of IntUuiis, HrhilcK, and nrgro<>«i.

A friend of tlio deceased and I went early, and had timo lo 
look altout before tlic ceieinoniea bejfsn. The cUuix-li Hiund^ 
« the head of Ouvidor Siroct, flush with ihu vavcnienl, and is 
lelieved by poor-looking dwclUugs on cillwr hand. It is of the 
pnoiliug stylo. Two 8(|uare towera support the central (mxl, 
vbosc |>eak<;d |)«diment iit nurmounted witli a Iitige )>ronx«cron. 
The Iflwers niu up a story higlitir, each tiniBhud wiih a dome, 
ictembling a hoy'a inverted top, liic peg set ttff nilb a brazen 
dianti^'er — thw symbol of Peter nnd of vigilnncc. 

The interior is a long, higli, nn<l airy siJoon ; the floor clear 
ofeneiiinltraDceft; no aisles, cobinins. ]icwji, nor aiiglit (.-Itw to 
fafcTc«j)t the view or inlcrrupt one's movements. Light is ad- 
mitted At the udca, near the arehcd and rielily-carvc<l roof, 
iKnwgli iicmicircular windows, tlirou^li the street iloors wliieh 
u umtal ootisliiutc the ciitmncca. and alt-o lU llinu; wiiidowB 
•rcr Ihcm. The fartlier end is wholly taken up wilh the, high 
altar, « livU atSur, with nameroos candles burning. Above 
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tbem stsnds iLe saint, carved, drnpod, Jtiid pnintod to iDonkJali 
Ul'c. Agiiiiist liir Hide walls arc mx moR'i^iiriiie;^, ibrce on each 
Bido, witb tliclr iuiagcs of nalural dunensious, ao tbut iu tUu 
place lui! seven alturt*, >t'lieTc ^evcn diatiitct saintii can be bt- 
vt^cd, and wbere all, or iicarljr uU of them, ore consullod 
daily. 

This temple lionons ignorance n» wcU w Bi^pcrstition in the 
pcdreou of its putron, I-'tiuicik Marlotilv, a Cftlabrinn inoiik, irbo, 
burying biiiiiicjr in a cell, acquired, ah Vakirs Acquire, notoriety 
by disgiistiiig mortificalions. Hu miouiiccd fiali, wine, nicat. 
Btockiiigs shoes, beds, eoap, nnJ rnzora, bcf^idcs rigorously cul- 
tivaf big mental destitution. The ujfual result foUoncd ; be, like 
otiicr dirty gentlemen who lived and died iu (he odor of fiancti- 
ly and tillli, wrought miracles. Ilia fame induced that old tiger 
Louis XI. to drop on bis kuccs bcfora him, and implore liis in- 
lerccKaion with llio sainta for a prolongation of life — a miracle 
loo great fur tlic monk and too good for the culprit. What be 
can do for people here of wlwso couutiy be never heard, il is not 
bard to telL 

Thfi only sign of a (iineral was a kind ofiurcophagnjt-looking 
stand in tlio middle of the lluor, eimilar to the article furnisbed 
by uiidcrtfd(er8. Four feet from it, on cither side, rioocI a row 
of nine ^ll <'iin(Ilc«lick» of clK-ssie pattcrnB, five fct-t high, witb 
candles to corresjiOiK). A negro hdikoii vas nl work, cutting 
a door-way into the It'll wall, some fifteen fert above ihe floor. 
and near ihc altar, for an entrance (o a ncwjiendent or sn'allov* 
oeet pulpti, to oorrcflpond wiili one oi>]io9it«. About a doKcn 
persons were in, and all inoving iind looking round as if on 
diange, except an elderly female, who came in and seated her- 
self upon the malted floor within the baluplr«de. Tliree color- 
ed women, also in black veils, Appeared and oi-atctl themselves 
beside her. These wero the only female-t present. As I leaned 
on ihe rails close by tiient, a wril-dresspd man of fifty came up, 
and, kneeling ncai- me. louuhfd wilii liis right ihimib his lic-ad, 
eyes, noac, cliecks, chin, nioiirb, tdiouldeiv, and hrcaitt. Then, 
without rising, he gazed round, IooIcnI at tlie negi-o working in 
tlie wail, nodded to nie, and kept tivistiiig himself about to see 
what wiu) going on behind liini. 

Mcgroea brought in bii^^e traytt of nianiinotli caudles, and piled 






lliem n^ar tlic door. A numlM^r of geiiUemen aoon after entored. 
and, with those ttlroaO/ in, rttiigcd tlicinsdvea tlirct! dvey on 
eitlier Imud, fonning u living pusiuigu litiiii llio door tovraiil the 
ttltar; aiid pruitciilly we all Ik-IiI lighii-d l»[>erti, rvalmg imecnd 
on lli« door. And inclining the u|>p(-roni^ tbrwanl to prevent tli« 
nweiding material from descending on otie*K hands. Two liund- 
zcd of us thiu) stood, like 5olclirrs at drill with muskets, in the 
game position. As currents causcil the Tocllcd wax to acciiniu- 
Utc beneath the Hnmo, it wsui unccrenioniously throvm on iho 
floor by bringing liiv tapers to a horizontal poiiilion. Tiiu offi- 
ciAting priest next entered, followed by others bearing thu oof- 
Gi)( which tlicy (quickly ptiiPcd u|ion iho stand. 

Cofiioa hero are not like ours, being of the Mim« width uid 
depth lliToa^tout, and so iihjdlow tliat the faor, folded liinde, 

and tt:ct of tlio corpse 

appciur above tllc (.-dgc. 

The co%-er« arc jwjJt- 

c^d, like the fooijt of 

)iousir«, consisting of 

two bonnls meeting in 

Itic niiihllc at an angle. Ilingvd at hoth sideA. the/ open along 

the ridge, so tluit citlicr one half or both may be thrown back. 

lllicn finally closed, the only fastening is a small padlock. 

WluMi placed on tJiC stand, die folding lida were Intd back, 

and tho. deceased >c- 
crelaiy, from where 
I stood, appeared aa 
in tlio accompanying 
sketch. While tho 
priests tviilked round 
the cofiiu« chanting, 
■winging cenaent, 
and .iprinbling the 
corpse, the black izm- 
•ou alxnTi resting on his cxow-bar, was a conspicuoua h\kq- 
tutor. 

We now wreri) alwnt to witness the mode of biirifti; one of 
dissical antiquity, and which to luy mind commends itself as 
&r sajierior to ours. Tiic cemeteries of Itio adjoin the rear or 
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aides of llicir rGKpprtivp clmrclu's. Tbt'y art not Been flrom an^ 
sticvt, not ojtciiing dirrLtly into nny. Al first I woiiJi-rcd wlien; 
tliej were, and when I I'ound tliem, I wond<ai!fl more n( ttiGir 
limited dinionsiona. The AcAd «re not interred in jrmvc-s, nor 
coiioeali-d below tlic snrtace; iiLstcad of extensive buriiU-groiincU 
or 8<ibi«mineoufl eiccavationsi room for four tliick w&lls, of wbidi 
tho side of a churcli commonly answers for one, in I'ciund suffi- 
cient. As these ]>tiu:ca aro on oiio plait, a (IcB(!ri[)tion of Ihts of 
St. I'runcisco dc Paula will give a general idea of alt. 

Passing out itiiough » 8id« door, wo entered a quodrangalar 
area boanded by four liigli walls, with a toutinuous sbcd or 
roof projecting iuwaid, leaving a ccntnd space open to tlic aky, 
occupied hy a futr morblu tomb-atones. The iitclica lor ibe 
dead, vrrotiglit in llio walls, were a Vitlle over six feet by two 
and 11 half, cigiitccn int-bcB Iiigb nt lUe ends, and two feet at 
the middle, Ibe roof forming a low arcb. All aro pbistcrcd and 
Vfaitcvrftshcd. In Iiot txTatbor tlicy would be no bod xuting* 
places for the living. I wtu tio longer surprised that peofde 
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re are mostly timic<l without cOilina, and especially as all *i» 
entombed in tlicir oIoUics. 

Here were three tiers of niches, each continucil rODud the 
pUoe. Those that aro occupied liare the fVonla brickei] up mid 
plastered over. AH arc numbered ; no other mark or lultcriiig. 
Their tenants oocupy them too Hbort a time for inscriptions or 
ealogwd to n^main. 

The coffin M'M* placed on a temporary platform nlosc to a niche 
in lite middle tier, into wliich it was »Vn\ wilJi the coven open. 
A iiandkerchicf van spread over tlie face of th« deceased by one 
of bus IricndH; tlicn, iit BuccuK»iou, prictts and fricndH stepped 
op, oik: at a tiuic, niidr with a i^ilvcr epriiiklcr banded by the 
aacristan, threw huly water on tlir body, and emptied a small 
Moop of powdered f)iitckdimi?, which an attendant held rr^dy, 
upon It. A liiifltcl or more of bnic- wan thus disposed of, until it 
entirely conccak-d the body, and was lieapcd over the trunk. A 
jnicst used the silver sprinkler oncu tnoie, poured sDnictliiii|; oat 
of a Email perforated box, and the ehurch ccremoiiicft were over. 
We now put out onr candle-s, and leaned them against llto walls, 
whence black atlcndanla removed them. 

Agnilivman now drew a paper from hia bosom, and for half 
an hour read a eulogy on llic dead. A aecond, third, and cv4>n 
a bnnh orulion was thus dolivcnrd ; at the cloiic of wliicU the 
Prc-sidcnt of tlic Institute eloscd thy coffin lids, locked them, and 
handed llivniinulv Icey toaitdulivc-of the defunct. Thusclthacd 
the interesting riles. Several oHicers of state, of the niilitaiy, 
uid nirnibrnt of tiie Senate vrere present. 

In lialf 811 hour the front of the niciie was bricked up, and 
eoveriid willi a coat of white pliixter. 

In this mode of iidiumntion nolliing like corruption taken 
place The lime coiiaumes the fli-ah, and in two years the tones 
tn taken onC and placed in a rosewood or mnibtc vase, or burn- 
<d, and the asitea preserved. Tlic niche will then be wiiite- 
wielied, and ivady for another lennnt. 

The cemeteries of Ilio are lilcml copies, on a smaller scale, 
of tb« sepulchral structures of the Grccka and Homans.* Ths

off. Slonc BUPcoplingi of lliis ilo^tm^ition lire couiilcd ntoong 
the oldest of ecclc.iiastic nionunmiitt; in Europe. 

Two of llio oratiodB were puljlished. Tiio stylo ia too fig- 
urative for <:olikr kliludt-s, but ia charactcrislic of the grnius of 
Bnuil. The. deceased liad been aiiibitioiia of political, as well 
as of 8ctentiHc aiid monastic farai?. Ilu wa.4 » momhej' of tlw 
Chamber of Dopuli&i, took an active part in the Kevolution, and 
urged Pcdra (o uMsiinic. Iht: title of *' Kni[)irror," us one more im- 
po«ii)g tlian lliut of ''King." An cxlnivt from tlic bent of tbr 
pMicgyricjt ia added : 

"Almost n qunrter of a contiiry after the conntimmntion of 
the famed fact — llie creation of a new empire on the earth — 
Death has come and Bnati:hcd away a chief actor in the great 
drams, of wiiich the |)rinci]iEil actor was the son of kings, the be- 
loved Prince of Liberty in the Old World and the New,* 

^'He ia dead wlio, in thnt epoch of enthusiasm, proposed to 
the new sovereign the title ot'KmpGror, and who, undaunted^ 
raised hia voice in the midst of bayonets, to anathomatine an 
opijresKivo policy, designed to reconquer in America the irn?p*r- 
able ])ful, to euspcnd cliains in the throne where kings had been 
Bcatcd, and from wliicli flowed facts that rendered a tcgnsss to 
slavery imijoseible. 

" The New World was not eliapcd to be mcnsared by the 
hsmls of a pigmy. Tiic monilig of the Amazon, Madeira, XitigU, 
and Guayba, were designed by Providence for n people of giants; 
and for a prince who, from the Eumtnit of hia throne, moat one 
day Iiavc conference with the tinivcteo, and mnrfc the track of 
his Iiigli destiny ! The conception of this grand tdca was not 
suHicii-tit for the geiiiiit^ of the innn who now rests in the bed of 
death, hut (hiy and night, with his ardent and creative soiU, he 
worked to eomplete it. 

"Twenty-six honorary title.s adorn, his memory, and in fif- 
teen illustrious sociclica was his name proclaimed that of a sage. 

"Brazil muRl shed tears for the loss of the Canon Janoario 
da Cunha Ilarhozn."

The lime of Rio i« made of shells scooped out of the Kay, 
and, of course, is in powder.

Their dresses arc loo piimitivo for laborers on our wharves. 
Some are, like the skipftcrs od the craft, in shu-t9 iiiinns both 
sleorea and skirts ; others wear a petticoat that neither reaches 




tbe knees nor meets beltind ; and two lisve aprons not one wbii 
wider ihiui aproiis UBTiallj- arc. Wliitc aa t]ieir coii(«-iit*, the 
bojtea contrast strongly willi tlicii- moving pudcitda, wliili' ilic!* 
increase in lieiglit as cbcy near tlic bcacJi, uiid all tmC diuappear 
at tbe Miia. One, wliite hitt box vtiis being tiilcd, planged over 
head and waahed himself; then tore off a port of bis plnafoie, 
and bstened it over his shoiildent, to protect tli«ni from iliu 
caustic dust. The scctkc altogotbcr in a novel one, though ooin- 
nion enough here One old man's head is so whitened with the 
dost as to remind one of a cauliilower on a coal-sack. 

Wending along, I came to the I<apa Church, and convent be- 
hind it. A genteel j'oung man, certatuly not out of bin tixna, 
WAS at the door, io a j>rim wbitc alb jiiat from the lauudreits. 
The little shaven spot on his head glistened within its comote 
boundary Ukc a disk of pearl inlaid in eboiij-. A» 1 lud infer- 
rvd &om repcatedijr pussiiig tiuit the ulterior wua in ruins, I 
stepped in. Tbo old rough walbi were bore, the floor unllngged 
and piled np vrith rubbish. The only jtart finisfaod was the 
ceiling, upon which tlie " I^ady of Lapa," with legendary attend- 
ants in vivid colors, contrasted strangely with the desolatioft be- 
low tbcm. Turning to tfao Hght, a little chapel appealed, in 
vbieh a solitary monk waa rcuding on a bencli, and near him 
tbeefetualcs iteated on tbo floor. Another door oix.>ns here into 
ibo cemetery, 1 passed through it into a pasiiagv, and followed 
on into the saeristy. Ilcro wero throe shrines, and, as no one 
appeared, 1 examined tltcm rather closely ; but, on jAssing 
round tho aecond to thu third, Io ! the akirts of a lady at coit- 
^Eaaion bvhiml a t^bair, and ibc luinddouie young friar rucliiiiag 
ta it with liin ear at tbe Hlraim^r. 

I rotirod, and continued on to the Campo— a spacious srjnarr, 
on the sides of which iievend n-ttinnal buildings Rtaiid. inchiding 
the 8eiutle-hoti8e. Covered with sluntud grass, and the site of 
oiM> of the principal fountains, it is tlic city's great wasliing and 
Uoiffbing oatablisbnicnt, and id ever alive with lavandoirw. 
More than two Imndrod am now iicattered over the lield, exclo- 
-ivt: of cTOwdit at tj>e fount. From the sarrounding mounuun 
jn'alcH thi^y muttt n^ijtear Uku cLanionius daws or restless tnag- 
pieii. How busy all are, each in the centre of a rinj^ of dtying

With this boetncfls of tbc Cnmpo the Jienven* i«yinpat)iis« ; 
for, vrhiia tbc gnisii U Iinif coni:val»J by gimucmts bleaching in 
the sun, Llieblue wdkin is dappled 01*01 with snow-white patch- 
es, m if it wafl dn'iiig-day above. I'or tliu oldt^jtt nud thickest 
setded partd of Rio tliis is the only n-iwliiiig-pliice ; as iiucli it 
is nov«r cLoar. except in rainy weather, when we may euppose 
Celestials are wringing out wet linen. 

The fountain eupplirs a wide distzict with water, and hence 
no amall ]>att of the colored popalation is coiistanlly ]»uiiting 
to and from it. Let ufl draw near. What a hubbub ! A Ilot- 
tentot litir can not eurpans it. Tlieso two military- policemen 
nmy prevent a lusty ntgro sfiucczing in before hia turn and 
pushing lutidfl lh» half-filled hui-il of a weak one, hnt tliey can 
not ailencc the oral clamor. The fluid not bonic ofTrunii into 
two stone ciHtemti, thirty feet by fiitecn, and keepn them knee- 
deep filled, Thty arc bordiircd with grunitt coping, which, slop- 
ing outward, forms conliTiuouD waahbonids for the iK-groOiS witli- 
in. A dozen or more are bus^ in each. Splash, iwneh, 
ftliirtfl ajid sheetings! Plunged, poujided, twisted bke a rop 
swung OTcrhcad, and flap, slap, down tlity come upon the cop-^ 
ing.. A Rcorc of tlieite tUongs are whirling in tlte air at onee, 
wielded by iiifunntefi, whose laugliings mid screaming inteir^ee- 
tions break the monotony of the ceaseless gabble at the foiml. 
Soap 8ticel appn>priately rans into the Catnpo. 
I>avandclrB» have no aaiat assigned them, yet they descrvt- 




it only to relieve them once a y«ir from tbe washing- 
No dasa hAVQ etrouger claims upon the Churcli, nor on 
the tuunt« tbcmaelvea. A mass can not be perfozmed noi a 
Testa kept wilhoat tliem. Festas are EaOed as bleaaiiigs by all 
otbcM, bol what do they for Ihcsc 1* Drawing near ibey de- 
muicl additioual toil, and ld deftarting leave tlicin naught but 
[riles of dirty lin«n. 

Invited to i^ne in tbo city that I might wiliiei>8 tliu proces- 
sion, I noir turned down Kuo San Pedro, a long mid iuutow 
itrcet, m which iron otid coppta- BmitliR, lialters, and guitar- 
maker.') wcjt! at work. And here J again observed how dogs 
■re sacriiiccd to Sirius. The priest devoted to tbia scrnce tised 
to dispatch his victims, like n Homaii caltnuriiu, with a maD or 
hhdgeon. insidioiuly pursuing thorn ftoni etroct to etrcot; hut 
BOW, to avoid the eril oinens of cvasirc blows, he dropx little 
balls made of £oar, fat, and nux vomica, which are eagerly do> 
vourcd by the tuBospccting iuiimal». Convulsions and death 
<{utckly follow. I have pa^sc-d lo-day no lesa than fbiu* exptr> 
ing and expired, and licrc was tlic tilth. 

I emerged from ttic long avenue in Dcrclta Street, not far 
tlie CuKtoin-house, whero strcet-puSKCngcrs have to run 
t mack through pileii of holca, barrebi, packages, emtcs, trucks, 
and boBtling and nwcating ncgroca. Here arc no carts drawn 
by quadrnpcda for the transportation of merchandise. Slaves 
are the beaats of draught aa wuU tut of burduii. The loads they 
ing, and the roads they dmg them over, ore enough to kill both 
nitlea and horses. Formerly, few contrivances on whe<?U were 
nxd at tlie Custom-house. Every tlung was moved over the 
grauad by simply dragging it. A good deal of tbi.i kind of 
work is (rtiU done. See! there arc two shives moving off with a 
caakofhardwareoiiaplankof wood, with a rope passed llirotigli 
a hole at one end, and tlio bottom greased or wetted '■ Such 
ikingii weio a few years ago very common. 

Trucks in cverj* variety are now numerous. Some roeent 
ones arc as heavily built and ironed as brcwcni' drayB,wliic]i 
they resemble, famished with winclios in &ont to misc heavy 
goo(l& Ench ia of itself sufficient for any nnimiil below an eie> 
pliant to draw ; and yet loitds varying tirom Imlf a ton to a ton 
■re dragged oq them by negroes. Two strain at the nhafbt and 
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one 01' two push bchiiid, or, wliat is quite as common, walk by 
the vrhixla and pull down the spokt 
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surpnsuig 

tlicit naked feet and [cgs escape Ixting cnielicd, tlm tnoro so an 
those ia fi-oiit can uot prevent tlii: wheels eveiy now and tlien 
Hinlun^ into tlie gutters, and wliirling the shafts violcnttj' one 
vtty or tlie otlier. One acta aa foreman, aud the way ho gires 
hia ordfiTR is a caation to the tiinid. From a settled calm he in 
fl moment Tagc» like a maniac, otid sccuu icudy to tear his as- 
yociatca to pieces.

NeJthrr age nor ees ia free from iron sliacldcs. I met this 
iDoniing a very Iiandsome Mozambique girl with a doublc-prnng- 
«d collar on ; ehc could not liare been over eixlccn. And a few 
cvpiiiiigK agn, while standing on the balcony o( a hoasc in Cu»- 
tORi-houae kiitrc-et, a little old ncgn»s. four fU'tlis naked, tod- 
dled patit, in llio middle of the street, witli an enonnous tub of 
swill on her head, and Bocnrcd by a lock and chain to her neck. 
•' Kxplain tliat, Mr. C ," 1 aaJd. " Oil, alio is going to emp- 
ty glopa on the hoaeli. and being probably in the habit of visit- 
ing Yondas, 8he ia ihua prcvenlod, oa the oficnwve vceael would 
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not Iw iwlmitted. Some ikvps hiivo l«*n known !o sell tlioir 
' bsrils' for mm, and imch are kM to the fbimtuiLi And to the 
Vx&ya accoutnrd as that old wotnan ia." 

With a lri(Mi<l I went to ibc Cunsnlitdo, a depArtment of tbc 
Customs lisving charge over oxporti*. Gaiigii of slaves came in 
continanlly witb coffee for shipment. Every bag is pierced nnd 
a mmplc vitlidraWR wliUe on the carri^rV heat], 1o determine 
thfl qnaliiv and dtity. The tariff, bsited on ilws market price, 'i* 
regiilatfd n-eiry Saturday. At pruwiit the duly amounts to 
ctevcn per cent, on cofTw? and bcvcq on sugars. Tbr. inxtru- 
ment h*^ to witbdraw iwiinpli!i< of cofiw is » hmns liibc, cut pri>- 
cisttlj- like a pen. T!ir point i« ]«i*hed in at Ibe tinder nidv of 
the bag, and the borrinit pasa throngh tlie tabe. A handful ia 
abHtroclcd. On withdrawing the instrument, its point ia drawn 
over, and closca (li« oiicniTig. Tlic ojn-ration occupies but a few 
wcondx. The samples amount to eotnc tons in a yc^. Tboy. 
with those of exported sugars, arc given to Ihe Lazaretto. 

Ercry gang of coffcv-caiTicrs baa a leader, wlio commonly 
ahakes a rattle, to tbc music of wlitcli liis asaociatca beliind him 
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duuit. The load, weigUinf; ICO lb*., rest* on tbo Head and 
Bhonldcra, tke body ia inclined forward, and the pace is a trot 
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or JisJl* nut. Most ore stout and allJctic, but a fow arc 90 entail 
and «lightlv-inK'do tliat one wonders how they nioiiJigc to keep 
U]> with the ivsl. The average life of a cotfee-canier does not 
oxceod ten year& In that time the work ruptures and killa 
tbem. They have so mach a bug, and wliat they earn otct 
aom daily required by tlicir owners they keep. Except lour or 
five, wlioBf (tolc drc«8 waa sliort canvaB shiilK, williout rIccvob, 
oU went :iukcd trorii the wai^t upward and iVoiii the kuvea be* 
low ; a few had oti tiotliiiig hut a towel round lliu loiiis. Tlieir 
rich chocolate nkins nhonc in the sun. On reluming, some kqit 
up their previoun chant, and ran as if enjoying tlie toil ; others 
went mure It-i^uR'ly, and among tUuin some uobk-lookiiig fd- 
low« stepped will) much natural gnicc 

A g«ng of fourteen ulave^ cainc past witJi cnonnouBly widft 
but shallow baskets on tlieir heads. They wcrc unloading a 
bargo of flfio-coa^ and conveying it lo a Ibuiidi^- or foi^ The 
weig^ht ooch Wo sppoon-d ctjunl to that of a bag of coffee (160 
lbs.). This mode of irnnsporting coal hag one adrontag^c over 
ouiK, since the matenal ia taken directly troni the veesel to the 
pUce M'liero it ia to be consumed. As with coal, no with uvcry 
tbijtg ; when an article is once mounted on thi; hutd of a negro, 
it is only removed at the place where it is to remain. 

A couple of slaves followed the coal-carriers, each perspiring 
under a pair of llic largest ishscd blackamith bcUows — a load for 
a horse mid cnit with m. A week ago I stood to observe eight 
oxen drag an ordinary wftgon-lfMid of building stone for tho Ca-^H 
piieliiua up the steep Cattle hill; it was straining work fbr^H 
ihcm to ascend a few iod« at a time ; to-day T noticed simiUr 
loads of Btonu discharged at the foot of the ascent, and bonn 
up on negroes' hejvda. 

No wonder that aUvcs shockingly crippled in then- lower 
limbs arc ho nuiueroiu!. Theixj waddled before inc, m a man- 
ner distressing to behold, a man whose thighit and legs con'cd 
so Car outward that hiit trunk was not over iiflcen inches £roiii 
the ground. It apppared aufficieiilly heavy, without the load- 
ed basket on his head, to snap the osseous stem and drop be- 
tween his feet. I observed another whose knees crossed each 
other, and httt feel prctcmaturally apart, as if superincumbent 
loads had pushed his kneea in instCHd of out.

In the whole street there waa 
not a cap or » bonnet to be seen. By five, the crowds on tlus 
gide-walkfi became anxions and restless, for tJie slqr was otct- 
cast and increased in glooiu. At six the clouds dissolved in 
nuit and the spectacle was given up. 
^h On tlte way homo 1 overtook some of tli« nctora in tUcIr act- 
^nig dieaaes, and in one couplo beheld a Tivid ttymlHil of ethereal 
Hbaeucc chaini^d to mortality — a abort, fat lay-biDthcr, bare- 
headed, bin lace glistcuing with [icrsplmtiou, and the uktrts of 
his bbick alb or gown Ur«|^liiig on ih« wot puveniciit, over 
^frhicb he waa hastening with a speed and gait anything but at- 
Htractive. In one band he held an open umbrella, and with tJie 
Hiplbcr palled aAcr hiin an " nngcl of tbc festival" — a little, prcl- 
^■ty girl of six or seven. Her face vraa paintvd ; a diadem sar- 
mollnti^d bcr flowing ringlets ; slic wore a short scaclct frock, 
the Blomacber glilteriug with gems, and tbc skills expandi^d by 
elastic boops; tight ycUow boots inclosed her tiny feet, and a 
pair of Cupid's wings fluttered at her Hhoulderx.

/^logy nnd ornithology arc tlic chief fcRtarcs of the Ma^cajn. 
Tlic! unlive fulinc iribt^s, from the jagnar to tlio amallcst of tigor- 
cats, are liilly re)irej4cntL-d ; so arc t)ic qundnunaiiA. Ono slotli 
in nearly Ibiiv feet in Icnglh ; the reat are leas than tlirce. In 
the brilliant aaseniblage of birds aro represipjitativeB from eveiy 
province, locludlug, of neccsaity, a numoroua <Icputation Eron 
those fairies of the forest, Jminniiiig-biida. 

For ftludetita of nunuBmutica, here ore ancient and modcni J 
ooIiiH and iiiednlii. Tlio collection of mincTatx in t'xwiiAvt, and' 
a laboratory for tlic analyaia of oroa is provided. 8oiue inter- 
esting Kgi,'ptian antiquitieji liavu also been procured. 

£sutivc anti({uitica arc few and not of mitcb intcicat ; bat this 
featurn of ihc institution will improve. Tlicrc are a few em- 
balmed headii from the ^Vinazon. The Tupajoa thus preserved 
the skulls of their enemies, and on i^pecial occasions carried thein 
fuapcndcd on the breast as amulcta. 

Tliey look liorriblo enough, worse than Nov Zealand apeci- 
mens placed near tlicni. The sockets of the eyes are filled with 
a dark re-tinoue nutter, in wliieh arc imbedded Mmall piecca of 
bone or ebell. Into the open tuouihit are iiiaertcd the ciida of 
strong corded loops, and the whole fdled Busli with ccmcot- 
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A ridge of black hair remains on the crown, and at the occiput 
considerable quantities adhere. Large and handsome feather 
rosettes conceal the ears, like similar omamenta of ribbon worn 
by modem ladies. 

In one case were specimens of musical inatruments. Doable 
flutes were extensively used by the classical ancients, and hen- 
they are as constructed by American aborigines. The bones 
of whicli they are made are yellow, jagged, and far from inviting 
to delicate lips. Their tones, however, are singularly sofit and 
mellow. 

A represents the largest. Each bone is twelve inches long, 
and three eighths of an inch bore. They are united by twine, 
neatly wound and worked. On the back of the lower parts arc 

6ngcr-holes — shown at B: 
these were stopped up ; per- 
haps they were experiment- 
al additions of some Brazil- 
ian Pronomus. The con- 
struction of the sounding, 
or whistle part, is seen at 
C, a cone of resinous ce- 
ment being secured immedi- 
ately under the orifice. The 
ridge of cement rises to the 
centre of the tube. The instrument is played by blowing 
through the upper end, as in a clarionet. E is a smaller flute, 
to be blown at either end. F has a Bwelicd wooden mouth- 
piece, and no side-opening. Dual bone flutes, with finger-holes, 
are yet in use in the northern provinces, besides bamboo flutes, 
and instruments with which the voices of wild beasts are imi- 
table witli singular accuracy. Single and double flutes of Greec<' 
and Bomc were of bone. The "Ossea Tibia" was made of tlip 
leg-bone of a crane. 

A cazique's trumpet is figured at G. The substance, hard 
as iron and black as jet, appeared to have been handsomely 
carved. The diverging orifice is ftumished with a double row 
of scarlet and yellow feathers, which add to its length, and by 
their vibration probably affected the notes. Through age they 
are mostly stripped. While attempting to revive its long-silent 
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aged to pass through the lire unscathed, or even to escape an-i 
nihilation ; yet moat of them did escape, and they did more — 
they converted the Nebachadnezzars who sought to consume 
them. 

What a spectacle ! The world in arms against an herh, and 
anon pro8trate before it ! Proud rulers worshiping the idtA 
whose admirers they had so fearfully menaced, and law^ven 
avowed violators of their own laws ! The modes adopted to ez> 
terminate the plant increased the demand for it, till it was sought 
for with an avidity that no penal enactments could suppress. 
Royal and sacerdotal clamor had raised its consumption ten 
thousand fold. The tide turned, arid all began to praise the 
raa^c leaf. Ladies joined their lords in smoking after meals ; 
boys carried pipes in their satchels to school, and at a certain 
hour pedagogues and pupils whiffed together. Not a bad sub- 
ject for a painter. Mothers in the sixteenth century filled their 
sons' pipes early in the morning, to serve them instead of break- 
fast People went to bed with cigars or pipes in their mouths, 
and rose in the night to light them. AU classes became con- 
sumers ; even priests were not excepted, provided tliey relrained 
till after mass. To accommodate travelers, poor and transient 
persons, Tabagiea, or smoking-houses, were licensed on the Con- 
tinent in every marine and inland town, where sailors and itin- 
erants could, on moderate terms, be made happy, either by in- 
haling the vapor of the popular stimulant or tickling tlieir nasal 
membranes with it. The ambitious sought fame by associating 
themselves with the introduction of the plant and its cultivation ; 
hence we find it named after cardinals, legates, and enibassa^ 
adors, while, in compliment to Catharine de Medicis, it was called 
'* the Queen's herb." Kings now rushed into the tobacco-trade. 
Those of Spain took the lead, and became the largest manu&o- 
turers of snuff and cigars in Christendom. The royal work- 
shops in Seville arc still the most extensive in Europe. Other 
monarchs monopolized the business in their dominions, and all 
began to reap enormous profits from it, as moat do at this day. 

lluch has been written on a revolution so unique in its wi- 
gin, unsurpassed in incidents and results, and constituting one 
of the most singular episodes in human history ; but next to 
notlung is recorded of whence the various processes of mann&o- 
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tons aud aaea weie derived. Some imagine the populur p«bu- 
liun for tbc uo^c of traiisittlRnlic origin: no such tbiag. Co- 
iumbna first beheld smokers in ttw /VntiUr-si, l*izarro ibatul cbew- 
ura ui Peru, bat tt wvt iit the ooontiy discovered b/ Cabml tb»t 
tlio great stenatatory wa^ originaUv found. iJnuilian Indians 
wero the fathers of saaS, and its best fabiicators. Though 
aiontcil among the Icitst rcfiutid ofaborigincB, their taaCe iu this 
mutter vsM as pure (w llrnt of the fii»btoiinbIe world of the Eaat. 
llicir sauff hits n&vcr been Rurpasged, nor their apparatus for 
making it.

tltcni to a rich and fragrant. snulT; nor is the fragrance wholly 
due to tbe substance ground, but to the toaterial of the miU. 
The heat dcvcloi>e<l by the friction of two pieora of odorona 
wood evolves a pleaBast aroroa that inipregnalea tlie powder. 

The article being tlius prepared^ the tKiSt thing ia to transmit 
it to it* destination crc it grows cold, or the odor l»cconiet( weak- 
cued by evaporation. The apparatus for thiii part of the butii- 
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ness ia sbown at A ; it consists of a double tube, consisting of 
two light cylindrical bones united bj thread, having the upper 
ends tipped with small wooden bulbs. The reader has antici- 
pated the rest : no sooner is the triturating process ended than 
the pestle or stick is thrown down, the plain ends of the tube 
are plunged into the smoking powder, the others inserted into 
the nostrils, and hy a smart inhalation the warm-scented dust 
is diffused in a trice over the olfactory palate I D represents 
another mill, in which the grinding receptacle ia in the shape of 
a gutter running out at the end of the blade ; C is an edge view, 
and B the rubber. 

Suspended by a string round the neck, an Indian had this 
apparatus always at band. At the back of one or both is an 
angular recess for the purpose of producing fire by friction, 
thus uniting in each a snuff-box, mill, and tinder-box. 

Modem Indians are as fond of snuff as their ancestors ; their 
apparatus for making and taking it arc also similar to those de- 
scribed. I have seen neat circular mills from two to five inches 
across, with sliort conical and pyramidal pestles or mullers; 
sniffing-pipes also, more portable than those figured. Some- 
times three bones are united — one to put into the Bnn£^ con- 
nected witii two for the nose — like one pipe serving two auction- 
pumps. 

An ardent enemy to all stimulants, wet or dry, might, after 
reading the foregoing, be disposed to ask, And has not tobacco 
avenged, to some extent, the New World for the blood of her 
children slain by those of the Old — in its Circean effects, phys- 
ical and moral; in the wealth it has drawn and continues to 
draw from consumers ? All the conquerors have become taint- 
ed with the poison ; the moat nithleas are the most deeply pol- 
luted. Formerly the first powers of the earth — now contempt- 
ible for their weakness, dissensions, and crimes — slaves to 
blighting superstitions, to ignorance, poverty, pride, and a pcns- 
onons weed.

Mole visilon tav. mltnitted from nine to tivtjvc. To females 
tlic entree is tabooed. Climbing tlw wide zigzng 8t*cp, "wi:- 
iMched tliR plateau. The building appears rather amall and 
ineao. The ^nt of the church looks like tlic gable end of an 
old I>»tc!i hoai>c, except that two square towers run up a little 
higher, and are net oft" with low pyrami'Ja) tennini. We enter- 
ed oa a ctmidor paved with plain and lettered tomb^stoncs of 
monlut and abbots; one bears the date of 1^60. A colored 
aian was etanding by the chapel door ; he told ua the tatherfi 
w«re at prayers, and would soon be out. Preflently they came 
niiihing forth, not the aj^d and «niaciatod bcingti I had antici- 
pated, but anuut young fellows, IJit and fair. There rretc fif- 
teen, of vrhom not one could be over twenty-three, and »oine 
.kad certniuly not smm eighteen. In long-nleevcd goniis, noth- 
ing but their heads and hands were visible. All bom the 
CLordi's mark, but scarcely two of their loosurcs were alike* 
H recognized an ac()aaintanoe in one, and by a low shr 

arrested hi.^ attention ; then, dotting once or tiviee the fingers of 
kta light band vritliout raising it from his side, tlic young father 
ctae directly (0 us. An affable and good-looking youth of about 
WTeDtf>ei). be led us into the chnpcl, lho richest in ancient carv- 
iBgaand gilding intheeity. It seemed all gold, but much worn 
uid tamiBlicd. In the naves are statues of four kings, and ^ght 
lwtio]>s of ihc Benedictine order, in the midst of arabesque^ 
iWens a"d ligurcj" in high relief.

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is remarkable for its desiga and ornaments. Two other ao- 
tiques of the kiod weigh between three and four thousand ounces 
of ailver. ' 

The monks* cells are arranged along both sides of wide pas- 
sages on the second floor. Neat little rooms, each is tiimished 
with a bed, bureau, table, chair, and looking-glass. They aie 
kept in order by male slaves. The organ-gallery has some fine 
old Gothic fiimiture : a reading-table on a spiral stem is wor- 
thy of special notice. At the back of the organ, and facing the 
choristers, is a large statue of Christ on the cross, horrible to 
look at, on account of the wounds, blood, and the agony depict- 
ed in tlie features. In one of the gallery passages, among lum- 
ber, stood another statue, nearly full size. 

Our young friend obtained permission to show us the library 
— a large, commodious room on the highest door, with prospects 
opening from its windows enough to enchant an anchorite. Be- 
fore the agitation of independence, here were fourteen thousand 
volumes ; at the close of commotions incident to it, not half re- 
mained. Great numbers of the missing volumes are said to be 
in the public hbrary — a place more favorable to their prea^var 
tion and to public access. With few exceptions, the shelves 
were laden with massive Latin tomes of the fathers, canon law, 
legends of the Church, lives of the saints, &c. Baronios, in 
34 immense folios, besides 3 of indices ; Albcrtus in 21 ; Or- 
ders, Acts, and Annals of St. Benedict, in 12 or 14 more ; a val- 
uable work, in 40 or 50 folios, on the Antiquities of Italy and 
Greece. Montfaucon, Aristotle, and a (ew treatises on PfaJloa- 
ophy. 

To what extent reading is enjoined by the abbot we did not 
learn, but no private or public collection bears stronger marks 
of bibliothccal taste or literary voracity. We read of recluses 
wearing out missals, but here one fifth, one fourth, and, in some 
cases, one third of every leaf has disappeared, and the remain- 
der left as free from hacks and covers as if they Iiad never been 
glued together. Ponderous folios have been reduced to shape- 
less sheets, varying between quartos and octavos. As may be 
surmised, these persevering seekers after knowledge arc of For- 
mican descent ; children of a race proverbially wise ; indoatri- 
ouB too, for to them Solomon sent sluggards for instruction. 
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Now, near twelve, we descended and looked Sot a moment 
aalo the kitcbeiu where a negro watt hopping aboat on one le^ 
«ded hj a crutcli. Sotae ycMcn ago he applied for charity, and 
is now cook. A laughing lad of sixteen, a friar, was attending, 
in liis tarn, on such poor visitors as might come a Kopping. 
■"And have any come V " Si, senhor," he replied, and beckon- 
ed OS to Uie open door of tlie lefectory : four rather rcspcctablj"- 
•■besaed white men were hnay, cuch with u licuped plate of rice 
aai HsOi. Common beggars bring their own spoon and cakbash, 
and receive Hops and jwrridgr outside. Recollecting how Cer- 
rantos and poor Spauish scholars often depended on victoals 
thoa doled oat of monasteries, I suggcated. in order more fully 
10 realize the thing, that we sliould go in and be indebted to 
Saint Benedict for a diimer. The young father waa delighted 
witlt tJie proposition, and was on the point of calling on the 
voodem-legged provider, bat iny companion was inflexible. 

This monastery is lepuU-d hure the ricliKitt in tlie world. Be- 
sides the greater parts of t«omc stiecUt, and the whole of others, 
iriicre stoiut bring the best rents, tlie fttthcrs have estates in 
uich of the eJglitecii diviwion.-* of the enipin;. Their jwincipal 
lands are Id the three pro^'ince3 of Rio, Bahla, and Pemambuco.

Wlun 
watches came into vogue, efforts wc know were made to socuif 
for tbem the same tavoraUe regard which the sex had accorded 
to tUoA& pnn)iti%'e cluonomclcrft ; and, fttrang>e as it may srem. 
ladies thm sported real ticking horologes at tliair ears. For the 
benefit of those who have nuv-cr dreamed of tiinkcta teachmg 
ethics, and are incredulous of tlic union of pivty and fashion in 
•nr greut-gnuuI-iIainK, «]»■> to do jnsticG to tlii; moral and me- 
chanical ingennity of the old jewelers, I add the following from 
mold writer: 

"Tite wit of man hath been luxoriant and wanton iu the in- 
tentions of late years. Some !mvc m»dc watchcB «o small and 
alight that Indies hang them at their ears like pendents and 
jewels. The smallness and variety of ttie tools that are ased 
iboat those small engines seem to me no leas admirable than 
Ike engines themselves ; and there is more art and dexterity in 
placing so many wheel!i nji<l axles in so small a eompnns, tlian 
in making clocks and grcHtrr machines ; for some i''reuicli watcheo 
•lo not exceed the compaes of n farthing."

Wo pa^is through » Jjttle 
apartment in Iront, into a rather dark and moderate-i»ized one

Pork, always held in high esteem in Kurope, was particularly 
SO by Sjaniards and Portugucae. With them and other people 
it was UKual to begin llic Eaiitcj' fcaat, in celebration of the ex- 
piration of Lent, not with a sirloin or tump of beef, but with a 
^mrooii of bacon- — a dish often ushered in hy a laughable lep- 
naenution, in dou^i, of Louten fare and its dc]>!trtiire — a dried 
baring on a galloping ateed. The great Hpanisli dish is the 
oUa, composed of fowls, mutton, bect^ and other matteia, bat 
never without bacon; hence, "Au olla without bacon is no 
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oUft." And so with the Portuguese and Bnuciluuu — &. 
without toucliihd is pext to no dtiuLcr at »1L Meijai com

Every church iiorc, oa in Lisbon, fans affiliated with it a Lay 
SrothcrMmli whoso menibcra are pledged to promote tho inter- 
esto and uphold tlio honor of it^ patron saint. Tliey collect 
alms, in their turn, through tlie parish (though, of late ycarit. 
thin duty has been, in a gr«?at nu'aauro, tranHfi^rrfld to llio sacria- 
tan.s). ))rovide candles, hcc to the drr.s5ing>4 of the altar and 
images, and to the decoration and iUuminatiou of the church 
during festivals, receive coiitributtotis on these occasions, and 
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issoe to the donors picliues and miKlalfl. They provide sn^rctli) 
for piOMsiiioufi, walk ia official costuinus, oud untlcavur to rival 
Otlter *' Imuuidiulpji" in tli«8e ii[)cctiicio«. Thiougli n board of 
aunuets tliey direct all (iscal and secular aflTairii. 

Erory brotJterhood is a mutual benefit society, resembling 
rsamewhat a modem Odd FcUow's atisocialion. From (iu* 
"Rules ot" the Ord«r of Si. l-'rancis" (a painpldct now bc&irp 
me), it a[^>cAr8 that any respectable white Catholic can bo ad- 
mitted. It' under thirty, t)ic initiation fee is $25 : if oirer lorty, 
$tSfi, Xo ananal duca nor any subttequent demand is made : 
hot '* l»e wlio enters into tiic ser^'ioe of (iod and of our txther. 
holy Francis, muat concur with all his power to the augnicnta- 
tioo and Bplendor of the order." Initiatiou lakes place in thi- 
dupd, thu ullor is lit up, the candidate kneels before tlic ot&d' 
ating patlrc, wbilu tlie image of the founder and the brethren 
look reverently on. 

Independent of its rcligioun character, thiit iustitntfon )s a no- 
ble one It annually diatributcn from ttfrcr-u to twenty llioa- 
Kuid milnts to dvcaycd niid distressed iamiliifa of its inciubcn>. 
To give BO niQoh iiuplicj) that its funds arc large. It owna con- 
HderablA real estate in the city, and also iii the country. Nu- 
oerouA kgaacs Iutc been left it. Uicb merchants and othcnt be- 
cftine members with tlia -view ©f adding to its funds. Rome of 
di£ wealthy men of Bio joined it in early lilb when poor clorka. 
When a member 18 sick, he can enter the hoepit&l of the order, 
V be attended at iiooic, and when he dies bis bretlircn bury 
liiin. 

The hospital is a spacious and pleasantly-Iooatpd structure, 
near the monasleiy of St. .\jilhoiiy. lo which it Is in some way 
lUied, ibr the abbot is ae officio pitlron, and draws a stipend 
from it.s funds. Three fltorie» liigb, tlio lowest is, with tin- ex- 
ception of fotir small and strong rooms for maniacs, devoted to 
iunber and storage being d<'C!mnd. as all ground tlnors are, too 
damp to be healthy. Tlic sccuud is UL-cupi4:d by the sick luid 
tlwii attendants. The ward contain)) over twenty curtained 
beds, wit li ft table, chair, nnd writing nrntcriabt to eaeli. A noat 
prirate bed-room, and an airy sitting one, await tho convulenccnL 
The physician came in, and, bcaidos tho " Rulco," gave aome 
iDtercsting fncls. None but brothers of tlie order are admitted. 
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There are tifl/>tliTCC individuals at ])re,^ent in the institution, in- 
olutliiig officers. Of tlic }>alieiils, nineteen liavo ordinaiy com- 
pUiats, aitd two are insane. Uf tho latter cla&e, tieelve art ad- 
mittid on an avemffe each year, and tlic terms of ooufinameat 
vary from four to sixteen days. 

The 17thot'Sept«TnI:>eris tfie anniversary of the order, ** being 
the day on wbicli the wrounda of Cliriat were impressed on the 
body of our holy j«itriaicli." Thu election of ihu board is to 
opcii wiiii the vcejKa" of the " floli-tnnidudc daa chagaa de N. S. 
Ptttln-," juid iiivo»iti(iii.s are to Itp udJrcssed " to the Holy Spir- 
it, our I^dy, luid our FatJier Saint Francis." 

This Francis, founder of one of tlie four companies of Begging 
Friars, was an Italian dcTotcc of the twelfth century. The son 
of a rcsijcctahlo lOLTchaiit, he, to the di8tn.-«s of Ids parents, gave 
tiimself up to tlic severest austeritii^e, excited by ambition or 
religious plirciisy. His townsmen considered him hopclesaly in- 
aane. His fatlicr, anxious to citrc him, induced the bishop to 
order hini to give up all claims to the paternal estate. Nothing 
iolli. ho went fiirtiier. and inetaiitly stripped himself completely 
naked, and offered Iuk garmenia, including his shirt. In one oif 
his riiapaodics he had an interview with a scrapli, and tJienoc 
bis Ibllowera assumed the title of "tJie Seraphic Order.** 

On the ui>pcv floor are thft store-rooms, pantry, kitehcn, and 
aparlnienia fur tlu^ menials. In the garden, a plcaKant nrboT. 
gwrpi^tual eiiruhliery «nil flowcns solicit the convolutccnt to walk 
and Tt^-ot- Water spouts from a brnKcii faec into n Htonc cts- 
tem ; and in a wooden one an electric eel, from Para, was slow- 
ly moving. Two feet long, its head is two and a half inches 
over, and ila body proportionaUy thick. Two small eyca, like 
dots, »[j|:>ettr on its licuil. On iirjtt touching it I felt notliing, 
but attempting to graap it I received a smart shock, and an- 
other on touching it with a jiencil-casc- Most of the water was 
drawn out, when it waa difKcult to awokon its anger: the dia- 
chorgea were feeble ; and wlien thu whole was let out, it gaTe no 
proof of electrical power. 

Females, or'* Histrrs of the Order," arc admitted od ]uivment 
of the same initialioti fees a» men. They arc not received into 
tho hospital, hut, when poor or sick, nxc provided for and attend- 
ed at their homes. 
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Aih. Confined within door*, I waa amused with some cor- 
tent phiiosopliy respecting the sex, and ibe iiUlueove of uatal 
niontli& New to tnc, it muy be ao to tlie reader. Females bom 
ID Uarcb nro cotninoiily infjuiBitiva ; tiioae who com« cnring 
into tbc world in ApriJ, in after life shed many Icitra ; while sudi 
as postpone their appi'araiu:« till Slay are oflcner Imppy tliao 
>Md. TJrase whom June hHngx forth hare an awkwanl puU 
and tie children of July take long stildcs. The daugtilcrs of 
Augiut tarn out clialtcrerii, and to those who first open thcii- 
['CTes on earth in S«pieml)er, the proverbial rebuke u commonly 
■ppKcahh: — "More rcsjwct, ifyoii pleaec, and lc88 familiarity." 
AlUiongh science may not ytt be anfficicntly advanecci to boItu 
these problems, there is little difficulty in the way of explaining 
anotJier : Tn February, women talk tcsit than in any other month. 

Divination is sa rauclt in vogue here as it was in Kuropc een- 
nirieB ago, especially on St. John's eve; bat aa iC ia after old 
fannolas. oxa.nipIea are not worth quoting. 

A love of hiuuot ia a part of uur nature, and is amuaingly ex- 
emplified in tbe universality of national and prorineiol nick- 
ouoes. Unlike personal burle»<)iic, tlicre i» nothing in thrm to_ 
mmnd individual aeniiibilitie!i. The people of equntorial nnuil 
ire named Cocoat, from their fondne«.« for the fruit, and eating i 
with evxry dish. The provincials of Bakia and Pcrnnmbuco are, 
however, more general ly known as Minnoel Cocoat, I he e ty molog^' 
tf which is thu£ given : It was i'ormcrly, and atill i."* the cuatom, 
ia making devices, setting dowries, &c., to fix tlio amounts in 
eocoft-trecS) whoiic current value wnH aa well undcristood ta coin 
itaelf. A Bonthem native married the diiiiglilcr of n wealthy 
Baliian, who promised him twenty tliouKand dollar!! for a mar- 
liage {nrtton. The young huxband reminded him of this. 
" TiDC," eaid he ; '* go into the plaiitatioo, and take the amount 
in cocoa-trees." 

" Cocon-lrees ! Why, sir, I don't want coeoaa, but what you 
fromised — dollars. " 

" Very well ; every tree is worth half a dollar ; go and select 
(btty choQiMtnd. they arc the dollara I dcnl in, and they arc 
worth more than all the dirty silver ones you cvci- saw, or wilt 
we." 

From the prcnomen and prudence of this dealer in nature's 
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^ecie, Us ooantr}-inci) are named Manoel Cocoas. It was liev* 
ax tb& tenn npplivtl repeatedly that led ino to aak tW the ex- 
ploiution. 

As with coco&a at the north, so it is wilU colTi_>e-tret?fi hert 
A plantrr promiacM to a bOh or ilaughttT a c4:rtaiii luimbcr of 
cnizados, nnd llicy take tliem out in pUnts; tfa« citrront Tilnr 
of caoli being a cnistado, or twenty cwits. Whwi an ciitate b 
sold, its trees an; reckoned as so many cmxados certain.. 

The PortogncHC, wlto arc Hoid to have little affiattr for Map 
and water, cuU the citizeos o<f the capital ^^Cariofxu" taiA 
**Duci%" hecause of their fondneiis for ablutions. Thi« the 
I-liiniincnscs admit, aod in ivply concede that their LoAitaniaii 
brethren do wasli themselves oiioe a jear — on St. John 'a vn, 
the cclcbmlion of which ia preceded hy waahing or halhtng. 

The people of tlio i'roviiieu of Kio du Janeiro aro genetallj * 
known aa ^-Banantu,'" bcuauae, gay the i'iiuliata« and othen. 
they are aoti and lazy. The stem of tlie banana never hard^^H 
ens into wood. The hale and active Uio Grande&a call thfio^^l 
*' Wonteti.'^ Weak and sickly young people aro Baiianaa. Fopa. 
who must have aluvt.'H to do every tiling for them, uvt^n to thr 
drawing on of tlieir stockings, lu-e thus dcsigiiatoL A young 
lady, complaining of being unwell to an intiniat<s i« ot>en sahitad 
with, *' Oh ! you're a Banana." But the appellation, 8j>))lied se- 
riously, is a groSiS initult. 

Many pcmons in llio are ttalivea of (libraltar, descendants of 
Portuguese settled there. They arc named "Hock Scofpiont,' 
from die nnmbrrs of those rcplile.8 in llic ndgliborhood of llw 
fortress. (The English at the Rock hiiptixc the Portugal 
"Salads" and these, in return, christen their godfathers '*jE/sr- 
Wn<79 .-" both torins trom fsvotito relishes of tho rc»pectivo par- 
tiefl.) 

Orange-treftfl arc of rapid growth ; hence, when a person tfr 
comes suddenly rlcU or [irosjxiroiis, "hti'n ui orangi-trco," 

Meeting one day a hld)^ handsome and (as nearly all aie) fln»' 
boapoitiL, with a small, nnuigrc man, my companion, who knew 
botli, remarked, "What a sliaine for such a woraaa to be mar- 
ried to Xh&X jiitrhnrd !" 

The inhabitant.* of Rio Grande — the most sonthem province, 
bordering on Paraguay — arc known as " Gwucaa" from the 
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thongB or matow strips of hide they cany in theit hands. The 
ends of the lasso, by which they take wild cattle, consist of goas- 
ca strips. A spirited tace, they resent affionts by lashing the 
shoulders of ofienders. Brave, hardy, and imbued with Bepub> 
lican principles, they have been in rebellion eleven years, and 
were but recently induced to lay down their arms. Should 
they continue an integral branch of the empire, tbey will prob- 
ably exercise a controlling influence in its administration. 

Rio Grande belles are expert horsewomen. Except in cities, 
they use no sidesaddles, but ride as the sex stiJl rides in Asia, 
and as once all rode in Europe. Twenty years ago it was com- 
Bum for officers' wives to accompany the troops on horseback. 
They sported boots, spurs, and masculine hats, and when in 
towns or at parades, mounted military caps and epaulettes, to 
denote the rank of their husbands, and consequently their own. 

Old Senhora F made a two years' campaign thus equipped 

with a regiment her husband commanded. She says the ladies 
of St. Paulo and Minaa provinces followed the same custom, as 
well as her countrywomen of Kio Grande. My aged friend re> 
tains other camp accomplishments ; oftener than once she has 
sent, or rather told Pompey to go to what the Portuguese call 
the Englishman's heaven — a place antipodal to the abode of the 
righteous. 

6tA. The disappearance, sudden and inexplicable, of a young 
lady espoused, with her parent's consent, to a merchant of het 
own age, has for the past fortnight caiised some excitement. 
The pohce were employed, but neither they nor the friends of 
the afflicted &mily could discover a clew to her &te. Three 
days ago her distracted father attempted suicide. Last evening 
information reached the city verifying the worst of fears. The 
late priest of the Crloria church, having received an appointment 
in another province, has been met on his way thither, and with 
him the rained girL 

I did not intend to say a word on the morals of the priests, 
bat hearing so mach as I do daily, it is impossible to refrain. 
The depth of their pollution I should not have suspected, nor 
would any stranger, unless in a similar position with myself to 
have his eyes opened. The following language of an enlighten- 
ed native is not introduced to denonnce individuals, bat the 
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fl^TBtem thAt mftU>>Aem what tliey are. *'The priesthood «f 
iiii8 country n sOffttlitiTely cornt}it. It is impossibk foi nmi 
to be worse, or to imagine men vorae. In the churches they 
ippcar re9[)ectablft and devout, but their .tocrct cnme« liavc madt 
thif) city A Sodom ; there are, of cour»p, honorable cxccptioiu, 
but they ore very few." An old iiiliabitant of Rio, who bat 
neither itittuccmcnt nor disposilion to mismprcnnnt the conntr} 
<yr its momU, added, '* lilvcry nrord is true, find much more thak 
you can well conceive." He continncd, " With country prieatl 
ocnicnbinftgo is nnivcrsal, and, if pOBBible, they nre worse than 
the ' sacred ctottos' of tlie city 1* 

Another, whose authority would not be (^nei^tioned if it war 
prudent to give hia name, observes. " They are asenrcdly tbc 
most licentious and profligate part of the community. The ex- 
ceptiona utk ran; iiidiiL-d. Ct;libacy being one of their dogmas, 
you will tind nearly tho whole with families; and it i» a sab- 
ttuitial fact, ivhii-h admit.i of no argument, that in their amour* 
they are ever partial to women of color — blaclcH or malattoes." 

Within a few days, a gontlemim lnjUIing office under govcm- 
miMit wns ri-qucKled 1o give nway a young coiiplf about to be 
married. On returning from thp church, he said, in reply to in- 
qniries, '• All I know about the bride and bridegroom is. they 
are both the oifupring of priests;" the Utter being, in fact, a 
son of the Vicar of San Jos6, who U known to have a lat^ fam- 
ily', and who, to hia credit, doea not disown it. lie takes Bo 
offense when a^ked how hLi niece and her cliildrcn are. 

Within the last month another priest sent out invitations to 
fliends to attend the fiuicral of a young man who he openlv 
avowed was hia son. A littlo noise arose, but it soon btev 
over. 

Su Antliony's Convent was the scene of a direliil tragedy. A 
young woman of doubtful reputation was viuitod by several of 
the monks, and Rubsequently introduced into the monastety in 
one of their dresses. After some days the afibir became pub- 
lic ; the ])olicc interfered, and found her in one of tlic cells in a 
dying condition. It ih not a year since this transpired. 

A current story respecting n sick lady and one of the Capo-

Pedro L carod little for monka. }lc mode inroads into their 
pririlegesi and under him a law was passed forbidding any more. 
BOvice« to enter the monaaterics. H'la eon, bTx>ught up by nioiika, 
has aaoctioned its violation, as wo haTo seen in the j-outha at 
San Bcnto'fi. 

In nU scct5 and countries iminonil clergymen arc found, bat 
in Brazil evils coiuteijuent on the eelibtK^y of the jiricstliood an 
tdmittcd to be general, and of the most revolting character. It 
8 believed that the government will be compelled eventually to 
dny out the intentions of the late regent Feijao — stippresui cv- 
oy convent, and adopt tlic e^'stcra of the Urvck Cburcli in rc- 
•joiriog priests, other than bishops, to many.

&lalu.porcD8 (pig-killing street), we came to a point where the 
mad merged into two others, one leading to the imprial Qiitnta. 

Groups uf molcB, with their akin-oovcrcd panniers filled witli 
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cbarcoaU Tcgclabks, and other matters lor city consamjxtioii, 
evety now ukI thon passed by ; nl«o a flock of etiocp, lotw* 
iiecked, vritli little wool, and that tuity ; but most obsemUe 
wmt tUe variety of tbeir colors, black, wbite, brown, bay, etc., 
and spotted just as oxen often ore with us. Handsome cottages 
and couiitry<(tcatB occunrcd: one, a pcrtbct palace, belonging to 
a widow whom husband began life by peddling a lew pieces of 
arakeen, and at wUokk doath i^tie received. &» her iihare of th^ 
ntato, eh. bundted tliou!>aud dollars in cush. Some half a mile 
off ATOM tlie Ittuaretto, with itii cupola and white gUstcnlng 
walls, on an eminence dose to and oifirlookiiig the Bay. 

Ws now were trotting along a road bordered «-ith tliorn ajid 
other living friicr«, pavcti, and jfkntrd witli lamp-posts, 60 ex- 
actly like suburLaii streets we had comc tluougli that 1 waa 
not aware of being on tbe emperor's groand< till tike palace it- 
self rose in eiglit. An hou7*)( ride broiigbl a? to it. Its loca- 
tion is dclightfidly romantic, on an clcvat«d platc-na. A aqtiare 
building of thiGc atoriee constitutes its IcfV wing and prorainoDt 
featoxe ; tJic other wing is a story lower. Ita composite char- 
acter is due to its origin. The old king, in his country drives 
■took a liking to the place, iUid was oitco or twice CDU-rltuued by 
its owner, who at length, in a fit of enthusiasm or from some 
other impulse, begged lus neecptance of it.

asking tilt: jirico of laltnr. When told that ordinaiy mechanics 
kad from $1 50 lo $2 ^ a day, and that in sodki branches from 
$3 tu $4 weio earned, he opened his eyca— wages of Braziliao 
■rtuans ami salaries of government officers being very low. I 
explaiaed that wltat be deemed ea^traordinary wageft vas an el- 

Inncnt of American proapcrity, inasmuch as it awakened and 
|liuiital«d thousands of keen intelleels to the invention of Ubor- 
lanng uacbineiy, wbtreas, in countries irbere labor costs al- 
ttost nothing, llwru can be but little inducement to make it cost 
hea. On ^ving us in charge of an iiltciidaiit, lie ob»4-T%'rd that 
Kttturc had done cveiy tiling tor Brazil, but aa yet man liad 
done next to nothing. 

In the prime and vigor of life, able and accompluUicd, 1 could ' 
not but pity him as he \c(i as tvitli hts charge in his arms. And 
ii it for employments like i/uif, 1 thought, for nrliich such a innn 
■as made? Instead of being the head of a province, or, as chief 
■iBg^slrale of the wliole, unfolding the resources of the country, 
tad identifying liimself with the progresaive influencea of the 
igf, to be avting an di-y-nuri)e to another one's baby! lUtt sueb 
it the phitoHophy of monarchy, and men berr, as in F.aropc, in 
IboB unaexing tliemMdrca, do not dream that they suqiasa Air 
ode* when spinning Aax among Omphale's maids. 

Our cicerone led us into a. passage linetl with jnctnrcs of Ma- 
dMnoA, triam, and g^ia«tiy saints, mixed in with modem lieiOM 
tnil N'ai^xrfeon's battle-scenes. A »m»ll group of Indiana by a 
Mtive artist waa, in my view, worth all the rest. The floors of

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a suit of three priactpal rooms aru laid in native wockU, vqA- 
od itito coomc mosaics — sfttin and ro»e wood* pnijMndcratc. 
In one «[M»rtment U n Inrge p»inting of the Portuguese first 
landing on the coasL A lady ])rcf)i;iiting licr two sons to AI* 
pbonse, na incident well known iu I^ui«itan!an liJsloiy, is the 
subject «£ auotliur. The conductor called my attention to a 
French "Pcndule Meclianique," and, winding up the spring, a 
number uf minikin ligurcs danced, to his great admiration. The 
Bido-iahle on which iho toy stood posecssed greater mterest 
It Traa on it that Pedro L, on tho 1 7th of April, 1831, sigoed 
hia abdicstiun. In <-onsotiucneo of iiiti iitcau of divine rights, 
power viaa tukcn from him, mid he was farced to leave the 
country — o. rciimrknblc cxunipte, considering where it happened, 
of thu progrt^sM of the doclrine of jiopular rightfl. 

The tliird a]iartn)ent wait lli« iniporiul hcd-room, fitted up, Uke 
the others, witli French funiituni. A nalivu foatun; consints of 
two jngunr skirm f<pTvitd on tliu floor, (hv tiiiU, \vg», fcct, and 
daws cxfjinndcd, nud tlio hejidft jwi-fect nnil stuiFed to rMwmUe 
liiis. Tlie^c face the bedstead — guartlinna of its occupants. 
This delightful dormitory' is thirty feet above the ground, white 
its folding windows open upon forests, grovca, and gardens in 
pCTjiclual bloom. 

Tlio '* ThroHG-rooni" la a large and dark one. and only used 
by candldighL Jlmziliuns arc tciiacioua of the ctolcmn fooleries 
of ihc PortuguvjiO and other Kuropean court cerenonied, which 
it in lurnlly poHNilitt^ to wilne^ without feelings of contempt for 
the actom ; imd a deeper emotion on bfliolditig Ajncrican niin> 
iatcrs paying tt liunjiliiitiiig honiAgc to inonnrchy, which th« re- 
publics of Gn>ece would not allow tlieir embassadorsi, even at 
the court of Persia, to oB'er. Commodore Wilkc-S when here, 
on his passage out, saw but a Uttle, yet sufficient to excite his 
disgust, 

III tlie " Ouard-room,'* n fluted column, surmounted by a wtv- 
cm, occupies the ccutrc, nnd round it swonht and lialbcixts are 
tastefully airanged. Several ttlatucn stand nbont : Diana, Po- 
mona, a Mediccan Ycnus, and another leaving the batit. Here 
are ako two spirited statues, of polislicd marble, of Kgyptiart di- 
rinitics, of the human size. Tiic next door opcucd into the 
chapel, a shabby aflair, but eoon to he superseded by a new one. 
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"Onr Lady of Pain»" stAndn on the a]tar, and St Antlnny, with 

the hahr, near hex. Two large paintiDgs bang on tlie walld : 
one. Si. Veict of vVICAntatii, the patron of Portugal ; th« other, a 
BionL ill an excrucJAting slate of tiiortjlicaliou — mora pallid and 
glutfU^ Lliaii death itHcIf. 

At length w« cani« to a {ilavc (Iwotcd to science, nntiqoJties, 
minvTulogj'. rtc. Pari iif llic room in oi^cupitHl willi (ilijccli« of 
Xntiiral History, among wHii-ii liiimniing-binlK are conspicuous, 
the cases containing a nioli; and feinolc B{K:cimcn of crciy known 
variety. 

Another dcpartmoni is exceedingly iotorcating in medals and 
eoiiis: money cun-ctit in the days of Socrateg. Plnio, Themts- 
^Blodee, Aristides, AlexAitdcr, Hannilml; coins of Rhodes, Hen^ 
^Hdea, Acbua, llbaca, Uonie, Thrace, Laconia, Macedou, Syra- 
^Hca8&,Tarcnttun,otc.. ser\-ing to call vividly before the mindtfae 
^H peat acts and actom of antiquity, tbrougli whose lunds somo of 
^BtikCK wry pieces tnny have passed. 

^f Natrvo niinerabi and metals are lately re!preflent«d and ireU 
classified. In oiio coac waa huddled a largo nninber of ancient 
looringaea. chi«tly Peruvian. Most of ihem were onianientad in 
colon or relief. S«e spccimctia in tht: aancxed grou|).

WtBt, In the two Kpoutfl, one throngh whieh to fill it nnd the 
dthei to drink from, it rrBPniMes the *' Pitcher of Unutil." wbieh 
haahoen dug np, in one shape or another, in moat parts of South

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mio slicU-ibrmed scoop or mould. Fig. )*, ts of very thiu met* 
al, and of unirorm tliickneati. It baa been struck up — just ta 
such thingH. are with uk, out offiht'ct brass and tin plntc 

Chir attendant, wlio ia u i'ortuguoac, obstxvcd tUal Fig«. 4, c, 
and </ were understood to be Roman me/uurft, ndding that tlic^ 
were vcrj- like thowv UiKil in Porlugiil. On reluming to the 
city, I had nn opportunity of veritying this in the exaniinntion 
of nn official " ali/iude," tbo Htandard inca»urR for liquidtt, im- 
ported Irom Lisbon for lito government. It m rcprcj^cntcd *t^. 
lis capacity in four and n qunrtcr gnllons. "Twenty-six al- 
modcs nmkc a pipo." Vy tbe tdinuelc the Portuguese sell aU 
their wines. Identical in shape, it ba« a fc^tnn?. not found in 
those ancient veaseU — a amall hole in the side, near tbo brim, to 
mark the full nieaaure — a device which lia§ this advantage: as 
wiae /rot/i9 mack m decanting, tho surface of the liquid beneath 
is at oiiuc aitccrtiunud when risen to its proper elevation. The 
disposition of the bondlea in bo large a vessel is a further im- 
piovement. 

Tho Laborntoiy is a room set apart for experiments in natu- 
ral philosophy and eliciiiiBlry. An air-puiiiji, dcctro-magnct. 
electrical and other ap[iaratu!>, were 8t»udiiig about. Hcrr, much 
to his honor, the young cnipcror in ttaid to i>j)Oiid con-iiderable 
time. Ui! is fond of bouks, and all admit \m private charact^ 
to bo ixreprouctablc. Aji adjoining room i» tittvd up aa a tliw- 
tre : the Kubjcct of llie dro]>-8ci;nc " TIiu landing of the Poi' 
tu^acM." To tlie astonished niitivos on the foreground, a pfiwt 
holds out a cross, while frowning wanior)<, with epears and ba^ 
tle-axcs, stand by him — a vivid roijrescntalion of the systein of 
the <:oti(|ucrors, and of tiiat twofold power which baa all but de- 
populated thifl half of tlic earth, and uiidor the influence of 
which man ig a. blighted being m the other half. 

Sly aasociatea were fatigued and anxious to lea^-e. Past din- 
ner-tiiDO, they quoted the popuhur hungry apophtliegm, "An 
tSBifty sack can not stand." Aficx ninking a proper acknowl- 
ef^meiit to our obliging cicerone, nc de.<:eended a Sight of some 
sixty stone stops to a level with the garden, tbrougti which wr 
paeaed. Citron, cuinamon, and tainaiind tn-ei- presonlcd notJi- 
ing remarkable in their appearance, but eotnc short, lliick holes, 
with crowns of pendent fmtliers, were interesting; tlicy were 
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ngo<ti«eB. Cp tlie face of a low wiill, over and down its other 
sidei lizArds. from three tx> eight inches long, darted quick al- 
DUMt as thi! lightningB flasli. 

Wc pa»Md oil oblong pond or lako — a small b»t handsome 
sheet of witter. Vases and elataea alrcmato along its sides. 
}itaT one end Li a i«<]U(Lrc <;istcrn id the groand — the priaon of 
Ul electric pp.L On reaching the o[^}o«ilc «nd of the lake, two 
Dcgro women wcrp knee Jrcp in it waahing, and witliiu tive iisct 
Oif them two block nicn, perfectly ondo, engaged in tlio same 
operation.

Except 
kis eiBgica on his alm»-box, I have not yet seen this patroa of 
meitdieaiit^.

He waa nick* 
named I'tuiela^ from having been a dealer in crockmy. Two 
jreara ago the church was robbed of ita plate and aomc gems on 
the image. The witty tluef added sarcssno !o eacrilcgc. Ue 
took front the hL<9d of Anthony a *' splendore," and put in its 
place ail old Htraw hal, with a label attached, sigitilyiiig that 
ihoee who beg ahouUl not wear jewels. Xcxt morning tlie bo- 
oietJLn waa electrified on beholding tlic mctamorplio^ia of the 
annt. and wondered xtill more on finding bini penistiig a alip 
of pa|)f:r in his bands, on which watt written

a proTerbi&l HCnlcncc, imi^ying that iho indigent have not the 
meao^ to commit current fQllJeis and that tkctr cxeniphix should 
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not sport silver and gold. The moral borglnr uras not die 
ered. 

I'ttssfcl on to and entered tlie Paula Chnrcli, now undergoing 
.Cjct<!ii5ivu reuovjitions. Surely nothing can disturb liio woi^ 
sIiijKT.o : IicTfl are individuals, male and female, on tlic.ir knees, 
pntj-iiig idong-iide of biuy masons, carpcntora. painters, glaxiGra, 
nnd uplioliitererii, amid platikH, liiddiTs, uiortur, {wintK, vrc-lxt of 
gimp, and I know out wUut, while ^jkcUIoik likfi myself lounge 
about, and mastt-r tr»(l«snicn, witli utt8U(>prMBod voices, give 
their ordcirs. ^h 

Rnt none of iheRe things lironglit me liKre. I have been io^h 
pcatcdiy toI<l tliat in every church more or less votive offerings 
for miraculous cures arc to be seen, nnd us often 1 have rt^plied 
that I could find iioiio. lj»»t evening I learned that, though 
formerly suspended about tlie altars, they arc now almost iiiva- 
lijthly confined to vcstrira atid side paBaagea. Here is an inner 
dogt tliroogh wlilch ]«y lirotlicrs occaaiouaUy pass ; let us cross 
ita threshold, nnd get, if possible, a glimpse of one of the most 
singular wgiils in nncient temples. A few stepic. and we are 
in a wide and high passage. The walls arc white- washed, and 
broken into compartinents by pUaatcre, and suspended bwtwccD 
these arc the very tilings wc are in search ot^ They are not ex- 
actly what I e:(pected, but who that h&n read of classical Kz 
YOTOS would not be pleased to look on modern copica ? 

Some ten feet from the floor long gtrip» of wood extend, and 
from them the offerings are ftufipended by twinn and ribbons. 
Here arc forty-nine votive ta&lcU, each rrcording the name of 
the devotee who dedicated it, thu complaint which had prostrated 
liiia, and the *uint wIjo had r<;3torfd Liui to Kenlth. They are 
little painted honrdj», avnm^iig eight iiiclics in length and five 
in width, cut into KXtry fanciftil form. Many have gilt borders, 
and on mort the inecriptiona are in gold letters ; Bome ore half 
of one color and half of another. Takoa altogether, the diver- 
sity of tints reminds one of calico mauolacturera' pattern cards. 
A few appear of recent date, but the grL-aler part an; old. On 
aonie a face is lUawn, to hidicate the location of the disease Six- 
teen have Ijcd-chamhera povtrayiid, and ihe wick langiiishlng on 
conches. In eeveral of tlieni St. Francis ajipears in a cloud in 
a comer of tbo toom, tolling Lis stiffcriog trieuda what to do- In 
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flthere, bratiGbd monlu and minii pcc]) thrcmgh boles in the ceil- 
ingH mid dictiitc prescriptions, the writing licncatli docUu-ing thai 
tliAir hcAveniy phjsiciAivi appenrcd Ihiu viaibij. and i<iiti voce 
delivernl tlicir advice. To trnnscribe the inscriptions would be 
to copT tJic Uogoage on siniilai tablela in the teinpktt ot' Kgj-pt. 
Syria, Greece, and old Uome. Kach one liegins with '-J/jVay/ie" 
car ^'Mila/^roso," Some record di>Ji% eraiiwa Itohi sliipwrr^ck. 

I^ons pagans did not couline tht-msRlvPs to written acknowl- 
edgments of the inlcrpoaition ot'mrdical dirinitieft, but hiingnp 
in llioir Icmples figxia-s in bronsc, wood, i-tc, of tbe dii^ciitiod 
ncmtjcrs. So it is hfrc. Jlea^t, Aande, amis, /ftt, Ufjg, etc., 
of natural dinieDsions, hot moulded in wax, mingle nitli the 
tal)Icl». Here are live hands, ihreo tbet, Mvo legs, four amis, 
«0 many Iteads, a feninte'fi breasts, a pair of cycSf jaws, and 
yuin which I catiH inukc out. On two of the lianda are wcna. 
an excreisneiice on the breast, and some of the ftiul sre distorted. 
KoiK of these are colored A coupli; liaio recently been put 
Upi the wax being clean, and the liglit blue ribbon by wliich

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AAer I had conlcmplatod them a little, a gentleman came 
oQt of the vestry, and walked to and fto, watching my move- 
ment*.

OfTering to goda mcliillic and other rcprcscntntioni* of evils

tienis in bed, and cyca, licade, legs, limbs, and tablets without 
ntimbcr to Esculapiufl and otlicr popular medical saints among 
the li<:aUiL-n. 

Ou leaving, a frieud went with me (o a vax-chaiidlcr'^ sKnt, 
wlierc 1 found, ill addition to mpmbcri* juBt nsmod, abdomens, 
bicasts single and in pairs, ibigbs, h«ai'ts, cheeks, toe-i. knee- 
jotDts, and faces, all of full bizo, but liollun' ami cxtrenwly light. 
Here weio babies, alito, iioui tea to fourtctm indic« bigb. The 
pnpnetor told u-h tlicre wi^r« twunty-onu diandlcrx In Rio, but 
only seven thnt fahrientcfl lliesc things, and that the dcRiood 
for them in the interior ia oonsidcrable. They arc formed in 
plaster mouldfl, and constitute a regular branch of buaioess. 
Pointing to itpucimenx on tliv counlor, I iti^tiircd tHo price. 
"Thet,''8aid he, "depends on circiunntances: wcIiavc ho fixed 
charge." lie vtsls assorting largi; candlc!<, nuch as are lued at 
Ainerab and in churches.

iitA. T "a birth-day, and celebrated in Hrazilian ^luon. 

Tn the morning complinicntary notes and presents poured in. 
One bouquet contained a thousand floral beauties. ^Viiothcr 

came from HIbs Li , of tlie Lnrangeiras, and to it wm ttU 

taolied by a tlircad what the Indiana call a Bunbeam I — a gtia- 
nunbi — iu other words, a j^lden-brcasteU Iiumining-bird. The 
litttu tluttercr soon after escaped and darted baok to its native 
grovcH, 

12/^, A red curtain in the doorway of the eliureh of tlic Mil- 
itary Order in Bercila Street intimated tliat the place wa» open. 
Tlic from of tliiK Biructiire in low, and of rather elaborate de- 
sign, rhere ia somu good enrviug on the heavy door, and two 
statues occupy niches above it. Tiio nwrow sidewalk in firon!

Tli« imBUfi over one of tbeM is tlut Virgin, in what 
character I could not make out. nor who the presiding genius 
of the otlicr was. Ifo priest wad viaible. From tUleru to 
twenty man, women, and beys were within, and inort of them 
in &ODt of llic left-liand altar, tlic panel of which wan removed, 
and exposed an image of a de^d Christ, tlie head, hands, and 
feet iDBlked with gon;. Worsliijwrs were kiasing it. WJiilc 
Ope crept up, another knelt behind him to bo ready, and in thia 
way ladtca and gentlemen., negroes and ncgrsfl, euccoeded each 
other. Kvery one ooiitributcd sometliing to »weli a pile of oop- 
peiB and milnoB l^lls on an immenw nlver. It is sud that 
Udic8 will not kUa an image after a negro ; I flaw three do it 
here. 

Thhf image has acqain^d great notoriety. Altnot^ every one 
ffxa to sec it. At onu time it wa» called ilu: *' Inimllcd" or 
"AffioDlcd;*' it i» now known as tlio " Di«aflix)nted Image." 

Some time ago the interior of the church was undergoing re- 
pairs and a refitting. The imngcs were removed to the vestry 
to be j>aintcdi Several workmen were employed on them, aud 
oae, a Portngncse from the Azores, auhjcct to e]>ilep8y. Among 
tofiea of conversation, tlic daily one of lottorlca came up. Kv- 
(Tf person gambles iu them, and thbt man was asked ~by his 
anDpanioiis if he bud bouglit a ticket in one then about to be

it was not tilt a subsequent one, he had a lit ; the prie.4ts heard 
of his Idaspltctny ; it bocaine noised abroad with additions ; the 
cilj was in uproar, and crowdtt of devotcos ruNhed Irotu ail di- 
tecttons to piuiiali the blu-Hi^Iicnior. Fortunately for liim, soinu 
{inideiit [Wrsons got liini on board of a ctmall vessel in the Bay, 
or lie would have been torn in pieces. It w.-ih said he had not 
only rcviird one socivd iuuigu, but had stuck his cigar in the 
immih of snothuT. 

The 1>i8liop and clci^ took np the oSmt, and formally ex- 
c[>tnmnnica.tcd the offender. IIo was arretted, and, to escape 
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ptmiBliincnt, rcadilj consented to make every conceaBion. Prep- 
ATAtione ircrc mnd^ And « li&y appointed for liia penance. This 
took place, and the public niiml, awakened to tliu Hubjpct, wss 
not allowed to forget it. Semioiis vcre preached; pou)])}ili:ta. 
with portntita of tho image and ilct revili>r, circulated ; uid the 
wonderful manifcstitlion of tlio wrath of Heaven agALti]«t llic tie- 
BpispTS of holy images net forth. The feelings of llie ttnpeisti* 
tiously ilovout were excited. They fincktid to do homage to 
the nbiued image : eontriliultonH jiourcd iii ; andneotoue] iu the 
army, nnmod CtMtTO, took tlic inmitt so niuch to heart, tlutt he 
presented to the brotlierhood two government Iwnda of a thoa- 
a«nd inilreis«ach toward founding a perpetual ma^ to be cele> 
Iratod cverj' Friday before and in honor of the injured image. 

The conljibntioiia on the dish this morning evince that (he 
.excitcmeut ia not oror, nor arc efforts wanting to k»ep it upi 
I^c other ussoetntions, tbe brolhL'rhood and bourd of moiiagen 
knovr tlie value of ntn'Hjmi.wr noticei^. A. few days agjo the fol* 
lowing appeared in the Jornal do C<»ivm£ndo :

PredcriiJc Correa, inRtig:itedhyn demon of impiety, ridiculed and

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CliuFcli of the CroRft. upon wliioli (lie Intperi*!' Brotherhood of 

the Militaiy ukI tlie woilhv mi^mbera of the boud cstahliBhed 
a mass, to be cclcbi&lud every Friday, lor tlic purposu of difiaf- 
Inmting tlu: imagv, nnd lo anininlv tlic |riotiH to adore U wiUi 
iDcjeascd fervor. Tliu prcscnl Loard, not ]ess xc&lotis than tlicir 
imdeoceaors, have neglected ttoibtng calculaiod to add to iLc 
respect aiid flolemniiy of tlie I10I7 aacriiioe of tlie mass, and to 
attract a largo nainl)er of dcvotoei*.

A. rich contnlmtor fuu*, with a vi(>w utill fitrt}i«r to '* rcdreu 
the VTong*' indicted by the painter, had a handmrne lith(^Taph 
exocnlcd of the altar and '* Uic Disatfrontcd I^ord** prostrate 
witl)iii it. I am iudvbtcd to tlic politunctii) of the artiste for a 
copy. 

Dosinnu of seeing an official account of tlic afTatr. liic Jbr^ 
Mf of Aogtist 13, 1 b4^t ^3s put into my handai and trom it the 
feUowing extract ia taken : 

*■ On the cv'Giiing of th« 20th ultimo, a painter, named Aogua- 
tos Frederick de Almeida, aged 23, and bom i» the Azores, was 
eaploycd in tlte Cliurch of the Uoly Cross of tlie Itlilitary. 
While at work with otlier artUiii in the conaifltory, he, poftsesB- 
ed by the devil, fclaaphemed an imago of the Lord .leena Clirtat, 
Mz desisted wlwn rtipriinanded by liia coinpxiiioiis. As booq 
u he left the coiigistory to work at tbo altar of our Lculy of 
Pains in the Church, a Iiorrildn idiriek ura-i lurard, und lie wua 
Men fidling to th« ^und. IIo atni^ed violcndy, nnd loat 
the n«e of hia npeech, wliieh he did not recover for three dayit. 

** Yeittcrday, at 10 j\^&I., liia excellency the bisliop. Count 
ofliaja, etc, accompsnicd by the clergy of the pariiih, wi3iit to 
dinboec the holy image of the insult offered it at the very place 
vherc ibe crime wu8 committed. The clergy of tlie Caitddaria, 
vitb tlie Imperial Brotherhood of the MUitary, were aUi> in at- 
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tendance, and in their presence the image was uncovered and 
e^wsed to public veneration. 

"The Canon Moreria, master of ceremonies to the throne, 
read a pastoral letter of the count bishop, in which were narrated 
all the particulars relating to the insult, and wherein his excel- 
lency speaks lai^y of the worship (cjilto) of images, and elu- 
cidates the practice from ancient custom. Tiie unhappy delin- 
quent, with a most contrite countenance, tlien made a pubiic 
confession of lus guilt, and was absolved by his excellency from 
the penalties he had incurred. He made his profession of faith, 
and recited the Apostles' Creed, and after it an article upon the 
worship of images, according to the Piana faith. The Liturgy 
of the Saints was chanted by tlie clergy, and the whole con- 
cluded ivith the oration Pro Excelsia. 

" Then followed tlie odoratton of the sacred image, every per- 
son present prostrating himself before it and kissing it. The 
concourse of people was very great. Tlie church and consiB- 
tory could not contain tlie faithful who crowded to the cer^ 
mony. During the day great numbers rushed to ' adore the im- 
age of the Lord.' " 

As the door of the Imperial Chapel on the opposite side of 
the street was open, I crossed over and entered. I had been in 
before. Externally, the old structure is inferior to its next- 
door neighbor, the Carmo Church, being built of rough stone like 
common stores, and plastered ; but within, it is ricli in carvings, 
and showy as paint and gold-leaf can make it. The official 
fane of tlie court, a wooden statue of St. Sebastian, protector 
of the empire, stands conspicuously over the high altar. HJii 
naked body is covered with bleeding wounds left by the arrows. 
Below, and alternating witli the altar candlesticks, arc small fig- 
ures (30 inches) of the apostles, most of whom have haloa — sU- 
ver wires springing from and returning in circles to their heads. 
A coat of amis is wrought on the pedestal of each. 

On the floor stand tiic usual chancel candlesticks. They 
have plain cylindrical shafts, and square bases, being t)ic plain- 
est-looking tilings of tlie kind in Rio, and the only silver ones. 
I had been told they were of solid metal, but I had ocular proof 
that they are of the same material as tiie equally large and more 
tastefully-designed golden ones of other churches — solid wood. 
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Belon^ng to the state chapel, and the onl^ Bpecimens coated 
vith silver leaf, they have acquired the rcpatation of being all 
praia.. 

Six auhsidiarj altars, furnished with appropriate appendages, 
are in the body of the boilding. Each lias its presiding genius : 
The Baptist, San Jose, St. John Ncpomuceno, St. Anne, and 
our Lady of the Head, every one of whom holds a festival here 
once a year, and receives petitions every day. As it would be 
a slight to the Portuguese hero, the " Padroeiro de todo O Im- 
|ierio do Brazil," to refuse liim a shrine in the national temple, 
accommodations have been made for San Pedro d^Ucantara in 
a large recess within the chancel, where, on the 19th of October, 
lie holds his annual levee. 

Across the entrance end of the church is a small music gal- 
lery, where is also an old organ, and connected to it is a Turk's 
lead projecting from the front of the gallery. By some mecb- 
anism, when the music plays the eyes of the whiskered and 
xnustached infidel roll in ecstasy. 

13M. Called on H , who asked if I had seen the bare- 
footed iriars. I had not. " Come along, then ;" and off we 
.started for Castle HilL There are two ridges oa this eminence, 
~both occupied at an early period by the Church. On one is the 
«ld Jesuits' Chapel and some splendid remains of the cathedral 
"begun by them. On the other is the homely little fane of St 
Sebastian. Long neglected, it has, through the influence of the 
impress, been recently granted to a troupe of Capucliins, her 
countrymen, whom we are on the way to visit. 

Gasping and panting, we climb the zigzag path, and, when 
TWO thirds np, to cot off a long sweep, dash up a precipitous 
bank and land upon the green summit. Close by the little 
whitewashed temple a large and massive structure is going up, 
jart of the erections contemplated for this oentral establishment 
■>f Capuchin missions in Brazil, for such it is avowed to be. 
" Who finds the money ?" I inquired. " The government has 
granted the friars a lottery by which to raise it."* 

As ancient marble post stands three feet out of the ground 
near one comer of the church. Its date, if it liad any, has be-

At 
one slirine are lliirty-inch figures of the Ali^n and cliiid : King 
David is taking oft' hia crown to tlio Utter ; and the three 3£agi| 
one of wiiom ie a negro, aro making their oflcrlnga and '■■l'"«"iit 
Hero hang a curcuua uim, and a hand witliout fingeta. Tba 
other shrinnt are little more lliati old'taaliioued tables placed 
beneath ancient Hollis. 

A couple of " coufciwionala" utaiid by tho box pulpit. Thcjr 
rciienibie largo invalid chairs, witli broad aides carried op as high 
as th<^ high backs. Into c&ch side ik let a idicet of tin. painted 
yellow «nd jicrforaliHt witli mriiJI holc^, through whicli u pern- 
tent breathes lior shortcomings and thn friar whiHponi jwiianca 
In this cbuu of chaira a prieitt occasionally Rhrives two nt once 
by iiicliiiiug thu right car lo one strainer and the left to the 
otlicr. 

Lithographic saints hang on tlio walls along witli old portraitsl 
io oil of St. Bernard and other Capuchin wortliics. AliDs-boxQ 
solicit contribution s. On tlio back of ono is a miniatuxtt 
"Nossa Senhora dn Poii." 

\\'o fortunately met here Senhor Ilarbozo, a gcntlemsn con- 
ooctcd ?illi the Sttito i>cpartnicut, tuid, as fur ilB I could learn, 
the only antiquary in Bio.

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tilt he got a piece to suit. l[e tlien xhook it out befoTP u>u>, 
took it to A slirine, tuid camo back for anotbcr, making a leg to 
the altar aa lie passed in and out. A score or more of koth 
BCXPB came in. and almost every one went np and gnntclicd liia 
liaiid and kissed it, or, latiior, his wrist-joint, for that h the part 
sainted, the owner facilitating the ofKxation bj bending tbc 
hand imrtird. 

Between lliirty-five and forty, tlipje were few of the clcmenta 
of comeliness in him to make ladies dole upon liis person: a 
wcdgo and frevktud face, HUiall, ket-ii, and resllcas gray eyes, a 
thick and reddi.tli heard tliat hjir^d like furze up lo biB ears. 
He uvar^ no l>ody-]incn, but is ctalli<;d in a nissot govm tied 
round Uis middle. At liiH Jeft side swings two feet of knotted 
oortl, and at tirc right a string of rough l>fads. His gown Jinjt 
no ctillar, leaving his tannod neck (^xjio.wd, while the opening in 
front rIiows bin liairy hrcnst. Tlie cowl hajiga down Jiia back, 
itH pnak reaching to tiic cord round his waist. No Btockiiigs, 
of course, but liis fcit aic pushed into taniancos — woodcii-solcd 
■lij^crs — in which he shufHcH about, showing his bate heels 
wherevfir he moves. As he is drcsucd, so are his associates. 

Among the trca.'*are3 on t]ic vestry walla brought over by 
tho Capucliins was one tliat, from its insigniiicant appearance, 
arrested tny iiltention, as well as from the fact that nlraost ev- 
ery |»Teon who cumc in went up and kisticd it. A littJo Uack 
picture-frame, with a piece of glass in front, was Ibe roogti caa* 
ket of the precious relic, namely, " Jin p-xact outline of (he Vir- 
gin'a bIioc-soIg," wlucli fell fiom heaven near Padua in 1643. 
ITie particulars, in lino writing, ara given within the ronlonr. 
Cloment VII. or A'llL, and another pope, art; quoted as ^xri- 
fj-iiig the jiartieulare. Tbc shape Is not over 
^^ lifind«onie — see tlic cut^if it had ivfcrencc to 

that of the wearer's foot. Tlio length is 7J 
inclicH, and breadth from 2J to iV. Many Bra- 
ziliim Irtdics have smaller ehoes. One of the 
men who kissed it told ua the fathers have rft- 
ccntly received from KoniR some very lioiy and 
niiraculoiiB images, which will soon be exposed 
lo the pious. 

On the other spur of Castle Hilt is tlic old 
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i* ohapeL The date of its eroclion is OTcr the door — 
■^ISfl?^" "niotlgh (luite small, it has four alt&ra. Lo^-oU, in 
liiLl stature, occupiers the chief one ; FranciR Boi^a and X«vier 
stand br liim. Every tbii)g lookn worn and fudcd. Capitals, 
taoKB, cornic«», pilastcnc, etc, of cut stone, lie about the place 
— anniicd portions of mxtcrinls for structuroa begun before the 
expulsion of the order in 1753. The entire groimds aitd prop- 
erty are now in the possession of the govi^niitR-nl, appibiiriatcd 
to an o\t9GrvatoTy, ti^grapb, and oUux public iustiluUous.

On reaching the foot of the hilL, wn obscirei], on the opposite 
Ills of th« street, one of the hca'vy doors of the Ajadit Convent 
open, and 8tcppc<I into n paved Rn.-« around wbicb tlio dark 
valla arise. Of the two tiers of windon's, the lovest is fifteen 
feet from the ground, and all inclosed with massive gratings that 
remind one of the condemned cells of Newgate. At the side 
iarlbest from the alrcet is the apparatus by which pRrsona witb- 
aat commiuiicato with the interior. 1 bad read of the ancient 
derioc. A rcctangalar opening, about four feel high and two 
ud a lialf wide, is cut through the thick wijl, the upright edges 
bang worked concave. A jtlrong wooden cylinder or <lruin is 
mado to revolve vertically in the opening, and to occnpy it wliol- 
iy. Supi«sc lilt! stuYL's of the <;yIindi.T be roinuvcd for one 
third of its ctrcunitmnce, yon have then a revolving cupboard, 
into which any article put in at one aide of the wall is instant- 
ly received at the other on simply pushing round the opening, 
tad urithont cither sender or receiver having u chance to get a 
glimpse of cadi olbcr. Tbo aitlc* of the drum enter tlio con- 
cave eidcH of titc wall, and it.t bottom mid top extend wilhin 
the stone-work. Thn width of the opening into the drum is 
only half the thickness of tfiu wall, so that in no jiosition of 
the dnun can a spectator sec any oik; within. 

While wc stood by, a negro brought a parcel, put it in the 
cloeet, clapped his hands as a signal, and turned tlic dumb wait- 
er liaif way ronnd. Thus money, letters, food, anil all articles 
rcqurod are passed within. If awi-ctmcats haw \k<^i orilnrcd 
by fVicnds or visitors, the price is put on the shelf, and the next 
ntoment the bon-bons eome out. 
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We Strolled to tiic laitbcr cxuemit/ of tlic some side of the 
equare, whurv tlicic was a simUar muclune, itnd near it a strong 
door vitb ft sDuUl hrnssi plate, iiill of minute holes, throng 
wbtcb Uic invisible abbess, or lier deputies, can see who etaiulit^H| 
wilbout. Casually touching this door, it yielded to eliglit presat^l 
uro. Here was a temptation to step into a numiDry, for none 
but otir two Kelvca weic within the spacious area. To have 
some color for puitliing the hiiiged viilve back, one of ua gently ^i 
knocked. No one answered* but uome object foditud modtoato^^l 
ly opposed il» bt-ing Ofwiicd. Ry littlis luid little tlie opening 
was enlarged, and our courage with it. We squeezed iJU when 
my companion, in a whisper, said, "This lb tlie ofBce o£ tlie ' 
pwtiess. She haa iTft for a moment, and, not dreaming of in- 
trudcn, placed Iicr old high-backed chair nguuiat tho door. 
She'll return anon, and give the ahinn if she find tifl heic" 

But the way into the interior waa not so clear as we imag- 
ined ; still, \vc got a view of the macliinery adopted in such 
places to prevent intmaion and desertion. The small apartment 
opened into a targe, long, and, verily, a strong one. A paved 
floor, high whitewashed walla, with notliing to break their mo- 
notony or let in light, that n'c could »uc, t<avc a eingte opening, 
eight feet stiuarc, and level with the ground. This communi- 
cated with a wido find dim pasoage into which we could not got ; 
Cor tlidc was no eulmng thv large opening in tJront of wliicii we 
stood. Tho Htono wall through which it is cut is four feet tbick« 
and on eacA vid^ linngit a gauisv curtiiin whose tlueods ore inch ' 
bars of iron : those forming tho woof pass through loop in the 
waip, and tlie ends of ail are buried in the granite blocka. The 
interstitial s[}acea arc hctwcoi three and lour inches. A rather 
larger n[)cTlure is at tlic bottom, and through it small things are ■ 
pas&cd across on the blade of a wooden shovel, as appeared from 1 
one lyhig ready for the purpose. 

IC, as h said, nuns are happy in their cella, for what purpoec 
then, in lands were law prevuilic, uru tht-etc inaa-«ivo wallis 
gmtings, bolts, locks, and other devioes f Kveu shackles, it is 
admitted, are not wanting in lliia place.

door, irc Aonld not imtigin«. 

This wa« the first and last tini« I got into a nuttneiy. Into 
tlw chapel fronting the etreet I often Htcppwl. 

There i« no entoring c(.-clRi(in8tical institntions hero without 
being reminded ortliL'ir lu>Ath«n originit!», nnd of the Ultlc change 
have undergone. Kvery popnlnr phase of nnciciit worship 
ras early adopted. Kitimln of tlic ti-raplca, and the tcmplcB 
dietiisclves ; the difli^rcnt ordnrs of* priiMits, and their impoBtng 
stQDies; the entire Bj-slcm of symbolism ; of p™\-ing through 
he medium of images nnd other physical representations ; pray- 
; for the dead, and to the dead. The varioua religious orders, 
too. including mendicant and monafitic, lur of pagan parentage, 
with all their peculiaritiea of dreaa and discipline — their Bbaven 
ciowna, knotted cords, relics, roearies, and squfllor. 

The iiwtitulioa of Vestals waa reverenced at Rome Niima, 

the conmiLi, and llie emperors piitronixcd tlitjni; the rich made 

[)Re«cnts, the pious heqnwithed legacies, and the su|>eri!lilioua 

liraglit admission for their daughterfi. Commanding gojieral 

ct, thry were introdncc^d, under Christian appcUationa, into 

(ibcChoick. Suhatilutiiig llin Virgin for Ve«ta, the old nilea, 

ptiialtiea, pccaliaritics, etc., aeem to have been received without 

aatcxial revision, and also the planrf, ni-ran^ments, securities, 

gtnciBl economy, and management of the nimncricR.

Site liitd refused a hushaiid selected for 
her, and was immured two years bcf'oie she yielded lier eonsent 
and vr9!f let out. 

ft. A pool woman, with a nlight jxicaliarity of manner, is oo 
ca^ionally seen in the Cattclc. She passed ihc window twice 
ycBtcrday. "Sister Paulii"' and her melancholy hifitwy ar&^ 
koowii to many families in the Gloria pariBlu ^| 

Of respectable lineage, she was bom and brought up in tbc 
country. Anii.iljic and intctii^-nt, alic unfortunately becaiac 
rich in her own Tight on the death of her motJier. ITcr father 
aud brotliers coveted her wealth* and foimd means to gain over 
the abbcitii of tho Ajuda. A chest, i»erforatcd to admit air, was 
provided by tlii; utumtur.il villains, and !ii it the poor victim was 
htinied froui her residence (sonic leagues distant from Rio) to 
the convent. She rrsisled all attempis made to force her to take 
tlic vcU, and in a long course of years uiaiiagud to escape throe 
times, but implored in vain, with a heart bursting with angutfdi, 
for mercy from her kindred.

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torturen, known only to the fiends tliat inflictwl them, broke 
her down. Rui»on IlcJ, and she became trrevocablj' iiLiane. 
Her pcri«cutot« took uridUturbcd posacaaion of her propcrrt ; 
tnd «omc, it U said, still enjoy it — if, indecj, the^- can enjoy it 
or any thing else. Of her they kiiow nolbing. A nun has 
Deitbcr worklly icUtions nor weallli. Every thing, even her 
name, is taken from bcr, and all natural ties arc forever snn- 
derwi. 

The abbciw pcnnittcd her — imprudently, as many think — to 
go at large. She in over lift v. Her disease is of a mild type. 
For several yearn i>Iie hiw inudc out. by cliority tuid lier needle, 
to hire a room and bny the little food she TContg. She constructa 
mui and feather flowers, makes "baby saints." and assinta in 
dressing images for the festivals. I>n'eUing near the Lupa 
Cbarcb. she is employed every Cbristraaa to fit up in it "tlic 
Cndle and the Baby God." All churches have, at that oeuion, 
tn exhibitioiL of tliia kiud. Most liavc new bcdclotlies and 
dnMOBi but eotiie have tlic old ones fuibialicd up and luted 
•gain. Bister Paida Rometimes quarivb witli the brotlierliood, 
tod loses au order " to drt-as Our Lady and her Son." At ladd 
iRlcrrals she will spcnk with a few coiifidenliid lilends ot' the in- 
banuui trcalmcnt of her brothers and tlie abbesa. At other 
titne:# she 8aya an evilftpirit poaaesaca her — *'ono loo ittrong for 
tbc friara of St. vVnthony to drivoout." Poor lady I alieis right. 
Htm is a wounded spirit, n'tueli requires a higher power than 
(bit of any dead or living saint to iioal. 

4. Senlior li a, of the Lurangeiroa, ex-comicilor of stafe^ 

hns an sgcd relative in the Ajudii Convent, n first cousin to Ids 
metfaer. Siu; ha-s at present charge of the garden, ivUidi is as 
mnch conccaleU from the public ns the interior ol' the building. 
Having been ablH;i^H, »he is known iw Mother Anne Teirza. 
This Tcnerable lady was in her youtli one of the handsomest 
girls of Rio. SLe formed an attachment which Iicr fatlicr did 
"Ol approve of, although her lover n-as every way worthy of her. 
By llie influcnee of her parents hcift'aa shipped off to India, and 
du carrie<l directly to an eJidle^s imprisonment in the awful 
Ajuda. Uistracied beyond endurance, for months horror and 
dMpair preyed on her: sho w^a tempted to end her miaeriea by 
uuicide, A year passed over — anotlier, and othera, till her soul, 
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cruabed bjgrieJa, yieldod to Iter futv. Urgod to take tlie tcU, she- 
coiucntcd ; bat, crc tbc ceremonies wore (jiute over, she an-olu ' 
as irom a icthitrgy nrlilicially producvil, and buret into Kuch a 
torrent of abuse of licr parents and laintty, who nrciv nititcttaing 
tbc rit«, the abbcssj convent, and the wliole Kj-stcm of vcclcsiaa- 
dcal fraud ajid tyiBan^* tkat for a luomeiit all stood ag'luwt. And 
but for a moment \ It was evident she was possessed ! UtidET 
tbisbclicfslie was gagged, bonteoflfto her cell, confined bfcordfli % 
oiitl jiuni&hed no otto bving knows how bat bersel£ ^H 

Time, tliat subdues all tbings, at bwt tamod bcr. Forover^^ 
fiscluded from ibo world, and without a friend. rcUtive, or ao-,^i 
quauitance tn it^to bcr all wfta lose — she consented to live aad^| 
adapt herself to Iicr lioij lot. She became a favorite, aiid WM ^^ 
twice dectod abboss, which office flbe lias IiUrJ for eight ycax* 
(an election taket: ptaee evciy four yeum). Let us hope that ibe 
victims soi\t in undui bcr fuluiluiiitnklion were dilTercutly trcatod 
than fllio lind be«ti.

Through tfao 
luskop ; but while the abbess was in collosion widi parents, tbo 
victim might wt^ar her fingers to llie bone in ATiiting petitioiw 
bofbro onu could leuch biiu. Hul a scrap can enter or pass out i 
without biT consent. 2. Tli« bishop had to nppcal to Lisboa{;^H 
and, .'{. Tlurough the ecclesiastical authorities theic, the co>uil^^ 
at Home had to be consulted. 

In the second volumo of " Transactioiis of tlie (hiogmpbical 
and Hi»toric!iI Inntitutc of Brazil" is a uotico of Don Jr' 
de San Jeronimo, tlic foimdcr of this con\"cnt. A holy man, 
wrought miracles ; two are cited : Wlieu coming over from Us^ 
bonlhe sliip took fire; bo prayed to (lod ojkI Our Lady, and in- 
stantly ilie llames wont out. A favorite ftflrvant beoime di»* 
ca«ed in his legs, mid, atYer trying several methods of cure, the 
doctors prot>osnd amputation. On Iieariiig this, the saint \miy- 
ed over tbc sickly mcmbcra, and they became sound um h'-, roaa, 
from his kucus. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 

Candelaria Chnrch— Jacks of the Clock— Peccary. — God'B Stepfather— Botanic 
Gaiden. — Snake. — Fences. — Dinner and its Coat. — Catilogue of Plants in the 
Garden. 

March 16. Among the first objects which attract the eye on 
entering Rio Bay is a couple of light and handsome tuireta, 
surmounted with glittering domes resembling inverted pears — 
pinnacles of "The Candelaria" Cliurch. These turrets com- 
znand an extended prospect, and to the top of one of them I as- 
cended with some friends to*day. Here we contemplated the 
dingy red roofs beneath us, and tlie narrow threads of streets 
stUl lower down — the silver Bay, its shipping, verdant isles, and 
znoimtain boundaries, particularly the organ peaks at its head, 
shooting up in the blue ether in fantastic pinnacles, ranging 
isfsm. three to seven or eight thousand feet above the Bay. " The 
Serra," a term universally applied by Spaniards and Portu- 
gese to mountain ranges, is peculiarly appropriate to these, for 
they resemble the ja^ed teeth of a saw, or the serrated vertebra 
of a fish, quite as much as the pipes of an organ. 

The Candelaria has no clock, and, if I mistake not, of the 
forty odd churches, that of St. Francis de Paula alone has one. 
Cert^uty no other has one that strikes the hours. Dials are in 
front of some which have no works behind them. Thougli Rio 
ia thus poor in town horologes, she is rich in a race of artists 
long extinct in Europe, Before devices for measuring time 
were made to announce its divisions, men were employed for 
that purpose; and here "Jmka of the Clock,''^ like ancient sa- 
cristans, grasp the clapper of church bells and proclaim the 
hoars, sometimes by a corresponding number of strokes, but not 
always so. The Candelaria officer attends to the duty only 
three times a day — at 8 A.iL, noou, and 6 P.M., and then gen- 
erally gives a fancy flourish. 

^NTiile sauntering along the Flamingo Beach, one of the nu- 
merous tailless quadrupeds of Brazil came out of a building 
near by — a peccary. Attempting to feel its speckled hair and 
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hide, instead of avoiding mc it scltlird on it<i Imunclioit, and ex- 
posed a tcniblc isct of fHiigx. A iifgro iipproachcd — probably 
one it knew — wlicn it croudicd nt hiif Icel plikYful lu; a, kitten. 
These animals, vheti tamiMl, nrr infinitely more tractable than 
their domesticated rcJativps. A man passed Hp tlie C^ttete i 
few CTenings since leading a couple by a string; ihey trotted 
cloBo to lilm like favorite doga. In tUc woods ilicy go in troopl. 
and are dangproua lo Bolitaij- travelers, wliom tliey have been 
known to attack. Tlicy make nothing ofkiUiiig dogs; and even 
the great ounce or tigi:r, wbvu attvmptiug lo inaike u meal of 
ooc, oftcu furnishcM tlic licnl witli a ru-putt. 

19tA Fc*tivnlB were formerly greatly more nnmeTOUB than 
now, thoiigii not less than lifty, ecclesiastical and lay, are kepi 
up, to tiie dissatisfaction of merchants. Add Stinda^-s, and ooe 
fourth of the year ia lost to commerce. This being the day rf 
San ,J09^, the public offices arc closed, tliat all may complimeiiC 
him at hi» clmrcli in Ocrt-ita Street on the anniversary of lu8 
birth. His espousal is celebrated in January. ".iVjid, pray, ivho 
is San Joafi ?" I in(]iurcd of a devout old lady, ilio very coonter- 
part of (lil Poreu. I^irting her lianda, mid soliciting ibo Vir^ 
giii'tt ])rutcctioiit »hc in ainascmcnt asked where I liail been 
brought up. and if it were poasible I did not know who that 
' great saint ib. 

" I am not poaitiro tliat 1 ito, Beiihora." 

" Ala« ! alas 1 be advised, then, that Sun J096 is God'a 8tep- 
fatherl" 

It \rn& now my turn to etare. Besides fitnuigc oxprcssiODS 
nsed by Romanists of the Old AVoi-kl, and sanctioned by licaiJB 
of the sect in the United Stales, how few are consistent a» Bra* 
ziliana in carrj'ing cut the idea ! With them, •' God's gnnd- 
inolher," ■' husband of tiod'a inotlior," "<Jod'H stepfather," are 
coinnion aa •' the baby <iod," " the body of God," " iho bnrial 
of tiod," and other authorized cxpresHioiifl cipially cxccption- 
abb to Protestant vMi. 

Tlif.! Botanic {Jarden in ci-l^bratcd for its collection of exotic 
and indigenous plant.^. T.oeated six miles from the city, it i* 
an agreeable resort on holidays, and there it wua arranged that 
wo should pass tho day. J hired a "gondola" — not a Ve- 
netian eluff, but a Brazilian omnibus — in which nine of ua 
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whirled tlirougb Boto FoffO, and at length came to a beautiful 
'hko, Bxcctdiiig two miU-H in diaiiiclrr, and coiiiivcttog with the 
occaot on who»R borders the gord^^ri fronts. We piuwd liund- 
miac cottnge re-tidenceit hy the yvay : near the door of OIM vrm 
a king vulture cbainrd on a pout. As we drew near to the Cor- 
covado, t was surpri«:d, though awaru of the cause, at the licn- 
sibl« diminution oi'iti* nmgnitiidu mid grniiclciir. 

The gftxdcn is situntcd behind the Corcovndo, and betircon 
■that mountain and the sea. A neat hedge of Braziliiin thorn 
I separated it from the road. Knny of tlie trees prcacnt novel 
fiEBturea to strangera, whilo among the plantfl amateur botani^tti 
I Blight revel in enjovmont. Gravcl-waUta, and treilis-work with 
ata, surround a biisiu in wliich s Jet d'vau jilayx. A tine 
n, two feet wide, »iid three or four inclics deep, intersects 
.ibc gTOUiid.t, rii.-iliiiig over a. Moaa cliaiinol, and hrokun (tt one 
fplacc into a miniature canoade. It is difficult to dcMcribo the 
' grateful, the exquiHito fwDeatioim which such a cooling streiun- 
let ia &ucb a place produoc». 

Extensive plots Hre occu[>i<»l with toa-planta. Cocoas, man- 
goes, cinnamon, clovest, figs, cACtl, bambooe, pnlmt;, &c., spring 
ap every wliere. An I'^asi Indian tree of the size of tlie peach 
jirodaces abundance of an agreeably acidulous and cooling fniit 
nwrohling small cucumbcri?, but of a jialc straw color, and 
those flection is etar-sliapcd. Bi\>'nd-trccs abound, and so laden 
with their rongh^skinned orbicular and splieroiclal treai^urpit, tliat 
Da a lad laying hold of one branch, down it came crashing to 
1^ ground. The fruit is not unlike :i green pineapple, but not 
n Kmgh, and ecidom so long. Wo met Sanhor lii-Andad. the 
duector, who told mo lie had received letters from tlie StalfM 
popoeing an exchange of plants. Ilo presented nic ivilii & cor- 
Rcted copy of those in his charge. Aa a document iriicresting 
ta botaniats, it id subjoined. AStee oruising about, we rcited in 
a hoiue-like arbor, whose walls, roof, door and window framea, 
>TC composed of dciutu vinc». Erected ou a itioujid, il is ap- 
proached by stops cut in tlie aide, and carpeted with grass. 
Here we n-ere again aniURpd with little lixardii darting up and 
down the trocij — lui intcrcatitig teature lu the Uvavculy scene 
VDond oa. 
While standing witb the director near n dense cluster of bam-, 
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boos, a briUiATit b&nd was obseircd coilod Toand the boll of t 
Bago-tree. 1 took it for a ribaud of scarlet niid other varicg&ted 
colon. It waa » cond finake, tlte moat beautiful, and reputed 
the nost veuomouii of Brazilian. Rcrpenta It was dJaturbcd and 
disabled on the gravcUtvulk. A rn^gro was Heiit for a quart bot> 
tic of cacAafa, into wiiicb the pretty cobra vam put before it had 
ceaficd towritliv. [Tliis botllt;, oii llic voj'nge home, was daeh- 
ed to pieces in a Ktorm, and its tenant rendered valucl«sfl.J 

To lefresli ourselrcn and cattle, we now drove a mile to a 
tSTCnit a low and iii>can-looking building, ^rit;hoat any indication 
ofbeingaboeteby. After limchiag, some of the party lud down 
to sleep ; Ibo rest of us strolled three or four miles toward tbe 
itmaofl Kountains. A KpccieH of black pjtrrot bovered about; 
other birdu darted out of the n-aoil»; and ono low piece of ground 
Wjw alive witli small gray butterHiPji. 

Here wiw the common Brazilian fftncfc Stiokn, generally 
fltiftigbt, and \'arying from one and a half to two inch(« in tbiclc- 
itBSfl, Btanil tlvo feet out of tlie ground, and about the same dia- 
tunco apart. Tltcy ore tlie poxlx. The raiU arc bamboos, aver- 
aging twenty-five feet in lengtli, and one nnd a half inch at tbe 
thick end. Koitr, Honintimr<) five rows of these, a foot apart, 
an laahod by a vcgutablo withe to thu posts. Wherever bam- 
boos grow, sncli is ihu planter's fence. It is clirap, lif;;lit, and 
strong enough to coiittnc cattle, and lasts for tivc or six years. 
A better kind occurred. Tbe posts were five inches tliick, and 
cut to a unilbrm height ; the rail^ two inches thicki and both 
nailed and Insht^d. Wlicn the thorn fcuco is desired, an arti- 
licinl one, to )jrotcct the young plants, is not required m'er two 
to three years, so rapid is the notation. Climbing puantoa 
and vines t>ooQ render any snch boundaciea impenetrable to man, 
and beast, and even birds. 

By 3 P.iL wo rctomed, and found a dinner nearly ready 
(bat Biupriscd nie as mucli as imy thing else. A ulicc of bread 
and cheese, with a handful of tuimdioi;^ mcul, 1 eupiwscd tlio 
extreme limits of the hotcl^s bill of tare. We bud Konp ; fish, to- 
ftembling large strijjL-d basB, brouglit asliort^ alive, and prepared 
in three different w»y3 ; boiicd beof ; rouat beef; liied egga and 
greens served togolbcr ; boihjd chlckeait ; roasted do, ; do. tnc- 
•aecd; curry sauce; saladM ; potatoes; maudioca, dry and made 
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tip like fflOflh; lioe; swoet pudt1iDgt<; flwcetmeatx (quinne wid 
dtron); Imduuu ; onirig«a; almondit ; pmnea; witus of two 
kiuds ; tiqaeura for Ibc ladies, and a dozen other things. Half 
ui liour after, strong coffue w«« sem;i!. Tlii« repast for nine 
pttsona, another for the driver, tlie prcvioiw lunch for the pw^. i 
■nd feed for four muliis, cost only ten doUarR. j At 8 P.M. we 
rode home, nAcr cujo,viug a daj of unmixed plcaaurci 
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,AacIb lapliMilo, L^

CILVPTER XV. 

OcddtM of (ho Blind.— H(^ Chutch. Shrinos, and Ryinbols.^A Sim oouniltiBg 
hM.— Intcrvjew with htr SaerisUB.

March 20. "Wandering out early, I bronglit np, I know not 
how, on the beach or strtct ot'tit. Luzia: & nm without house*. 
but not williuut u churdt — oao dvdicutcd to the kdj juBt named. 
S)io is t}ic pitroiicsK of tlic btiitd, and niucK cclcLrated for af- 
fording that relief for wliicli .we luivc recourse to ocuiirta and 
eye intinnaiies. 

Stepping tJurough Ibo open door, I found no one witliin. Mai^ 
ble basinB, in the form of tiLclls, for holy %ratcr, aro built in the 
Will on each side of tbc door, and near them esmola boxen. 
Bemdea Luzia, only two others liave ulirines here. Against the 
right vail ia St. Jolin, and oppofiite to liim the Lady of XaT- 
igatora She Ataiids on the Hvcia of a nliiji. with its hroAdBide 
to Bpectatora. A Btrongly-houiid bos, seemed by two padlocks, 
with her likeness on it.f fiont, and a slit at lop, Jiangs by the 
wall close to hex; reminding sailors that, while bIio confi>rs iar 
vtae on them, acknowlcdgraciits in the shape of vintcmB and 
tnllreis are expected. 

At the farlbcr end Tjuzia stands of natnral siite, holding two 
egrchalla on a plate or kiiucct. By the altar rails arc four gilt 
candlesticks of wood, each els feet high, and on their trianguhir 
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Umtn ejffs nrv portrs^-cd, besides a pair of colosnl ohm on tin 
acrecn near tite trout door, looking vuty like an optksan'A a^n. 
And vhy should not cbarchmen bang out symboU of good 
(iiinge they dcul in ils wuU as laymen, wben uumbcn of their 
customent con ivuil hu other kind of writing? [7.«uzia*s coUAet- 
ors cany witli lliGm u ttilvEr eye for contributors to kj«fi.j 

Ln a corner the huudAomc loorabK* pulpit stood, one of those 
iSishion«d apparently ufWr tiiblu tiunblcn — gigantic goblets on 
£uicy stems and bases- They an; very light and pictnrefitjoe 
in appearance, but, from inequalities of the Hoors, arc Liable lo 
be unsteady. Indeed, I never could rcsiiit the idea that a ge^ 
ticulaliiig vrutor might, in a paroxysm of anior, throw lunuelf 
to far forward a» to cIcmc his diiKoimc iritlt a peroiatioD ibat 
innild MTe the sacristan the trouble of bringing forth ttte port- 
able Htcp-laddrjT lor him lo dumionnt. 

It u an old and a current irick of childnm to br«ik the end of 
a Unck pcASCod, and torn the piece butck to repnuHmt ihv cotrl 
of a monk, while the ex]Ki«cd pea resembles liis smooch-«liaven 
ooim: pat one of tliese Lilipiittan preachrirs into a dwelled 
Hine-gtaan, and you have no bad pictore of a &iar in one of 
tlttte porambulAting puJpilA. 

A Blnve came to the door, removed a largo basket frftm her 
licad, sprinkled and crossed Uei'wll^ and dropped on Iter knocs 
within two foct ot'whure I stocxl. ^Vitll licr c\*-m on Liuia, ahv 
mttcred bcr wishes or her tkoiiks, rosC', put Jier nite into an 
ajms-lxuc, made another i-everence to tlie saint, and went away. 
Poor crcAtitre \ alie tools idtcred by pouring oat her sorrowv be- 
ftre tlic image of one who, sbo is told, has tlio power to miti< 
pte tbetu. 1 am almo.<!t ready to rcrcranec superstition witich 
tan tha.<i sootlie the sorrows of tlie desolate, and rei:oncilc tliem 
to a joylesa usisteiice. iVrItapt> not her own, but another's woes 
induced her to cull iit — aotne [mrblind mother, brother, friend. 
'K'liateTer la tlie canac, blindness ia ezoeedingly pruv-alimt among 
tbe slave*. It is distressing to meet so often one or more bear- 
ug full '* barils" on their bcuda, ruUiiig their sightless cyubaUa, 
and feeling thctr woory way witli filiukit. 

I had now been Lalf lui hour in tlie place, and, except lier, 
not a soul had api>eared to break tiic atilliicss that reigned with- 
itt, nor witliout but tbe surf. M^'itlun the allnr rails wcio two

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tide doora. one partly open. Wbat harm can there be in ate 
piug u[i and looking in ? So I KyiHoiiod. ami «o 1 acted. The 
left door opened into « pminngc in which wprc soveral votive 
taWpta, OiJv two had eyca jiaintpd on them. 1 next crossed 
over to tlie other door. Pufihing it gcntlj- open, a pair of cyee 
near the floor glistened on mc, and the next moment came forth 
in R living head — the sacriataii'fl ! Here lisd he been seated all 
tlie morning, on thu lloor, witli Lis back to ihe wall, repairing 
mulc-luimcas, of which not less thau two cart-loads lay near 
him. 1 Iwirm-d mih«e(|uently that lie was by trade a ohoe- 
maker, aiid had a family that rctjuircd his awl to make esd^^ 
meet. ^M 

I had some difficulty to makr. liira comjirchcnd ray wiMh to 
Icam something about a saint who n-paii«d dvlVcltvv vyusight: 
bat tlie instant lie caught the idea he beckoned mc in front of 
the ftltar ; closed both eyes ; inclined liis head on one shonlder : 
moanod; rained his hands in supplication to Luzia; paused a 
moment; slowly opined the corner of one i^^-c ; then the other: 
then gradually diiicloflcd the full orbs of both : gazed tip, down, 
and aronnd nitli wril-fcigned a.<ttoni»hnirnt ; clapped his Hands 
in cxullnti«)n, and kneeling, held them up in gratitude to tbe 
saint ; row, and smiling, turned to we. 1 exclaimed, " Bom ! 
mtlito iKim !" And so it was ; it was capitally done ; nothing 
could have better shown how litlle true eloquence needs exterior 
helps to set her ofl^ for bo waa without a neckcloth, coat, or 
veet, and Iiad ncitlicr ahoca nor stockings on. 

To illustrate tlie enbjcct fiirtlicr, he went to where the tablets 
were snd referred to tlicm aa proofs of the lady> power. I 
mentioned the " sacristia ;'* on which he opened a door ot the 
end of tbo passage, and introduced me into a room behind the 
altar. Here waa ibe great staple of vcatriea — a mammoth bu- 
reau (over twciily lijct long) of wood, black as ebony, contain- 
ing the plate, wardrobcK, and rt^galiu of the images. Its bronze 
fumilurv might be shown aa anti<|ue.i from Pompeii, so nmilar 
are the (Irawer-handlcs, kcy-liolcs, iSc., to such tliinga found 
there, From the walls were anapcndctl, witli votive cyra. other 
mctribci^ of tlie human frame : proofs ihnt the presiding patron- 
e88 did not confuic her practice to one c]a»s of diseases. Here 
were lieada, armg, bands, feet, and a lialf^lengtli portrait iu alto 
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rclicTo, sU of wax. Tlicy ■were ap- 
parent!)- very oUl, for t\vaa color was 
fiomctliiiig between that of tliR flooi 
and the burcaiL No explanatory U- 
■beU were attaclicd, cacli being Jtft to 
tell its own Mory, and, with one ei- 
cepiion, little could be drawn from 
th«n. The Iialf-lcu^li had been col- 
ored, to rcprcaciit the niiserablo con- 
dition ttio imliappy origioiil was in 
before tlie saint relieved Itirii — one 
side of the face purple, tlie eye de- 
■trojcd, and its pUcc marked with u horrid tnasa of black and 
livid matter. 

There vroB no telling from tlie Tieods what their owneni aOed 
— wlietlier the seats of the complaints had be^-n within or witli- 
otit— «cald beads, broken beads, urcak or deranged ones. The 
1tQ<anK:nts arc disfi^^urcd and alt but obliterated. Were it not 
pTcll^ certain llmt thit^ is tlic result of heal and age, one might 
infer the originitig had belonged to pugiliats. Of other wull-or- 
nuncnts, the most chamcteri»lic was an old picture of a ship in 
distreaa, and the Lady of Navigatore saving her. 

Tbo artist now rcsomed hi3 labors on leather straps and pan- 
els, and I loft in <i\xmt uf other novelties. Two Bailors were 
Banning themselves at full length on the steps outside, and 
watching vessels moving over the Bay. If theirs was a visit of 
devotion to the goddess of seamen — and it is not likely any 
thing else brought them to a place so lonely imd so remote from 
the shipping — tlicy might serve to rtimuid one of Sidoiiian or 
Ckitliaginian mariners lounging in front of Keptune^s temples 
■fteic thanking him for a .tncce.'t.Hful voyage. 

The tmpaved thoroughfare of Rt.liuzia ban been made by cut- 
ting away the outskirt of Castlo nill, which here extended into 
the Bay. Hen are still digging into the red, tenacious soil. I 
ptasod tlicm, climbed the Imge mount, descended into the city 
on ifac otbct side, and landed in Rua do Carmo, where 1 oh- 
wrred a sticet-imagc over the gateway of a handsome passage, 
leading to the Pablic Library and the Carmo Church. Upon a 
slone bracket stands a speoied of glass lantern, three feet higli, 
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with a largo pane in £viit luitl a ttttmllur one at each side Tb«„ 
glasfa w&ntcd wiuhing, for not tiU gazing a moment or two 
il certain lliat the samt was n-itliin. 

A linmaD baa bis Rhop tUrcctl/ opposite. I tried to get ie

I stepped over the narrow pavrmeot to 
on osoioU box tixvil to the left post of the 
gatcwiiy, which till Uicii had escaped mj 
notice. A full-length miniature of a lady, 
holding a tioKegiiy in one liaiid and a babj 
In the other, ivus painted ou the hack, and, 
sure enough, on a atcroU under her feet was 
inscribed, in minute lcttei'8, her cjiiuc as he 
had given it, 

Thia ia anotJicr of tlio almost endless nietamorphoaes of the 
Virgin and child— an a&ir got up lor tho special accommoda- 
lion of Poituguc.se ivamen bound round the South Afriiaii prom* 
OQlorj'. By calling here, they uacd lo itecure (mid some yet a^ 
core) a fair paitsugc by raiaitig their eyes to tho kdy iu Ibc laa^| 
tern and dropping souiething into her iiiouey-box. 

The iVrlugneae were thu tirat, and for a white tlie only oiTi* 
gators cxpodod to the dangers thus provided againat. Tlw 
ftigltcncd crews and shattered vcsschi of Bartholomew Diss, 
its dUcovcrcr, prevented him from doubling Cape Tormcntoso, 
oa he tuuned il. In the absence of a proper morititne god, the 
M''hite Friara proposed a goddess — their " sister" — in the ncmfl 
<:liaracter of " Our hmly of tlie Cape," wid Heaven, by miracle,^ 
confinaed the pro|Ki8itiou on this wiw: A vessel was on the 
point of tbundering off Table Bay. " Our Lady" appeared ii 
jtroyria jjcrggna, and saved her. On landing, the men wc 
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surprised to find an exact image of her as she appeared at the 
mast head. From thia "milagroso imagem" all others were 
copied. 

There can be no doubt that a ahrine of the lady was as nae- 
fal in Rio aa in Lisbon. It was more profitable. Vessels call- 
ed in here on going to and returning from the Indies. Passen- 
gers and crews bound round the Cape renewed their vowa or 
made fresh offers for a fair passage, and those on their way 
home had an early opportunity to make their acknowledgments 
before a due sense of them vanished. But, passing such mat- 
ters, certain it is that the Carmelites came in for a handsome 
share of this species of marine insurance ; and though they did 
not issue general policies, like their brethren of Boa-Viagem, 
their business at one time was thought to have been not less 
profitable than endorsing all kinds of risks. 

Insuring friars have peculiar privileges. Whatever risks 
they underwrite, they never return a premium or make good 
losses. There are so many strange things in the world, or this 
of be^;ars turning underwriters had attracted notice. The Car- 
melites are an order of mendicants. 

Whatever liappens to other professions, the resonrces of fri- 
ars never fail. It is a maxim with all who trade under the name 
and style of a particular saint, that he or she can meet all hu- 
man exigencies. At the same time, the managers do not hesi- 
tate to follow the practice of lay dealers in drawing custom from 
other establishments ; leaving their own fields when in stubble 
to glean in their neighbors'. 

St. Sebastian, like his brother Roque, was originally a plague- 
doctor, but the pest is rare ; his practice has become general, 
and scores of holy competitors undertake epidemics. Anthony's 
forte once lay in protecting houses from thieves and recovering 
stolen goods. He now dips into every thing — interferes with 
St.Brass in curing sore throats ; competes with St.Michael doa 
Santos, the prince of cancer eradicatora ; takes a large slice of 
the business and profits of the two lady protectors of seamen ; 
has used up St, Gonpalo in marrying young folks ; sends more 
rain to planters in dry times, and makes more poor land fiTiit- 
fiil without manure than all other friends to fanners — a univer- 
sal genius — a saint of all work. 
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The nnavoitlaWe temjentj' of slavery every where i» to 
clcT Inbor disreputable — n result ttujjerUtivcl)' wicked, since it 
inrerte the natural order and deMlroys tiie harmony of society. 
Black slavery itt ritb in Jtrazil. uid liraxiliaus sbtink with aonto- 
ihing allied to liorror from luanuul employments. In tKc spirit 
of pri\Tlcgcd classes of other lands, they say they arc not bom 
to labor, but to coittmaiid. Aitk a respectable native youtli of a 
family in low circuiuslaitces why li« docs Dot team a trade md 
earn au independent living ; ten to one Lot be will tTcuiblc wit 
indignation, and inqnirc if yon wean to inaolt him ! " Work !" 
■work!"' scfvanicd one; "wc have blacks to do IbBt." Yea, 
hundreds aud hundreds of families have one or two slaves, (h|H 
whofv i;itniiiigs uloiii^ ibcy live. 

T>r, C , an old resident, says tlie young men Trill st 

rather tlian become nicchanici. He, Nomc years ago, adriHcd 
poor widow, who Ind two boys (one 14, the otliur 16), to 
tlieoi to trader Sliu roctc, I'-fl liie rnoiii. mid ncvti alter epok*' 
to him, altliougli ho had attended her &mily profcHsionaUy for 
eight years williout charge. He wiw recently accosted by a 
clock in the Police l>cpKrtinent, who miidv liinisell'knon-n ss the 
widow'v olileitt son, and happy iii a sihiation wliicli brings luui 
300 raih^in a year — -150 dollars! To Iw mnploycd under gov- 
eminent in the police i^ honorable, but to descend from an em- 
peror's service even to a mcrdiant's is degrading. As an oxatn- 
plo of the general feeling, take the foUoM-ing: the partioa atMl 
known to me. A gentleman of eighteen wag indnced to honor 
an importing house with his scrwcs at tlie desk. A parcel not 
larger than a dooblo letter was handed him by one of the tiroi, 
with a Tcipiest to take it to another house in the neighborhood. 
lie looked at it ; at the meidnuit ; took it betnecu a. fingor and 
thumb; gaced again at both: mcdilatrd a moment; stepped 
out, and, n few yard.t from tlic door, called a black, who carrio^H 
it behind him to its destination ! ^h 

This pride is. however, giving way, and the Logialature has 
taken measures whicli will tend to subdue it, by requiring for- 
eign merchants to tako a certmn proportion of native clerks int 
their establishments.

What then bocomw 
of them t I know not ; but this I kuow, that it is distressing 
to aee tw many talented young men witlwiit any Mttled plan or 
definite purpoao before them, and unfttted by edueatJOQ for in- 
dcfieiident exertion in thu industrial or commercial poriinits of 
lilt; ; lounging awaj'yeum of their priinc invagun expi;cl4ition of 
public cmploj'menl, living on friends little able to Itdp lliem, 
iDCurring debt-s and, frrun innbility to meet their engagements, 
accused of verilyiog an oldadjige, "Tbc day of obli^ttou is the 
<)awn of ingratitude." 

These letnnrks xuiHcicntly explain wliy it is that maiter me- 
chanics and tradcMncn, with the exception of a few Frcneli and 
ottier foreigners, are Porcogttese. The richest men in the coun- 
try, the most industriouEi artisans and aesiduoos of store-keep- 
ers, ar« Luftitaniana. Urazilians di^Jiko them, perhaps aa much 
lor the competence their diligence in busincas realiKes as for 
any thing ehie. 1 bIuU devote this diaptcr to tho mcchanioi 
of Bio. They have customs, processes, and tooh^ which, if on 
no other groonds tiiaii their antii^uity. ileserrc a paaaing notice 
As two or three new houses ore going up close by, I have had 
■laily opportanilies of observing tlw) manoBUTree of bnihlers. 
fir** I was pnsetcd by a specie* of xodody, regularly oxecntod 
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morning, noon, axii night, witli the hammer. It is tiio " call" 
of tUe men to work, and the eignnl to cjuit iL A man kneels 
m a scatTold plank, and slrikcs it, or titc side of o ItcAm, or 
any piece of soniidiiig timber, in such a way tliat few but a 
practiced hand could woll do. TJic sQUud rcoclii-a to a great 
distance ; and woi. to tho slave tliat, ctg tiu; liuft blow- is stiuck, 
is not at Ms post with lii« trowel, ]m lioc, or his aaw in liand. 
Tlie device is in general use. 

Tivont^' tiroes have I scored tbe notes as thc^ vrcre lieing 
struck off hy as many niuiciEUis, without perceiving any mat«- 
zial variatiuii in liie music or its dumtion. It was eauy lo xep- 
leunt llie force and succession of the soiinila by diffcrcut-sinod 
dots and the a[iucv9 IcfV bctwctin thcu, llius ; 
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They exhibit what might t>c railed tlic Hammer tianiut, or 
Builder's Tottoo. To read this metrical morceau aright, it 
flboiild he considered as composed of ibur bnrs, corresponding to 
Bs many parLi of a short addre-^a, namely : two, Nometimes three, 
sonorous and startling knocks — a roll of raps taperiug dunm to 
•n tnatidiblo mtttc — the roll r(?pcAtcd in inverted order, and 
dosing with a triple and empliutic menace. J'lit into vords: 
"D'ye hear? — run. theii^ — quick, or you'll catch — a thrashing. " 

Working hours are Jioin dawn to dusk, i. e,, from lialt'paat 
five to lialf past six, very lillin twilight preceding aunriae or 
following sunseL From tbc miiis and oft-recurring festivals, 
mcchunics do not average over five working days to tho week. 
Tlie uiiMier masoii of tliu lai^c house going up next door works 
full hours. Fie is a Portuguese, and receives jtl a day for him- 
self, from 40 to 70 cents for his men, and 25 to Si) tor his la- 
borers. HIr aEisistants arc all slaves. The caj|)enter, also a 
Portuguese, has the same wages hh the mason. Stoat of lu8 
men are white, and their pay varies from 40 to 80 «:nt«— the 
latter ia consiilei«d liigK wages, irere are no master boilders, 
as with us; they arc little moro than foremen — owning toolsi 
hut provided with neither sliops nor maleiiala, Every thing U 
prepajcd on the pr«mi?eii of their cmploywa. 

When the walls of a hoa»e are ready for Iho rafters, tfaelliy- 
ing down of the lirst pair of these ia annoiuiced by a concert of 
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iostniniental music, and other demonstrations of joy. Hearing 
an unusual noise one day, I went out, and found it came from 
a new building in Macliado Place. Two rafters had just been 
raised on the second story. The Brazilian, Portuguese, and 
some other Bags were flying over them. Black and white ar- 
tists aloft were drumming co)i gusto on beams, planks, and crow- 
bars, while hissing squibs and Chinese crackers contributed to 
the harmony. This was kept up till the owner appeared and 
made them a donation, when up rose a rocket in honor of his 
liberality, accompanied with an original fantastacio rattled off 
with hammers on girders. 

The head carpenter and mason of J 's new mansion, hav- 
ing got the first two rafters in their places, came yesterday, ac- 
cording to ancient custom, to inform the family of the fact, and 
to express the wishes of the workmen *' that whoever sliall dwell 
in that house may be happy." 

Masons and Masonry. — Bricks arc little used except for 
kitchen tire-placcs, rough arches over doors and windows, and 
as finishing courses to receive plates for rafters. (There is not 
a brick house in Kio.) In laying them, workmen arc careful to 
run the mortar into tlic u]»right joints, for which purpose every 
roan has water in an ox's horn. The water in the horn is called 
the "mason's nail," from the solidity it imparts to his work. 
Were a Brazilian artist to witness a Yankee brother carrying 
up a five-stoiy building, laying the bricks as fast as they could 
be picked iip, he would flee the place instnntcr, calling on ihe 
saints by the way to keep up the walls till he got clear of tliem. 
The bricks are not hard burned ; they are ten inches by five, 
and two and a half inches thick. 

The walls of houses in Rio are exceedingly thick ; for two- 
atory houses, seldom less than five feet below the surface. 
They are not in courses, but are faced with innumerable pieces, 
varying from two inches to half an inch, stuck in mortar be- 
tween the large stones, so tliat before the stucco is laid on the 
structure appears as if composed almost wholly of these frag- 
ments. 

The Bcafiblding is on the old plan, and secure. Putlocks pass 
through the work, and project equally on both sides, though 
supported by upright jxiles only on one. Every five feet of 
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el^T&don, & freah platform of planks on each Aijsof * wall iai 
down. They nuike miserable work of liftiiig tiie krg^ stone?. 
A tew days ago, eigLt QegrocA wcro yelling itn African vircUy for 
nearly half an Lour on elevating one not over Ivo liundixMl and 
tifty ])oundii' weight to a height of ten feet, under the direction of 
tbe maiiter mason, who pulled too. It was hoiKted by a chain 
paA!<in^ over a gt'ttg/ii bioi:k lasUi-d to one of the scaffold polcA. 

Ilmnmers, tron'tds, hoc for mixing and lil'ting raortu, and 
lonod baskctfl for carrying it on the head, are prcoistdy such, aa 
we Bee ill illuatmtod works of the tit^eenth and illumiiiatcd MS9. 
of preceding ceiiliuics; such, too, as are portrayed in Egj-ptian 
ftculpliirea. The costumo of the laborers, and tiicir mounting 
ladders with bare feet, also accord with buUdiiig-sccnea in Pha- 
nuintc days. Thu sliavol iu plavv of the hoc 'in a tnodcni acqni- 
iitioii; and the hod, of Ktiglish or Irish origin, is not seen. The 
leret i» of courne uacd, but not tlm plumb rule. Tit place of it, 
an implement equally clBcient and of wore extended appbcation 
is in every man's handx. Strangv timt so old and valuable a 
devioG idioald have been neglected by liritisli and American 
workmen. Here are sketclivft of a couple ^H

Cnrj/fttii^rn. — That in Spain and Poriugnl Moorish customii 
are inUcrit<»d with Moorish blood, and Iraceable in their coloniea, 
is wc^U understood. On going iiinong wliecIwrightR, carpenters, 
joiners, catriagc-makcrs, iSk:., I was struck with tiotts decidedly 
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Orienlal in their tooU and proce.i»e.<«, such as I b&d not dicanied 
uf wiuicsaing. A liufily ju<Igmciit uiigiit pronounce tliem pecul- 
iarly Asiutic, but in rvulity tJicy ivcro cotniuoa to the old ciril- 
iitcJ world. Tiiti varpeaterM nrt in Portugul and Urazil ia very 
Biiich what it was in Italy twenty ccnluriea ago. 

The tlrst tool I took up I rocog^tlzed at once as Romau and 
Kgyptian. There was no resisting the etriluRg rescmbiaiivc be- 
Circ«a it and those iu tho liaiidi* ot'chariot-buildora, wlioelnTights, 
dutir-makeri!, coffin and cabluoL lnllkcrl^ &c„ portiaycd in The- 
ban Bcul(itiuet<. It h hum empluyod, an it was of old, by all 
€triistt i?i tcood — ihclr ])ritici[>ul iinpleiueiil, and by the u»o of 
wlucb an expert oriuox^M'j-t workman is known. It ia tli« ma- 
ffl&-Aaiidi^ adze to ivliich I refer— the uioal popular tool of an- 
detU air]»uiteis, imd the one by which ttieir tAlents also were 
deteniiiiitfd. Here it m at c^ in the prccoding cut, consisting of 
three ptu-13 : u blade, a strong oblong iron loop or fenulc, and 
the handle: Ihe hitter is sliglilly curvx-d; tlw part next the 
bUdc, 3( iiichcH Uocp ; lUo part grasped by Liit; hand, ^^ inches 
long, Ij dc«rp, and 1 in tItii:kiK'rt:<, with tlio conoen rou»d(»l. 
The end is enlaiiged to prevent its flying out of the hand. Ex- 
cept this pail, tho handle in of uniform thidcncis, but liere ia a 
projection to support the lon'cr edge of the hand. The iiladc ia 
bTn inches wide, and iionrly t>tJK in length. 

The shank i^ placed against the butt end of the Imndle, and 
the icmile alippcd over both, or it may be put on first and the 
tsliauk passed in, when u ivvr blows of the blade oit a block 
liiags up tlie ahoutdor (seen in the edge view) against tlic ier- 
cole. ^'either wedge nor say other fastening whatever is r&- 
sjuircd. Itifl not possible tor the blade to tly off. The harder

Tlie gencnd outline approaches that of the adze of the South

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The adze ia applied witli mucb tact as a snbstilate for the 
aze in equftiing beams, and for the plane in smootJiing tbora. 
Wliwlwrights (Ircfts spokes and felloos 'with it ; chair und car- 
riage makers can not do vitfiout it. It is a unirersal fonner, 
and next to the hammer in utilitj'. 

W« recognize the game tool, and expcrtncaa in the uae of it, 
in an ordinance of LycurguB directed against Humptnoag dwell- 
ings. Th« planlu of doom were not to he planed. With tha 
floom and ceilings, they were to receive no other fuiieh than what 
wa« given them l>y the ndiie. We know from otlicr som-cea 
that fiooring-beaniii wem left exposed, aa in our iihips and old 
Dutch houficB, and that they vcrc car^'cd, colored, and polished 
Thia the Spartan lawgiver denounced. The subject is farther 
and happily illustrated by an nnc-cdotc of Ijootychidcs tlic cldetr, 
prc8er>'ed by Plntarch. Being at Corinth, he observed the 
beam» of the room in which his host entertained him curiously 
and richly wrought, and flutiricnlly inquired if trees grew square 
in that purl ot'tJroece. The inference i» elew that in T^aconia 
the beams wcjc but little dresaed. The exposure of rafters was 
a univcrHul feature in the domestic architecture of the ancients. 
From their proininc-nce in, every room llic Savior took occasion 
to illunlrate one of his most memorable apophthegms. ■ — i. 

In the antiqnitiea of HercHlaneum is a rcprosentStfifiii' of a 
carpenter's shop, including tlic work-bench, a piece of wood sc- 
cured on it by an iron clamp (the same as now used), a box for 
tools under it ; n mallrt lays on the Hoor, and a coujdc of young 
artists are cutting a plank, which one- iiolds down on the bench 
with his Ictl hand, and works a frame-saw with tlm other. Hia 
associate^ seated on ihc floor, grasps tin; opposite side of the 
frame — [see. Ilerculaneum and Pompeji, tome iii., Paris, 1H401 
—implements which correspond with those of Portuguese and 
Brazilian workmen, il'lieir bench is a flmooth, stout plank, 
supported on four diverging legs. It lias no side gcrow or 
wooden vise, but ia fumL4hcd with the device which proccded 
that; und which, as illustrating theprogn>?s of the arts, is worth 
noticing. Two stout slats, whose knglh exceeds the width of 
the bench, slide in dovetailed grooves (three or four feet apart), 
cut across its under surface ; their front ends arc enlarged into 
what may be called jaws. Tlic alals arc pulled out, and the 
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tlie bolt into a staple Gxtd in the wall or window-frame ovvr- 
head A stroug lock ia attacbed to every bosp, and a key bangs 
by CT«ry keybole. In one hoiuie i observed, in Addilioo, a bdl 
bang to eodi iUmttrr ! lliis executive precaution ngaiiut boose- 
breakers is an ancieat trait in I'ortugU(^se building. The msk 
terial of tlic flooru and doons etc., is b dork red and hedvy wood. 
With ^fficulty I T-Ati'tftl from tlie floor a new inside door, its 
weight not being Iwia than one hundred and lifty ponnds. 

Carpenters and joiners* liardware is chieily Ltnported from 
PortugaL Of wrought iron, it is well made, and iar moiT durable 
than what Bngtisb ebopa supply. It ia very o1<1-Ia»1uouo(1. 
Theto arc k«ys, iiingcs, and bolts similar to tboae prcMnrod in 
the museuui at Naples, i^me good eniitli work in done in Hio. 

Tbe tile roofa and gutter-spouts noticed in Chapter VUL ore 
pmely classical. 

No plana or aectiona tiro drawn for buildings. Generally tbe 
nuon and carpenter arc told to make tlie liouiie a brotbei to 
Senfaor Sonicbody'is &iid the windows Bieturs to tliotsc of some 
dwelling pointed ont. Tlie work progrvs-se* nlowly. 

Tlic Rtreet-pnvers uw a sbort cylindrical rammw, larger and 
heavier tlian ouni, and workc^d by thrct; men — tlie " t)iree-man 
beetle" of Sbakspcorc. Tbc isignal of tbc foreman to assemble 
bis men is sounded by » lnuiimu' oti an uplifted crowbar. 

Calhsct wares are well made, cliaim of roaewood inclnded, 
but they are inconveniently heavy, and not so strong as ve- 
neered ones with us. Tbuir legs arc Lablc to 8nn]>.

Sobaetinently I spent jiart of another day among llic braziers, 
aud may a» well insert the substance of my notes here. .Ml 
tfcc copper is imported Irom England. Of staple niticlcs stilts 
appeared tbo chief.

NcstR of punit, from two 
to thn^e feet ovax, pn-sentcd aiiotiior article in grent demand. 
Sliallow and tinned, thfy resembled sucli iis 1 liad scon used by 
some lavandcinifi. Piles of etew-pans atood in avcty eJjojx. h^ 
these and the plnte-«lovea of tlie conutiy we liave fiui-4<inii)v8 of 
the chief kitciicn apparatus of ibe Greeka and Itomann, and of 
remoter people. 1 tUought it .strange to Hud portable fumaoes 
araon^ braziers' yvsn^, :<iiicc Imndftonie cast-iroii ones arc im- 
giortod, and eliiy onc« of domestic fabric are »0 common, bat 
iicro arc so niiiny applications of PO|jpcr and itii alloys, wboro 
irith U8 iron would be used (in cluitiping etonca, f. y.), that one 
is itrcaiatibly reminded of tlic pt-ofiue u«e of bronze by the 
Latin ancestors of lliin pcoplo. 

Of Bmallcr things few iiiterestfid me more than a simple and 
cheap bintp, in univcraal um by tiic poorer cIarbcb, and (rf'whicfa 
imnisnse quaiilitic^ tire in dcniund iur tlic interior. Adapted 
to burn any kind of ob-AginouK miitttr, it is t^iute 
as well suited to tbo hovels of Ilrazil aa it vaK to 
those of old Rome, whejtcp I Ijclicve it is derived. 
It ia an open cnp with a projecting lip, in wlddi 
tlie wick restj, and, so far as a standing or table- 
lamp, IK complete, presenting notlting worthy of 
notice. Its merit is in ita [indent qualilica. A 
carved (or ^tiaigtit and inclined) atrip, with 
notclies in the under aide, ri^ca from tlie Itack or 
edge op]io8ite the wicli, and passed throQgh a 
j)cr])endicular elit in a small plate that is loosely 
hooked to s pointed iron rod. See the figure. 
The aliaqi end of the rod ia stuck into a beam, rafler, etc., in 
tn upright, horizontal, or any other position or angle; and as 
the oil gets low, it is canted toward ilie ivick by passng the 
strip, iioli^h by notch, ilirougli tlio plnie, till every drop is con- 
mmed. The barb, or sharp hook at tho upper end of the rod, 
is to suKiieiid the inHtrumcnt trora the edge of a ahelf or table, 
and to puss over a iiaiil, etc Kxccpt the iron rod, the whole is 
of tbin aJiccit eopjK*. , Instead of being worked up into the form 
repiescnted, some are made by simply pinching a piece of metal 
at the comers. Notiiiiig could be simpler, cheaper, or more 
durable, the cost is only five or six conls. 
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Tlie modes of working oopper arc Tery eimilftr to oura. In- 
deed, into none of ilic old ittatiiiard professions ha vn Icsa changea 
been introduced tlum Mppcr-smitlniig. as if the fiithcrs of this 
Art had perfected it. Tltc. tool« in use nrc sucb sb liliitnorios 
employed on the Ancylin— micli as have ever been common witli 
llw worknifn of Egypt and j\Bia. In one shop twenty hlacka 
woe «t work, nnd not a white (ace in the place except the 
dob. Hare I obt^ervcd three or four marimbus hanging 
tgaitMt tlic walL With these inatnuDentii of their own land the 
•rtiata amueo theniHRlvcs aflcr working Lours. 

Bcsidca Capuchins and other sacerdotal arttKta that came 
OTor with or followed the empresa, wore a conpic of Itahan cop- 
pemniths. They make out to buy a alieet or two of met^ 
and, working it into ladka, nkiUets, and colanders, t^tart out 
and " cry" them through the streeta. II and 1 once stop- 
ped in Thealrr. Square to observe one at work. Seated on the 
floor, he was bringing into form a couple of small coffee-pots. 
With no grcdtcr stock of materials and toola than arc figured in 
I pointing of a brazier's eliop in UercnUnoum, he was a lively 
tfprcscntntire of an ancient pognii cranHnian. 

I have now seen sliives working as carpenlcra, masons, pav- 
ere^ printers, ngn and ornamental paintere, eairiage and cabi- 
net makers, fabricators of military ontamenta, lamji-makera, sil- 
veramilhs, jcwolfr*, and lithographera. It is also a fact that 
Kolptuica in stone and saintly images in wood are oAen done 
admirably by slaves and free blocka. A little gray-hcadod fcl- 
loir-— an old African — begs in tlio Cattele who was once noted 
■a an excellent scnlptor, but now is an habitual drunkard. 
The vicar mentioned lately a slave who is n first-rale workman 
in sacred carving in Bahin. All kinds of trades arc carried on 
liy black joumoynicn and boys. 

The fordgn mercliants of Bio struck me m forming some- 
tliing like an order of monks. Nearly all aio bachelors of from 
tiiiity to sixty yi:ars* slanding. Tlieir liomes, like monastories, 
contain no females. Seeking to accumulate the means of en- 
joyment, they continue the chase till the powers of onjoyment 
we weH'iiigh gone.

Paver?, caipcn- 
ters, coopeiB, and tinmen were but>y, 8tnith« at tlicir forgea, 
lailoiB and tailors' boyit seated as usual on etooU, siaba of 
jerked beef hung out at some door.% and dry goods lluttcrcd at 
oUiers. Ity a stream wliicli a cow might drink np as it oozes 
Dot of Bome rocks on IKg Gloria bcAcIt, u Holitar)' lavandcira is 
Bcrnbbing ahirtB and spreading tiicm on a ftv htodMs of graas 
to dry. Men and mulrs are cooling their heated bodies just 
rithin llie eurf ; one animal iiea down witli its head only above 
ihe Hiufaoc, nor can the driver induce it to rise, so grateful ia 
Ihe bath — to every shout it returns a snort. A little further »' 
negro i« coming ashore with tiie end of a »eiiie, while three aB- 
Bociatcs in a boat take a sweep outward and retunt; a naked 
dlack wadea out to meet tliem, and, wiili Iuh iiiidti brother nt 
Ihe other end, elowly draws the net to land ; ladii watching in 
Hie Blrect noiv nui down, and puitsengers slop to look. That 
lino of ripples is caused by the iiiiity gume^'aiid now, liku flash* 
ct of ligl>t, their while sidea appeal', leaping and stmggling on 
Iliie ahelving shore. 

On Bultty mornings like thin, the uoi^cst scenes ore at the 
fountains. Tlie gabbling uron'da, pushing forward their "bai- 
iU" to tlie spouts, remind one of littera of Rcjuealiiig porkors 
hustling each other in their cagiirneiia for a breakfast. 

I turned up to the (iluria church, and rested on a low wall 
put up to prevviil tilt; uiiwury from luiiiblirig down thv ste1^p. 
Here, on a point jutting into the Uay, and i«overal hundred feet 
ibove it, tlic prospect is dL>Ligliiful. Far down arc neen crowds 
of mangoes and stalely puhmt, uud every where the brood-leafed 
Wianu, KvaiicHcenl rays of green and gold fliiidi from the 
breasts of hninming-birda, whilo buttcrfliea flap lazily their 
nrings, and tem[it one to follow them. Two liniiel-looking 
etrangcrs keep hopping on the wall, and unon dart down the 
precipice to B tamarind -tree, and again and again retain. Above

idea of B city on a lull ; but not " irom the lop of Ilennoat" or 

any otiier mount of old, was tlie scenery more eQchantingi 

Tlic door of tlie t«inpU aluida open, nnd invites oa to cUnb 
faigfacr and look in. Honr diflcreul tliu pinu of this venerable 
edifice tiom others 1 It is an octagon, fourteen paces in diam* 
ctcr. The main entrance tacett the Bay, and tlie farther side 
opeu8 iitto n tvmaller octagonal ittructur«, in the centre of which 
in the high altar. Behind it ta the vestiy.veTy much in the 
shape of a horae-slioc As we enter, two scftllopcd muililc l»- 
sinx ofibr luKtnJ wiiit«r, And nn almH-box of "-Our I<adj-" so- 
Hcila mibMriptionii. Continuing on to the middle of tlie floor, 
a pulpit projects irotn the wall on either band ; we advance, 
and tno more csmola boxes present themselves ; the one at 
your left has a sickly friiix'-s portrait on it, and on the other is 
a still more moving appeal — a equali<1 monk holds up his gown 
to sliow you a wound In hln right leg. Had I not learned that 
Amhrose wns bis uaoic, 1 ahoitld have taken hira for St. Kocbe, 
who is coRimonly painted witli a boil on his tliigb, and expos- 
ing it in like manner. 

Farther on we stop between the two converging vails to look 
at a couple of shiincs, with images largo as liic. He at the 
right is Gonfnlo, the great patron of maids and bachelors. This 
OD the Icl^, drnpcd as a monk, is Emygdio — he is celebrated ibr 
protecting people from earthquakes. A little farther the chief 
altar rises, and over it the lady of the place, Kossa Scnhora 
da Olotia. She looks shorty but is. I am told, of full staturou 
She is ffistiionably draped in lilks and irills, and 'Wears several 
finger-rings. 

Now glancing aitmnd, the walla are observed to be lined for 
eight feet up with blue and white Uutch tiles, repreaeiiting hind- 
flcapcs and mythologic eliaraclors. Actieon and others, with 
hunting-polcfl and dogs, arc starting and coursing game. Cn- 
pid is out eporting too — oboBC, as he generally is when bom 
and bred in Holland, he tliea hia arrows in a manner altogether 
unfit for such a place. The general impression of this ancient 
tenipte is pleasing. Columns, niches, altms. candlesticks, and 
carved work are white and gold, contrasting prettily with the 
blue pagan scenery on the walls.

The flacrislan cam« m and lod mo into the ve 
are lined with tilca aimUar to tboso in the church. Portraits of 
some of the fathers huig on tliem, ftod two large and coniiued 
bundles of ex votos, enough to stock a chandler's store. All 
are stained mth age. A fresh one ut not unong them, ilcie 
U a largo painting, repreaestiiig a man in a bloc eoat and whitt 
pants, on bis knecA, and a Htoat ongd Assisting him to rise ; a 
Indy is &8t approaching liim from bcloTT oo lioracback, and a 
Iccnidu licod ia smiling through tbc cloada. I had heard of the 
ptctore snd of its origin. The first wif« of Pedro 1. had much 
derotion to the Tiady of Gloria, and named her daughter, the 
present Queen of Portugal, after her. Pedro came with Ler one 
morning to mass, both being mounted. On coming up tlie hill, 
bis hor«3 fell luid threw him. His w-ift*. in tlio rear, at once 
esUed ou Moasa fScuhora to save him hanulcsg and cao&c him 
tostantl^ to rise. This she did, and. to commemorate " the iai> 
ade," the piot^ire was painted and put np here.* 

The prudent emperor and his sisters were brongbt heio soon 
aHa birth, that they miglit firat open thdr eyes on titc image of 
the family protcctorn. It in aaicl the child -was always ploced 

in tlie armit of the iiiiage, but S , who wrui once present, in- 

Ibtmed me the emperor, on that oceasion, placed it on the altar 
only. 

Every manifestation of tbo lady's favor is acknowledged by 
mch presents tu are deemed tlie moat acceptable. Several aets 
«f diauMnd necklaces nnd ear-rings have been given her, the 
■ieeves of her gown arc united at the niiKlit with diamond but- 
tons. Dofia Jantuiria (Joinvillc's wife), whvn sick a few years 
■go, vowed her "richest jewel" if Scnhora da Gloria wotild re- 
store her to he.-dtli. Yon dinmonrl brooch on her bosom Ig the 
gem eamed and paid on that occa.tion.

His mollier, haTing great devo- 
tion to NosML 8eiilibiii, abciired otf llie sUkea spoilr), and otTereU 
llicm "a.t nil net of fii.illi*' lo tier, liltle thinking liow litenlly 
s!ie was copying lli« practice ofheathon dainca. The locks were 
Meat to K French hiur-dr<;»scr, 'who wrought ttivm into a trig. 
It vns brought hero, kid in due form before tUc Ucty, ivhca tbc 
priust rc%-ureiitly removed licr old wig lunl covered her with the 
flowing treRRCs of the LarangeiraB Abiialom. 

On returning, I passed, as I do almost daily, tlic Ajnda Nan- 
noij. Through one of the two heavy doors in the high dead 
vail wc went on the 10th ijistaDt. The other opc-tut into the 
diapel, and thie is the first time I have eccn ibc leaves thrown 
Iwck. Let ns step in. If we don't get a »)glit of the nuns, we 
nay perhaps hear their voices, or at least icArn how it is that, 
when present at masa, they are inviftibk. 

Ascending a few steps above t!ie pavement, we cross the aa* 
crcd threshold. Few jM,r3on» are within, and no prieat id sight. 
The room is a lonj^ and high one ; its ajchcd ccUing can not Lo 
less than thirty feot above the stone floor. One cjwl is, as us- 
ual, tjtken up with the Hltar dfidieateU to the presiding gcjiiuii — 
the Lady of Ajuda. The oppoMlo end is sLartluig — a vertical 
wall of iron work, three stories high ! The ha» are incli-bolts 
paasuig through loops forgL-d i:i cross ontm, leaving npaoea three 
iudics wjtiare between them. The uppermost Ktorj' snxma of. 
finer texture. 

Behind tliitt l.ilticc-wOrlc tlio vo^t^k atL(>»d tIlnM^ yct no or 
can beliold them, nor can tliey Rle-il a poep at pPOpiR here^ Bo-* 
tweca them aiid the grating hangs a black linen curtaiu tliat de- 
fies mortal vision. Here tun I doite to tlic bars, and can oo 
more see ibroiigb it than lliroiigh ft platn of metnl, nor can it be 
pushed ajiide; for, besides being secured to the walls and floor, 
it is four feet from the grating ; and I am told by odo who knowdH 
tlial a Htiiiilai' iierceti of niclal keeps the nuns at an eijual dia- 
taDCO. Tons of iron bars to prevent egress and ingress ! AVTiy, 
this is Newgate; if not, 'tis Bedlam, for who but monomaniaca 
could introduce tuich tliingx into the house and church of Josua! 

Turning our backs, aa we ought, to the grating, the whole in- 
terior of the chapel is licfore us. Here ate six shrines bcsidea 
the chief one, tlircc against each side wuU. This one doac to 
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as on the left U TcrftKa's, and there Bhe alands, the stontcst 
huly saint I hav« yet met with. tShe is tail cDOngh for wilt! 1o 
SauL Her timwt is covered, anil lier chin lied up, oh niin'D 
«hinH commonly are ; but tLe louge on Iier IJioe, and iwr gown 
hidf covered with gold (leaf), are not in accordance with h<* 
T0W8. Several &.Toritc male recluses atlcnd her, among them 
Anthony and Francis de PaoJa — ^ro}n:csoiitcd in Btatttcttos. Tbo 
n«x( shrine to Tcreza is St. Anne's, who is giving her young 
dmghtcr a lo£son in reading. A little St. ^Itcbacl stands oo 
one nde, and Hu BarbsTA on the other. Tbia la^t lady is, ao 
cording to tlie ConijieDdio de Ora^oes, "a great protecCreu 
against thunderbolts." At tho next ebrinc is a AiU-sixed 
iiniige of Christ, lit a half stooping posture, crowned with 
thorny the hands crossed and hound. Blood trickles over 
the pallid face, tho Imees are hrutacd, and the entire body more 
Ims covered with gore. Thia image ia carried in pubho 
prD0c«8ion& 

The oppoititc shrine (on the right) is dcdicajed to "the sacred 
heart," whicli, with itst aurich.-«t, vein!*, etc., U carved in High 
relief and colored most san^itluoitaly. Two male attendants 
guard it — one who, of all tiic Cliurcli's heroea, put on the sol- 
dier most — ^hcr Buworotl' — Pominic. There ho appears, with 
ahaven crown, buru feet and neck, aod armed with & rosary, 
from which a crosii hke n dagger hnng^ He extirpated heresy 
and heretics together. The altar of Jos6 feces that of Anne. 
Besides " the Baby God" in liis onne, he grasps a stick deco- 
rated n-ith Howers and ribbons, bccau^^e he hiid one which bud- 
ed like Aaron's. ** Of good days Ibc confession, his anniversaiy 
is one of the best." 

The next shrine laces Toreaa's ; it Is that of John of Nepomu- 
eeno. A professor of divinity and canon law ia the IJniveniily 
of Prague, ho flourished in the 14th century, and wrought bo 
many miracles, " such as the wonderful preservation of ttie city 
of Ncpomuc from the plague, and the cure of diseased persons 
given up by physicians," that he was eanonixod, and added to 
tlie boat of heavenly ttolicitors which the Church retains to 
plead for Iter earthly chcntij. As tutual, acveroL small iVii-nds 
attend him. One ut ApolloIliI^ and another might be taken f<nr 
" St. John tho Dwarf." In the long catalogue of Jolrna, Butler 
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hao RTicli a ttunl, and nnotlipr whom these little folks still more 
r«3cnih!c, "St. John tlio Silent" 

Of the aeven altare, only one wiw approached profeasionally, 
Tia., the last. A weli-drcs8ftd man of tJiirty-live or forty cani« i 
in, drt^ped on \m knees before the Bohemian doctor, to whom 
he raiecd liitt cyca for a minute or more, broke into & low niur> 
ntnr, and ^urlilcnly fc^ll flat on hiii face. lie waa within eight 
feet of tnc, and Rappoaing he had fainted, 1 aprang toward him, 
when lot he ms kiatring the door and whiHperiiig to it. I 
drew back, and ho Rhortly crept on im hauda and kncca from 
OIK end of the altar to the othi-T. Then mhlrc'ssing the aaint, 
he hronght his mouth to the ground a second time; he next 
wriggled Jiimgclf oa hi» knees to the centre of the altar, and 
once more tjidiitcd Iho floor. Tie rose, wiped hia dusty lips, 
rubbed down hia pants, picked up his hat, and bending his right 
knee nearly to the floor in reverence to the saint, drew sidelong 
to the door, and departed. 

([entioning what 1 had Hccn to a native lady, she ohaerred 
that he had probably been required thus to htunble hucaelf by 
way of penance. But why kias tlie duitt at the feet of the Bo- 
lietnion in preference to more ancient intcrccaaors ? She could 
not nay, except tliat St. John of Ncpomucciio is a {lowcrfiil ad- 
vocate, and has many devotees among the respectable clusea. 

5Iy Burpriae w.ib great at tlio beginning of tlie man's dcTO* 
tton3i hut it was heightened at tlicir cloae.

waxen lights. Ahovc the shoal of heads a swallow-tatlcd crun> 
son banner came forth, accompaniixl by tafisel-holderR, and liav- 
bg 00 it the initiftlfl of the senate and pcoplo of pagan lUme — 
S. P. Q. B. A company in alba, with Hre-fcot candles (unlit), 
issued, and formed in line ; a silver crucifix, between two su- 
perb mourning bouquets, followed, and then more C4ndle-bea> 
era. Now something fills the door, and for a moment hides 
llie liglil. It is a platform on six men's sliouldcrs, and upon it 
a mmi bending forward on one knee. DreHHcd in a niMMt 
go«*n, his pole face contrasts with hia black locks. Bearing an 
euormons cross, he pcJsonatcs Christ on tlie way to Calvary. 
He has reached the street, and Etop3 witluu five Icct of inc. 
Why ! the figuro is an image, wliich till this moment I had no 
idM oS, 80 ruiturally it appears.* The military present omja, 
and receive it with a flourish of music. It pussca on, and aoel 
bow oatoral the sole of the right foot and portiou of the le^ 
aacovcrcd by the skirtA of the gOwn ! 

2(ow (uuallcr tigores appear, and certainly not aatoniatous 
■"* troop of fluttering, smiling, black-eyed angdst whoee ciipid- 
fijmwd and papilio-painlcd wings open and cloae behind them. 
Some are enveloped in purple clouds ! Xo two arc ahke in 
die6« and omamGiita. Each is led by a brotlier, and carries a 
ft^inbol of the crucilixiou : one a reed, anotber a spear, a third 
a cup, a fourth a seon^ge, a fiftli dice, etc They walk two 
abreast, and every couple is preceded by candle-bearers.

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ly into the street, and for a nrliiki she slandB dose to me, re- 
ceiving the ealutationa of the soldiers. Ucr handsome face is 
benl down, Iier band<t arc folded on licr boBom, from n^)iic]i pro- 
ject lIiB handle aiid part of a sword-lilade. A deep purplr 
n)b« thrown over htr sliouldera reaches to Ucr feeL The pint- 
form is ticbvr tlmn tJie olh«r ; it^ panela are gilt, cypreaa pUnU 
HKC nt tlic coment, and (he gremn mound she etanda on is set 
ofl' with flowera. Silver lanlonm are borne aloft ; more liny oe- 
loatials elup down ; two tall ncgroi-K, bure-le^;ed, with bind- 
Ixixcs oil their licnda, now fall in, and become consjticuoue 
ini;mbcn( of the pngciinL 

A flourifth of trumpets and a swarm of nlKd men come forth, 
foUovrod by a rectangular canopy, beneath wliicli arc ncwly- 
ahavon iDonka and pricBta— one cnirying b^^lbri; him n vase con- 
taining the ILoet. A« it drau-s near, thn pcoplft kneel ; tlic troops 
to a man lire down, and dare not risR till it getii psst them. 
Jlore aiigelfl, brothcre, and candles appear, and tinally the troops 
w-hcol in and close the rear. The whole i» now in motion. 
The band strikes up, and to the tunc tho Rioldicrs inarch, and 
rock their lKidie« to and fro as if they were in liquor. The mo- 
tion is one enforced upon them. 

An hour later I met the procession in Dereiia Street. The 
images wore coming out of the church of San Joae. I was not 
aware thut ihey were to visit il, or I woidd have witncARvd the 
port aaaigncd to Joseph. Aa it drew near, it waa headed by a 
cliametor, who had rtHCAju'd my notice in llie tlirong in Soap 
Street, cnvelopi^d in a dull hro\«'n gown, wcured round his waist 
with a common rope ; a hood, or cowl, concealed both head oiid 
fiLCCi opcoings being cut in it ibr the mouth and eyes. With 
folded arms iind »tooping gait lie strode on, a very suspiciooa- 
looking fellow. lie rcpreacnts a Roman officer — a masked ex- 
ecutioner. The monk (I am told he la one) performed the pan 
well. 

Twilight had now set in, and soon every wax torch wonld be 
kindled as by magic; but I was tired, and turned homeward. 
gratified at having witnessed a Bpeciiiien, though a mcagn- one, 
of those ccclesiaelico-liiatriomc entcrtainnienta whi^-h iu dork 
ages won over heathens to tbo faith. From the beginning to 
the close, the soldiers, officers, and men sling their caps by 
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their 8!ue«, and the nnmcroua brothcxhooda leave tbcir hats at 
Iiome. I countod fifty nngels. Some CArricd censer boxes and 
some purple flowrrs. Thry are girU from six to eight yean 
Qld» and tliv prettiest that can be procured. Th«ir parents vie 
viih one auotlicr in liintislung the richest dreaaea Their faoes 
are painted, and eupplcmontal trcAscs added vhere vanting. 
Some are prepared by profesaioual coatomera. On tbwr heads 
VBEo cxDwna, coronets, pluoies, nTcatliSi etc One resembled n 
young Minerva, wcai'ing a gliatening helmet, il red boddice with 
tine skiitB. scarlet boots, and crimaon fitoekings. ii^me fev 
iTcre drapt'd in wliilc, mid wbwUy free fixim tawdry. l"heir 
tJock«, exceedingly ehon, are cxi>uiidcd by finu wire, ujid huvc 
ijoite an airy iitotloii, KUi-h u.* i^ imjuirtcd Ity tbr. Aame meana to 
iheir wings and clomia. The liitl.^r are ot" rolored gauze stretch- 
od OTcr shapeless frames tliat spring iTom and rctiini to tlic 
kock part of the dicH.<<. In a word, thc»: little mittacfi arc 6ttcd 
tn the porta they piny in much the eamc way and with equal 
trtisto ikill aa tlicatrical fairies. 

The bearers of the images carry slaves in manner of walking- 
iticks, each having a metallic fork at the top resembling the 
letter U. W'hcncvcr the procession atopn, these are ahppcd nn- 
iet the l>earing-pok';s. and thus relievo th« bearers. Not till I 
(tl»«r\'ed (his did I fab'Iy comproiiciul the bier^cene in Don 
Quixote.

April 1. " AH fooU' day" is kept up with aonie of the spirit 
af past times, but uot couiparu'ble to tliv IroUcs of the old ** f< 
of iboU" — the parent institution ; Hn-tilf dcrivetl £rora a Romaj), 
Aitd more remotely from a Hindoo 8a.tnmalia. 

Ham pouring dovm last iiiglit lias cooled the air to 7S°- 
ex breaktaati indicatjons oC tine weathoi tempted mc out, but en 
noon, tliree several showers Hooded the streets, filen and boys, 
with nmbrellftfi, rode upright on nogtooa" ehouldcra, and in tlie 
tear of Ui« Puuta Ciiurcli a horse was etuployetl to tianafei pas- 
etnigum across the street : to keep their legs out of tlie streatiit 
thoy rested them on him in a kneeling posture. 

It ia worth a ductuug to be abroad in sticli weather, if otiiy to 
observe pedestrians run tho gauntlt;t betwpen balcony-spouts 
and roof-guttcTB I Shot at right and Icit irom aiiigk and doublo. 
ticrit of copper giitiH pointed from vrl iiduw-Kills, oiid when, to gel 
out of their nirge by springing into the middle of the street, to 
be instantly driven back by douches from the roofs wliicli none 
but hydropathic mcu can tstund. Wbcn Kio n'as built the 
Pluvian god muMt Iinvc been Brchitoct in disguiBc, and contrived 
these liquid niusketR to exercise his troopa in gunnery. Tbcy 
\'ary aa m old armories : some ilaring at their nioiitfis, like blmi- 
du'buascs, scattering wide the shot ; others are contracted, and 
project the miasilos more compact and riflc-faabion. 

A few ytan ago several liousc^ at the base of Castio fiiU 
wore destroyed by the rain loosing an iiuponding mass of tlie 
teuacious soil, which fell and buried them. I may as well men- 
tion here a siiqplc and philosophical mode of breaking down 
■mountaina of similar uiatciial in Home of the mining districts of 
Brazil. Wells arc dug into them, and, during the rainy acaso: 
Hlled witli water by means of gutters. By thia device tbe by- 
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drostatic pK<i<nin> of tjie It>^ui(I columns forces off tniuses &0111 
the faces 01 □lountaina which would roijuire bundruds of men 
for tnoatlut to occompliBhirith the mattock luid sboveL

blcsaing the great paHclial caudlo on the 1 Ithi and on the I2lh 
tbe moat religious and devout act of the coronation of Our 
Lady." 

A gloomy, threatening day ; I did not care to repeat the 
•plaBhing travcb of ^xittcrday, but the rain held oS*, and tho 
Paula futo wa» celebmled with much eclat Illamined iritfa 
erer a tbou-innd waxen liglita, and fitted up vritU new silk and 
damask tapestry, the saint's residence was crowded. In his 
best robes he stood fozth, and c<nnylaGCntly received tho com- 
plimenta of hia visitors. Like the reverence paid to iho Po[)e, 
Bjoltitndes kiescd his feet A sermon waa delivered detailing 
tbe miracles lie wronght and Rfill worics. After aansct the front 
of bia hon£e was made luminous with lamps, while serpents, 
nackcra, rockets, and other pyrotechnics proclitimcd to earth 
U)d heaven the tcjoieio^ at tlic saint'g soir^. 

3rf. There has Iwcn much talk and no little feeling manifest- 
ed about tho vicar of St. Anne's parish having brought some 
tacrcd boiicx from Rome, and waiting tlio emperor's return to 
hare their advent into the New World duly honorNl. We may 
u irell make lii^ church one of the objects of this day's visit. 
la going down tbc Cattctc, a gaiig of fitaldy-importcd slaves

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oaioe nlong: their tribal mtirkit, cat in tlioir checks, rctnindcd on« 
of scorca of the knife in tho cris^ic4 akin of roasted pork. Tbcy 
stared at a smart young ftjltow boftriiig a baril of water jaunlilj 
inclined on his ktail, and twungmg the kc>s of Lis mariinbiL to 
n wultKiDg tunc. A little fiirtlipr, and a tiicagre old man in an 
lUb leans over « lintcli, waiting to know wlieUip-r any indweller 
wishes to secnre the friemlship of Antonio dos I'olires by lidd- 
ing B few nntcms to his dish. 

But here la the Campo and the little village-looking tomplo of 
St. Anne. The £oor is sanded, and the ])ulpit, like a. sw&llow'a 
nest, projects from tlic walL The jdaci; has a. poor, worn-out 
appearance, according with an unusual number of begging saints 
piuntcd on alina-bo.^oit. One I can not make out — a Htout fig- 
ure in a tunic and kilt, or aliort petticoat, and plaidc4 Htockinga 
^-apparently a Celtic cliicftain. The five sliriiics are all con- 
cealed. The "covering of the wtiiits" began on the 29tli ulti- 
mo, and ends on tlic 11th in.slnnt. In iL mUf- pai^Mge tun very 
old-looking votive tablets, and only one ccrfous offering. The 
paMage opens into a siimll cenictcrj'. Tnto Ihc few empty nieh- 
fs swallows are flying and twittering as if they were the soula 
of tbc departed occujianfs nsking where their biHlics arc. 

A short distance from thin house of "God's grandmother" is 
(hat of liQT hudband, Joaijiiim, who is not honored with tlic ti- 
tle of "grondiather," but wmply the "father of Our Lady." 
Ilia church is surmounted with two chanticlccra. Such favor- 
ites were these sytnbota of lioly vigltajica in the )liddle Ages 
t!ia.t the clergy called Ihemeelves "tlic Cocks of the Almighty.'* 
Tlio doors being cloacd, I passed on to the smnU Irianguhir 
Urgo of Santa Rita, with its octagonal fount and small church. 
A* the bells kept ringing a gencrtil welcome, I pushed the 
crimson screen aside and was in anotlior world — one where a 
mellow artificial light rivitlcd the Kun, and wlierc jteople were 
as busy na without. On n pinnacle formed of alienmte rows 
of flowpra and lights the lady stood and smiled on the mortal* 
at her feet ; among Uieni were slaves of both sexes, and all ap- 
parently striving to catch her eye. The place was crowded. A 
committee had not a niomciit'fl brcathing-time from taking does 
and making change for bet htllc paper portraits. Negro assist- 
ants ware running to and fro among ladders, planks, and paint- 
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pota, OB if tBc doora liad been tlirowu pretnatunlj- open^ Ko 
prieat waa present, nor U any required when the festival U onoe 
oiwned. It was Sanla Kita to whom was given the power " to 
make imposifible things poasible." 

lu the *'Boni Jt-auit" die itltnr vtm the basis of one grand 

bouiiUL't thnt reached lhi> oeitiiig, and aa tli« feaat hem ivaa in 

lionor of "thti lady of Pains," her Image was unveiled. Ex- 

qiiiailelr carved and drapcil, alic captivatcil all cyna. Rows of 

<il(l and yoang ladies were seated on ihe floor gazing at her. In 

an adjoining apartment, white and black workmen were aor^n pre- 

jiaring ninchinerj' for new attractions. 1 can see little difi't^rcucc 

Iwtween tbeae and theatrical cntcrtainmente. The managers of 

liotb arc applicants for public favor on the express ground of the 

*' briUiancy and splendor" of their apoctaclcs. A conleat in the 

j»per« is going on between those of the bu»kin and the scapu- 

^ory. Tiic latter insist tliut tlic former i>haU not interfere willi 

'tbcni daring Holy Week, and ihey ask tlie authorities to pro- 

3iihit a niaitked ball just announced. 

Wc have lime iK-tbrc dinner to visit the Canclehma, and see 
-the fcmoua image which Pope Piua blessed. Here is the 
«hurcli, lacing a narrow lane in the mercantile part of the city. 
Slaves arc gcncrnlly found sleeping on the steps, an some are 
now, and noisy coffctMrarriers waiting to Tic employed- A com- 
mittee sit at a table, with a silver <lia1i piled up nntb money re- 
ceived for portraits of the Laily of OrietX most grievoualy cut 
in wood or copper. This temple, for chnsteness and richneBg 
of decoration, eclipses overy other. No »matched-faccd aaint in 
shabby apparel resides here. The aide altars arc laden Teith 
:flowcra and flaming tapers, but the chief one surpaescs aU. A 
douUe row of seven-feet candlesticks, of classical beauty, form 
« poinagt! to it* and terminate at a couple of porcelain raacx 
four feet hi^i, holding bouc|ueta of e<|iial altitude. The front 
of the altar is a plate of cmboitscd silver, fourteen feet by five, 
'wrought into five equal pinu^lH with gold bordsrs and rosettes. 
Tlunc is DO obani in this plate It is uacd only on great ooca- 
siona. 

Upon the altar candlesticks and va-ses of flowers alternate, 
and from it ri-ses a tapered tower some Ihirly feet high, com- 
poaed of Bcriea of vases, bouquets, and candles. Upon thia ped- 
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«stal the tniracoJouB kdj stAjida. She is of tlie wrtavd 
«od sQpcrblj dicsfiod. After g(u:ing a. wliilo, I imagined she ii 
clined her head luid anewered my Hidulations with a smile, Koi' 
thuB I again perceived how sacli miracles have arisvn, and how^ 
easy it is £>r certain soula to bo fsvorud with tltcm. Not liC^H 
than a thousand pcrtuiucd tnperg were hurtling, amid Tascs hold- 
iu£ ilowcts sulliciciit lor a state Horal exltiljition. The efieot^ 
TOft really ouchauting. 1^ 

There is somethiiig pleasing in the idea which excludes uii* 
uaI suhntaaccs from uatexiols for tUumiuating churches — tliat 
Kufiering ajid deutli mzy not be elemeiitit in lliu wonhip of the 
Author of mercy and life. Hence ueitber whale, sperm, nor 
lanl oihi must Ix; inlrodueud iulo Umpai, nor tallow iiilu candles. 
Next to olive, cocoa oil is deemed the best : it gives out in hum- 
ii^ an agreeable odor. Palm oil is also used- None but bee»' 
•ad vegetsblo wax must he used f^r candles, the fonncr be- 
cause it is not obtained by killing its producers. It is also 
deemed improper for cmcifizc8, amnlcta, ex Totos, praying 
beada, etc., to be of booe or ivory. ^M 

jVs the proocssioQ of the Carmelites to-day will equal onjV 
thing of the kind during the rest of tny stay in Rto, I was in 
Dcrcita Street by 4 P.M. The balconies were filled by Iftdias 
in full dress, and the Bidc-walks occupied by waiting spectators. 
A liuer cvcuiug ooidd nul havo bccu scluctcd for the apootade. 
Soldiers fell into ranks, tJie crowd thickened, and soon die first 
imags of the seiics was seen ojnerging irom the Carmo Temple. 
The brotherhood extended Iroiu tliu diurdi, some tbrco hum 
feet, to where I alootl. lu their unifomi of cream-colored all 
and armed with wa.xen .itnf!";*, tli^^y iire.-fcnlud a fine sample of 
the Cluirc}i*s troops. Here and there one horriod to und fro. 
giving orders, and wielding his candle aa a marshal's Latoti. 
Others clutched winged cherubs by the htuid, and drag^d theui 
onward, as if they luul just captured or brought them donrt wit 
their troncheona to ornament tho fete. 

The particulars were briefly lieue : Infantry troops formed 
two walls between which the procession was to pass. It was 
beaded by horse soldiers with drawn swords, tliree abreast ; then 
a banner, inscribed 8. F. <j. R. ; nest, l^-othcrs and candles ; a 
ciimson hag on a ailrcr pole, with a mourning candle on eit 
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hand, tliA wax lacing pointed vitti black ftpiral stripea. Brotb* 
«w «n<] candles; tlireo anguls abn-iut — the middle one, mth a 
banner, peiitoiiatiMl St. Micliucl the- Arciiaugcl. She wore a 
shining helmet, a silver breaat-platc, nankeen pantalpttes, and 
Bcarlct hools. Ilcr wnnga wcrc spotted prettily, and the clood 
behind h«r waa bordered with (paper) lace. Iler onns were 
naked. I wishod tor miunina hsd kept her large ear-rings, 
bnoelete, fingcr-iingE, and nocklaci! at home. 

1. Am the first image now was drawing near, the soldiers fix- 
ed ha^'onets and shouldered muskets to do it honor. It repie- 
KQted TAe Pmstoji. A large statue of Christ in a kneeling 
poBtnre, with the hands clasped as in prayer. Props of hlood 
rolled down ihc piillid chcelw. An angel, between tlirec and 
four ftet higli, Btoops and presents tl»e cup. Three silver lan- 
tenw were borne on eadi aide, and a file of aoldiers, with drawn 
nrordu, nttcndit. 

2. A long lino of hrotheiH follow, who arc followed hj the 
sooond stage, on which etanda Chrigi before J^atc, pale, vniad* 
•ted. and 8abmli<!^ive. 

Brothers and angels tlineo nIm>jC8t 

3. Chriiif f,itmrtjrd. This imnge w naked, except a fillet 
round the loins. It is tied by ropes to a pillar, and the face, 
bieast, back, thighs, nms, and legs azc painted streaming with 
gore— vividly liomble. 

&oivd of brothers and angels. 

4. C^y^*f mofkfiL Slanted, a reed in his hand, and a abort 
pntple robe thrown over his lacerated shooldcrH. He is bruiaed 
and blpeding all over. 

Brothers and utigclii. 

0. On lliis stage Christ appears standing, and holdft a atalk 
of TniLaiv-oom or mgarH^ne in one hand. A aimilar spare 
Jobc to tlic last covera a small part of the naked body. (The 
incident rcprcwnted I did not pcrc«iTc ; porliaps the scene 6d- 
^ore Jft-rod is intended.) 

Brothers and angels. 

6. Hearing tfie Cross. Tho figure is Bimilar to, or the same 
as tite one noticed in the procesBion of 27th ul^ Ort'-at num- 
teiB of devout Brazihans, and the blacks generally, knelt as It 
paaaed them. Tlie attending angcb were tjoile nmncrOiiS. Of 
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the SToibola, one had tiie sponge of vinegar on n rod, anottiei tM' 
Bpcar that pierced hin). 

7. Ckri»t tm the Cross. Tb« top of tho latter \b, 1 should 
thinlt, near!/ twenty feet from th* ground. Tho ahftft: rises 
from a greeen hillock on the stage, aiitl 8])ringti conaiilvrably. 
^Vs it drew nigli, the cauKp of tins was apparent. Tlic cross is 
ofpUnk, and thi; vrciglit of tjie iinagc cauiicn it to bond to and 
fro. for it hfis no Rapport except at tlie toot. 1 aurmiiied that 
the targe image might bo of papii^machi, but I subocquenlly 
Icamvd that it is of lmrd« liwivy wood, unci nearly 200 years 
old. A crimson Btrc^tn fluwiiig from thu wound in tho Kide 
contrasted strongly vith the dialk-Hke hoc of tlic face and 
body. 

brothers and angels followed, and behind the Utter two ue- 
groca with boxes of hon-bons, to refresh thorn during paoBea in 
the prooessioD. 

8. The iDonagcTs under » long canopy. Of the sea of beads 
Id sight, tlicira only arc covered (by ekull-caps, rochets, and 
mitres), besides being screened by the goldcu drajiery over tbem. 
Ever}' 8|)cctalor in front falls at tlieir feet, not excepting the 
HoldicTH. Among ilie young euiirking monks in my confessor 
fiiend of the LiijMt. Tliey are pEUM;d, and now the drains, bu- 
gles, uiid Freiii.-h lioniH burst furth and do tbcir best. The air 
is not Yankee Ooodle, but it is quite as lively. The foot-aol- 
dicrs wheel in. a guard of honor to the fathers, and sway their 
bodies as in ecstasy. Finally, the nationoJ baaner brings np 
the rear, ajid closca the Pomp. 

I afterward met it in Quitanda Street, tlirough whoae entire 
length people were waiting. As the image bearing the eross 
came up, many kuclt and most stooped, biil some young fel- 
lows got into a squabble and fight with three or four blacks £« 
looking orex their shouldcrsL. 

The images rnther cscccdcd the natural stature. As voilu 
of art they are pretty good, and some arc vcr)' good. At tlit 
ordinary distance as seen by spectators, their expression is all 
tliat carving and colors can impart. Hut there is no avoiding 
n painful feeling induced by their f^litf, unnatural gaits — now 
ptchcd fonvard, and anon inclined backward. 

It was here 1 first saw what is supposed to have been the

crighiAl jignrc And position of tlic Nimlius, TU.* ft flat, circtUitr 
plktc, noiclioil all round like a cimilnr »a.vr, and suspended liuh- 
zoDtallj' a short diittiuicv above thu lioad of each image. Of t&- 
uotc doricea, none ia more tunguJar iii its origin and change ci 
jKurpoaes than this. 

Roman cmpcroni aflAuntcd the nimbus as a mark of dirinity, 
and ondei due rcejicctaUc patronage it passed, like oilier pagan 
Guetoms, into the Church. Anioiig I'ompcian painlingH iltus- 
trating sccoea in Homer ia one of Uiyrinea and ("irce. The 
^ory over llic head of the sorccrcaa reprfuciils a portion of a 
vertical disc or ring, but notliing like rays or pencils of light 
ap]>ear. Luciaii refers to the latter in hia Timoii: "A golden 
■tatae of the hero vras ordered to be put np in the Acropolia, 
with a tluinderbult in Inti right hand, and 'rays on liis head.' '* 
But the origin of tlio luiubius is tlic inout curious trait about it ; 
and, ittrauge to Mny, o» this ]^>oii)t eiiligh lentil RomaiiiKts coin- 
cide irith iircjupologieita. In a late numbcjr of The Tablet, the 
OEgan of thi- Kuglitili Catholics is a papt-r on " llu; Meaning of 
tlio Nimbus." A century ago the author would hurdly liavu 
eacHped expu-Irig in a halo of flame 

'• It appears to mc," he obnervea, "that in onr z«al for aym- 
bolism and inysticul meanings, wc arc |K!culiarly apt to ovci^ 
Lwk the origin of ccrtnin di-UiiU and uiwigos whigh never bad 
any myitiical or oonvt^ntional »r-n»e. nttacltoil to tiioin until ccii- 
tnriea after tlieir adoption in tlm Christian ('hurch, and not 
evon Uien n(;(:ci'»4arily or invariably. This obBervuliou is illus- 
trated in n TcnmrkttUc miiniicr by the hlsiory of tin: 'nimbu?' 
or *glor^'' wliivli in univcT)«»lly net^n in ntedicval paintingA of 
sainls ; for thin is, in reality, one of the cuHtonia wliich wan 
perpotualcil from pagan antiquity, and cou&eurated by its uppli- 
cations to the purpOHt-M of the Clinnrh. 

"It ia nothing new to state that tl»e nimbus waa in its origin 
a metallic diBC of cn|t[M>T or niN-cr, phicrd upon and around lUc 
heads of tiiOBO stiiliiea which stood in llic open uix, in ordu* 10 
prevent birds from alighting on tliem and defiling their facei> 
with dirt. Tliis cuctom in lir*t mentioned in a pasBiige of Aria- 
lophan<?*. written moro ilian four centuries before Ciirist. The 
choma of bu^ addressing the judges of the rival dramas, then 
pNaoDt in the theatre, lliii* Bpoak*: ' If yoa do not decide in 
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om favor, forthirith make yovimivcaplataKjf ti^tpcrt tike etat- 
vet; forutliumnsocvcij- ODC of you who ba» not a. diM xcoibA 
[upon ?j his hcAd RludI be pmiUhed hy ns birclR, being dirtied 
with our dang wlienerer he has a clean wUite gnnneiit on him.' 

In {irocess of time, tlic original uai^, as applied t« 

statuary, vaa forgotten, and tlio nimbus was believed, and pcr- 
hapfl c<mTentionaIIy intended, to rtproscnt rays of bglit cm»- 
Dating from a divine or tuiiiilly counlciumce; and hence, by a 
farther dovelopueut* a frequent and ccatatic contemjilation of 
theao pictures gave rise to a belief (recorded in many legends) 
tluLt a lambent light was actually socn to [ilay around the Leads 
and visagi!!! of Uiing and departed saiuta. I hope that I am 
not offending aguiiust orthodoxy in multiUiiiitiig that even this 
sapernatural light was of pagim invention, aa Vir]^'s Latnhen 
fianuna caput will show. 

*'The engrailed hordt^r which tlie nimhiu so frequently exhib- 
its, cfljiccially in stained glsKo, is undoubtedly borrowed ficom 
tlie palKinig engraved on tlic metal luniiiue, and is a carious in* 
stance of the detention of n conventional detail for many ccnta- 
lies after its real meaning had been JosL 

"Tbe early school of Ituliun piiintcnt changed the position of 
the nimbus from vertical to ohUqne; and somctim&s the oixo- 
bus is very awkwardly placed nearly flat, lilte n irencUer, or 
even a straw hut, on tlic crown of tlic head. The latest tlc- 
basomcnt was to paint a thin tray lino of light around the brow^H 
by which all sBsintilation to the form of the original metallic 
disc waa loat." 

This writer justly remarks that the nimbus ought not to he 
regarded as an easential mark nor a ccrtRin indication of a ttaint- 
iy eiiligy. It baa, in fact, been applied, in Christian as well as 
in heathen times, to characters of very doubtful mondily. Kven 
tlie Devil himself has been ]]ortray(-d with it. The horieontal 
poaitioii of the plate beio denounced watt certainly the original 
and most cfTcctivo one. How a vertical di»c on tlic head of a 
Statue could prevent birds from defiling the latter is iniiwssible 
to imagine. It would foster the cvi! tliat wa.i sought to be 
arcuded. Placed flat on the cron-n, or supported a »liort dis- 
tance above, and projecting sufficiently, it would perfectly shield 
the head, face, shouldGrs, etc., from pollution. Cases doabtlesfl 
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often occanrd wliepe a pa<titioa more or Ivsn oblique was admis- 
aibiot Tlm-s wltcn i^DtcmplatiMl from certain points «f view, tbo 
edges onljr oC tJic pliiti>« would be visible ; licncc probobly aroao 
tfas wity li'u: around tltc brnwg in paintings. There \a rcuon to 
eandade that the under Hides of tbesn plates were iiighly polish- 
etl oDil otherwise omnmcntcd, and Irctiucntly the names of the 
perjton« represented engiavod upon tbem ; and fartlier, tbat the 
direnit^ of fbnus, triangiUar, polygonal, radiated, etc, arose 
from eiTorts to guard protruding portions of the ligure and drap- 
(Tf without au lui^eemly uad uunecctwary cnlaigcmcDt of cvcry 
part of the pritnilivo circular disc. (Forfartlior itifomintion on 
this curious 8ubj(>ct, sen llopo*3 Ilistorieal Ksiaay on Architeo- 
lure, and the ttnit volume of Iho Ard]a*obgical JouniaL.)

Kvcry tnoiuit- 
ain rears its aidea and creatH in briglitneaa, and there is a brao- 
ing, balmy infiuoncc in tlie aiinusphRn< that makes the soul tin- 
gle with pleasure. At breakfast. Dona B -, MisK C * 

«nd old Seiihora P cittiie in from confe^aioti) aud I could 

not but again admire tlie N^'Htcni by whicli imprcrssible nature* 
ore relieved by empiric formuhui from present anxieties and fu- 
tim: fears. They luuglnxl and chatted with sucli a juvenile 
li^iIncjM that Bt. Anthony himself might Iiavo joined thoiu in a 
coranto. 

I walked oat to observe the castoins of tho day. The streets 
were aliro with peddleia, and tradesmen as busy in tlicir shops aa 
yc8t4;rday. 0\-crtook a Udy on her way to church, ncoom^mnicd 
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b^ R ulavc ia livnry, willi a tall, tuftod stem of palm, adcwned 
witli ribbons, in citiicr tiunJ. KiinLreJ oftvriiig* n-crc going up 
C«8tlc Hill to ihc C«})uciiiii8. A gorgt-ous bouquet, Ixrgc oa a 
bushel mcRsuro, vns bentttifully armnged sround tJie upper end 
of a Htraight palm Rtcni. At citlicr fiide, on scpdiratc Ricni», and 
Iromc by separate sIbvcr, were two diiunond-shapcJ ^dds of 
velvet grvcii, witli noKttgttys in llic ceiilru*, and flowt^s and rib- 
bons al tlic angles — tlw offerings of three young ladiea wbo pre- 
cedcd them. 

lit Uua da Gloria sirango sounds catne from an alley, as if a 
host of iiiaocciita were being murdered. On ncaring the ldi|ut 
Cliurcli. 1 first saw what produced them. Here were two ne- 
groes making, and a negra selling palm tninipcts — pretty toys. 
tliat vary in length frotu eight to eighteen inches; some j^ain 
and Htraight, others decorated and curved like the rams' liom« 
of the labcniaclc. They are made by coiling palin-lmf ribbona 
upon themselves. Their mufiic is surjiriKingly imitative of agi- 
tated geese and goslings, and of sucking-pigs in search of lost 
mothers. 

I peeped into the I^ajia vestry, wht^ro four monks sat at a ta> 
ble ftinid piles of p;ilni branches, wlucii they aiipcised ivilh holy 
water. One gentleman counted <lown a doxen vinlemtt and ro 
e^Tod aix leaves in exchange. Both seices crowded round t1>e 
merchants and kept than butty. " Ulussed" palmn are reputed 
"good for keeping demons out of dweUings." 

Soldiers at llie door of the Iinjierinl Chapel induced n>c to 
atcp ui. Two rows of hulbcrdiurs formed a pa.4.tagc along tbc 
middle of tlie floor, and pruttciitly the vtstry door (iiear tba 
street) was opened, and out came the bishop and a dozen \m- 
dre.i, onn bcjiring his train, iind swi^jit up 1o tlie altar, where 
ihey look tJie.ii' tumji at conrtc*ying and other Htrange posture- 
making. They finish, and a chant of females breaks forth; 
eo any Htrangcr would have thought who was not ia a poeitioit 
to aee them, and »o I tlioughl till 1 got a vJtw of them. They 
were Italian eunuchs — present;^ Irom blether Church at Kome to 
her Brazilian daughter. 

The bishop sprinkled and prayed over bundles of plain and 
onianicntal palms ; then he and a score of priests, each with a 
bnuieh iu hand, came, ia alow proc&aaion, to the door, and pait»- 
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ed out. Taking a short turn on the platform in front, they re- 
turned to the door, which had in the mean time been closed, 
and, knocking, were readmitted, when they passed up to the al- 
tar chanting appropriate verses. Tiieir ro-entry syratolizes the 
"triumphant entrance of Jesua into Jerusalem. The ceremony 
is the same in all the churches. When the emperor is present, 
ie goes out with the hisliop and raps for readmisaion. The af- 
"iair was rather flat, and the attendance meagre. A low bench 
"was prepared for twelve poor men to sit on while the bishop 
"washes their feet. The operation took place while I was next 
^oor in the Carmo temple, whose interior might have been taken 
dfor a London or Paris ball-room. Tall boards, with angels 
^painted on them, were fitted up at the entrance, precisely like 
^e aide-scenes in theatres. It is an old custom to show up 
«t this festival all the sacred plate, and hence the front of the 
Hong counter-looking altar was covered with panel-work of 
embossed silver; tripod candelabra alternated with silver-gilt 
Tases, and eight massive lamps of the same metal were pend- 
ant from the ceiling. The Lady of Carmo shone in a blaze 
^f silver, 

I had been advised to look into the Benedictine monastery, 
Trat the ceremonies were over and the congregation coming down 
the hill as I began to climb it — a crowd of liandsomc, smiling, 
Hack-eyed ladies and their children, and such a display of 
«hsins, frontlets, ear and finger rings as I have seldom seen. 
^Having got so far, I went up. By closely observing the chapel 
'^alls, angels are perceived peeping out of the forest of old gilt 
«croU-work. Tliis elaborate carving is dated " 1694." The 
«3henihs are in legions, fi^om ten to twelve inches in height, in 
«very imaginable position, flesh-colored, and four fifths in relief 

probably of Dutch origin, for every one has the anasarca in his 

lody and the elephantiasis in his limbs. 

Passing into the interior area, noticed on my first visit, there 
'Was a singular sight, considering tlie day and place. Besides 
fnars and other lookers on, some fifty carpenters, designers, carv- 
ers, painters, and machinists were busy among Imnber, ladders, 
\>enches, canvas, and paint-pots. A negro, with chalk and coin- 
[Mifises, was making fancy ornaments, another sawing out aimi- 
lai ones. Here were. Bkeleton colamuB, and there men, with 
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broahcs three feet \ot\g, coloiiitg ecxolls and flowers upon owd* 
ran Btretcliod on the ground — Btogiwicenery ld every Hl«g« of 
ptognss.

The taet IB a specimen of Capuchin announcements. Mxieli 
fochng exists in the native clergy againat the order, but tliey 
aic, notwithslandiug, operating successfully in town and conn- 
try, chiefly, it ia said, by tlie novelties they have brought over. 
A couple of their imngCB have, to my knowledge, got) iHthin a 
few weckH, nexiklaocs of votive heads, feet, necks, lieairts, etc — 
proofs of miraculoiu ciuvm just wrought by lliem. It is a com- 
mon remark that " three things arc making the women mad— 
nia.tkcd balln, polkn, and the Capucliins." 

f,t/i. Dark Wednesday, when lights are extinguished in the 
churchoj), and mischicvouB youngi^tcrs phiy tricks with female 
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vroreliipers. In tlie evening I scaled ihe BencdictiDO JliU uitet 
tacking to and irO| without wlucJi nono but iigilc goats or other 
QfttanU climbers can get tip. Tbo cexomoniea Iiu) jnst begun. 
For on hour t!ie organ played and tho moulu bcLind it cliaiiled. 
Tbo cbapel wait gloomily lit ap by a theologic candclubniiii jie- 
culiar to tlic dny. It consisted of a strip of bar iron beut into 
■ luge oquilalLTttl tiiaoglc, tlic interior dUed with open »croll- 
worlc The ba^o waa supported on a pttdestal or stAnd, and oa 
each of the tiro conrerguig sidea were seven sockets, and one at 
Uic apex. lu these ncto fifteen candlcft, forming a pyramidal 
l^lit. At length one of the lovcst was put out, tlicn, in a liltlo 
while, llie one opposite to it, and bo on till tlte wbok> ircrc cx- 
tingoinbed c^cccjit the top one ; finally it tiiiared the &tR of those 
beiow it, and tlic place was in otter daikncaa. There was, of 
counci an incrcoK of baatling and tittciing ; but scaredy a 
taiiititv vliipscd bctbrc a few lights trcre kindled. 

The aiKiir went off quieter than I expected, but on coming out 
I band atntck up whose maeic waa enough to awaken 1I16 eevcn 
sleepers and throw a dozen filozaita into apoplexy.

The other ia 
NoBBa Sriibora da« Mcrces. " MercA ia a term of civility : it 
means courtcgy, tavor, kindnces." The lady prrsonitiea one or 
more of these. Brazilians are remarkably ceremonious, having 
great devotion, as the cxpreasion i^ to "Our Lady of Civili- 
lies." 

Some twenty ladica were within, apparently waiting for a 
confeiisor.

S'¥'F-'^Jk nppor end for tlio lingci-s that gnt^ it. and a 
ly^iffW vertical clapper of bronze jointed in the mid- 
dle. It 18 carried raBpended by the right hand, 
and by twiatiag and turning it to and fio, die 
knocker hits the board at every movcraent 
Some have a knocker at each sjdc, by wlucli 
(he number of Uowb and wnouct of dattcnag 
are doubled. 
Others arc made wholly of wood. I met a couple of tlteac 
to-day. A piece of rose-wood board, tliree inches 
square, with a handle, a» at c. Two flapjiirtg pieces 
tioiHy tlio size of ibe blade ant attached looxely by 
a cord, n» at the cro«8 sectioti, <L They make a 
loud, snapping noise. 
In the .Middle Age« bells were not rung during Passion

The CandelaTia being within a Btone's throw, I fonnd it 
tJironged.

Tlicn turnlDg to tlic hand, &Ue fondled 
it, kissed it, kid her left check on it, then her right one ; then 
dmw twtU Biddi of her face over it, aud agaiu rextad tliem on 
the open ]jiiliu.

I stood for some time beside a man on 
hia kneca: every now and then he looked about — bis eyes now ] 
on the sacristan, and now turned behind to watch some one 
that swept past him ; then taking a general gaze, and finding 
nothing particular to see, be huwkbd, spat on tJic floor, and b^ 
gan Again to finger tia bcnda. A gniy-Ijcadcd slave, with a 
largo basket on ht8 head, came witiiin the door, in«dc u leg to 
the altar, scooped up ainioRt a gill of holy water ond disctuu^d 
it on his head; again making a cup of his hand, ho poured an 
equal quantity on tlic contents of the basket, stood a mmneii^^J 
onil gave Iiih vegetables a xeeond dnali. ^^M 

But njglit 19 tiie best time to witnega Choich festiv&Ia. 1 
called in hero tltis evening, and after coimting seven btudred 
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•wtxcn lights about lUe nltar, guvc up tliu ta«k. TLerv were 
tea ur gIcvcji huiidn^d liurtiiiig iti the place, nil iu oosUy candle- 
Sticicfl. Wltited aud bUc^H tliroogcd iiliout the jiroiic image: 
three bulieji knoJt aiiJ kistivd Ui« wooduu luind imniGdintel^ atter 
it luul beeti touched hy negro lipe. 

The enterprising brvilirwi of '* Bom Jcs«»" liold their rcatiioil 
not (xroiF. We tuny as wrM hx>k iit. Here's the place Thoae 
half doxeti miisiuchi'd, !j»re-h«a(]ed soldiers parading Iwforo the 
door, handling and {lufting cigars, might bo taken for old match- 
lock hcrw^ hlomng ilicir lints preparatory to firing off their 
piecei). But let's ptii-h hy tbo crimgon screen and ciite-r. Well! 
this would be a 8)ght it' oue bad not jiuit seen greater. Tht- 
tapcj'try is bIiowj, but inucli worn ; the tiuwers, in vases, art 
pretty and in plenty, but the caiidlestit^ks arc wood, and the 
bMt onca gone — no, not all ; for at (lie railing gate stand two 
that might be coinpari'd with the richest in the Caiulehtria or 
Curmo. Tlit-y am albM brinhcrs holding five-foot torchcct, re- 
tninding one of aiinlW eatidclabra in the halls of feudal barons. 
iJoie watt moru l)owing, kneeling, coartcs^ing, kiaslng, and 
leg^naking going ou tliaii in ILl* Caiidelurla, though no imago is 
placed within reach of the won^hipcrs. I'W want of cms they 
luaacJ the door, Ktep», ear^Mtling, and penny pSctarcs on the 
\raUii. A gpiitlfiiiait (I wiut told lie. wn* a dry-goods' merchant) 
nwe from his kneef* near nie, went directly to the right wall, and 
put his mouth to nonir^thing on it; next, crossed himself, went 
to the railing, then knelt and kis»cd the Ktcp (not the altar-atep, 
bat one whc-ro tlic nave ia separated from the choir or chancel); 
^Iting np, he made a leg and crossed over to tlio opposite wall, 
and kiae«d sometliing there, four or tive tbot above the door; 
and yonder he is, again standing on his toes, hia neck stretdicd 
to the uttermost, trying to reach a higher object with hia lipif. 
It was iMl till after tlirec trials that he uuccc-cilud and witlidrew. 
Xitc firet object of his devotion was an cjigraviiig of the Viigio, 
the oldest and coarsest thing of the kind I have yet seen. A 
piece of glaaa was before it, so that lie kiswd it and not the 
picture. The fraino, print, and gksa could not have co.<it five 
centfl. The wcond object was a saint on an atms-Wx, nnd the 
third a framed jirint similar to tlic tirst in atyle and liiu'sh. 
Next, two negroea drew up throu^ the middle of the audience 
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and kisacd the floor, them tho Rtep. Three while men uid one 
voman followed them. The tiltliy vontlition of tlm aolcs of tlir 
n^^ca contrasted strangely willi * pair of new pumps a dnndj- 
o£ a nisQ turned up » litlJv way from them. At one time five 
lUM and two women were before rae with their moaths on the 
door. Not feeling much rditicd liy tlinse groveling Accncs, I 
tomed lowoid llic Pimla. The sii-pn in troot swniincd with 
ncgroa, selliog fruit and dooes to cxhauftlod worsliipcn. The 
altar WM gorgeous &a that of llie Carmo ; 1)Ut the grestest uov- 
«!t;^ was the contents of two silversmiths-shops, piled ou ta- 
hles at each aide of th« altar, and j^arded by niaaketeen. 
Gere woro trays, ewers, basins, pitchers, and other tbinga, bo- 
aides Bomc large caldron-looktng vcsacb whose use was not 
apparent. Of trays al«mc I counted over forty, most of which 
were not less tlian three; i«ct long, and of proporltoual width. 
What this meant I could not imaginp, not dreamitig tliot llic 
■whole could belong to one cliurcij, but it was uven so. Thtf ' 
Paub brotherhood ia very wealthy, and BUrpaasea others in Ibis 
htanch of devotion. ^^ 

jVfter visiting two or three smaller teniplest without obscrviojH 
any thing gpecial, I turned home. Near the door of the Lapn 
the monks had got a piano, on which a Uy professor was plaff^H 
ing to the chanting of two young friars. !^l 

According to the old phlloiiopiiy, children bom between noon 
to-day and twelve o'clock to-mgrrow will be natoral mine-find- 
ers, endowed mth tlic faculty of Hccing seven yanU tbroagb 
solid earth. 

All holy wafers and water ore luud up to-day ; none most 
be left over till lo-umrrow.

April 10, (?ocd Friday. Tho morning light at six o'clock 
is not Biifiicient to read by, and soon aitvr tlmt hour in the even* 
ing darkness sets in. 

Four grcnt processions are announced for to-dav, if llic wcRthor 
prore lavorablc. At 10 jLU. min camo down heaviljr; at 1 
i'.il. it ceased. 

I etrolltsl up Cadlt« Hill to witjicsa some new performances 
ntiuoutK'<'(l hy llic 0{iucliiuR. Seventy or cigiity [wreons,- most- 
\f women and children, were waiting for the BCi'\-icc to begin. 
Saddenly the profound silence was broken by a loud hamincrint;; 
ibat knocked all nmditntiou on tho hcsd — carpenters lifting U(- 
a scoitbld far musicians, six of vrhom soon came in, with a baas- 
■riol, two violiny, a couple of Hutee, und a clarionet. f^eofrii6 
jireachfrs ciiifrgcd from the ^c-^tiy. Illcss mo ! I exclaimed to 
aiy&elft bow tike the pictures of his class I have seen ! Tbeir 
is unicthing unpleasant in hi» ajipcsntncc, iiidvjtcndcnt of a 
CMneoesa tlint of itself i^ any thing but agrocAblc. X shnvcn 
<mm, a reddish peaked and matted beard, uncovered neck and 
«xpo6ed eterDoni, bare Icge>, and feel pusbcd into slip-shod wood- 
en slipper*, largn and hairy bandit, and his only garment a brown 
aeigc gown, tied round hia middle with a cord, from which hangs 
a Blring of beads. Then there in the ugly hood or cow] Uop- 
png b^ind, turned bock like the hinged cover of a coffee-pol 
or tankard. 

TIte muiiie stmck tip, and two monkii began a chant, during 
*liich th<: people knelt, and the friar just described got into a 
box pulpit, which, like all pulpits here, is »o placed that tli<-

md erery uow and then broku into long wailing ejaciilations of 
"Madontta!" " Aoisa SmhoraT " ifanfftte /" "JUtgericor- 
dittP "Fendat!*^ etc.; tuming occasionally and pointing to 
the images. Aa Le wanned, lua geatlculutioua became energetic. 
Ue IvaoeJ over tho edge of tlic box till >uh wide-eprraU liauds 
nearly louclied (iio utiouldcrtt of devotees bi:tow hini ; tla-u sivp 
{ling biiclc, lie tlirew Lis Ii«iad, Xxa ayca^ and, to the utmost, liiH 
uma, up to tlio ceiling — llic very action of a nuriie lifting an in- 
fant from the floor, nnd holding it at arms' lengtli above lier. 
There was one nuvcJty in hit; iimjincr wliich struck nic rather 
favomljly. A» he finiahvd citcb tvlltng pa.HMige, he iiunk, and 
not unjn-aci^'fiilly, itilo hiit sr^t, where he reiiiaiiicd lialfi and some* 
timnii a wliole minute, till treiih idcn« rose in liiin. lie rarely 
»{)okc Arc minutes witlioiLt sitting Oown ; ocouionoUy he gave 
out a sentence in that position, vilJi one hand on the edge of the 
pulpit, nnd the other applying a liaiidkiTclncf to Lis jXM«ptring 
face ; but iJic inslant n new view of the subject, or a toncliing 
thought occurredi he Btancd up, wid put it into glowing Un- 
gtiKgc, I. c, if one might judge by hU excitement. 1 euppose 
his hearers wero nffcctcd, though they gave no visible sign of 
being so. Possibly the indifferent Portuguese in wliich these 
Italiun ajwnttcH arc said to dtviivcr tiiemttelvea diminishes (he 
effect of tlicir elocution, lie had no hook nor notes about him. 

I began to tire, and thought of leaving, but another friar step- 
ped into the speaking-box, oldvr and stouter than his predeces- 
sor, witli a darker beard and fairer skin. Ilis action was contiued 
chiefly to h.'\» liejul, eombiticd witlt a singular power of drawing 
down Ilia neck into his body, and suddenly pu^hbg it up again. 
Seated, or standing, hi* head rose witii hi« ideas and his voice — 
now buried bcueuth lu;i cowl, uow half a foot above it, and still 
rising. ^ 

A slight rain was falling, wliieh I preferred encountering ^^ 
rcmaiiiiiig longer. As I caine iu Kight of Uereila Street, the 
sound of niusic camo up. and slioitly after apjiearcd, some two 
hundred icct below, the MiKerieordin ProceKsioii of the Burial. 
I reached the Hospital in tint» to witness its order and arrivoL 
The unpleasant weatlicr had reduced the number of spectators. 
Tlie performers were drabbled* and seemed anxious to get in- 
doors. 
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First came a man witli a poverfn] natraea i tlien a yonng

fy death— J/orfr. The 
dotli ix AU]i[fl>.-<od to be the one in wlitcb the body of Olutist was 
MiTcloped by .T»«e[ili of Ai-lmnlliO'a. A number of monfes, draped 
lite the croes-bearer, follow. Then camo bralliers in white 
gOKms, bearing cundlcjt ; and aftrx tltnm angels, with wiiigH find 
a eoloP-'d gntixc cloud Httnclicd bj- wire to llic i«IioulcIer« of cuuh. 
Xext throB women (or men disguised aa such), representing '* the 
liree Mm^'r." Tliey were concealed in gomis and hoodx, with 
their &cra bent toward the groand, and had a moumiul ap]icar- 
AiKx. A Ui^ ring of sllvCT was attticlied to (lie liwid of cncli, 
to rcpieecnt a halo. 

The bier, more 'like a French bRdntcad, came next. On a 
Dttttre&s lay a *'dc&d Chritit"— one of those exposed in church- 
m. The wholo was bomc by four moTdcs on two stavcA, whose 
CDds Tcstul on tlicir shoulders. Each carried a pronged stick 
to support tiie load, at iiiter\-als, when all stand to hear an an- 
gel-chant. They wore hoods, and tippets, and hempen corde 
by way of ribbons. 

More angeU, led by brothers, came next, followed by the tall- 
Ot of their nDiiibcr, a girl of fourteen, who niomitcd « pair of 
atepa, and, ubauting, opened a white cloth, the haodkercliiof of 
Veronica, whom xhe represented. Slie jK-rformed the part ex- 
ceedingly well, notwithatnnding the thick drizKling ruin. Step- 
ping down, the brotlicr took np the 5<teps, and sJl went forwan] 
again. Now came brothers, monks, and caudles ; angcta, monke.

nncl brothers ; tuid tlien '' NoR»ft Senbora," croct, lar^ aa lile, 
in piiTi>lo ilress, silver rays on her fbrob&ad, And standing on a 
Htflge richly paneled, and act off witli cypress, but no ilowors. 
Bomf, as Qui Lict was, on lucu's shoulderst she migUt be seeu 
over (lie li<»(]fi of tlie people a luile ofl'. 

The ban<l of tnusic, more bTotheiH in white albs, and bearing 
cojuUcs, cumc next, and last of all tim soldiery, in the hurry 
to get out of the rain, N'ossa Scnboia -was neurly knocked off 
her base. Her lie^cl ciuiir HLip ngalnst the doorgatnb, in con- 
sequence of the hearers on one side not lowermg her trom their 
shouldciTi in concert with tlicir comrades- After tbo doon wen? 
closed, tho leader once more worked liis matraca. whose sounda 
died gradoally away in the extensive interior. The soldiers now 
put on their caps, and, with rcretsed anos, were matched to their 
barracki*. 

TliQ nuu BO iiicreasod that no one supposed any other pigcant 
would take place. The Cnrmo one did not ; hut tJio Paula 
brotherhood, who excel in theiie tilings, after waiting in vain till 
dix o'clock for clear wcatlicx, determined not whylly lo di;4ap- 
point the public, the augeU, nnd thein^elveft. Arntnging mat- 
Icrs as well aa they could, in hirge a])art[nent8 connected with 
the uliurdj, tlte Pomp etnf.rg\»l from the si<Ic passage, where the 
waxen ex votos were, on tlie front atoop or platfonn, and pacii^ 
slowly along it to the nimn vntruncc, turned in, proceeded to* 
ward the high altar, and thence, llirough a side door> mto tlic 
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intentu- again. Tbe last spectacle of tbo kind I erer expect to 
see, I xball preserve a few paiticiilara, slthougli, exceptiag the 
superior style iu wliicti it was got up, it diflercd iittlc fi-oin tliat 
of tbc lliKcricoTiliu. T'lic EDaiiRgDra being wealthy luicl ambi- 
lioos of oatshining otlicr oatablidbtncDts. their angels aru allow- 
ed to be tiiL- Iiand«)mest, nud, with Uiuir aaiiittt, t» luive the bctil 
Ht-outs. Wliile otliers cou hardly draw oii kudicncc, they com- 
luaad full boUMa. 

The churcli was darkened, the glimmering of a solitary can- 
dle barely pruveiiting ])crsoiia from ninniiig against oacli otber. 
Only whu]i u iivw-coiucr, or one whose jmticnce in waiting, war 
worn ont, jiiudivd tli« crimson screen in the door-way moment- 
arily a«i<lc did sufficient light flodi in to enable us to diatin- 
goiah the faces of thoeo close by a^ The pl«ce vtaa three 
fbortlia fiill of people (no femalea), all moring and oiuLteiing 
like BO many discontented phantoms. 

At last the sound, of a distant rattle came &om the interior : 
it drew ticaier, ceased, and soon after was heard as if in the 
Btreet, when lliojte with umbrellaa rushed forth and met the 
bardteudi^il inu»ieiaii;ii ajid ttoldiera stepping out of llie side ]>as- 
sage npon the platform or long stoop, along which the troops 
fbnnied a pansage to tliu cliurch door. There came forth a 
awann of candlobeoiers, who, with uudiguilicd apccd, beslcnod 
in again llirough tli» fiont door. Tlicy were followed by a monlt 
in a white long go^^'n and liood — the httter bound round hia tem- 
ples with a half-inch ropi; — bearing a black crosa, on wliicb a 
towel formed the letter JI. More ettiidlo-bcarent, then brothers 
and a l^on of angels ; over the heads of several their guardiana 
liald Timbtvllns. Xext, a neat pednstal waa brought forth and 
jitac&d on the flagging. An angel came, and, being lilted up, 
uhoDlod a strain on the Bufferings of the Savior, uofulding from 
a roller, ai< i<ht* c<ung, a pieoo of while muslin fall six feet long, 
on which was de[)ieted a full-lfiigth (igiire of Chriel. Tliia she 
tamed gracefully round that all might see. Uer voice waa 
iwect and plaintive, and the little performanco quite ailccting. 
Veronica's handkerchief took a likeness only of tho Savior's 
bee, but the cloth bis body was laid in received on inipreiision 
of the whole. It was a copy of the latter that ttio Uttic song- 
iCrcss unrolled before u». 
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Sbe pMBed in and inad« way for llto bier, or Golden Bed. 
upheld by monks in white Loo<ls ant] casnocks. A "dead 
Christ'' lay on it, partiallv covered by a ricli couMterpano, •'The 
three Marys" followed weeping, dressed in long nisset gowns 
and close hoods, and lutndkercl)i«fs in their handu. Tlieir halos 
ticcmcd niiidc of bobbin wire, and might any where elso- have 
bcvti taken for th« frjinici of caps or bomit^ts. Next came Saint 
Jolin »nd yiuTv AEngtlalcne : sAw is one of the preoodiiig trio, 
being twice representexL In the Carmo procession the Prophets 
attend as moHrnert). 

Next tbrco suspicious-looking, bare-amwd chaps in steel cape 
drew np^Iloman cxecntioncrB. Behind them walked the cen* 
ttirion in gorgeotia array — golden hchnet. scarlet tunic, a staff 
sonnoiuited by un eagle, and all the inaignia of an ancient mil* 
itary officer. Th<j chamcrer was well conceived, but spoiled by 
iLtteinpt.i to make it gigantic. The person of tluii actor was 
swelled by stuffing, and. ftoni the vibration of the apiwr part, his 
head was clearly within the breast ofthti figure; the fiiec Tms a 
mask. The bt-Imot ami tmcImI ornami^nM were loo lica'vy to be 
controlled by the artilicial neck and ahonldera. He parsed on 
((uiL'kly, but Btumbltfd on aseeiiJing the only step at tlic firont 
door, and would have fultcn but for St. John, against whose 
back he winggci <'d. 

Flock* of angels now flitted past us. Ere they had disap 
pcaied, the image of " Onr I,ndy" was out on the stoop and ejc- 
poaed to tho rain. i!>imilar in size and outline with lior siatcr 
of the Mizcricordia, between the rays of her crown were »ct^ 
en stars. The most attractive person in Ihc Pomp, the mmn- 
agera allowed her to remain full five minutca in tlie stortn. 
\othing common ia put on her, her dicss and jewels being of 
the moat costly material. ^H 

Parents commonly send a confidential peraon witii llieir «n-^^ 
gals, who is careful not 1o lose sight of them, on account of the 
jewels on their persons and dresses. The brcaat-piocc of one was 
.ilmottt covered with (linnoiids. A doctor liisl year deckc4 out 
ilia ilatigliter eo gorgeously, and cliictiy with borrowf^d gems, 
that he woidd not tmst her even in the vestry withoal an at- 
tendant. If a father belongs to the brotherhood, lie can acco: 
pany liia child in the procession ; If not, no. It is a rule thff 
none but a Church b- ' ■"t lead an ■"- ' 
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IIM. Allplnlia Saturilay — thn cndofTjcnt: the day when tb« 
eainta ibrow olf their mouniing, und ttie screens bet'ore ttiu im* 
sges arc withdrawn — when bells begin to ring again, and mat- 
iscaB, their sabBtitnles during Passion Wci^k, uc put Away tor 
another year — when scorea of Jodascs arc torn to jiieccit, and 
when the annual consecration of fire and water lakea place 

At noon I went to the I'auLi Churcli to witness tlie jicrtbrm- 
ancct;. but found it io <krk within and crovrdud, that [ was g4ad 
10 get into tim vestry, where people with bunchc-s of roaonwry 
were wnitiiig to have tliem iu<perited wilh lh<; new hoty water. 
I jnlweqiiently procured a scat in the mnsitsgallcry, wlicrc. be- 
sitJeR the old organ, there were one Imiui and two kettlc-dnuiia. 
TiolinK, ctarioaet«, l-'reuch-honis. tnim]>ctis &c., waiting to strike 
■ wp (he nioracnt lh<^ cen>moiuc» cimIoiI. The proccsH of conse- 

if ion wn.<< an fnIh>WH : Tlie tuiptiHnuil font being 6llcd, tho offi- 
ciating padre put hia band into or on it, making tlie sign of the 
cnws in the action. Ne:ct he waixd three crosacfl over the sur- 
lacc, in the niimc of cncK person in ilic Trinitgr, saying, "Ity 
this [sign] I h\m» thee crcntnrf water — By the lintig (iod [a 
crOBs} — Hy God [a cross] most true — By Ood [a crouft] moat 
lioly — By Ood who in the beginning of lite world divided thee 
from rartlu" Then he breathed three timoH u^ion it, making the 
sign of the cnvts in the act of blowing, and cxclainiod each time, 
'* The ratnc of ike Holy Olioat descend ujKin thin water." ITr 
dropjH-d oil froni a minute vial crosa-wiHo on it, and dipped the 
vial iUielf in, sayipg, " The infusion of our Lord Jesaa Christ 
and of tlie Holy (ihost is made in the name of the moHt Holy 
Trinity." He then took a portion of the water up and threw 
it toward the four quarters of tlie earth. When lie got through, 
tbo attending officialii sprinkled tliemsclvea and tlie spectators 
near thera. 

Water hcing thus made holy, it was employed in the conM> 
cration of fire. The C'in'o, or " G rent P.-i»clml C.indlc," a verj- 
large and elaborately omaraented one, in the principal ohjcct in 
this ceremony. I wonder the Charcli on these occafliona doeo 
not follow the universal practice of antiquity in Iwili licmi* 
apbores. and introduce new fire- — draw it direct from Ote sun hy 
lenses, from wood by the friction of two aticks, or prodnoo it 
aficfib &OID Hint and steel. Instead of this, the euRtom is 
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to ptepora three triune cxndles, eacli 
coasuting of tLree tapcra lon^tudinal- 
\y unileil, to represent the unity of the 
Godhead in a trinity of pcrBons. One 
is pUced near tlio entrance, another 
half waj to, and tLe tliird at tlw nl- 
tar, Tltv}- lire lit, ukL all ollicrs coro- 
fully extingnished. 

The [iriest taken the drio, and witfi 
the at>ual ceremonies baptizcn it at the 
font, lie drops ctirifitn and baptismal 
oil from tl&U on the water: breatbes 
tlm-e times over it, not cross-wise now, 
but OS if foniiing witli lii« breatU tlio 
letter V. lie X\<pa the lower end of 
the Cirio a little in. raisOB it, and 
plongea it farther down a third time, 
■nd it rcachct! the bottom of the font. 
Kncli inovt^iiiciit iR accompanied iritli 
pimitar oxprcHiiioiin to those used in 
sanctitying tlifl water. It now \» lit al 
uiic of the triune tapers, placed ou the 
faigli nllnr, and the otlioz ligbta 
died at ite finnio. 

After baptism tJie liilany of the 
^ints was eaid, and then maa», as od 
Palm Sunday. When the officiating 
padre ciuni.' to the words '•-Vilelulia. 
allclulia, alldulia," the bells struck up 
a nwrry peal, moaic in the galkry 
buret forth, ecrccna bfforc the imagM 
drop])cd, and the building. hithcTlo al- 
most dark, is instantly Uiuiniunted. 
and resounds with cbauts of "God is 
risen from the dnad.'' Every fucc is 
ndiant with amileit, and tlie day i» 
spent in pleaHure. Now the tufoa-ben- 
fa bosiiia arc replenished, and f»mili<;s send bottles and tuin- 
biers to bo filled to sprinkle their children and Iricnds. 
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pCMCnre tlie fresb 'liijtiitl lui • pre«urvatiTe Bgiunst many com- 
pUintB. 

The jtatlrrn of tlir various city clmrchen wail for a signal 
itota Uic impciiol (Jhapcl where the bidiop officiates. i\& soou 
as he wrivcA at tli« " Allclulia,** rockets are sent up.

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with nttcring conimiiintions on the fallen nptTBtle, perspiring and 
exhftUfttcd with piiiiisliing him. TheHc young Kcoiots were 
" killing Judas." The preceding i]lu«triitiou conveys a coxrccl 
idea of thi« *' net of devotion." 

One, ftftcr being dmggcd throngh mvi\ nnd mire, and thwsb- 
ed ftn<! stoned till little like a hiimnn fnrm remainpil, was Black 
up in Uospicio Street. Another I b&w lumging from a lamp- 
pofltf and bofora reaching home I passed the limbs of several 
more. Some practical joking is ocoasioiiiiUy played off by diMs- 
ing the ligtire after an obnoxious character. A few years ago. 
« British minister, on account of Iit» opposition to the slave- 
trade, was stoned, and thrashed, and hnnged in effigy. ^H 

Tn tba upper Boors mid pofiaages of ifac Paula temple wer^" 
various kinds of ec(!it'.siasticiil machinery. Pauited boards like 
aide »c«t«cs of a tliealie ; images and angels — two of the Ijtttor 
damagt^ in their wings ; laddern, tn^saela, brackets, hciicbca. 
tablets, and a pile of waxen ex vofoa in a coni«p. Here wcsre 
some cart-loud}< of ciniirary urns — I counted over a tiimdrod — 
mo:ttly of rosewood, highly ])oli^lied, Ioeki,-d, and labdvd. SomaH 
are fixed on nhort pcflcHtiJs, with inverted lofclies, winged houF^H 
glagfioa, or otliur ciobleuiH of laortality. Tlicse receptacles of 
the bones nnd ushes of the deitd callcii up one of thi) most hoa- 
oniblc <uid iifiecling eiiittoitis of the Boninn Church. On the 
2d of N^ovember, these little chests are taken down and ranged 
before the high altar, when mass in celebrated over tbcm. That 
day is the annual "Commemoration of the Dead." Friendx

A kindred custom was common with every classical and cul-^ 
livated people of old. With the Cliineac it is known as tlir 
"Worship of Anoeators," at wlncli cfforinga are made to the 
manes of the dead, and iim!*.-«e--< perfomied for tlioir rejiose* Thr 
tombs are repaired and ornamented; candles and incense, 
burned on tkent. 

TIic pmeticc accorde with the best imptilBOs of our nature — 
is congenial to the tendcneHt and purest iecliiigs. like other 
priniftval rites, traces of it arc found among all tjcoplc. T1k» Tn- 
dians of both Americas indulged it. The burial-grounds 
their ancestors were the last »pi>t» tJu-y would yield.

tbrongod the old shrines of Fortune ; aa K. S. <lc Cabr^, she 
lug succeeded Miiiena; as the goddess dew liemedioit aiid do 
Succoro, alie ia coRfiultod by tbo aick and thoae in distress ; as 
!l. S. da Concetfao and do I'arto, by tlioso of her ova fi«x only, 
and on apeci&l occa^ons. Even aa the Lady of Xavigatora she 
iras antietpaled by early (Dariuc people. The Chinceo still have 
llieir aueieiit protecloresa of eeaiucu, g^nd have pi-udently asso- 
ciate<I with her two able assietAnta — the deniigods of long siglit 
and Large car; — " tltu ihoUHaud-milu-eyer" and '* the tavoiable- 
wind-lioarer." 

Tliia remarkable multiplication of mu: pcnon socma to be pe- 
culiar to Blaiy. 1 sup[>ofie it i.i bet imperfectly understood by 
ProtKHlantfl ; for one, I liad no clear perception of it till 1 arrived 
in Kio, and then it became intcrrfltinglroni famishing additjon* 
al evidence of the faet ttuU, when heathenism was ovcrthrtnni 
polilicaUy tjiroughout the Roman unpire, the old dcitiea were 
retained under new appellations, and with tlicm the cardinal 
prineiple of adding to their numbers. 

Xn Riu, Miiry is licld in tlie i^amc enthusiastic rcvcxeiico ms 
was tlie great Mndoiina of the Eplic^-iuns, nor could the city 
be sooiinr tlirown into an uproar than by a Protestant roiaaioo- 
ary publicly attempting to diminish her reputation.

MedaU itfSamta and o/ the Pope. — [tittle ellipttcid plates 
of silver, brass, and tin. One of «!lvcr before me is so thin 
that, thoa(^ an inch and a half by an inch, the value does not 
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exceed ten cents. On the ftpproach of feasts, dealers adrerttae 
them. As long as thoy tiarc not been consecrated thoy can be 
otTered nt public sale, but when they have undci^onc aapeision 
they can only be "exchanged." 

By a judicious disposal of tfaeae trifles the clergy Rtrengthen 
no little their hold on the affections of the people.

<anic iking has been done in J 's family. 
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A popular remedy for Uic tootlmche is tbtu prcpwcd : A liv- 
ing chamcIcoD ifl put into ad earthen pot with a cslose-ltLtul 
covej, and baked to n cinder. A portion of thin is crusbed be- 
tween the 6ngcr and thumb, nibbed over the gtima, and put 

into the carious cavity. Scnhor H L , a Bcnator from 

St. Gilharine's, found tlis efficient. Hi8 lady pniscrvcs the re- 
maining cinder for future use. 

The blacks have very similar recipes brought by them from 
Africa.

Dona II came nuining up etaira to u^ me Id de- 
scend. " Quick : Ilere'g the LIol^ Uhust coming up Uie Ca(- 
tete. Boo'l yoa want to aee hiiu?" I am sure u« uiic could 
he more fitartled at auch an announcement ihan I waa, nor at 
.the ixaafkcted simphcity with which it wa3 made. I w«nt 
kdomi, and, looking out of the open window, aaked " Whtrct" 
. "' Goiio into that vends" (u groccrjr half a block off), " but will 
be out diroctly," rcplivil half a doscn TOtceft. In a little wkile- 
a negro band, consi^iing of two Krcndi horns, three dmtnft, a 
.churionet, and a Hfc, cmca-gcd, and nxummcnccd a waltzing air 
ibi tlic niid<llv ol'thu stnut. Next a|p[MMLn»l four white nion, in 
albs over'tltcir ordinary- drci!*. Two bad «maU dimxon ban*

J — ~ and I look a boat early at tlie tlainingo Praj"» to go 
up the Uay, bat the mi.'tt over ttie water became so thick tlial 
we wero liable to loao ouiselveB. No object, not even a nhip, 
was visible at a distance of a hundred foot. Veiled in the gloom, 
and without a coinpas^, we .'>ought tlie slioru, till the great Clond 
Creator and Dispcrser abonld gather ap tlte dark one tint in- 
voked na, and through which, with much uncertainty, we were 
driving. 

Landing at Palaoc Square, florae foar milcn Iroin where we 
started, wu t'uurd thf miirkcl crowded with buyers and sellers 
of fish, truits, earthen and wooden wares, live turkeys, sucking 
pigs.

cinnamon. ^Vlrican com, and liie sweet inandioca : with an^as, 
cajas, and tlic eardntnoma, vrilli its rose^olorcd clustora ; pin- 
lieiros, pitangaa, aiid cakbaah-trccs with both rounded and don- 
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gatwl fruit — wliAl Olmatian could duxum r Jtttcr sepulchre, 
ffheicfind one more a.l)ounding urith emblems ofinnoeenM ft:

8ce! at this moment, while 
some arc stationary lialf way down the Corcovado range, otlien 
I tie moving along the Tejacan valleys as if to meet water- 
nymphs waiting, like mortal dairy-maids, with empty pails.

We croiised the Bay in a small steamer, whose pilot was a 
Uoaambiquc skvc, and landed at Baa Doiniugo, where the gate- 
keeper or fe^ry-n^n»t^■^ \va», or lind Ik'wi, aiiollicr. Both were 
UQ, middlc-ogcd, and as tincly-fonned men as 1 ever .taw, the 
latter particularly. He had no nion: of the iicgru liiioamnnta 
than hud Murk Antony or Gato, but both hud iudcUhlv marks 
of their barbaric origin — one a double^ thu other a single row of 
pimples, the sixe ot']Kas, down the middle of tho forehead, and 
along the ridge of the nose to its very lii> — the »igiis of their na- 
tire tribes. The Slozambiqaes are among the best of slaves. 
Gijtuilly intellig*int and more paeilic than (he Minas ^Irom the 
Gold Coast), laiihful and truatworlhy. they bring a high price. 
Agentlcman who crossed tlie Bay with ua bad wiln<;ased. while 
va a vtail to the eastern coast of South Africa, the process of 
producing the iloehy beads. At ono time he saw forty or fifty 
ladB and young men lying on the ground suffering from the op- 
antion. A muiute iikctsion is made through the slcin for each 
pimi^e ; the Up.t of the wound then are ]>ulled up and tied by a 
llireaul, and in time ilic ])rotubcranccs become pcnnoncntly glo- 
bose, etnootb, and sliining. 

After skirting round a mountain, nndfoUowtng a nuiTow path- 
way il.nrkiMied with di-nse foliage iowvring over us, with cpffce, 
oru^e, and banana lree», and cbacaras oonccwlcd among the

A strip of sand connectK it at 
low tides with the opposite shore, and on it a stone causeway 
Itu biwii built ; but the whole is broken down and dispersed by 
tbe Mirf, save part of an arch projecting from the precipitous 
laoe of t)ie isle. The tide was coming in, and wc had to retreat.

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Hy companion hftUooed, and presently a naked yellow boy cam« 
over in ii leaky canoet which could only take one of lu acitMs at 
m time The only crkft belonging to tbo plaoe, it vas liArdly 
orcditable to tho patroness of WAtcrmcn. 

Wliilt! my companion was being paddled over. I liati an op- 
portunity of observing a very interesting fact in pbysics. Thr. 
ri^g" of »and just mftiilioned ia fomned by wave« rolling in from 
Op]iositP directions and meeting tiiurD. AV'hile reclining on a 
ttone. at a iipot where thoir force nas n-duccd almost to notbing, 
the tiay BurgcK crosHcd eacli other, and continued on their way 
tritliout hnvtiig tittiir formit or movements uppnrcntly the least 
•fiisctod. One Bwept over the other, while each preserved its 
outline and progiRitfl as if no i<uch contact had taken place. The 
eballow, tran^paient fluid, and the almost snow-white sand be- 
low, rendered their moveraenta diatinctly visible. 

Young Charon rcturnod, and 1 joined K on a rock, in 

which notches were cut for the feet and hands to mount it. Uy 
carefid climbing, we got into a zigzag path, at [dsoefl too steep 
lor any bi)^ to ascend, had not the eoil boon cut into steps, 
with slakua driven in for rixQiB. The only paHSage up, it pic^ 
sents mm of tliosc aista where a few (lel<.-rmiiied spirits could 
k«ep an army at bay, or children put bold men to flight. As 
wc TOSt-, w*- fonnd prftparatinnn iimdn to lest the latter. Wc 
came to a stone door-way. To pasR by it williout wing? was 
impossible, and 'nnthin it atood a sentinel witit muakct and fixed 
bayonet, lie was supported \)y a comrade in n military capi 
blae roundabout, a c^rtridgi^-hox nt Ins side, and a bra«»-han- 
dlcd Rword in his hand. Ncitlier of these warriors exceeded 
four fc«t in height nor ten years of age! f>ne I perceived was 
an Indian. What all this meant I could not di%ine, nor find 
brualh to axk. They made way tor us, ami w. paused through 
—two sweating, panting, broktm-wiiidcd pil^ime, pressing on- 
ward to the shrine above. 

Tacking this way and that, we at length stopped lo rcat, 

when It told me that tlie place had been little ^-isited by 

devoteea of late y^urs, and that the government had established 
a aclinol on it ibr a hundred boys, to be educated for maiinM. 
The governor wn« his old army acquaintance. Starting again, 
we approached tlie lop of this imraenac rock, came to a low 
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■ obBerved the charch a little liuthcr up. TIic gov- 
amiublc fjimily reccivL-d us both as oM aiMjUAmt- 
ftiices. Being a widower, ins mother takcB choi^ of his chil- 
dren. The oM Udy, wttli dpectaoles on now, but no cap oii 
ber gr»y head, was busy witli her needle. The hoaw, of one 
story, ia cool, comfortable, and wholly Twd of ornament. After 

taking « dniuglit of Mugur and water, H entered into con- 

rasation with oiir venerable hostess in natire style. As lii^ 
tongue rattled on, bis arms were here, there, and every where : 
he frowned, smiled, and grinned succcasivcly; Ida voice, now a 
whisper, ncjct a shout ; his eyeballs rolling, and bis whole ayt- 
ten) in commotion. He wound up witli placidly drawing forth 
hia caiaa da rapi, and bogging hie nmiiing atiditTeafi to take n 
pinch. He had merely been relating some coinmonphwe cily 
aitrrte. 

We found the little chorcb open. A eontcmpotaty of that 
on Gloria Hill, prwy thing aWut it reminds one of former times, 
.Vlraosl the entire; structure, as well as its images and onia- 
raentSt camo feom PortugiJ. For want of icpniis, both alone 
and wood work arc going to decay. The lady patroness ia neg- 
lected too. No priest lives here to wait on facr, and only at 
long iutcmls does one appear. Iler glory is waning with her 
walla. The "noble Iwothcrhood" once devoted to her service 
has been long extinct. £veii the records of her former great- 
nesa are no more. 

The low walls siip{)ort a rather high roof, whose cMjnTciging 
ades arc truncated, leaving tlie intorior like the lower half of 
tbe letter A. Kutering tHc old-faitliioned door, the liat of a tall 
man would toticli the ceiling of a little gallety atretching over- 
bead. Here were marine Hubjects — ships toasingon the ocean, 
and Our Lady in the clouds watching them. Advancing, wc 
tound the aide wails set off with Dateh tiles, and the ceiling 
eovered with paintinga of sbipnTvwks and the ratruculoua rescue 
of drowning sailora ; of Portuguese in conflict with Jtlohammed* 
ajiB ; the marriBge of the Virgin ; the mother of the mother of 
(fod and her haaband teaching the mother of (Jod to rend ; an 
emblematic fountain, in which the Vir^'n holds the infant Christ, 
fiom whcise toes and fingers issue streaniB of water into an owo' 
fltnring vase, while men gaze and crowd to catch the tailing 
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ftUow tlie coTcr to be removed. In liont of the Tceael a bole is 
<lriU«d to receive a faucet — nt present tillccl wiili n cork. Be- 
low ia the bftsin. fixed in the same way. Then all over tlii> 
remaining parts of tlie slab arc imlicddftd tea and coffee-cups, 
sauccra, tea-pot lids, pUtc9, prescrvc-disbos, etc., of porcdatn, 
with the painted sides outward. Parts of vessels arc stuck in 
where wholo ones coald not be. I coniitcd a doKcn cups, fbar 
plates, between thirt)- and forty saucers, all wholo, bcsidea ftill 
aa many broken piecea. Placed outside of a building, it nrotild 
bo taken as the sign of crockery on sale within. 

The little cinerary vase at the foot is modern, of polished 
rosewood ; it coDtains the n^hes ot u diilJ, with the touching in- 
«ription» *' T. d'Amot P." — " TestimoiiLiJ ol' » Fnlber'a Love." 

By a llag-Ataff near the church a couple of lilijAittait sentlies 
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jMiadcd. Olliers irero sweeping pnllis with boncWs of kavea. 
Scvcrnl Indians are among them, chicHy tniii&il oikm from Jea- 
ait seUlements. The authorities pick tltciii up whercvci they 
can, and send ibem down to tbc marino and naval scboobi liere- 
Tliej' are said to make good a«inncn. It was asserted that the 
aboriginCM, wild aiid tame, have lilllc regard for thuir children, 
g^cii sclhiig iheui tor cacLugn rum ; aiul lliat their ollf^priiig cue 
not 1 ling for their parents. To illtutmtc thtH, iJii- governor coll- 
ed, at luy saggcstion, a little icUow Iroiii the vicinity of the Am* 
aEon. In reply to interrogatories, fa« told ub his &ther vw 
dt;ud. and he wanted to gu to hiji mother. 

Mv ii!>wtidi;d tli« roof (o gni an uiiiiitcrmptcd ricw of tho 
bay and ocean- — of the city and sarrounding scenery' — and sudi 
a prn<(|irct ! The sea, a shctt of oilvcr ; not a nifHc on the 
glistening bay to divvrl atlcntioti from ita cmorald islc8 and ver- 
dant aiiorcs, nor a cloud on tho iiniiling laco of heaven. It wsB 
like a scene in Kden. I i>iha]l not attempt to describe it, nor to 
portray the buoyancy of mind and feeling it inspired. 

Not till now did 1 perceive tho relative positions of the &raoua 
peaks in the vicinity of Kio : the Sugar-loaf, Two Hrotliers, 
Gavia. ('orcovado, and Tcjuco. Jiut here tliey rose tefore ns in 
such hold outiittbs that I cuuld itot reaiat the impulao to eJiutdi 
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them • and the rathw, iw no mch vinw. I nnderstand, huB been 
taken, notwithslanding its conveying so cl^'ar an idea of th« 
physical fcalarea of the couatiy, including even a large portion 
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cf BtazQ. Instead of hills and dales, plains and valleys, it prc- 
•entii an cndlcii.'* iiticccs.'>ion of inountaiii.i, rocks, and ravines. 

Tli« p<Hnt on the extreme left ia tiie aitc of Uie Fort of Santii 
Cruz, Oatsido of tlio harbor's moiitli art' Hazi-e and Hond lak- 
nada. lii iJic range aro seen ilwi Hugar-loaf, Two Brothers. 
Gavia, CorcovadOfTcjnon, the Isie of ViUegagnon, aud jwrt of 
th« city, oljout five milea off. 

In a gaiTct over the vestry, used as a school-room, wvre. 
among obisolctc aj^niatos, two wooden friant, two feet liigli. 
tixcd on a base, and pointing to a ptTpcndicidar alit in a txxud 
between them. A ebort tin tube proceed;^ trom the br&ast of 
each. The governor tbonght it was an ancient wcathci^ndi- 
cator, and that, when fair, the ohaven crowns were exposed; 
when wet. flic cowla, which moved on joints, were raided to 
shield them from llie rain. Probably a moilification of the old 
popular toy of a man and woman in a box: when the huu is 
oat alie appears, but when a atorm ia Itrcwing alio goes in and 
aenda her pajtner forth. 

nere was also an almj^box, 
worn out in scrvien. It ia of an 
oval form, made of tin plate, pro- 
.1 rided with a lock, Mnaroentod 
with a pictnrc of the Lady of the 
(iood Voya^ and with a strap to 
jf^l^Y^ [)(!»« over tho neck of tho collect- 

or when he started forth to receive 
contriLmions from her Jricnds 
among tlic ahijipuig. aud ^m otli- 
' era on the city shore. It is mst- 

ed through and lliroagb. 

After dining with our eicelleiil 
host wc took our Icare. On our way down, we found the In- 
dian child who longed for his mollicr on guard. At one spot 
the gTEtiiitc seemed stratiticd, the soanis inclining at an angW of 
40®. At the water's edge it resembled an artificial pavement, 
the while fpuiTtx project ing half an inch to an inch and a half 
from tlie dark matrix hke ao many pcbbJea. Iliiving to wait 
for the steamer, we noticed theatrical and other hills posted on 
the ferry-house walls, ciutiola boxes to ivccii'c contributions fix 
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the saints, etc It was near dark crc we reached the city, and 
concluded tliis dchghtfiil pilgrimage of a day. 

The church of Boa Viagem is, in some respects, well located. 
No vessel can enter or leave the harbor without passing it. No 
votary comes in without being reminded of hia promised oflfer- 
ings, or goes out without a hint of the value of the lady's pro- 
tection. Still, it is too distant from the city and anchorage- 
ground, and too difEcult of approach. To accommodate all who 
do not like to cross the Bay, or from other causes find it incon- 
venient to go so far, an office is opened in the city, in Saint Lu- 
zia's Church, where, as we have seen, the Lady of Navigators 
has an altar and a cash-box. In other churches, also, she is in- 
voked by those who wish to secure safe passages over seas for 
themselves or friends, and receives tlie acknowledgments of 
such as she has saved from hurricanes and lee shores. Many 
a ton of wax and the sails of hundreds of vessels have been of- 
fered to her on the island, bat the business is now almost en- 
tirely done in the city. 

Dona S told me that she came from Rio Grande in 1816 

in one of her father's vessels. The passage was pleasant till 
■within a day's sail of the Sugar-loaf. A small cloud then rose 
xnpidly fix>m the horizon, darkness gathered over them, tlie sea 
'began to swell, and other indications of a storm so alarmed the 
captain, that ho called the men aft and asked them to Join him 
in offering the mainsail to Francis de Paula on condition of Iiis 
carrying them safe in. Tlicy agreed. Dona S remem- 
bers them standing round the commauder, and with loud voices 
calling on the saint, reminding him of wliat they had promised, 
each man confirming the gift so far as his proportion of the 
cost went. On arriving safe, they paid for a mass, and a few 
days afterward went to the saint's quarters in procession, bare- 
foot, bearing the sail through the streets, with the captain at 
their head. The offering was deposited in front of the churcli. 
A fair value was put upon it in presence of tlie priest ; the cap- 
tun laid down the money, and was handed a receipt stating 
the amount which the pious commander, Antonio Martines 
Bezerra, had paid into tiie treasury of the saint, the value 
of his mainaail, in fulfillment of a vow made at tiie approach 
of a stonn on such a day, as an acknowledgment of the saint's 
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drops. Tlere are three allKTS, with their appurtenances. 
the chief onr. " Our hudy of the Good Voyage" preaiilcs, Hhc 
ia only thirty incli«ii higli, yet far too large lor the sliip xhc 
ftands on. Though inclosed in glasn, her garmcntJi and thi- 
Baby's are fndetl and cotork-itK. Of Xhv caiidteK Ix-fore ha none 
are tit ; all look ycUow, an if they had been ycora on duty, that 
(all one in firont excepted. R i» ivMti\ clntn, nnd dUtingaisliod 
farther by a red ribbon tied round the middle. " That," aaid tli« 
goycnior, '* was gent here j'catcxday from a woman irhose htu- 
hftBd is at sea — an oftcring on his bchalt" A few days since, 
another female ftent over eight poanda of wax to socuro the tmie 
rolnrn of her Bon from Pemacabuco. 

One of the lesBcr shrines is dedicated to Santa Kita. the other 
to Raatix Chira. Neither of these ladies ore over twenty inches 
in HtiituTv, and not being inclosed, are left to lake tlieir chance 
witli loAs itacred wood-work. They are destitute and perishiDg. 
ICrery tiling is on a small scale as well as tlie imager A 
preacher in tlio box-{iul]iit could, with aa ordinary ooach-whi 
admiiiieter discipline to every sinner iii tlie congregation. 

Now let ufi, in pasRinp ont, tjikc a glanw at the collection 
old ex -jKffif at the right and left of the entrance. Here hang 
bunches of waxen legs, nrnis, feet, handRt papis breastat beads. 
eyes, OJitire ahdoinonit, etc., all of natural dimcnsiona. A vo- 
tive tablet records that Justina de Arnujo Silva had a canoer 
no one eye, and was miraculoniily cured by N. H. da Boa Via- 
geni. A monstrous tumor is represented in lively colors bleed- 
ing on o waxen neck— another great cure wrought by her. A 
tablet hn^ a foundering ship portrayed on it, and tells us she 
wall overtaken by a hurricane, when tiie crew called on the lady 
of this churcli, and she saved all. The vessel was trebly guard- 
ed from evil in her name: " i^nta Anna, San Antonio, and E 
AJmw !" This snmll board deelaros that the female who oStf- 
ed it was long afflicted with a pain m her side, and she wih b 
daager of making a voyage to thu otliex world. She came here 
to consult Our Lady, and was heated. One more, dated 1756, 
has a painting on it of a man sick in hod, and Our T^dy in a 
comer of the room, Idling tatu to rub the diifcaacd parts with 
oil taken from the lamp tlion burning before her, in this very 
place. Ue followed the advice, roxe a sound man, and hung 
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np tliia i»Wet u a testimony of his gratiln^e anc! of the inii- 
aclc* 

We puised into the sacristy. Two luds aaae in and opened 
drairers of the old bureau to look for something. In one U>- 
looae ieavM ot'»n early volume in manuscript on the "Nobre 
Imianda <lc N. & da Boa Viag«m." Some ontricx were dntod 
in 1713. The only exisling volume liegiiia with t76S>, and 
closes, without being filled, in 1818. In oUicr diawcra were 
the lady's linen and holiday dresjies, two pur[)lc itilk gowns, em- 
broidered stomachers, and frocka and trilln for the infant ; a pill- 
box held their crownn and three or four *jiUiidi)n» — i. e., silver 
or tin rays attaclied to wires to stick Ihcm on the head. Quite 
• ntunbcr of oM pictures hang on the wnlld. One, tlirtH: tcct by 
two. rerreswitg the birth of the Virgin. St. j\nna ig in bed. 
iicr husband in an anu-cJiair near her, and Imlf a dozen women 
tvashing the nc-w-horo child, making posBcl, etc. Every can- 
vas is ready to drop from its irame, nearly eaten out by ant«. 
Strange, that one who can Kscue sinking ships and seamen, 
aire colics, cancen, and other ill». ehould not, by a Binall mirv 
ck, keep her own place here in better order — suve it, ils well aa 
wkiIb, from [)crishing. 

A« characteristic a thing as any is the Lavatory. In cAy 
vcsliivs thia is generally of sculptured marble ; here it la of 
Cliijmware, and exliibits in a striking light the piety of ancient 
rauiucrs voyaging hrom tlic Indies. Every piece was a ^ft to 
the lady of the place. Tbe ewer has been a soup torceo ; the 
insb-bosin an octagonal salad<howI. Auxiliary ornaments arc 
itom learsets. The manner of arran^ng and combining them 
tg euiiooB. and tho whole affair is unique: against (iio wall 
rinses trom a step a conical fancy slab, its scalloped sideii term- 
inating with a trefoil at ibe apes some six fe«t higli. It is not 
of elooc, but Htucco. Four foet up is the tureen, of which oDf 
third nculy has hetsn buried in the mortar to suotain tlie two 
thirds projecting from it. The plaster lias been scooped out to

Ktiv i» nothing like our MMul 
goasipings over winter'* lirca. Verilr, the plca«irca of pwrpct* 
iial fluminer, of HovrerH «7er liioaming. and of wi>atlier ever 
worm, iirc not all that pocta make tbctu. 'Vhcy become monot- 
onous, and ccasu to cliann. The body innguishcs, and the 
miud itnelf licgin^ to lose its vigor. At any mto, a foding of 
llie kind makes me long for tlie elAsticity lliat allcnds a nortb> 
cm Bpring, irhicU luakcs tlie blood, like that of platita, leap 
through the veins. Not inacndililf^ to (be gloriea of th<^ trojncA. 
I prefer the alternations of tbc temperate xottu — snow, ani 
und sommvr's son. 

Iq going to toiru, I overtook tlmsc of tlir monks recently te- 
turned in a Oouoc»c vessel fioin n mi)<«ioii to i)>c Uoly T'OikL 
They have brought home select article* of vertu: acrajw of the 
Virgiu's veil and of Peter's acapulary, cliajilets in great variety, 
picnra of lliu true cro»i), etc To my fiuicy, tticy arc, m tbey 
idiatHo on before me, wilh frcali-shavcn crowns and iicivly-waah- 
•■<1 legs, i-tiormous while beaver hnta, pinched up like CAiiM^fl 
and ran-iril in their hands, flapping cowU and knotted bdtl/* 
from which large beads, lik« strings of onions, hang, as great 
curiosities as any imported from thv Old World into the new 
one. Tlicy belong to the "Barboiioa" or Hoarded t'riars. 
Their bou^e or mouaittcry is in Baibonos 8tT(ii-t, und (he great- 
er port of it saoilegiouftly occupied as a UacksmilhiiigedlabUsb- 
meiit; and, worce than nil. by one of t\ii monks who threw 
aside hia cassock at the epoch of iiidejwndeiicc, and who, maugre 
■he donnnciationii of iiia bn-thrcn and thuir eflbria to eject liini. 
kccp.°) four forges going. 

Tiieni ia not a fountain in Itio but presents, with the land- 
scape of which it makes the foreground, the clcmonfa of a pictlire. 
nnd some are eminently pictiiri?B((ue. I'or several days 1 have 
Ikkii endeavoring to secure ihcir outlines. After visiting one 
;lii» moniing in Etigcnho Vcllin, I contimiod along tJie aventie to 
(he roeidcncc of the lion. Henry A. 'Wi»c and epont the day 
mt]\ him and hie amiable Indy. 

The cx-uuncio, an old gentleman in n tbree-conicred lint 
red stockings, called to take leave of Mr. Wise, having bem 
IKTscdcd, and, nil report goes, by a decp^e«igning Jesuit 
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is repnted to liav« been too libcTAl to fiiiit t]ic views of th« Val- 
tcui« Biiil too i-iilightcncd to sauctioii the popular fltiperstitions.

He landed at 4 P.M. A light rain fell, but a procession w»> 
formed from the Bay to the pnlftco, coni^iating of officers of tht 
army, navy, and the Cliurcli, ininij^tcra of state, gentlemen of 
the bcd-chambcr, and a thir bc\-}' of maids of Itonor. Pedro 
vralked under a canopy. Six feet three incbes tall. Iila wift 
with difficnlty readied bis nrm.

a)nlrivc to give them ati opportunity. They are named "thr 
omporor'a young and noble scrvanta,*' a title, with the privileges, 
much aought after. At the christening of the Httlc prine«, four 
of tiwm climbed the first rung of glory's ladder by canying ii 
doth to itipe the child after bnng anointed. 

As a feet indicative of republican feeling, a yonng Bntzilian 
of my Acquaintance reliifted to succeed hii father nx " n gentle- 
man of the bed-chamber," saying he would pcrfonn no taeh 
arrviceB for any man.

27M. Met a negro with an iron maak in hia hand, probably 
to put on one of his fcllow-slavcs, or possibly Iiim»clf : Ite look- 
ed gorrowfn! enough for eitlier contingency. 

An exciting accnn to a stranger was the unloading of Bevctal 
fiduaB. Laughing and yelling sUvea came wadmg through thr 
mntldy surf with crockery-ware, coffee, and other inland producr 
on their headt;. A CArgo of the ibnncr they spread out on dean 
spots of Palaro Square. 

Stepping into tho market, an old man at the doormty offered 
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me a little fruned pictUK. "My friend," qooth 1, "I don't 
want it:" bat he so persisted in botdiiig it up before me by a 
loop, tlml, to tiati»{y him, [ took it in hand, and to I it woh h 
thin riM:taiigiilar alrna-box, having a dirty engraving of xomr 
saint pasted on one side. A negro, crippled and awfully disfig^ 
and by elepliuitiasls, seated on this steps, watclied ur closely, 
and when 1 liauded back iJie box, burst into sucli a ttlirivk of' 
laughter aa I «up[)o^e is seldom licnrd out of Africa. Oil re- 
ceiving it, the man fwemed all but transfixed. He wore a with- 
ered alb, and was taking up coUectious for the saint figured ori 
tlio box. 1 am told bin amazement probably luosc as much 
from my neglecting to kiss the portrait as from not contriba- 
tiogt no one taking in hand such holy thin^ without carrying 
them to the lipa. Were the Savior to revisit the earth and 
walk through this market, would be drop alms into the receptar 
de of sacerdotal mendicanta, or into the lianda of poor black I^- 
zanucs at their fcot ? 

In Rua Hau I'udro I found the dark and little ehurdi dedica- 
ted to him open, and wout in. It is slightly elliptical, with « 
domed roof, divided into paiieli*, in which mitres, crookn, and 
, idsdrcd gymbols figure. Hero are two aide shrinea, at one of 
which a priest and lad were perlbrmingmasB. Not a worshiper 
present except an old ncgrcss and myself. In a few minutes 
Uie priest finished, folded something np in u cloth, and, with bir 
asnstant, retired. Among a group of little statues at one .shrine 
was Beekat, with a knife sticking in his skull. While trying 
to moke out tho others, a dark shadow s%T.pt over tho Hoor, on- 
oomponied with a slam. I turned; the old black woman had 
vanished, and a half naked negro was staring at mo with the 
church keys in his Imnd. Here are some good old (.'arvings. 
bat the naraca of the imagt»!, large and small, I could not ex- 
tract &om the jvrinning sacristan. The only intelligent replies 
w I pointed to each were " San Pedro'' and *' San Gons-ilves.'' 
I next toiled up Mount Concei^So Jo tlie bishop's palace — 
a plain two-story Btniclore, with nothing obscrvahlc about it 
bat its location and ]H>nipous name. I have already n^iarked 
tliat here the conHtituIed aervaiita of the Lord arc lords of tlie 
hills, and own no sm-iU part of tlie city valleys too, while in 
the interior some ecclcaiaatical orders can exclaim with God 
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liiinaelf, *' Every beaat of the forest m ours, and the cattle open 
« Lbousand bills." 

Turiiiiij^ into Violas Street. I cnmc to a very mean-looking 
vliiircb. Tbe door was closed, but a side passage led into the 
Ycetry, wlicre were huge collfclioiiB of ex votos, and among 
lltcni quite a niuuber of babies — and properly so, since tliis is 
Uw temple of the Lady da Coucoi9ao. Masoiu vrevs replaster- 
ing the nichca iii the ctriiictcry, of which there arc ninety. An 
open door ehowcd a negro taking up uit old utrpct near the altar. 
Stopping in, I found tnyi^uircJuiiu to t]i(;gU(ldi:!ii« of llic pliicc, imd 
was greatly <li«nppointpd in finding ttic most popular of Brnzit- 
i«i patroneasea — the lady par c^ccUcnre — she to whom tlio em- 
peror's mother ciicd for a hoy, snd had him sent her — in eo 
wretched a home, and so sooty and ehabbily dressed' And 
who could have expected that this lady, of all otliero, should 
bo represented in a four-loot doll, with gamiettta stained and tar- 
iiished as if from stundiiig years ui a toy-ahop window! 

Were I familiar with oeclcttiatttical maiiagct», I would euggosl 
^tlic replacing of tlie legions of their wooden ladies and gentle- 
men with suints cast in I'tais plaster, flnch, from their snowy 
whitciivss, th(;ir freedom front Hpot« und stains, would haimou-. 
ize with, and even Kngge»t ideaii of moral purity, and txtaso- 
({oently be contcntplatcd with more odv&ntngc than images 
which irresistibly lead one to associate those they represent 
with sluttei^' <xc with i&kca, who, iiartng spent their fortunes. 
iiave notliing toft hut sliabby Bncry. To keep these &ding cbm^ 
actcrs in fit condition to <->dify Uio devout, the services of a host 
of arfisls are constantly rci)iiircd, and are secured when fands 
arc provided, but when these are wanting, a uoat of puiut and 
vamish, to improve the complexion of iheir faces and cleanse 
tlieir hands, Lt aboai al I that is done for them, ^nd that only 
onco, or, it may be, twice in » gcnrj-ation. Now Hoints in plaft> 
tcr can have new umta for nothing. They woiUd always be 
'*Bt home," lUid drc^aecJ iu character — never denied lo visits 
ing friends for being in an undress, and nnlit to rcceivo com- 
pany. In the murkiest churches the most they could rcqoitv 
would be a dipping in hrac and water oiicc or twice a year. 

Images are peculiar lo and esacntial to Polytheism. Ori^ 
inating in low sta^ of meutul devctopinent, it is difficult to 
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imigine bow, nithout lliom, any thing like uniformity of views 
roepectiog the persons, atlributcs. luid ruoctJonK of legions of 
inri»ibie beinga invoked <!oul<l liave be«ii eMablisliod in tlie 
miadB of the ignorant masBca. What coniiision if every imag- 
instion had bveii lut't to conjure up figures of the gods tor itsulf ! 
Sbuidard pntti^ms retiiovud the difficulty ; being greatly multi- 
plied and met willt every where, i» public grounds, gardenv, 
templM, and private dweUinga, they cireuiatcd like niodem 
trscta, and kept alive a knowledge of the chief chanictBriatics of 
each diviaity. Tliey were books tliAt were never closed, and 
judt as all coold jienise and comprehend. Viliat they were 
to tite heathen they &rc to the untutored Komnntsts — indiii- 
poisable. Independent of tlie part tliey have played in hnmin 
hiBtOTy, they are not without interest when viewed simply ax an 
mveDtion by whicli sensible mcdi^i were made to convey definite' 
tdcaa on spiritiinl thinga.

When men are wanted for the army, a keen look«oiit ik kept up 
for them. Those aware of iheir danger go ban^foot, and some- 
times tlirow the rccnutiiig oiBcera off their gnnrd, as elavca can 
not be impressed. 

I met, a few days ago. a Imndred recruit* ju«t coming in from 
a northern province. They were nearly all colored ; one tliird 
were Indian*. "How long do they cnliat for t" I asked. "Thcy 
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don't enlist «t nil," was the answer. Tliey are caaglit ai»l madt- 
to serve. Goveraora liavc orders to aend down all disorderlj- 
fellowf^, and sucli Iiidiaiis &i ibey ean ciitcli. 

'dd. As tlip emperor opens llie iijgialnlive suasion to-day, 
H-^^tttid I walked over to the aenate-<Jmmbcr — m plain room, 
forty feet squue, vitli an internal arraitgi-mcnt fiimiW to tbst 
of most of our state cliamlieni. The throne i.t a liigh-bnckod 
chair, placed against tiic wall birliind the presiding officer's seatt 
and set off with draper}'. The hour had arrived, and not orer 
Rdy spectators in tbu gallery, although odmittaiKc was free. 
With the cxecption of ibur priests, both senators and depatie» 
TTcre in offidtiL cetttmne — white pants with laced scams, grocn

blh. The bell of the Autonio Convent rang an alonn of fii^H 
It was in a store near by. Uesiroiui of witueuiug the muoage- 
meat in Buch case.'s I arrived hefon; tlio i-iigine, Deiue mnoke 
wu issuing ^om the doorway and windows. Two o^row 
came along, soraniing and dragging an engine, accompanied hy 
an officer in a blue roundabout and a brasn-huiidlcd sword in 
band. The mncluuu conxiatcd of nn open copper ciHtcni ou 
whecU, containing two pump cylinderft, the pixtons of which 
veare connected to a lever, and worked fore and aft by a man at 
each end. The apparatus was identical with those of Kuropc 
in thfl scvuntccntii century. Tu feed it, a water-cart was 
brought up, and the contents drawn into buckets and poured 
into the CLSt«ni.

In a couple of hours all was over, and but little damage done.

H I have seen yet. 

*>Ia it A cause of ■wonder that so many of your slaves timan- 
cipatv tliemttelvca by death rather tliaii oiwlare lifw on sucli con- 
ditioiis?" "Totival tbem in tlist way," replied my friend, "or 
to put maHka on tJicm, is foibiddcn, but lavs respectiDg them 
arc diercgardfd." Every day or two ituicidcs are announced in 
the police reports, yet it is aflirDicd that not half are officially 
noticed. Those who plunge into the Bay and tloat asliore come 
nnder the cogiii/jince of the authontiea. Of such as tiiiik and 
uerex rise, and all that pass out to sea, or are devoorod by 
darkn before they reach it, no account is or can be kept, nor 
yrt of those who destroy thoinselvos in tlw secret places of tho 
dty or dark recesses of the neighboring forcala.

Yesterday I met in Ajuda Street the Santa Rita colluctors 
for the Holy Ohoet, ilying to and ire, and screaming " £sniohi« 
para O Divino." Instvad of a eilver bird, tliey had its piL-tur«t 
in a liltio tin frame for eontribulors to kiss. The two bnnnent, 
a yard ttqimre, were of faded critusun, with n nrhitfi dove in tlie 
centre, or rather it bad once been white, for, saiutcd by hunchrds 
of perspiring fucct, it t^oiild not long retain tliv color ofunuw. 
Both innaieians and oolliK-tors wore meanly and not ovw-cl*«n- 
1^ dressed. They hud a Mliabby, and, in truth, a rakinh ap- 
peanutoa To-day the miuic of tlic Cunpo troop returning 
from the country drew «» to the winJows. One of the drum- 
men and rhe player on a triangle liad each a live fowl — dona- 

lioos, probably, of nira.1 ilnvotpra. "While E dropped some 

coppers into a diaU, 1 relieved the bearer of the holy emblem, 
and bore it to an inner room, he imagining, of course, for the 
fiimily to salute.

SiA, I have repeatedly passed an auction store at the corner 
of CJurivea and Ou-vidor. To-day printed bills wcire hanging 
liy tljo door. I took ouo and 8lep|)ed in. A long table ex- 
tended from nt'or the eiitrimcc to the low box pulpil of tlw 
8iile»)niin. neluiid it, a lijjht iron railing cut off a jMrtton of 
ifae store. Tlie place vras tilled tvitli new and ftccond-liand fur- 
niture, old pictiires. Duteli chvest-'K, Yankee clockii, kitchen uten- 
sils, crockery-wan;, old booka, sbucs, picklias etc — the very kind 
of 9ilio[) K-hicli a young Atbciiiati once stopped n {daii>- looking 
citizen in an alley to iofjnii'o after — that is, wbeu Xenophoa and 
Socrates first met. 

Vendues of tbese things are lield bcrc daily, and oooc or 
tviice a veek another variety of merchandiBe is oKired. Tllit 
van llio caae to-day — an assorted invoice of colored goods, v 
ranged on beiicliea behind tlie raiUiig. The catalogue contaia* 
cd righly-iiiQi; lots, and each lot had a corresjiondtng number 
pinned to it, that purobancrH, on running over the list, nugbt 
compare tlie urtides witii their description. Tlicsc goods were 
living beings. Evejy lot was a man or woman, a boy or girL 
There Vivuo fifty-tlircc males, most of whom ranged betweca 
cigbti-<.-n nikd thirty years of ngc — carpenters, masons, smiths, 
and country' hands. One was a sailor, another a caulker and 
boatnion. There were two tailors, a coachinaii. a tmdcUer, s 
sawyer, a Hquarcr of timber (one expert with ibe adze), a 
shix-nmkor, eooks, a coflbo-carrier, and a bsirlier surgeon, who, 
like most of liis profession, was a musician — '* No. 19, 1 liapaz, 
Barbeiro, bom saiigrador e muaico." 
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Of females, the oldest was twenty •six, and the youngest be- 
^twecn seven and eiglil — wasbexs, aewers, cooks, two dress-mak- 
en " muito prciidiida'' — very accotnpliahed. Otben made 
shirts, dressed Ladies' hair, etc A couple were wel-nnrBea, mtli 
mucfa good milk, and eacli witlt a coll or tUIy. thus : " No. 61, 
1 Eapariga, com uiuiio bom kite, coiu cria." Cm itigiiifics ttic 
joang of horae^, and is applied to negro o{r:t|)niig. 

Thcj were ot"cvi-iy almde, from deep Angola jot to white or 
nearly white, am one young woman facing mr. ap[>caTcd. Site 
VIS certaiidy superior in Dicatsl organixatiuu to tiuniR of the 
boyen. T)ic unguiith witli whicli hIiu wntchcd tliu prwcL-udings^ 
sod waited licr turn to bs brought out, exposed, exnmined. nnd 
diiiposed of, was distressing. A little girl, 1 supiiosc htr own. 
Stood by her weeping, with on« hand in Lcr lap, obviously 
dreading to be torn away. THb child did not cry out — that is 
not allowed — but tears chased cacli other down her checks, her 
little bosom panted violently, and such a look of alnrm murked 
her &00 Ui tihti lurited her huge eyeu on tlie proceedings, thai 
I tbougbt at one time she would have dropiKid. 

*'P«rehaaeTit of pots and jtot-Uda," said Diogenes, " ring them 
lest they ahould carry cracked ones home, but men they buy on 
oi^t." If such was the practice of old, it is not eo now : tlic 
head, eyes, mouth, tcctli, iirm», hands, irutiks, legs, fcut — ^vcrj- 
limb nnd ligament without are scrutinized, while, to ascertain 
if aught within be ruptured, ttio breast and other parts are 
soontlcd. 

The auctioneer, a tall, blaek-whiakcrcd man of thirly-five, was 
a master of lua profession, if one might judge from his fluency 
and iervor.

Tliita havii I necn, for the first time in my life, the bonoa and 
muscles of B nun, with uv«ry tiling uppcrtaimng to him. put ap 
for Hale, and Ilia body, bouI. and spirit struck oiT to tbc lugbeat 
bidder — (!od't( automata knocked down for lusx tliun MitclsdtV 
wooden pupi»>t<k. Tliey brought higher rates tlun bodies al 
■urgeons' lialls ; but, if negroes weir worth more dead than liv- 
ing, the supply, it is eiud, would cquai the demand.

written in charactera possessing perpetual Pen- 
tccostnl pro|wrtics. To tlie men und n-omon 
itsscmblod in thia city horn almost everv nation 
iiuilcT heaven, it speaks in their ovm loi^cs 
— flnrk strangers from Congo, Angola, Caliinclfl. 
ihc Oold Coast, niid remoter regions of Kthio- 
pia, red aborigines, fair childivn of Japlict, and 
dusky descendant!! of Shem, nml to all is equal- 
ly explicit, if not equally effective. 

Passing travclera cim IinrcUy reftise a trifle 10 
innocents thus bestceching tlicm, with screeches. 
tears, and uplifted liands, to drop some viutems 
in, and the mtbcr when so small a snm as a pa- 
tnca has been known to get one out. Children 
wliom di'-ath has deprived of a brother, sister, or 
a plaj-matc, often thus dedicate to affection pres- 
ents tlicy reooive. Indeed, who of the faith can witlistand in- 
vitation!* to sliorlen the purgation of departed fr!«n<l», or fail in 
this* way to sliow the sincerity of tlicir regard ; and Ihen, where 
the finer feelings are not, self-interest stvps in and induces many 
to give, fi'oin a oonaciousncas that when their turn cornea tbeii 
suffbringa will be thereby lighfened. 

The auction wo« ftt the adjoining premise*. The front half 
of the ground floor was paved, and served for entrance and 
ooach-ltousc. Dark ntairs led to the principal floor. The nr- 
nuigcment of the rooms and their finish reminded one of old 
Dutch dwellings ; two only were papered, the rest stenciled 
throe feet from the floor, and all above wliitewashcd. Xo car- 
pet concealed the dark liooring-phmk in room. [Missagc, or staira. 
The parnphcmalia of our luxuHoiis parlors would be out of 
place. Tlie furniture of the Coxinha was simple, and evidently 
allied 1o the nppiirtcnances of Greek and Ronian kifchens. 
The usual cooking plate, with openings for pans, and a place 
beneath for charcoal or a few sticks, a dresser and shelves over 
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it, and a inarljle »lal> for |wstTy, c-nnstifnlcd the whole Not n 
Blool or scat o:' any kind. The walls, I'or tliree feet up, wen* 
lined with tiles, the tloor puvud; the windovr-framc, occupied by 
iron acroU-work iii place of gliirs, opon<.-J into o tinv and lurgc 
gBrdcn. Half of it was divided off for kitchen vc^tablcic, thr 
otiier cut up into fsncy plots and fountain basing, VascK filled 
with dowers stood on ped'Cstals nmid statues of the seasons and 
of flora] deities ; and if gods or mortaLa got tir«d, sofas of stoni" 
and shell work worts every wliero at haod. The flowers were 
richer than Cldcris ever wove in a uTcalh, bat tlio trcoB, laden 
with golden frail, took my fancy most. 

The plate, exceeding two tbouaand ounces, wan the richest 
part of the catalogue. The auctioneer, an elderly man, with 
whitu and sliaggy eyebtows, beard, and wliiskcrs, eurpngsed in 
volubility — "hum milreiB. doue milreis. ties rniireis," and slap 
his h'ory liamincr came down, giving for a moment rest to his 
tongue and hirsute chin. The whole affair waa roana^d pre- 
cisely as with OS, difTerliig only in language and the absence of 
finnalcs, who never attend. 

The oratorio had nii antique tnhle for an nltnr, and on it the 
Inrcs that presided over the hoitae and family — Our Lady, An- 
tonio, and Jeronimo — three coarse wooden figures whoHO aiut- 
nre was a npan. &linda accustomed to worship through im- 
ages recjuire something before the bodily eye to exercise the 
mentah Even those who, from intellccnial culture, night he 
supposed 3ree bom the infirmity, have their traveUng apparattu. 
Here waa one which I took for a clothcs-prcsfl, but, on opening 
llie door, an altar and images were carded in half relief against 
the back. The article is catalogued a " rico oratorio portatile." 

But for its adjoining the Idtt-hen. an angel might seek to wor- 
sliip in tliis room, opening, as it does, on scencii of miusaal 
natural grandeur, as well as on the loveliest of the Creator's 
Torkit that a tropical flower-garden and its winged visitants can 
dwplay. Here an* incitements to devotion which, if contem- 
plalcd at all, must purify the coorisciit souls, and throw torpid 
ones into paroxysms of adoration. 

While admiring the grounds, a man came m^hing down stairs 
bawling Joao — Joa)>— Jos^ — Jofio. Presently two half-naked 
negroes threw down their hoes. He addressed throe or four 
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mnds to tbcm as they approAclied, and pushed both Into 
[nJ)Kag<^ u]> wliicb be hurried thcR). "What did lie saj"? 
inquicvd. "C.*««ti in la be tcfd^'^ was the reply. There wu 
something in the order end maniiL-r ol' il. iLb suddenneftii, ud 
the silent acquiescence of llie poor fetlowa m tliejr were driren 
jn, that at tltc moment thrilled thiough inc. [n form and spirit 
it nsembled an old aheiiff's addreati on the inomiiig of an cx< 
cution to a prisoner, '* Come out to be Jiangnd." 

Wo rctunicd up tttuirs. The Halcemun was expatiating on 
^diiuier«et. Another hid, and Jun-n it went. While appljios 

glau to a catalogue for the next article, it was forced int^^ 
tlie crowded room cUmw to him : " 1 preto da ro^a dc non^f 
Joe^ do na\;ao Congo." Kjeing the lot a moment, he ordcrod ■' 
it to mooiit <»i a stool, and tlvcrv, utterly abashed, the poor ki<]- 
oappod negro stand«. Appaiontly of dulhiib intellect, short, 
stout, and about thirty years of ago, a canvas abirt and puk- 
taloons complete Iiis drees. No scars are visible on him, bnl 
be is sbocliiiigly distigured with hydrocele, lie is told to poll 
up the longer leg of bis trouscre, then the other, next to torn 
round, and. within a minute, to get down and follow his new 
owuiT — a thin, meagre, wedge-taeod old man. who bought him^i 
for 420 inilreia. Joee, from his age and build, was deemed ^^| 
prime plantation hand. The watery hernia did not reduce hie^^ 
value ten dollars. Ah a hone, when nold, is trauKtened to the 
purchaitcr in the chuapa.it kind of liolter, so Joeo aiuld hardly 
have been turned a%-er to a new owner witli a poorer iit-out. 

Lot 124. " 1 dito de nomo Joao." wag, with as little cere- 
mony and loss of time, put on tlic Rtand, told to bare his legs, 
breasts, etc. turn thin way and that. Ho appeared more inl«l- 
lig«nt than Jose, and was described us possessing various <jual- 
itios — ^hc could "cook with atovc and furnace" — brought 620 . 
■ milreis. A Mozambique next stepped iip — a nielancboly ma^H 
of middle life. LitUc was said of his aoquireincnts. 1 under-^^ 
stood lio had not been long imported. Uo wan struck off

H having, according to appointment, joined inc in De- 

mln Street, we turned up an oIJ and narrow lane named, after 
tli« Praying Abacus, Kiia do Kozario. At the bead of it Htand* 
the ancient metropolitan temple, now a negro church, and the 
only otie conceded to the colored population. Here are genii 
not met with In other temples, and to them our visit was in- 
tended. 

At tlic door wore three alms-boxea ; on one the .\frican's own 
patron, cui'ly-headcd tkncdicto, was jutintcd ; on the second. 
Luxiii, with a pair of cyc-balls in her hand, appcided to us; 
and on the tJurd, pointing to the slit in the cover, stood the 
Lady da Cabcfa, holding a humiiu iiead suspended by a twine 
or lock of liair, reniinduig one of Judith bearing off that of 
Ilolofcnies. A timid .ilrauger, ignorant of the diaructer of these 
female beggars, might be led to imagine one a tigrcsii that tore 
oat the eyes of non-contrihutorsi, and the other revenging hcr^ 
self by spinning round tJie decapitated heads of tliose wlio gave 
bex nothing. 

Entering, we foiind the place a picture of desolation ; nothing 

T 
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■visible but We walJa, ceJUnga, and decayed flowe. The prin- 
dpol imuge, and tltoao of the six side slirines we liad cotne to 
see, had vnnishelL The (tacri^tan appeared, aiid led us into tiie 
vegtrj, a lai^ room, on one aide of which uii allar uiid apparattu 
TTOfc fitted up. Every thing looked oM, niciin, and -worn OBt, 
for want of soap and paint. Being asked where the sainta were, 
be said four vere put away in tlie garret till the church is re- 
edified, and the other thrro arc there, jiointing to the altar. We 
drew near, and oontemplatcd tho Lady of the Rosary, or *■ DoTer- 
fO," as alio is sometimes named, of the natural Btze. On one 
palm a naked infant sits, and from the other a string of Iwacb 
— her emblem— lianga. Near her slanda the popular goddcsa 
da Concei^ao, five and a half feet high. FTw child i« in a frock 
and 8a«h, wliii^h onco were white and red, but now aire neither. 
From her nrm u Ru.ipe-nded by a ribbon a freali wax votive 
head- — a female's, and differing from any yet seen. Its eardap- 
pots remind one of an Kg)'ptian hend-dre«s. In front of ihcse 
ladies is Benedict himself, bltick a^i jet, and mthcr low in statture. 
the b«by in his arms being any thing but a white one. 

Tlcre are by far tlic best-shaped wax votos to be found id 
Rio. Of seventeen hcAds, not one had blunted or inexpresgive 
JcatuTcs. Five had been tAken troin a bust of Demosthenes: 
part of the females -wcin qIko from elossic models ; and two, 
judging from their bull nccka, were Neroa or gladiatora. There 
were three breoats, ecveral abdomens, and n eonplfl ojf luuida. 
Tn([iiiniig why tliere were no legs, arma, eyes, and feet, oiir in- 
fommnt said there had been many, but they foil and were 
crushed. 

While making memoranda in front of the altar, T was startled 
by u groan nt my clbon'. I turned, and Ig I a white man, of 
forty-live or fifty, on his kuccs, almost in contact with me. Ue 
had come in "on woolen icet," One arm was bandaged ami 
in a sling, llo was cadaverous and evidently very nick. Hw 
langaid eyes were fastened on one of the images, to which lie 
began lo pour out h\n BOiTOWS-in a suppressed voice. I with- 
drew, and, joining H^ — — , [jointed to the supplicant "Yes," 
said H , with a slirug, "lie told me yesterday he wa» coat- 
ing to sec if No»8a Senhora do Ho&ario would i^top the raonil 
sorein hisnrm."

Low white houge£ skirt the Bav, and axe rural ratlior than ci^ 
dwellings. Like country seats, they stand apart, have gardeni 
io front, and garden walU of brick and atone, plastered and 
perforated with lancy apertures.

Be- 
en the water and lliese walU Ttaa da Prnya cxteiuls — an 
nnp«Tcd avenue, bonicrcd ni-Jtt the Hay with mango and otlicr 
trees, beneath the «Iiadc of which, or even on the while, Handv 
lie«ch, a glorions promenade might be laid out. 

I turned lo the left on landiiig. and strolled along the beach 
till a wall of rocks met the roaring surf. Cucius phinls, com- 
noQ aa thistles and docks with oa, spring out of tlic urovicea: 
a row of [ulma varied the scene, and pilo» here and there rear- 
ed their graceful bolos. The pito is a spcciea of aloe. Its 
light, spongy wood is the I'ao do fogo — -tindcr-wood — of the 
jtatires. 

Betracing my ateps, I walked in the opposite direction, where 
things were more lively. StoreH occurred, a .small market-place, 
and, farther on, a kind of flhipyard lor repairing f^matl araH 
Ferry faluoa were coming in, plowing a pmlh through the Hand 
till a plank answered ai« n bridge for their passengers. Those 
vesads are to Rio and Kictherohy what periaguas were thirty 
years ago to New York and Jersey City. lIuDdreds prefer cross- 
ing in them than in steamcra since the explosion of a boiler a 
few years ago. when a great number of \ivte were lost. 

A sign-board bure recalled one of Le Sage's best characters ;

In few 
aze the liouscs continuous. A splendid park lias just been laid 
mt, inclosing the old nhurch dediailed to the patron of the city, 
San Joao. The [lopulation hurdcrfi on three ihoueond. Ilua 
da Itnpenitriz is the last ono toward Sun Domingo, and has bnt 
01*0 sido built on. A large house, with wide door and two opeji 
llighis of BlairB, 1 took for the chamber of the Provincial .^Vsscm- 
My, and pa»«ed up to a low gallery. No one waa present, and, 
being fatigued, 1 took a seat. It was llie tltcatre, aa the drop- 
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cartainand sidu-seeoM t<»tili«d. After a wUile tiiete woae ■ 
buntt of einging, then a iDcnsuwcl dialogue, next came forth an 
exclamation ns of rage, and anon a Hlamp followed by a aluiek.

Ma^ 17. The imported Mint in to be added to-day to tbe 
Brazilian calendar, and her bones to the Charch*fl treasure Had 
i been tlirvc ccnturiiM in the country I could not have witnessed 
such an act, «itice nothing of the kiud has hcrctoforo occurred 
on tliU tuilf of the globe. Xot a sliriuc in North or South 
America is enriched with so much as a sacred leg. arm, ot foot 
brought trom abroad. The introduction of a new eaiut into the 
New World, in the middle of tlic nineteenth century, U tha^ 
fore a fact of BOoic significance in Churcli biatory. 1 ahall give 
the purlicularti a little In detail, and quote ofliciul documents. 

Let it bo premised, then, that the spruec vicar of Sl Anne's 
pariuli, » man of cnlerpriae, veritatility of gciiiuji, arid address, 
took a trip to Europe, and no won on tlic late PofW, that hi£ 
holiness conferred on him the titular dignity of " Mcmsenbor," 
and gave him access to the Catacombs. Whether his great teai 
was conceived before ho left home is uncertain; the general 
opinion la tliat it Dashed on liiin when abroad, lie thia as it 
may, the idea of iirocuring the bones of a saint, having Ihoin offi- 
cially verified, duly prrpjimd, and sot up in his own churcli, was 
a brOliaat one, since, if carried out, he would have a ohrine unique 
in RrnKtl. Creditable to his sagacity and taate, instead of mm- 
maging for a modem or medieval monk, he Bought for an an- 
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etent martyr ; and as the sex in bis caantiy \b disdoguiHlicd by 
Uie title of " devout," lie javfcrred a heroine to a hero. Of Ln- 
noceoU btttcliered in earlv pcntucutioDK, Friacilliana was oae, 
mkI iter alleged bonea were t'ouud and given to lum. 

The world is not ao coarse and uncouth as it used to be. Or- 
nate Are« are acting the part of smooth tiles in reducing asperi- 
ties left by old Iuitch«ts and raaps. The people of Rio are at- 
tached to tlic re fincmcota of modem lite, h&noc ghastly remains 
of mortality arc not so nttrnctivu to thcui oa to their aiiceslont 
and ouTA in less polished times. Relics, to be revered, muot not 
bt repulsive. Slimnda, therefore, employed an artist in Home 
to bury them in a waxen figure of a beautiful girl, and anotltcr 
to funiiHb her with appropriate coi^tarae ; a third, shto, to ninkc 
an " area," or chest, in which be brought her over, and in which 
(he Ls aud iti 1u it-'uiatn. 

He arrived in Janiuiry or February. On tbc 30th of March 
the ** Jomnl" contained a notioe of tlie snint, fumialicd, aa ^n- 
eiftlfy onderatood, by him. It atates that she was the daughter 
of Priscillis, who devoted herself and child to the Cliureb — suc- 
coring the persecuted mcmbcris, visiting those in prison, collect- 
ing relics of the martym, etc PriscilUaoa, when sixteen, was 
airested. coniessod the religion of the cross, wati tortured, 
wounded in the neck by a gword, and eventually put to death. 
Bbo waH buried in tbc Catacombs, and providentially fomid by 
his eminence tlie Cardinal i'atiicio, vicar-gcneraj of Home, and, 
by tJie 8[)ecial grace of his bolinoas, given to l>r.M.J. de Mi- 
luida Rpgo. Near (he body was a voso, oontaiiiiug bcr blood 
mixed with naml, which watt also given him. 

It states iiirth^rr, that the hones liave been united mid cover- 
ed with wax, to represent the holy maid aa she appeared before 
berdcath; and &rtber, that the crown of hex head lia.4 been lelit 
HDODvered, to ehow the craniuni of the virgin ; that the Bolomn 
flXpo«ure and traniilatioa to the ehurch of Su Anns of those pre- 
ciotta motiunientx of religion, which tlie city of St. Nebaetian baa 
tbo good fortune to posACits, will take place as Koon as tii«ir im- 
perial majoatiefi airi^x, and in the form aud m&mier prescribed 
by his reverend excellency tbc bbhop. 

On the same day there will be installed a new brotherhood 
of at. Pruicibi&ita. Their duties will bo to taku cbaige of the 
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place where tiie holy rplicn will he. dq)o»itrd, aaaist in the cele 
bration of a mass on the day of her feast, and lo awonl to poor 
mkids, on their marnaj^ six hundred intlrcis. to the honor and 
glory of the said virgin mnriyr. (Sec Appendix B.) 

On the 14th of April llie bishop's Paatoral Txrttcr on the sub- 
ject came out. It is cbaiactcristic ; sajs much about Chrysos- 
torn, early piety, and gpnt-ral virtue, but little about the lioitc«, 
bow discovered, how authcnticutcd, und not a word about the 
blood, or bow it was oblaiued ntid vcritied. (Boe Appejidix C.) 

Before proceeding, it may as well Iw atalod here tliut Ibc &f- 
&ir 18 condemned by a large portion of the people. I have not 
met with an individual who doca not shrug itp hi» ghouldcrs 
and pull down the comers of his mouth at the mention of it. 
The ides has been scouted by the better clnsecs of the govem- 
mcnt ondorsing it, nor arc the clergy of one mind. Many hit^ 
terly but pri\'«to.ly oppose it. My old iVicnd the vicar hae 
been invited to assist in the translation. He declines, ITif 
fediag agaiuet it ia etrengtlieucd by the reputed character of 
the projector, Pious ladies have said in my presence that the 
bODCe of tlio sninc had bettor hnvo been k-lY where they wen* 
tbui that he should have any thiug to do with tliein. Others 
doubt their genuineness ; to which it is replied, *' If they Are the 
true ones, tlicy will work miracles." 

In tbo face of this opposition, the managers, with the nuncio 
St their head, have not been inactive Invitations to the nu- 
merous brotherhoods occupy tlic paper.i. Albs arc otTcrcd to 
poor uioinljera. There was a talk of having " eleven thoiuuod 
viigiim" in the pomp, or na near that immber tut possible, bnt 
loo nmiiy parents rduscd to send their duughtera. It woa also 
in coiiti;inpl«tion to issue u general invitaticu to the ladlea of 
the city, and that idea -was nbuudoiied, »o many viewing tbe af- 
&ir with cold suspicion. The schools have been applied lo. 
Miranda begs the "Imperial Society of the levers \)f lnstnu> 
tton" to permit tlieir pupils to walk in tlie procession, and offieu 
to supply twenty with appropriate attir« at hia own coat 

On the Sth of the present month the " Joniul" published thia 
afliciat notice: "yVo(Te»«w« of Suini Prisc'tUiana. — On San- 
day, 10th instant, at four in the afternoon, tlie procesBion of the 
holy relics of the virgin nmrtyr St. I-'risciIUana will start 
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tiie church of St. FmociBco dn Prsinlia, pasging thropgh ihp 
itrcetsofPrauiha, Imperatriz, and I^argo Joaqiiim, to the church 
of St. Aniic Tbcix reverend excellencies, tlic bishops who are 
in Rio, will bear tiic area at the comtiicnccmcnt. As soon aa 
the relic* of the holy virgin arc plnced on tiic altar, a Bolemn 
Te Deum will be chanted, aud a sermon will be preached by 
tbd Reverc]id Mon^t-tihor Doctor Maiiocl Jouqutm ile Miranda 
Rego. Their imperial majesties viill honor this rtliffinut *o- 
iemnity wif/i thiir prexence.'" 

The aiiiioiincemout, as may readily Iw siipposiid, moved scoren 
of Dative brca^tti with dvep dtRgriii. Is'ot till now did they be- 
lieve it po.t^iblc tlint the vmpcror could so far "di^grncc him- 
•etf and the country." Bat, while some glow with indigiifttion. 
others think it his duty to attend, irrespective of the gpniiine- 
Dcss ox spuriousncss of tho relics ; tliat neither he nor the Leg- 
islature can interfere, as both have sworn to support the Church, 
and she ia sole judge of her own matterfl. Such, in fact, is the 
case. The ConBtitutiou binds govvriimeut and |)eople to the 
papgU chair ; accordingly, thu Cbureli has put her cre.«t or ci- 
pher on every public; e.-<liibli.tbmcnt ; it surmounts tlic crown, 
■ltd U fttftmpcd on ever^' coin. To op[)ose bor is treason, titcN 
•Df. Editors dais not come out against the imposition, bow- 
ever convinced they may be that it is one. It is rumored that 
the late bishop would never have given it his sunotion, and that 
the scniples of the present one have been with difficulty over- 
eome by Bedini. 

To allay tlic feeling elicited by the notice of the 8th, another 
was iBSDcd on tlin Oili, stating lliat the emperor will nut join 
the procesHion, bnt will witness it firom a window in the War 
Department, a building close to St. Aiino'a eliurth. This, it 
was nunored, was a damper to the nuncio mid liia n^ociatca. 

As we have already seen, the long-expected lOtb of May 
came at last, mid disappointment with it, but tiwlay all looks 
fcTorablc. The air is cool and bracing, and the heavena are 
neither in .sackcloth nor tears. The pomp is to move at 4 P.M. 
Determined to wilnosa the apotlieosi.*, t took a mm atler din- 
ner through the Campo to Riia dii Prainha. the Wal-* «"««t OT 
Wapping of Rio. The intervening avp 
and strewed with bcacb-sand and l<- 
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thu MtorcM and dw«Uing8 vrcrc in gnln Javan. Strange-looking 
ciuignn, appai>;i)tly pric^t^' veshnciiM, with crOBHCfi wrougbt on 
them, and wlint looked liko nilk bcd-<[uiltH wttb lace bunlcTS, 
were bung out of Eccoud-Btory nindows, while natioiuU luid sb- 
cenlotal baancr» waved trom lines strctclKMl acroiu the streets. 
The I'rainlut church stands amid timber and boat-boildcn' 
yardm sbip^haiidlerB and bbicktiniitLs' shops, Yendas and 81di> 
slosrcts all set otf with strips of colored calico. BoUt on a pi&- 
apitous rock, tho pathway* up rutes twenty feet in alino.tt as 
many paoca on tlie bare, luibroken granite. It will be & tick- 
lull business fur the nuncio and other reverend dignitaries to 
get the saint and tberoticlvcH down isatcl/. One false step, and 
the "area" will dt-scciid of its own Record. AV'Iiii« climbing 
with caution the smooth eurtac«, a negro lad aUpped abovo and 
rolled some distance |)a8t me, and but for a lovr wall that oorves 
an a balustmdo, he had becu wliirled into tbe street and killed. 

The door, with crimaon strips tacked to its pouts and lintel, 
was closed, and I paiu^cd up an alley to the vestry, wliere, amid 
a Itusy crowd of otlicura arranging bouquets, I obsi>Tred two lots 
of old votive wax-work. On (ho Idft of Ibc door ibtTU hung a 
foot, a head, a female's diseased breout, aiiil parts of members I 
oonld not make out.

Such a numerous turuK>ut of tlic kttcr I have not seen. All are 
buTC-hcaded, and in iilbs and gowns so varied as to diatingnisb 
erery company — black, with white cords ; blue, with white 
bIccvcs; bkck, with white capes; slate-tolorcd gowns, with 
cream-colored sleeves (these liutt were all colored men J. Here 
arc some in wliito albs and light blue tippets ; yonder, in onuige 
and white; sonic iu green, and some in cream-color wholly. 

ilvvry company has in front u crimson triangidar bag or bai^ 
OCT, bctwi»-Ji two imposing bouipicis, on fancy ton-fcct staves, 
and every brother carriea a five-foot candle, sh yet unJit. It was 
now near aix, and 1 Wgan to lire, and to wonder how reverend 
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toanagors can tell huuIl fibs, like profane proprietors of public 
spectacles. 

At a signal the soldietR ranged tlicmsdvcs along tbc apoIogicB 
for sido-valkB, comjwlling iipectalor.i to get out of the vuy, at 
tall in behind wliorc tbc^- could. Tlic hero in front of imd in 
contact wilii tno (ao Htxaitcued tho place) was a black, and 
hia rigbt-liand bi-otlici- a vrbitc Tlicy talked, joked, and 
kugbed toj^lbcr sa freely a« if of one color. A dozen torcbea 
now doHConiilroui tbe ciiuxclu followed hy the "area." Off go 
spectaton' bats! The military-, liitving alung tbt^rs to tbcir 
belt*, proae&t ama to the saint now resting in tlio street, and 
fire a feu de joie! A second! A third! My colored ncigb- 
bor, the carLinicr, atnuw^d nic greatly. Ilo wiiihed to save his 
aaiDiunition. Without dropping & grain in bartcl or pan, lliree 
times has be gone furiously through the manual of priming, 
loading, ismniiug hard the wnddiiig. pulling the tri^er, and 
robbing iiia hauil over hiit perspiring forehead at the end of cv- 
cij sliot ; eo tital it' the oiHcor's eye clianced this way, bo will 
be at no losa n-hom to promote. 

The vanguard of bruthers is now out of sight, so far doea the 
proccaaion cxteiid. Tiiu company now ])us»ing uh ia followed 
by two hundred giri«, dres-icd m white to tboir very shoes. 
Tliey wear low-skirtpd and long-slcevoil fiocks, with gnuzc veils 
hanging beliind, with a portion secured on tlie head in manner 
of a hood by circlcte of wliitu rosea. Tbay carry banners, 
censcrflt inccnsc>boxua of an unticjuc pattvm, bou<]Ucts, at^d 
branches of palms. Few appear over ten yctirs of age. Tbey 
arc the moet interesting feature in llic gpeclaclc. 

Next come older innocents in more variegated garbs. 1. The 
ftiars of the tliree monaateries of Antliony, Jtenedict, and the 
Carmo. Their nowly-tdiaven crowns, and tlie diversity in siec 
and color of tlieir tonsures, irresiatibly attract a stranger's eye& 
While the &acn;d spot in white and glinteiiiiig in some, it is of 
a leaden gi'ny, and then uf a l>liii»ti[ lint in others. The buck 
of evci^' heml, beocuth a line drawn Irom the lip of one car to 
die olber, is shorn and shaven smooth as their cheeks. The 
young monks seem to pride tliemaclves on showing as full and 
&ir a surface there as iu front. I never saw biunun crania ao 
ttrangely treated with lathers, razors, tweezers, and dcpUato- 
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riMi S. Kosts of priests in new skull-cape, in crimson, black, 
and otiitir colored gowns oiid tippets. 3. Tlio Cnpachtns, their 
heads farther out of their cowls than vvct; their coarse garb 
and squalor contrasting wdl with the fat and ddicatdy-trimmod 
nrnks whose rear they bring up. TJie sanguine, birsulc one , 
should liavc staid away. His red neck looks raw — a siglit i^^| 
minding one of any thing hut the heauty of lioHneaa. ^^ 

Tlity win! succeeded by the \itCA or chest, under a canopy 
hold up by silver staves, three on each side. Bcdini carries one 
of the foremost ; that abreast of it was dcaigiiod for tho otnporor.

The fifrurc within is that of a girl of twelve years reposing on 
a light blue nilk luattreas, her bead slightly elevated by two 
fiiiiged piUows, and turned to tlic spectators. The coronal re- 
gion is left hare, Tho Iialo ie a ring of wire, the ends buried 
in the cmniuni. Jler black iTcssea arc gracefully gathered on 
one shoulder, partly covering a ga»h in her neck, wltere a streak 
and a few diYip.i of blood are portrayed. The eyelids have a 
bluisti tint, said to have l)een caused by attempts to destroy her 
sight. Sbo wcam a white silk tunic with pink sleeves. 8kirt» 
of the Bsmo arc continued bolow tho laced l)ortler of the tunic.

Tlie tiUhop of R!ts with a group of attendants, followed the 
Muit, his tnin, atlnclitd to his neck and shouldora, being held 
up hy three men come distunco in hia ruir. Muhiu caiav next, 
then tnote troops, and lirwlly tlic national banner. The whole 
licing now in motion, homb» were exploded, ordnance fired, 
«()aihif arvd rockets kept flying ov«rli«ad, and llie hnnda pln^nng 
a Birelling air. St. Anne's Church, in front, was cmblajtoncd 
irith a croRs of hght, the bells chimpd a welcome, and when the 
irca reached the door, ecorce of projectiles hurried oft" to hcaT«n 
to bear tbc tidings of tlia saint's arrival.

to be observed in Iranftkting the relic, conformably to the in- 
straetions of St, Charles IJorromca, the rubric of (he Koman 
ritual, and precepts of tbu Liturgy. Hist most reverend rxccI- 
leticy rccapitulatca the liii- of tlii: liaint thua: [riurv follows 
llie eighth ])aragraph of tho pfLstoral — Appendix C}. 

"At 3 P.M. yesterday, in the Chapel of St. I'rancis da i'rain- 
ba, in presence of liia most reverend excellency, of tlie tiioBt cut- 
oeUcut Internuncio, tlic most reverend Bishop of Clirisopolia, 
ICoDSCiihor the Vicar-general, tlie most illustrious and reverend 
chapter, the reverend canon notary, tbe vicar and clergy of St, 
Anne, the holy relie wsk verified and authenticated, tho box 
containing it wuh opened, and the pontitical brief read. Min- 
stes of tUo examination were made, and signed by all present. 
" After this ceremony the relic wag incensed and exposed to 
the veneration of tlic clcigy and othfr" pr»>a"n». Then followed 
the procession, in which his most n i > 
vited all the Itfotlicrboods and thi 
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A few da/s after I called on Priscilliana. TbTe« koldters 
witli b«yonet3 Rtood on eftcli Bide of the door, and more anneti 
eentiirionn at tlic ahar rails. An oval siIvlt dish, sucli as gnuoil 
of yoro Utrous' ubiety wm at lior I'evt, piled to ovcrflowiitg wttb 
money. 

The <:hina vase contnining the blood, pnJpahly modem, ia like 
« coflecK^up with a cover. Hcvcral donations of lOU niilreti 
<ach have been handed in to Dr. Miranda, and so have contri- 
bulioiis of another kind — abusive letters, squibA, and pasquin- 
ades. SoniL' of the ladcr wore in print, and cirpiil-ited to a lim- 
jiod exli-nt (luring i/ie jjroctnntiori, I obtained one, but it will 
not bear trniinlAliiig. 

A» a whole, nothing could JmTC been better got up than this 
waxen figure to attract a superstitious people. Such as it is, it 
is ofTicially rccoguiscd ua *' thti sacred &odr/ of tho virgin martyr 
St. PrisciLiana." 

The reader has now seen how, in modem oa in pagan daya. 
tutelary deities are niade and miracles produced. A month did 
not elapae before fioino wrought by the new saint veio put- 
islainied.*

CHAPTER XXVIL 

A Day for getting Souls out of Purgatory, — Trip to the Falls of Tejucft. — Chsiac- 
ter of Iho Country. — Anacharai* and Charcoal. — Fat Pigs and Morphea. — Mills. 
— Cotton-lrec. — Coffee Plantation. — Tailless Dogs and Fowls. — Process of pra- 
panng Coffee for the Market. — Early Notice of Caupbe. — The Falls. — Duumt 
and DesEGTt at ihem. — Inscriptions on the Gavta. 

May 21. A general Iioliday. In Minas the Ascension is cel- 
ebrated in the church of Our Lady of Ampora, and indulgences 
granted for seven years and eight months. Souls can be drawn 
out of Purgatory to-day." Without attempting any thing of that 
kind, I was one of a party who withdrew from the heat and tur- 
moil of the city, and sought coolness and comfort at the Falls 
of Tejuca. Mounted, and buoyant in spirits, we cantered at an 
early hour through Engenho Velha, where I almost envied the 
owners of paradisiacal chacaras. On the walls of one a huge 
black monkey skipped and grinned. As we proceeded, dense 
forests walled us in at either hand. A beautifiil mount, per- 
fectly isolated and covered with foliage, rose up, and farther on, 
a granite pyramid, regular in outline in the distance as any in 
Egypt. The road becomes more and more rugged as we enter 
the gorges. Solitary habitations appear half way up horrible 
precipices, and are overshadowed by protruding rocks one or 
two thousand feet above them. How men reach and leave such 
places without wings I can not perceive. 

A short level spot occurs, and we gallop two abreast ; anon 
our animals, in single file, are picking their way amid boidders 
down break-neck descents. In five minutes we are climbing 
similar paths, and every mile drawing up to allow a string of

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diarcoal-mnlcs to rab past as, cedi canyiog tluce basbcla, 
worlli »Uty cents in tlie aty. The compliment Anachama 
j)nitl the (Jrceks for I/mk carrying wood into tins citica and leav- 
ing the harriil smoke in tiie mountains is equally applicable to 
ibc citizens of Itio. 

At a vcnda, pcrcln;<l on a. bluff by the toad, a peon with re- 
fieshmuitti WAS to liav« met □». lie had not got upi, and we^ 
limlclMted on pggs, hreoA, and cofTce. The laagliing sky, ex- 
citement of the ride, uid ebaqicncd appetites it had given as, 
with tho cliccrfnlneas and ^y(*ty ihat animated all, rnndc this, 
I tliink, one of the most delighttid mcald 1 ever pnrtook of. 

The store was a dark little hole, vith a stock of gooda tlint 1 
should have hesitated at purchasing for ten doUara, and the 
bailditig lor ten more. Stepping in, I stumbled over a black 
yielding mass close by the counter — a sleeping pig — one that 
moie completely filled the rectangle of symmetry tn fanners' 
stock than any animal I ever saw. Of the common breed of 
the country, it was said not to bo unusoally fat, yet ita ejea 
WBTO half buried by its swdlod-up cliops. I don't know llial 
the race possesses qualitie» sujjerior lo those in the United 
States, bat the short noiie, sharp eara, smiill hone^ thin Kkin, 
ita corpnlencc, "ready diepoaition to fatten," with other good 
points familiar to catUe pbysiologtstii, made an admiring con- 
trast with the tall, guint, oonne, flap-corcd, long-faced speci- 
mens that poimmbulatc aomc of our eitice. Their llctih is pret- 
ty nearly .nil lean, while Brazilian pigs are literally "all lard.~ 
Pfn-k-growers herc^ renp richer, if not larger crops tban arc raised 
in oar Western States. 

Droves of these animals arc brought over the mountains from 
Minas, in which province people live chiefly on pork, and are 
consequently snhject to morp/<«t,8 apeciea of leprosy, for the 
core of which guaiio is used. The patient is laid on a hcd of 
that aubstoncc, and his body covered with it, or a bole dbg, and 
all but his bead interred. 

UiioQ a fence close by, a three-foot erou, of hoop iron, told 
OS that somo onc'ti spirit had licrn disembodied there by a bul- 
let, knife, or bludgeon. "We came (o a Moinho de Papcl. driven 
by a foaming streamlet. The paper, whity brown, was spread 
over an acre of ground to dry. Next we stopped at the Foute 
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D'AiHA, F^TTPA (\fi An<!arnliy, a tiny rill of iron-vater, to which 
% pn;tty fountain siruclure lias been dedicated. 

Xot fei oflF, tlio very rheumatic undershot wheel of a clatter- 
ing griat-raill was pninfully wliirlinf; round, impelled by a furi- 
ous torrent that d.incod nnd iavghed at itA groaDttiga, and paah- 
«d and kicked it on. 

Tbe road {unseated as varied a succession of aacentu and de- 
scents 83 a section of the ocean in a storm. At times it ro- 
ninded one of traversing the ruins of some mighty Babylon, 
where, at every step, Cillen masses interrupted proigress, aiul 
tiriiil structures were ready to tunibk dotm. Tedious, and to 
timid triivrler« somewhat dangerous, to thrcitd the broken, sb- 
mpt, and tortuous traclcB, no sooner vas a moderately IctcI spot 
attained than most of tlic party, to make up for previous creep* 
ing, 8C8TD]>LT<:<1 vll'likc (lying Caniaiichcs. 

The pervading nint^rinl is bare white granite, that soars up 
to heaven and deaoends into glons dwp down below us, whik 
insalated maases, large as our lorgast mansions, lie tossed about 
in all dircctiona, as if the wars of the giants had been wnged 
bsre. But nil<1 and awful as the Kceitc ia. it ia occasionally di- 
vtrsified with flornl and horticultural gems, the cvcr^ recurring 
plantain and banana, chiaters of pendent mamSos. air-plants, 
creeping vines, graccfiU pitoa, and stately palms. Young coflee- 
planta cover one mountain slope, full-grown ones another, and, 
fartlier on, fbreets arc being cut down to make room for more. 
We paused a moment by a tree, large and wide-apreading as an 
oak, conspicuous for being without leaves — the only one,] 
think, that loses them in winter; but its fmit arrested my at- 
tention : hundreds of cucumber-shaped husks, some open at 
tbdr lower ends, and sliowing a white aubstancc within. In a 
week or two they will split wide open and (all, leaving compact 
bolls of snow-wliitc cotton, which soon swell out la^: as hu- 
man hcada. This is the eotton-lree of old trareleas. The fibre 
u soft, abort, and s\\ ky ; it is used to stuff pillows, and has this 
iii^ular property, that when one of them is cmstied or fluttca* 
bd, by simply exposing it to the sun, the contents swell it out 
to its original form and volume. 

Mr. O- lt:d nn aside to one- '^ ooffixt 

plantations in the province ^ 
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Talley tlut angdlfl might love to dwell in. A dosen times to- 
dajr, and now agaio, I liare mcDtall^ cxclaiinod, '* Oh, but thta 
is a glorioua world, if we would vi«w it tlirough Bome other me- 
diQDi than dollars!" Tlie proprietor had gone to the city, bat 
bis aiiuabl« lady received as politely. She was ibUowcd aboal 
by two parrots, wUicb. from Je^ouay, chased ea«Ii other &oin 
ber. Perfectly free, they toko cxcursiona abroad to acream and 
chatter with thuir auLutorL-d kiodrud. 

Familiar with the j>We, &fr. led us first into a long 

bam, fitted up throughout with utalU. At the head of each, in 
place of a manger, was a wide board on trestleg. " What toe 
these?" I asked. "Beds and bedsteads of the sUvea.*' Had 
we pasBcd through in mlcttcc, I should uct have sospected tbe 
place was any thing but a etablc; still, it was clean swept, 
and is Baid to be auporior to the general ran of slave accommo- 
datioDg. '. ^Vgninst some stAlls leaned bandies of torches, used 
by travelers afiter dork, and kept f<» ealc at vecdas. They arc 
long BpUota of a rcsiuoua ccdcir, and arc made by iodustrioas 
akve^ on Siindnye tor their own bcnciit. Mata and coarse 
straw hats arc also fabrics by which tlicy earn a fevt coppers. 

Here were two goats confmcd, tlio oidy milch cows on iIk- 
estate; and lu'-ru were domestic fowls without tails, known «» 
tbe Sura breed. A coaple of large dogs ahio, bcloDging to a 
xace that have no caudal tucmbors. In one place aloud the 
popular maudioca mill [described in a subsoqueitt chapicf}. 

We next witnessed the procesees by wliich coffen on this es- 
tate is prepamd fur market. I lliiuk 1 havo remarked that tbf> 
lipc Ihiit is not unlike a cherry in shape or color. The skia. 
nther thick and tougli, incloses iwo of the graios or seeds 
known as coffee. The old procedure, still the prevailing one, 
is this : Wbeti the beiries have acquired a deep red, they aR 
picked into bags, thrown into heaps, and spread out on level 
spots of ground to dry in tlic Mini. In front of a dtacara, on 
the face of a mountain full seven hundred feet above ns, I ob- 
served, as we came alotig, the entire surface of a detached table- 
rock, presentiug ocveral thousand superticial feet, covered with 
them. When the skiiiH bt-comu shriveled, hard, and almost 
black, they are poxindcd in wooden mortars. The blows break 
the skins without mjuriug the tougb gtaina. By ufting, the 
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ktter arc separated and again laid out to dry, till a pellicle en- 
wloptiig okIi gmiii is deprived of moisture, vbea a fresh itppeal 
to tbo mortju- and wiiuiowing-fun leaves tlwm rcadj for stde or 
ooiuamptiati. 

Tho improved mode consists in drying the grains on wooden 
travs or beds of slate, by wliicb an cartby flavor, acqiured wben 
diied on the soil, is avoided ; and in the introduction of two 
nulla for removing the outer and inner eDvi>topGa. The chief 
feature of the tirat mill is a horixoutal copper cylinder, wboac 
soriitce is roughened al^cr the manner of a rasp. It revolvcfl 
^^nat a board, between wliich and the te«tli tipuce is left lor 
the grains to p&ss, but not the busk. Tho graina drop into wa- 
ter, and are left to soak twelve hours, by which a mucilaginous 
matter is removed, and the thin parchment (ilin inclosing each 
gnin tioflened. TLoy are spread out in trayx to dry. I count> 
ed 200 of these in one row. covering a Hpaoe 700 feet by 15. 

When completely dry, the gmtiitt arc taken to a milt rcscm- 
blii^ those B«cd for grinding planter, except that the two ver- 
tical rolling diaca are wood, aix feet in diameter, and five inches 
tlucfc. Tiieir light weight Kuffices to break and abrade the pel- 
iidos without injuring the grsina. After being subjected to a 
fiuuicr, they are put up in bags for exportation.' 

Resuming our journey, vc overtook four slaves conveying 
lumber irom the city. Rich bore on his head two or mon^ 
planks. Another advance, and vc hear the Tcjuca strcani tum- 
bling atncHig rocka at our IcA, but concealed below among shrub- 
bery and crags. 3Iorc precipices covered with coftcc-pUnts oo- 
du". and men like midges picking the fruit. IIow they retain 
fbotbold, espcciaJly when working the soil, is wondcrftd. Plows

The scene growM 
wilder; we arc muTomided by «tu|>eiidi>uB peak*, aud before iu 
tbc mightj- Uuvia tovriirs, quilc altered t'lvm its city aspect. 
UvTv arc rocks scattered la profusion, aiid varying In din>cn- 
ftionx from liogsheada to ten-story houaea. TKe rowd winda 
Among lliem, and at onu place but eighteen tnclies are left for tu 
to pftfls through. A eirigiihur variety of granite appears in two 
or tbrco immciisu bloclcK of a Lluiith eUto color and cloae grain, 
difRiring in toto from all iiround. A patch of the ocean bocnnies 
foe a moment viable at the extremity of ttic (tIcd, tliroiigh wlueh 
tbe Tcjucan Rivor is liastcuing to the nniveisal rescxroir. 

Wc reached a woody cliff, on liic edge of wliicli a mucraljle 
venda stands. Fastening our cattle to protruding roots of 
trees, we climbed tliu accent, paused tlirougli a banana orchard, 
went down a winding luut-palh for one fourth of a mile, and 
enicigt'd from tbc forest upon the glistening dooi' of our mlccted 
dining'lioU, at the foot of tbc falls of the Tejuca. llcre our peon 
had arrived with a basket charged to the brim witli rcfrc8hmenl&. 

A rallicr aniull body of water cquich tumbling down some 
aixty feet upon a broad and broken dcscoil, inclining "25^ front 
the perpendicular. The thin sheet pouring over the top ie dt* 
vided as it falk, so that nut half the precipice is corered hy it. 
CoUoctiog below va at the edge of the enorroous table-rock on 
which our rejiast was laid, and gliding by, only a few inchea 
beneath our feet, it expands again, dances down short rapids to 
another fdl of a narrow xhutc, and soon i^ in the arms of Oc& 
anu& In this scchidvd letrcut the Bishop of Kio lay concealed 
during the troublc^s with the Fmnch I*rol«s)tt«tH in Coligny's 
time. Remains of a wall built by him were pointed out. 

Bat Ihejatitar nov, more than aught else, attracted tig. It 
included a condiment, not put in the basket, that surjiasscd an- 
chovy and curry eaaco in heightening the tlavor of every Uiing 
mixed with it — " St. Bomard'a tnuatar*!," an essence distilled 
frtMn absliiMjnce and activity. Our tabic extended itito lUii thaa- 
Dcl, and there we reclined and barn[ueted among aoeuery far ex- 
celling tluit which Pliny's Jjaurcnt!nuiu diiiiiig-chamber ojwned 
on. Stueldcd from the sun by nature's parasoU, far from the 
baiiy scenes of artificial life, not a corking care to Iroubtc ub, 
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ni4 our spirits aiiy as our drcsfics, wc laugliedi and talked, and 
dipped otir cujm in llit; crystal 8trv»in ns jicoplc <1!<1 in tLv OoIdeD 
Age. Flora adorned the hanging ahniLbeiy ; Pomona, irom the 
distance, looked on ; xephyrs played roand us ; and natnds — ^il' 
naiads ilicrc; he — &iakcd in the tklls* and tlirow flpray at DS M 
tbojf glided by. 

Had tfao goAi ofOlympua and their ladies been on a Tisit lo 
tbe gigantic tiavia, whicb now orcmiiudowed us, tbey would not 
b«ve waited for an inTttation to our lunclieon. Tliey did not 
make their appearance, but ciher g^eatii, oa lictle expected, did 
— a couplo of black bunteis. Not daring to approach nearer 
tbaii tliii'iy (txt williout pennisjtion, tticy tield up their game, 
tbe priutipid ilL-m buing a hlnok opossum. AHcr waiting a wliili;, 
thoy conitultud logetlier and vaui^wd. In half an hour tlicy »^ 
appeared with hranche.i of orange-trees laden with ripe froit. 
These tlicy brought, atid in silence laid them at out feet. The 
S[^>eal was not in vuin. 

Halfway up lh« ciitamci a protruding rock protects a tuflof 

vegetation. IIcsjcs. C and O— - challenged ihc rest of 

tbe parly to reach it with a stone. Slone*, however, were not 
at band, but oranges ncrc, and throe dozen were sent flying at 
the mark, wliilo only one attained if. The refit came leaping 
back, and, swimming past us, were eoon tossing on tho ocoan. 

Cktoe to and immediately facing us, tlie highest peak of the 
Oavia 5oarcd in the Uue vnulu It has long ])iiiszlcd the learned 
with ita inscripiions. Willi a good telescope wc made out sev- 
eral marks, something like I H >: A I7II- Though to tlic eye 
ibese ap[>caFcd of no unusual dimensions, they were probably 
(biny Icel inlengtb. It need hardly ]ki said tliat they are nat- 
ami Hculptarca. No mortal stone-cutter ever reached them, nor 
could any now stand to carve them excc[it on a platform raised 
on balloontv If, as liaa been suggested of otlicr diameters on 
tbe opposite face of the peak (in the Journal of the Geographical 
Institute), tJicy arc to be referred to people of the primitive 
world, they will go far to prove that Roman letters and numer- 
lia were taugiit in schools myriads of ages before the flooil, and 
thai acientilic navigators, in those curly days, wcic cruising on 
tlieso shores.

Tlie i*cene which 
thoti burnt on us wsh more suited to tlie suburl^s of Tartanu 
thaa tlio coiut-yaid of a heavenly lotly. Nino young ncgio- 
bcads, soaked in tar and tallow, and «tiick on poles lot into the 
pavement, were blading before the church, amid tli« slioats juid 
laughter of a crowd of men and boys, hoth black and wldt& 
The air was &uflit»c;d with sinokc, whose dcune curling voliunes 
appcarod wlutv in ibe univetvtiJ durkiicKs overhead — tko aicken- 
ing odor, hisaiiigs and spurting.i of bursting blisters, the grin- 
ning visages of tlio tesUeas tlirong — now lost to sight, and anon 
lit up with fixe, as the wiad affiictcd the flamea.

We passed into the fane between two armed cecturinii.s ai 
tlie door. Uuug louud with showy tapestry, it was lirilliantly 
lit up. The lady's altar wub a sheet of ligtiU At a tahlc on 
tl>e door eat a committee bartering *' blessed pictures" for vin- 
tems and pataea^. Tbero were three qnalitics and bikcs — ijuarto. 
octavo, and duodecimo. When a contribution was laid down, 
the cliainnaii, L'Y<:ing it, spoke to the brotlicr at his right, wlio 
then drew jzoiu a drawer a print ol' tliu piojtcr value, while thf 
ireasurer, at his left, addrd the money to u pile on a silver txajt 
As tuual at festival:), two soldicrn, with fixed bayouets, stood 
by to guard the treasure Scuhor M piocorcd for me ooe 
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of tlio psper gems ; printed iti red ink, it repnMBta a dove uid 
triatij^le witliUi a niiabus, otid over theiu an old man, vriih a long 
beard, lookiDg oat of a cload. 

jVAcr looking round a wluli:, in-c cro&scd the floor and paitsed. 
OB did iiKMt of tlio visltgr^i, Uiroiigb aii ojkh door into xn adjoiQ- 
btg aparlnuiiit, uid found on»i;lvc» in u crowd. Ilic room was 
long and narFOvr, and tiie Ijenclies on ImIIl mles janiined xiitli 
men and buy& Agninst the; Icl't wiUl eat tiiKc. Ifrnlhrcn in ol- 
ficial robes, and before titcni a liiblo, ujion wliiult elood, bctwcvii 
ltirco-branchc<I cAndlcsticks. one of tiic portAbtc a^iiiboU of the 
Holy Ghost carried by street colloclors. Itetn'eoii the baichcs, 
a short brother, in an alb, vas valktng to and Iro, and address- 
ing tiifi c<Migregation with pojapuing fervor. Kv( ry moTDcnt lir 
kept appl/ing a baodkerclucl' to hia atrcamlng forehead. As ho 
drew near. I perceived that Ito vas descautuig on a sugared cako 
which be held up on a Salter. \Vc were in Santa Ititasauctiou- 
room, and Uiia gentleman was her Mileanian. The cake wan 
knocked down ; the puichaser banded n bill to the auctioneer, 
who hnrried to the table, and retuniiHl witli tlie vhangu and a 
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stitall print — such aa wcr* being diapoaed of in the charch — 
CTorj- piirchiiAer at tli« auction rccoiving on* gratis. 

tScvcrai large frosted cakes were put up, but tlie sxle dragged 
lxea>'i]^. The salesman vran far from being an expert ; be lack- 
ed voIaUlit^ and wit. A laugh was now and then elicited, but 
seldom by his onu jokes. He vras much annoyed by young 
followii predbposed to fun, and detcnitiiied to enjoy it : they 
tried hia temper severely. Tlicrc wna, in Irulh, something abont 
him tliat whetted huuioroiut ii])[)ettte«, as he cninc puffing along, 
holding up the ftalvcr to vvcry fnw tliat looked like a liij-ing 
one, and rejwating, with a supplicalor}- tone and look, "Hum 
milnii — hum milreui — huTn. milreiif, HcnAor,'^ Uis bead« lialf 
iaolatcd Grom bi^ body by the alb, and nearly denuded of hair, 
with bis glistening fuco, was incessantly drawn this vny and 
that by bids which be could iind none to acknowledge. At 
Icri^h n quiet-looking young man made an otfcr, and was de- 
clared the purchaser. The article v/as faandcd to liim, and, lo ! 
ho hod no money! The enraged knight of the hammer souced 
him by tlie collar, and led him lo the managers at the tabl« amid 
roant of laughter. As he had uo ineaiis of pa,>-meut, nothing 
could be done but to reprove bim and let him go. A goutleniaa 
took the lot and paid for it — or, rather, exchanged money for it. 
Nothing sacred ia sold, only exchanged. Wc, of course, would 
comtidor thcw trausactJona cash sales; for the tcnns are ca^ on 
delivery, and deliteiy immediately. 

Krciy eye was again turned to the receas or niche bcliind tlif 
managers, to see what next would be brought out. An of&ixT, 
in a block gown and white tippot. who ecuiocd lo have charge 
of tbe goods, Imiidcil ri>rth suiiK-lhiDg, -wliieb the chaimuui no 
sooner poucd across the tablo tlian tlit^m arose such a duck> 
ing '. It was a live lien. Grasped by the thighs, it appeared to 
sit quite comfOTtably on the auctioneer's hand. It vra» struck 
off at fifty cents — double ila market value. Next came a su- 
perb white chanticleer — the signal of a general 'crowing and 
clappng of elbows iu imitation of wings. One or two young 
men were naturid ventriloquists; the cock-a-doodle-do-o-o-ing 
came in nt the street door, then out of the church, and anon was 
nndcr tf le managers' table. The mcmmont was universaL The 
fluttoiing bird brought 12G0 rei»— U2 centa. 
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A large ctutuc] was now tried, ftnd the buyer tiun«d out to 
bo tW one that bad no uiouey : he said be would call lo-mor- 
low for it ! This gave rise to a general sctoecb. and led to a 
senfflD between the Udder and tiic baott'red sHieainan. The 
dupatc waa ended by a bigUcr bid ; but vbcn the article wu 
offered to tltc new biildcr, lie tuid it wm« too hard bokedt and 
would not take it 1 Tlie Tender became fiuiotu ; but. recovei^ 
ing himgelli lie luud it was too hard for racb a fellow's teeth 
— meaning too co<6tl/ fox Ids pocknt. The fillip was applaud- 
ed, and the Uttlo mao, tiddcd with ilur hit, ilirev back hla head, 
and lauglied loudex and longer thnn aiiy oiie ela*. 

He next brotight round a folded paper, cootentt nolmowii. 
He refused to bieak the envelope, or »ay what waa within. !i 
brought 300 rcis, and proved to be cold roast clucfcea. Three 
^MoMOi Arm7-icaiuu~ (Sewtovnx pippin*) brought thirteen 
ceuta each. A kdj informs uic she luu known 66y milrna, or 
Iwenl^r-fire dollaiv, given for an apple at tliia feast, the am- 
petiton allowing in thla way their attachment to the Cborch. 
Otl>er pialtera were pot up ; but 1 got tired, and left the ano- 
tionoer tr^'ing a bugv pluin<ak<'. ov«t the frosted top of wfaiafc 
he kept drawUig his hand, lu i£ Htroking the Lack of a pet bird 
or rahbit. 

Most of tbc artidM mU at ihesa wclwi— tical aoctiona an 
pnrcbascd at wlK^Malfl prices hy the manigen, and thus n- 
taikd at profits vatyit^ from 50 to 500 per cent, the dona* 
lion5 brought in by collectona not being sufficient, nor always 
mitable. One of the beet specimens of the ealenman's olo- 
^lenoe is the following scrap, trantilated hy an acootnpanying 
nnd: 

"Tweniy-fiTO— thirty— ihirty-fivc vintema for thin blwMd 
oakc ; blessed by the Holy Kstbcr Xavier ILaria Luiz OUvciio, 
Who bids more T Thirty— *h ! the good-will of Our Lady be 
with you, my friend. Forty are bid!— only forty vintemi* for 
food which will purge all diseases lurking in liim tliat cats it. 
The saints befriend yoa, Senhor. Forty-five! Who i» the 
Dcxt bidder? Who? Forty-6vo: .MIcIulia: Fifty Tintems 
uc bid — it is enoagfa — and,'' taking the money, " may your 
fictuals be always as sweet as youll find tliis, Senhor I" 

No females were present Though n-ispectable *« 
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invited ; it was obviously no place for ladies. One of my com- 
panions belonged to the Church, and, in answer to my inquiries, 
said the place waa wholly unfit for respectable females to appear 
in. Of the evening's entertainments the following puff was in- 
serted in one of the daily papers : 

"Mr. Editor, — The auction of the Divine Holy Ghost, in 
Santa Rita, to be continued to the 3d proximo, is very interest- 
ing. The select company that assembles there, the order and 
decorum with which the auction is conducted, reflect credit on 
the providor and managers. Permit rae to invite, through your 
columns, all devotees of the Miraculous Holy Ghost to attend, 
with their families, in order to increase the brilliancy of this de- 
votional exercise. Um Devoto." 

The same paper had the following notice to sporting devotees: 

" The Brotherhood of the Divine Holy Ghost of San Gon- 
9alo (a small village across the Bay) will hold the Feast of the 
Holy Ghost on the Slst instant with all possible splendor. De- 
vout persons are invited to attend, to give greater pomp to this 
act of religion. On the let proximo the Feast of the Most Holy 
Sacrament, Avith a procession in the evening, a Te Dciun, and 
sermon. On the 2d, the feast of the patron San Gon9alo ; at 
three P.M. there will be brilliant /torse-racing, after which t 
Te Deum and magnificent fire-works." 

As I shall not have an opportunity to pay a visit to Gon9aio, 
I may as well remark here that he is a popular friend of Por^ 
tuguese and BraziHan elderly single ladies. Young ones in- 
voke him too, but in a petulant spirit. Their staple address is : 

" San Gonqalo of Amirante, 
Match-makor for old women ! 
Why don't yaa marry young ones! 
What harm have Ihcy done you t"

of colored lamps, cords stretch from the roof bearing flaga v 
tapestries. A handsomely draped stage for the auction is

sicuuLS siu The tire-workx ux« not contincd to Ua^ng Bkuili 
of negroes. Tor on high {tolas ataiid lueti and women wattliig to 
be oonsamud. But, after bU, the featiTal is not voy atmctiTv 
during dar or nJgiiL The aucttooocr has netther tact nor irit, 
EO that his m]«s ting hearily. The poorest 0^ artists be U, to 
tue A natu-c prorcrb, "' n John Lopez — ^neither vinegar, honej. 
nor llalniBcy witie — nothing."

A lusty brother preached. Hit voice iraa atBaO for so large 
a man, weak and soft aa a woaun's.

The pathetic is his forte Di- 
bting on the stiiTcrings of tite saint, he rose &oai sinothend 
groans to thrilling iv:uls, pressed hia hands (o hia Imaat, threw 
Ibnn toward Fidelis, and sank every fire minittes on his seat 
lo saffer iiis emotions to sabsido.

Ttic prcoclicr l^ing through, the nuncio entered on the pan 
ndvcrtJspd for bitn, and sulwcqucDtljr performed another BOl 
moiittQUod ID the jiapcTS. In an cmbroidrrcd gown, ssaiatedbj 
two priests, he perfumed tbc altar, ciindli'sticks, atid images by 
shaking a cenaer among thcin. A country bi:<hop, with a fire- 
inch cnuH on his breast and a ekiill-cnp cii, flood at one cid«, 
and to him thc^ nmiclo swung the BmokJiig vcit.-«f], receiving a 
timiUng iiicliiiatiuii of the head Ui avkuowledgment of the official 
vomphmciit. 

At one purt of tho pcrfotmaiUMt two men Bt«pp«d bcfallldBAt 
diiti, and itloopiiig, raided Um skirts to tbe small of Ua ImgI^ 
then, after a pause, threw then over his hend, and bore the gar- 
ment away, lie then stood in a crcam-tinled gown, gathered 
xound his waist with a cord. By-«nd-by the disrobcrs reap- 
peared, stood by httn till ho notiod tlio ends, tucked np the 
okirls, and whisked tlicni in like manner away, leaving bim in 
a cambric camisa. A liltio while, and the spoilers came aud 
stri[^)e>d hint of that aUo !

<y'8 salivary glandii be got into tbe little fellow'a month. With 
the same lioly spittle were their brcasta, nccka, and collar-boMa 
anointed. 

Entirely novel to me, tbe ceremonies increaanl in ioteratt. 
Tbe nando changod bta scarf for one of another color, took ftna 
a satuxr a pinch of salt, and mbbed it on the lads* fivebcada, 
opper lipa, oitd, to remove the insipidttesa of the aaliTB, aa i 
Mppotted, tlieir tongues also. A friar next prodtued a anall 
morocco cue, containing three minute oil-botllea, wilb stoppsn. 
to Uie onder sides of which minikin ^lootw were attacked. 
With a piece of cotton wool, on which tbe aatziatan coiptied 
one of the spoons, bis excellency nibbed tbe neopbytca' &»»■ 
beads, lips, breast-bonca, and napes of their necka.

The Inda were next led to a tabic, brought in for the occa- 
sion, on which were a lai^e tray and a long-necked vase, both 
of silver. A Capuchin took Bernard, and called on bis owner 
to lay hiii hajid on the lad's slioolder while the noncio read 
some particuliff pasaagc. This was done, and the toy's head 
bent over ibe tray tor litg eminence to pour water from llic 
pitcher on it. The liquid rolled off in drops like rain from 
doclui' featJiers 1)iit tlie inexoraLIe Rat-rLtlan wa8 not to be thus 
defeated. Holding the hoAd dowii on th« tray with one hand, 
he took the end ot*a towel, rubbed the fluid in, and no eneiget* 
icsUy a.<i to draw aniilcs Jrom other fucca Lceidi-j< mine. As 
soon OS SCTiiardine woa served tlie sanui way, llie pcribnnaQcc 
wa« complete.

A depu^ fiom Ceara spent tlie evening with us. The fam- 
ine now raging in tliat province, he says, is worse than aa de- 
■cribed in the papers — too horrible, be says, to bo doBcribe i. . 
Aa with previous cat&mitica ofthu kind, the drought has 
all vegpution. Cattle, the great staple of the prov

perishcci, and next, men, women, and children. In extensive 
districts not a pint of water was to be had. Hirers were dried 
up, and in towns where it was usually in plenty near the snr- 
face, wells had to be deepened from twenty to thirty feet. All 
who could flew to the coast for rehef, and thousands perished 
by the way. Before he left the papital, twenty-six thousand 
persons had applied for bread. In dealing forth small meas- 
ures of raandioca, maize, and beans, a hundred hands would bf 
stretched out to snatch at them. Indians — even Indian moth- 
era — brought in their boys and sold them to the navy for food. 
Previously it was difficult to get an Indian lad under seventj- 
milreis, but now their parents, having nothing for thera or them- 
selvea to eat, freely offered them for ten. The drought was fol- 
lowed by locusts that consumed every particle of remaining veg- 
etation. Pestilence succeeded the locusts, and now yellow fe- 
ver is sweeping off its victims at a fearful rate. 

Private charity had become exhausted, the government had 
done nothing or next to nothing, and no sister province except 
Maranham had sent them aid. A subscription was begun in 
Bio, but it fell through. Their representative ia disgusted with 
the apathy manifested by the Chambers. "There are plenty 
to talk, but none to act. Words are women, deeds are men. 
The only thing to bring them to their senses ia to get up a 
revolution." There is a bitter feeling at the north against the 
government for spending two or three hundred thousand milreii^ 
on illuminations and trumpery pageants here to flatter the young 
emperor and his wife on their return, and millions on his jun- 
keting down south, while so many are perishing for lack of life's 
first necessaries. 

The people of Ceara, he admits, are improvident as Indians 
— ^not one whit better. Granaries stored with one or two years' 
provisions would prevent these recurring &mines, but the peo- 
ple have no thought of, and no care for, to-morrow. 

Indians appear to be enslaved as much almost as negroes, 
and are bought and sold like them. In Rio a large number are 
thus made merchandise o£ Of this fact I was not aware till 
thiH evening.

Sco! their ear» aro not now erect, for in that position 
tbc falling floods would fill them. Tamed back and pendent, 
nil in dry nitliiii as the voiiti-iit» of tht! two hairy mcks each 
beaet is ladnii witli. Yon dark nymph crying omiigcs mid h«- 
oanas, witli n hunch of rosemary in one hand, i» coming ovcx to 
this mde. Her wide and shallow basket is n colandt^, and utw 
der it she a fountain goddess in the midst of falling jets — on 
Kthiopian Venus in a shower-bath. Though lithe and well 
Ibrmcd, «he i« not a Minas^ — her gnrmenla had not then been so 
brief nor few. The left half of her bunt is wholly nndc, and 
ihe jagged skirts of her only vcittinent »re short as a figurante's. 
Ltook I or rather don't, for she rai^ca thcni as nhc comes wading 
through tlic torrent in the guttvr. Thurc, on the side-walk, 
now siie splashing treads— an ilinerazil priestess of Pomona ! 
Her spirits are not drowned at any rate, for that i«hriek of miitli 
is hers. She is bantering the muleteer as bo stolidly pacca in 
the roar of tua charge 

Here come again those eternal sand-carts, and now douhlr 
laden, one half with water. How the ]jour overwrought and 
lacerated an i m als strain to keep, and Jiiurdly keep, the wheels in 
motion. These Western Islanders, industrious aa they are, 
sboold have, or be made to have, compassion on their beasts. 
I^iggiig down hilla by contract, tliey labor every day and half 
of every night. Neither ruins, nor lic^t, nor cvcu darkness 
:4topH them ; no, nor aaitits nor Sabbath-days, 80 nnxJous are 
Ihoy to make up the number of milreis their moderate wis* 
centre on. Observe, they go without ehoes, .stockinga. co> 
vest, and tliis is winter too. Winter '. how like ^oriotu 
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mer in oar latitudes! Forests and fields in bloom, eilTer 
streams meandering among natural bowers, and birds and but- 
terflies as busy as at thia season in the North. 

But we must find something else to do than gazing through 
the window. Here is the Or^mento, or Brazilian Budget for 
1847-8, just issued fi-om the government press, exhibiting the 
receipts and expenditures of the empire, salaries of the emper- 
or, officers of state, and a list of about 2000 pensioners. On 
taming over the leaves, names occur remarkable for their literal 
import, others for their deep religious hue, and some for their 
singular combinations. As there is no going out to-day, sup- 
pose we devote an hoar to this collection, for names every where 
supply material for curious speculations. 

As in olden times, alphabetical lists are those of individual, 
not of family appellations. Thus letters in the post-office are 
advertised as with us, but, like this pension-list, the names be- 
gin with Agathas and Annas, proceed to Claras, Floras, Hen- 
riquea, Alanoels, and so on to Fedros, Theresas, Veronicas, and 
Zepharinas. 

Names derived from personal qualities, occupations, imple- 
ments, animals, trees, plants, etc, are common to most people. 
None retain finer traces of them, and none have more disfigured 
them by legendary trash than the Portuguese. As it is the be- 
lief that beatified saints are gratified by naming children after 
them, Pedros and Joses prevail among boys, while Annas and 
Marys carry the day with the girls. Then, as the mother of 
Christ is worshiped in many characters, nearly all Marias have 
agnomens expressive of popular personations of the Madonna. 
Another custom is to fasten a cluster of names on a child in 
the hope that it will attain the virtues of each celestial sponsor. 
With this view masculine prenomcns and agnomens are confer- 
red on females, and feminine names not withheld from males. 

0( primitive patronymies, chiefly drawn from nature, the fol- 
lowing are but a tithe of examples that might be given. The 
prenomens, mostly religious, are for the sake of brevity dropped, 
save one : Angelica Dead Branch, Amelia Quiet, Imogine Pil- 
chard, Anne of the Willow-tree Remedy, Rose Lamprey, Fran- 
ces the Stammerer, Clara of the Fire-pans, Flora Scourge of 
the House, Claudine Little Fish, Emilia of the Saucer, Maria 
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of the Foantaina, Charlotte Uoosc-Iock, Louisa Emaocipalcd of 
Fmnce, Louis* of tho J*e», Good Shepherdess of the Coast of 
XttvuTTL*, Joaiiuim the Sucking-pig of" Almeida, Marj of the 
Oiivc-ticc Ikaulilu], Maria Crow of .Vlmeida, leabella of the 
Ofcat Bcftrd, Isabella Milfoil, ilarbara of the Boor-bolt. John

A Protestant ^rpc of 
the cliscnM waH rather prevalent in England during the Com- 
monwealtU; oiid of Uy piitn>nymics, there arc doubtlcas thos** 
cmrcot among oorsclvcs curious as any given here. It is oiJj' 
when they prc«ent ihemeelves in a foreign dress that they ex- 
cite surprise ; strip them, and most will turn out old acqiudat- 
ancect, if not near relatives.

This custom begun with Sergiaa, and with soiuf 
reason, for Os I'orci — pig'a face — was any tiling but a suitable 
appellation for the holy father. 

Siitny Portuguese patronymics indicate not stmply a remote, 
bat an OricnttLl origin, especially some of those derived from 
uiiinala, fowls, fruits, domestic implements, hunting, the bow, 
etc. Of Inter names, Sylvan HiivcrBmith may be one, but it can 
hardly he |iOM(eriur to the epoch of the liind. Good Venture and 
Good SiiMCss are of high antiquity. The latter was the name 
of Aristotle, which in Greek signifies tiie same thing. Some, 
that appear of monkish origin, ore of anterior dates. Silva u 
probably one. It signitica a shirt or cloth of wire worn by [H'ni- 
tcLts : but Bclf-torlure goes back into the earlifat limeB. .Baal'^^ 
priests encouraged it. So with Rometro, a palmer. It prot^f 
ably dates &om timeti long preceding thu Crusadea, as pilgrim-^ 
ages to saints and holy place.t were made by the ancient hi 
then. 

The original Scnhor Sucking Pig may have received his 
name from resutnblmg in infancy one of those younglings in 
Tigorou-tly* drainitig his motlier's broaste, or from nn cagemesa 
to devour tbem in after life. The families of Sausages arc 
iy derived from one with eaniivorous apjjctites. The great 
cestor of Joaquim and doaquina Holy Pork was possibly 
victed of feeding his family at the ex|>ense of a monastery, 
Hoga were common presents to ancienl friars, and were t 
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MMuideKd aaeicd, but that Btcaling than vu not • nn ita 
tiiae u Aliondant proof. Some couvents had do( leu lluui two 
tlMtumnd, the feeding of which cost (hem nothing, "u tiwr 
woe privileged to range through the streets, tnatkets. umI even 
private botisea, scarcely any pttson daring to check Ihvm. be- 
cause tbcy wen! considered tAe ford's gufuie,*' To save thur 
pi^ woes were deooonccd by monka oa those that .ilolti them, 
and examples are given of mtu dying raving mad after dining 
on Rtolen pork. Let us hope that the first Senbor Uoly Pork 
sanclilicd lii^ theft according to tJte proTcrln " Steal a pig and 
give the £m)I in «1dd«'" — an iiutnictive saying, for which we are 
indebted to \a» or some other pig-purloiner'^ piety. 

With the reader's leave we will close the nubject of namet, 
and the rather as Sctdior Pompilio, a young gentleman from 
Congo, has for some moments been bowing bctbie as, and smil- 
ing OS his GOiuitrj-Ricn Only can smile. X Fkra tly-iUp in bis 
ten hand, he pointK tlie forefinger of tiie other over his Bboaldei^ 
anon brings it point blank at our mouth, and then vbtaks it 
hack into bis own. Next be makes a species of oouitaay, wave* 
the scarlet leathers toward an inner door, and seeing os at 
length drop tite pen, his eyes swim in joy at the success of his

We spent the beat part of two days in an irregular pile of 
diree-stary buildings, located on one side of a lull, dedicated to 
and owned by the tnost populnr of Brazilian minor divinities. 
The a6ci.-iiL, wide and paved, winds up at tlie rear of iht^ Cario* 
to Koimiaiu. Here and tlicre a slave was anleop, reclining 
a^nst tlie <lc«<l wall on either luind, while almost evciy wliere 
weir rcvolling nuiRaiiocs committed by tliem. 

There are several Antonios in the cult^ndar, and one is ofteu 

■■iataken Ibr the other. He who had suclt amusing pcrvonal 

•^ta with Salon was of l^gypt, and not a few of hia acts 
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and powers fiavc been ascribed to his namesalces. ll yn» he 
wtio, ceiittmeH after ]i!a dealb, began lo cure people of a discMC 
not licAid of wUilc Lc lived — one tli&U from lii* gncMss in treat- 
ing, sltU 'bo&iA liis name. lie only should be pictured with fiie 
and tt pig— not, as the wicked might eurmiae, to iiidicutc a ft- 
Torile monastic 'disli. The early appearance of erysipcliifl in 
Europe, aafiocUtion of lite saint and pigs witli it. etc, will be 
tbund accoiuilitd for in the sulijoiiiwl extract from Grabriel 
d'Emilliune's History of the Mouasliail Orderjt, 160S: 

" In llie year 10^9, n contagious i^icknif^ii, called llie Sacred 
Fire, a kiod of very dangerous leprofue, Imving itprcad itself into 
several parts of Europe, those of tlie Province of Vienna, iu 
France, had, at Ust, n^^ourHc to the Relics of St. Antony the 
Egyptian. They say that whoever did call upon him was de- 
livered feom the Sacred Fire ; and contmriwiBc, those who bias- 
plicmed or took the nnnie of St. Antony in vain, were inimedi- 
atelvi by the saints unmenjiful vengeance, delivered up to it. 
This gave occaHton to Gaston Frank, iu company with xoDie 
otiier persons, to institute, in the year 1095, tlic Ileltgion [Of* 
der] of St. Antony, whose principal care it was to serve Ihone 
who were torniciued with the Sacred Fiie. Tiiey represent St. 
Antony with a fire kindled at his side to ugnitie tliat lie dcllv. 
eofi. people from the Sacred Fire. They paint a hog ne«r him 
as a ugn that he cures beast s uf all diseases ; and tu hunor him 
in scverid places, ft hog is kept ut common cliargiK, and called 
St. Antony's Hog. for which lln^y [tlie jwopU-] Ijavc great vene- 
ration, llaiiy will have St. Antony's picture on the walls of 
their Iiouses, hoping by that to be preserved from the Plague. 
And tht; Italians, whu did not know the true signitication of 
the fire painted at his ^idc^ thought that he preserved houties 
al.io from lacing burnt, and tlicy call tijion him on such occa- 
sions. Ax for the Fryars, tliey know »o well how to make use 
of the power of tlicir St, Antony, that, when they go a begging, 
if one (lues refuse whut thty ask for, they threaten immediately 
to make the Sacred Fire to fall upon him; therefore the poor 
country [wople, lo nvoiil thi; menaces and wiichcrans of tbcBc 
monks, present them every year witli a good fat hog apiece. 
Some Curdiiials and Prelates endeavored to persuade Pope Paul 
III. to abolish these wretched Beg^ng Frysra, but they could 
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not compass tJmv good iIosi^D : uid these Honks do subsist yet 
U> tlii» day ill Hevvr.il plucvti, though the BJckitcs^ of Si. Aiilonj'V 
Kre be now veiy rare." 

Thin old cstablisbnwnt confAittH good Kpec!nioii!i of carving: 
and tbe chapel, without a tilhc of tliR gilt thnt gliiitcnit in oth- 
eis, is a gallery of paJnliiigit, wliicli, if not miracles of art, aic 
e&ctDplilignl ioii« o( %\k miraculous. They may not equal the 
best pTwIuclions of Kitphncl, or of Annibcd Cnmcci of Bologna, 
hat they are attested copks of tlie works of an individual deem- 
ed TasCly more gifted than either, vix., Anthony of Padua. 

Tho plan of the diapcl ia tvo paraDclogramB of unequal vridtlt 
^Uto stnsllor one the cbancvl) joined end to end. Tho cntranct- 
it at itic wide part, only lialf of which is appropriated to the au< 
dience. Wc arc standing at the door, and bcc- I yonder at tlir 
opposite extreoiity is Anthony over tho high altar lacing us.

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Two minor ahrinea are near the junction of the chancel with the 
chajieL One la occupied by a ftniule, and opposite to ber the 
orkriiu] image of Ulsck Benedict stands. I^irge aa life, good 
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looking, liU crisp hair »lioni & la tongure, lie bends over ihe 
prone h»hy in liia arin», and is liustiing it to nWp, 

For half an hour wo wens aloDC No person entered except 
a sIhtc belonging to tlie monastery, and he merely peeped in. 
I cndcnvorcd to tuk« a fuIUIcnglli portrait of the patron of the 
place — a slout^built gentloman, riaing five feet, and draped in A 
black gown, braced round his waixl by a tiutseli^d conL No 
other article of Ida proper drctsa ia visible, but bv in loiulvd vrith 
Moemorics. Curving outwitrd h'ln ]ei\ nrm, lie gnmgw with tlic 
hand a closed book, the cover of wliich conxtitutCH a pedestal 
for his baby, without which he is never seen. It is a pretty 
thing, TRHting with one foot on the Yolumc, the other in the aii; 
[ta stature is fif^oen incliea. It wears pniitnlcttcs, a wliitc silk 
trock with sash, and gold-laced tucks ; tiny trills go roimd its 
neck, a crown ia oa its head, a ball in one hand, and in the 
other an artificial nosegay. Between Anthony's right unn and 
breast a cross-headed stalf shoots upward, and with it a bou- 
quet.

nnk: hence, in common with lu» brother knights, Liculonanl- 
cok>nel Anthony, though wearing neither stockings nor sbocji, 
is oompliioented with the badges and dignities of a general.

On nraching tho water, it caught 
hold of the boating buckei, properly Invoked it to tlic cliain, and 
KM with it, to the delight of the lay brother and the edification 
of the brotherhood.

As tho holy man would not touch th« roonoy of so bad 
a hu.«band, he told Iiim to drop it, with tlic letter, into hia slocvc 
As usual, tlic dislrciiacd lady was next morning praying to hex 
lavoritt! {KilTon. A letter addre.''^ to her dro|)|icdoH the altar. 
and vhilc re-nding it, money raini^d down from th« sleeve of the 
innagP^ a.s the painting I'cprr.sento. 

One more: Tim saint met a man in low tipirits, and asked 
what ailed him. H« had been in biisinesfl, had acquired wealth, 
but waa now ruined by the death of a diahoneitt partner, whosp 
heirs claimed the property, and he Iiad no evidence to show hin 
riglit to it. "Never mind," 'juoth Anthony, " come with mc." 
They entered a wood, and near a cavern the sauit called on th^ 
devil to bring out tlic roguish jiartner. In the midat of fire and 
maokc, Satan appears with bis victim. The Mint commanded 
tho latter to sign on order on his lelativca to give up their ill- 
gotten ric^hcR. This ho did, and the cheated merchant gol hia 
own again. The partiiia are pictured at the month of hdl, and 
Satan holds the Binner by the neck while he sign^ the document. 

Our reverend commentator was in his element. He dwelt 
with plcaiiing unction ou a dozen or two more. Several had an 
imeUtible inHucnco over the muscles of our montha ; ami the 
negro, who hod come in again, exjxiaed every molar and inciwir 
in his liead, nor could llie father himself always keep his own 
a^«-teeth out of sight. With chamiijig naivete he said to 

H , "These storioa can do no harm. If all are not true. 

looat of them are." 

We had now crept down to the junction of the chancel with 
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the miun hoAy of the temple, when: two spiiited luigels, tall m 
I am, ittood, aa if to guard tlic passage into the holiest plkoe. 
Tlicv are highly colored and gilded. Each bolda a cornucopia, 
tiie month of which lua liecii scooped out to receive a large cy> 
lindiical htiup, in which a lighted wick was floating. The angel 
near mc wore n cotiical black cap without a rim, that contrasted 
8triMig(^ly with the uncovered golden locks of the other. The 
mystagogne vras tilling my comiMtnioti (o repletion iritli picture 
stories, and I drew ncai and touched the cone. It was loose : 
1 raised it. and, M-itbout a moment's delay, replaced it. It wai 
neither tnorc nor less than ut extinguisher for tlic lamps, and, 
when not ia use. dropped on the seraph's head as a convenieDt 
and tlic iieareHl pin to hang it on. Ot* necessity, the head wu 
cojiiously anointed with »oot and grease. Tliis piece of de«^ 
cration, at such a place, wan remarkable, because it is deemed 
wrong to put figiiras of celestial* to any low u«c. Cont'ersing 
one evening about the vunuux designs for paUteirosi, a sn^ea- 
tion to make them after tlic tigurc» of iiaintit or unguis, tbc picks 
to form the myii or lialot, inut declared inadniiAsible, bocaase it 
would be wicked to stick tooth-picks in holy beings* heads. 

When wc n-jtchtd ihu negro's shrine, the JatJicr was interro- 
gnled about Iit9 origin. Soma persons, he said, suppose the 
aaint vaa a Spani.4h glave in a convent, and, becoming emi- 
nently pioua, was elected abbot, but wlicrc and when lie could 
not say. 

The vestry is a splendid room, paved with rod and wliite mo- 
saics. Tha cuiling is paiiclod, and covered with ricli [wintings 
by an old slave. The walls, for four or live feet up. are cased 
with painted blue and white tiloe, dlustruting the life of the 
saint, and the re.at with paintings on the same fruitful subject. 
The eftr%'ing8 of bureaus, and round the doors, in high relief, are 
very sHi)erior. The Uvatory occupies an adjoining room. In 
the centre is a roarlile bnsln, shell-slmped, eight fe«t over, iuid 
from it rlsca a colninii, at who.-*c nngh-it dol[diin.-< deliver the wa- 
ter, the whole sunnounted by a dniped female statue or^'Pu- 
ritaa" some twelve IcL-t Irom the floor. 

We went up stnirs into u wide passage opening into the 
monks' cells. Oat of one there came the strangctt urubstitutc 
for a ehambcNmuid I ever saw — an old and miserable-looking 
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negro, with nothing whatever on his penon Lat a tatterod slip 
of bagging roaiid lus middle, lie and uuolher wen: haay with 
tlie luoniuig chores. Hasting a while in one of the rooms, wc 
beheld liic Carioco Aqacduct winding like a low, whitcwiuliod 
mUl along the lull »ide ; it) oiie place liulf sank in the grotutd, 
ftt another wliully oat, while close to tiic monastery it paaaee 
under tlii; rond we ciime up, and enten the Carioco Fottntain 
«S the foot of the ascent. 

Our cicerone led ns op stairs to a large room overlooking a 
groat part of the city and the Bay — the library. When the 
ioor was unlockcnl and thrown open, what a bla»t of tluiiip and 
mildew came oat ! Pausing till fresh air could etrcam in, we 
•pent an hour or two among the book*. Hero are hetwwn five 
and »i.\ liionsaiid voIuihcs — heavy tomes on Canon Law, Mo- 
luwiic OrUitrit, Miracle-t of Katnts, llUtory of Bynuntiuiu, WtHr]^ 
of the Fathera, etc TJie only Knglish book was n Life of Mil- 
ton. With lhG excqition of a work on magic. I did not see a 
rolutnn of KjK^cial iiUtnu'it, nor did 1 often one whose Icavcb were 
BOt gloed together by dam|iy and of which large portions hud not 
been dovoorcd by ants. In a few yeara the whole will have per- 
isbed. 

TAe SaiHi as a Solditr. — When the royal family arrived 
from Portugal in 1808, Anthony waa only captain of infantry, 
but before returning to Kiirope, John VI. rai»cd him to a lieu- 
lenatil oolonulcy on tlie stuff, to the great displeasure of older 
officers. BcsidM lus salary of 900 niilreis as iiculcnant colonel, 
be appears in otiier gra<Ic» in the anny list, and reecivca pay 
and raliona accordingly. I extract the followiDg from the na- 
tional budget for the preHent year :

0068." In tho "Week of Ixive to Sl Antlioiiy," the form of 
address on Mondays ia, " Oh, my St. Anthony I Wonder of 
wondiirft! Credit to Omnipotence ' Modol of humility ! Mystic 
doctor!" On other days: "Ob, St. Anthotiyt Treasorcr of 
Italy.! Precious Stone of Poverty I Unman Angel! Prince of 
Iliyiven ! Sun of the World! Athintca of Virtue! Star of Spain 
and Portugal! Wonder of Naturo! Brilliant Sun of Padua! 
DoctorofTrulhl Trumpet of Heaven I Hummcrcr of Herrtics ! 
Abyss of Sanctity *. Rule of Perfection ! Coltunn of the Catho> 
lie Church ! Honor of the Seraphic Relig^n, and most Jtdcved 
of Glory! I ofler Hux thirty-MX Ave MarinH in honor of the 
thirty-six years during which thou practiced so many miracles!^ 

Again: "Do wc look lor miracles? St. Anthony malcea 
death, sin, sorrow, error, and devils floc away. He is a prompt 
medicine for every disease. He takes us out of priMU, deliveiB 
us from pains, and all hiet things hcJifuU. Perils he booishce. 
and to evay one gives succor. Padua confesaea all this. Prar 
for us. good Anthony !" Another passage — if tlio reader is not 
out of breath— explains why lie ia rcprenciitcd with a diUd. 
"Oh, glorious St. Anthony, who mcritad to receive from thf 
Iiands of the Mother of God her only haby into thine aims!'* 
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Tkb was the highcBt of honors. No other saint receired such 
a mark of favor. Ttiere was nmcb troublH to get the infsnt 
irom him ; hence it is the common practice of bin worshipers 
bete, when they get out of patience with him for delaying to 
comply with their wishc*. to tiircatcn to tike the baby from lum, 
Notiiiug, a d«voat ]idy says, is moro effectual than such a 
Ihrwit, Intimating that Nossa Sciihora, at the time Anthony 
lived, had no baby to put into hin Bmis, I wns toM she, by mir- 
acle, made one for tho purpose ! 

Aa the rtstorer o/lmt thingg, Anthony is constantly appealed 
to in cases of mnaway slavcn, i^tray horacs, mules, and atolcn 

fiimittirc- Scnhora P carrica hta picture in ln?r \)o»om, 

and, like thousands, keeps an image of him in her house. TS<A 
a duy puses without her addressing him. To convince mc 
that he waa "a very miracutooB saint," &he mentioned tliat he 
had MDt one of her mother's staves back after a long ab^nce^ 
and how a valuable one of her own liad mn otF, and boon forced 
to reluru. Tliis last confessed that the tortured image of the 
sunt osed to appear and tell him ho mast rctum. 

When otiicr Siuiits do not comply with requpsta preferred to 
them, resignation ia a duty ; wlulo, in «uch casie-s, Anthony ia 
■coaiged, bruised, and tormented tn every imaginable mannei; 
and, what ia stnngc, tfaid la said to be ogrccuMc to him \ TIm> 
mcmsares adopted by Seiihora P wen; «iic!i as lior mothtr 

had tceooTse to. She took Anthony, a figure about tho length 
of one's hand, of |ioltrr}%btit more commonly of plaster of Parta 
— placed a lighted candle befoio him, asked iiim to ucnd the fu- 
gitive home, and to mind nrnl givo him no rest till he return- 
ed. A week olapded, and he came not; another and another 
pagged away, and ftill no tidings of him. She then took the 
aatnt, laid him, with hia face downward, on the 6oor behind the 
door, and pat a heavy atone upon him, that there might be no 
intermission of hu pain, I asked, '* Why treat him so severe 
ly ?" Then came the stereotyped story : " St. Anthony wished 
to be a martyr, but as Our Lady did not permit liim to have 
that honor, he loves to be afflicted in hi?i represcntalivc*, and 
very of^en will not li«ten to his friends until they ore torment- 
Aa soon an the fugitive was n'rovereil, tho load was re- 
nack of tlie little sufferer ; he waswaahed, ptit 



on a covered tiiblef two candles lit Wrore him, and tJie beat 
(lutiks of tiio Isd/ pn-spntcd with n courli-s/. 

It is coiuuioti witU Huiiiu to put the uni:oiiiplying saint iBto 
ovcus, and tUrovr liiin iu(o mh-pit&, and never to take him oat 
except to thaiik him or to c:liastiM« him ; hut tlw moat gemnd 
pnniahmcnt is cuit.-^igiiiiivnt (o a dark and wut {ini>on. Kreiy 
home in Rio has a sludlow well or cistern in the yard of track- 
ish water rising vittiin a few feet of (he surCiice. In tlicw the 
saint is immured. So common is it " to j/ui St. AntAony inio 
the wdl" tliat tlic expression is proverbial for having lost Bomo- 

thing. U says he bad a slave who ran off, and was cangbl 

and rclamed in a few wcclu. Uu communicating tlit; news of 
thv recovery of tli« lugilive to his fuinily, his vile led him \v 
the small well in llie yard, and, o]tenitig llie cover, showed Iiini 
Anthony suspended by a cord just over the water. She had 
placed him there aoon after tlic slave waa missing. Of counw 
he waa drawn up, like Jcromtab out of the pit, tun] coropluncnt- 
cd witli thanks and a couple of candles, and the elnve reminded 
how OBcloss were attempts to escape the vigilance of this heav- 
enly negro-catchcT. There is no doubt whatever that many 
davcs arc recovered by means of the saint. The tortured im- 
jge, like one of their native iJoIk, huunts their imaginations, and 
oonstant dread of enl befalling them compels them to teluru. 

Vaat numbers of six and seven inch Anthonys are dcstrojod 
by aogry devotees. 1 heard of di5a]>pointed lottery specuUton 
hewing them, like Agag. in pieces ; others throwing thezn into 
the fire during the pruvaloiiee of rage ; so that if the saint did 
not seal llie truth witii jiia Mood as he deaited, scutcely ono of 
his rcpresuiitfttives cscapM being martyred. 

A few days ago an advertiiwniont of a lost ass appeared in a 
daily p«i)er. The animnJ had Iteen taken from a j^irdon Iwlong- 
ing to the monastery of Saint Antliony, and a reward was otTcr* 
ed for its recovery ; ekp that while he recovers other people's lost 
cattle, he can not find hLi owit — at all events, bia iriars have 
foore faith in newsiwipera tlian in him. 

The monks are unpopular. Of eevCTsl recent lawsuila they 
hkre not sticceeded in oaeu A house is being erected by a pii- 
TBtc iniliWdoAl on ground cl.iimtd bv tlu^m. Tliey bavc pro- 
tuted against the intrusion, but that is all. Some tim* «>«>. a 
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aimilar outrage induced the abbot to apixal lo the government. 
Carneiro Leon, an enligltienetl 8tAte«nian, was Secretary of Stulc, 
After bearing tli« comptaiiiaRt, lie re[ilivcl, " Well, ir« don't want 
nonks, and tfw gort-mment ititelf waiitit the conv«nt groundfi." 
Th« frighted falltcr lied — pcrhapit to appeal to Anthony ? •' No. 
no," eaiil a native friend, " Iriars know better ; tlicy wll ainiplo- 
tons to do tliiit." 

Besides real estate, their means are svelled hy bequests, pro- 
Is of " bles5cd" prints, scapularies. medals, money for masses, 
for consecrated habits for tho&« who desire lo be buried in 
dtem — a soperatilion quite common; men, women, children, and 
yontha being fre<|MeiilIy enlombi'd in the garbs of monks and 
Bttna, tlie wealthy paying high prices for tliem. 

Jfay 31. All concede tliat tJie brotliethood of Santn Anna 
bears off tlie palm in tlie current f«>atival. Thia cliurch stands 
00 one side of the Campo, and is hero represented; the fla^ 
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stiUl'ani] iUg of the Holy Ghost in iront, a portion of the pj- 
roteclmic polos with liguroji mounted on tlicm, Ibc auctioneer 
and empire ft-nciMl in, etc. Betore noticing tbem. let us glance 
at tbu cxlablisliuitiits of lay sLowruen, who arc always wd- 
comcd here by tbeir ecclesiaatical brethren, both |mrtie« being 
mutual aids to eacli otbu. Here arc, in the immediate vicini- 
ly of the cliurch,

- The precociouH poodle of the advert iscmciit in a amine rouef 
*' he plays at earda, spells out ladicH' nainett, and does otber 
wonderful things." 

There wore tltrec more booths, in one of which sword-swal- 
lowing and drawing ribbons from the rnoutli were thv ehiuf 
featB, except that the perfoim«s rinsed their parched throala 
with lire. In anotliur were ground and lofty tumbling, with 
rope-dancing. 

The feast opened on Sunday, the Inst duy of Jlny. It waa 
dark Ijvtore I readied the place. Tlie illuminated tower and 
Bteepic of the church sparkled in the distance as with strings and 
wreaths of Jiumontls. Bcngola and other lights were stream* 
ing upwnni, and inverted cones of rockets — a dozen from oiw 
stick — were every few moments sent aloft, wtiilc bombs ex- 
^oded with reports loud as the bcavif^t ordnance; the church 
bellfl pealed away, the drums, cytiibiitit, nnd lrunij>eLji of tlw 
.showmen ht'lped tlicm. Opjiositc the ithow-Loulhs were ollicn 
for the sale of wineK, cigars, pii^K, and other refrf'iihtnents. One 
poetical proprietor inforiaed visitortf, in the following vcraci' 
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bis place contained every tiling that ooaid be wished for hy 
those who love U> taustu wid suck good things:

Avenaes 'were fonricd by colored women seated on the fftaMB, 
««ch with » basket of tr1J)^ cakes, or doce«, hi up witli a paper 
3talcni. Here were " lloJy Ghost rusks," gingerbn-jid, and 
•eocea of other articles tliUB designated, being stamped with a 
dore in honor of the femivnl. Tlic noise, bustle, and ejccitc- 
nent of the scene mode a perfect Bartholomew Fair. Thv 
gnnmd wan idivc with people, who kept moving like a oolonj' 
of ftiits in coinniotion. 

But let ua turn to the chorch* and by to get thvondi the 
crowds in front of tlio elage, which is very artistically got up. 
At each end an angul holds a laiup, while chandelierg, vases, 
"blue and crimoon Uipcalry, eiiliglileu and decorate the whole. 
"The Emperor of tin- Itvty Oboat," seated on a ttirono, pre- 
ndes, and really acts tlic {tort to admiration. The little fcUow 
is ten years old ; he wenr» a crown ; a wide frill adoma liia 
neck and reats on an ermine tippet ; his coat, veet, small-clotbuA 
with strings at the knees, white eioekiugB, and butJdcd shoea 
tn those of adults two centuries ago. The managers and a 
number of ladiett are sitting near bin] : the band is playing a 
Jively air, and see! the little monaruii poiiita with his gill i*cvi>- 
tro to a aide-stand — a signal for one of tiis secretaries to band 
liiin a piiiii>r of rtugar-plums. lie wears " tbo saah of tlio Order 
of Christ." Tliera is probably some alliance between thuse ju- 
Tcnitc mODorclia aud the " boy bishops" of the Middle ^Vgcs. 

Soon M the music ci>.ascd, out aj>ruiig the auctioneer, dressed 
in motley !— a young man of twenty^five or six — a Brazilian 
Grimaldi. In disposing of a latge nwk, his antics ebcited 
shrieks of approbation. AAcr disposing of n^vexal ninrc, and 
landing to each purchaser, witli the cliangc, a sucreJ print, be 
cUsappcared, and in a twinkling rca[^)earc(l in a Mtripd clo*^ 
lilting dress like Harlequin's, with bells itewed on the front and 
tide seams. Making a profound reverence to the emperor, be 
introduced, in a comic daucc, a large while rooster to the audi- 
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enoD. Holding it in 
urxt poiuliun by itR legs, 

mmib it Kcrmni hy ptdlin^ 
dowu Uk Uil fcatlKu^, suid 
aoon knocked it down to s 
laughing iHiyor, with a. wood- 
cut of a tlorc in a triangk 
thrown in. A quick broker, 
li« put titc first Lid on liim- 
»V}ir, and struck oflT the lola ai 
lite first or eccond udvance. 
lie kept the company in tl^H 
beat of tempera, ajid thea^^ 
wsH no putting a joke upon 
liim. Suinc one ■tlt-mptcd 

' '^^'^' thiB, whi'u he took bold of 

what he called His "Bilver ([ui/zing-glnsi*," which hung by n 
ribbon low as his knees, and applying it to hia eye, thnifit hi* 
whole face Ihrongh it. It wag an open nng cut out of a mhect 
of tin. Ili« manner of asing it vras iirvsisliblc. 

Retiring, ho oamn onl next in the worn-out tin»» of n grmw- 
al, with ennrmon» epnuletR, and performed a comic danoe, the 
mufflc accompanying him. With cwsy change of tho step he 
changed the tigiiro uf hia magic bat : one moment a regolar 
thapeau <U bras, the next a bishop'ti mitre, now n Plirygian 
boonot, now a Quaker's castor, anon nn inverted, and last of all 
a perfect cono with assefl' cam, in which form he fell to business, 
and disposed of fowls, pigeons, pics, casiards, and confectioneiy. 
AAcr dinpo^ins ofa dozen pigcona, the maaiciAns played a pop- 
uiflT ove«im',and,Iiiiiituig 1 liad Keen enough, 1 itirnwl to leave, 
when a sudden aliout announced his reappearance He waa in 
awhito aiid scarlet (1ros.s, mounted on high ntills, and dunct-d a 
polka on tliem to pcrfoclion. Willi a hen in one band mid hi» 
eye-glasfi in the other, he pUccd his arms akimbo, and withotn 
hcailation came down right or ten steps into the "empire," and 
traversed it for bid«, stalking among the crowd like a heron or 
flamingo among pongnina. Vov fun and drollery no actor amon 
the showmen could snrpaa.1 him. Ue had one drawba> ' 
Yono was hoarse and cracked. 
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Bofora I left he appeaivd in a 
niglit-gown aiid oiglu-cup, wliicli 
last lie cliangcd i>iU> vnrioua etaoil- 
Ard covoringft tor the licad, and 
gpjiGrally hy hitting BOtne ono with 
H. Thi; worst thing about him 
was Iiis trcntrnvnt of the fowla 
and ]>igcoii», wLicii lie whirled and 
jerked nbout without the least rs- 
garcl to tlieir eulleniigit, Ttic lat^ 
Icr bore their p&!iu( in xilcnoe, 
while llic dcireechitigH of tlw for- 
uor addt'd to Ihe grnieral merri- 
muiil. Ho is a jiruftsiMuonal Inif- 
foon.

'Hit Againot some were fixed wheels, wliccla witliiii

up, that at a short di^Caticx lUl miglit be tJikcu for living por- 
SOHM— -A few feet off the iUuAiou was strong. They represented 
larbcTK, razor-grinder!), irood-MLWyc-rs, tumblers, ropf^-^Iancera, 
Iftdictt, and ladies' maids, etc The ableiit tailors aiid maittua- 
makers could not huv« dicseud tliem better. Workmen wore 
rouxidubouls and cupM; guntlcnicn were in blue couts, striped 
pantR, and black nec^clotliit. The barlior's fdiirt-bosom vaa fig- 
ured, the. collars projected fashionably, and his cravat waH tied a 
la mode; he wore a wliJtc jacket and pante, un apron, and bigli- 
Ijr-jxtlitdied mIioi^ witb a niKor in hi;* hititd, and a comb l>oLind 
iuB ear. One lady in dressed in spotted pink, ivitli frills, Basil, 
kid gloves, and every thing else to correspond. She; is ready 
for a piroucttu when tLc general dance begins. Hod I not pre- 
viously examined one or two, I could Iiardly have believed tbat 
thoLi silk hats and bonnets, coatii, vest.4, polished hoots, linen, 
leatlicr cap$, veUs, and niuslin dc laincs, were nothing more than 
coiorvtljtrifcr, Hup|)ortcd on delicate wire fmnicg : the faces vrcre 
masktt.

A tund>U-r xliick Ikst tii a soinentct, and rc-iniiined in an in- 
verted poi>ition to the close, when, ^ilh tlK^ real, he vani.<)hcd in 
a liasli. The wood-nawycT and Uin African amustantH workvd 
awaj- : the raKor-griadur's whotd flew round, and liia foot roue 
and fell witli tlic (n-ddlu at a prclcmaturul rate. Occasionally 
his grindstone lacked moisture, and then he apat jets of liqtiid 
lire on it. his iaoe glistening with 8wcat or varnish. While ad- 
During tiis ardor, I felt a alight movement at my coat poctct.

Thus ended the niontli of Mny and the firat day of the fcuat 
of the Holy (ihost. In their general aspects and influences fe»- 
!■■ ore certainly akin to operas and theatres, but it would be 
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WTOog to consider them specimena of papal worship. Tbey are, 
I believe, ju»t wluit their pagan prototypes were, Teantons ui 
bonor of patron divinitm<i. and not ocoutione for iiivokiD(* iheta 
so much .-IK for oociiil ivjoioiugn.

Am element of dome!)tic life, and a chief item of boa»choId 
(vnutnre, Brazilian crockciy-ware ia interesting to a ttlriLn^, 
The articles bear little rrsctnblsnce to those in our kitchens, [tnd 
■one arc obvious modilicAttons of aborigiiiiitl [lattcniH. With 
the exception of portable furnaces (Fig. 8 in the above group) 
and B few garden-pots (G), tlie entire cargoes of Wats often con- 
sist of talhaa and moringues — that ia, of vessels to hold, and 
Others from which to driiik water. Tlio niuterial is n light red. 
pOTQOS clay, slightly bukcd, stid uciglzued. A penknife vtll 
readily drill a hole through tt. The wartM mode in lh« neigh- 
borbood of Kio aro not to be compared with the fabrics of Ba- 
hia, so much eupvrior aro the latter. A fino while clay ia found 
there. 

Ercry bon^e Iins a talha (Fig. 1 of the gronp) itanding in the 
coiner of a room or pansngc, and hoUling from ten to fifteen gal- 
lons. A slave keeps it filled from the street fountains. Fre- 
rjuently the bottom is roimdcd, and then it tests in a Tfooden 
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itand or inlite, ludf of it passing through, an opening cat in the 
top. 2, 3, 4, 5 «rv variatiuns. la the latter the ucck ia shaped 
Uk« a homari litut, uid the hat-crown ia tlio Ud. Noi. 7 ia the 
Ggarc of n vane occoAionally scon at the fountains. 

T have not seen a Kuropcau pitciibr, or any thing like one, in 
ft native dwelling. UoniK-mudu subalitati-s are cheaper, keep 
their content* cooW, and on otliw groundit an- prercnvil. TLcj 
form the class of water-pots next to talhas, and among them the 
** monkey" ia pnxmiincnt. Met \nth every whiire, it is em- 
phaticoUy the "pitehu of Brazil." Sec figure a, page 359. 
Two flizcs are in gi.-nc(»l unc — one holding a gallon anil a hal^ 
and tlie other two tmd a half. The monkey is on ancient rio- 
ringne enlarged ; I thiiik it is the only vo»«l used in Rio with 
two spouts, an attribute common to old Soath American pot- 
tery, and not confined to it.* Th<! larger orifice or tube is an 
inch bore, the other a quarter of an inch. On fiUing the Teasel 
at the former, the air within cacspes througli the latter, and 
vice versa when the contents arc dischaigijig. Instead of lutng 
a tumbler, the old I'ortngucsu and country people shp the amall 
ivAni into llu-ir inoiilhR, nnd slake their thir»t as wc do when we 
Balute tim lips of pitchtxH. Corks or wooden plaga to close the 
<»i£cca arc often seen attached by strings to the hale or handle 
(the curved etrip between the two spouts). They serre to ex- 
cludc anta, air, dust, etc. The monkey, indcpendeut of its wa- 
ter-cooling properties, deserves tlie attention of North Amciican 
potters. It has advantages suificicnt to justify its general in- 
troduction among ub. 

The figures b, c,d,eaie apceimona of tabic moringues, con- 
taining two to three pints. Smaller oaea are Qgurcd at t, i,' 
with tlicir covers, these are made in iiuitation of phie-applcs nnd 
other fruit. Eaxthonwaro decanters {A) are common. Thcei- 
porouH TcsHel.'i, by promoting evaporation, keep their content* 
cooler than glass ones ; hence the preference to drink water at 
dinner, as the expression is, " &om the clay." All have c<nr- 
ora, which are retnovcd and repUeed at every sip. 

" GuigUog moringuea" arc such m have the openings into 
the bodies made intentionally smalL Like sunilar toys b 
vogue in the Middle Ages, they embarrass no little those who

A wash-bowl and basin from lt«l)ia arc flccn ftty, j?. They are 
higtJy paiiiti^d, but poorly burned. 

Figure 9 of the first group, and figure i of the eccond, ore 
ibc common ceaaera. l^Iaoed on the iloor, a few dried leaves 
of nlecriiu, a native Bpccios of toaemnry. are dropped Oti tlic 
coalif, when a niroug acrid vapor riaes and pervades «very crev- 
ice. Seeds of alfiuvnin, or lavender, axe itiiportcd for the piu^ 
pOBC French piLAlile.t arc employed by ilie wealthy. 

With the fnrv-going, the reader liaa not ouly fair samples, bat 
a compend of ttm pottery fabncii of Brazil. 

T IB tho univvraal, otniiipn^sctit *' haril," with which the head 
of cvvr>' slave i« familijiT. A natural and durable, as well as 
cheap sombhing-bnish, is shown at m, n.— ^two halvca of the 
bank of a cocoa-nut. Thin article is much Uited for scouring 
floont, BH fibrous threads arc developed by U5c. and continue to 
project about a ijuartur of uti inch from the face as long aa the 
shell kita. 

The god Pilumnua reigns as powerful here as in tho East 
^, S show the i;oniD)on wooden niurlar and pestle of tlie cotia> 
try, tho fonncr standing about thrc« feet high, and the latter 
nearly as long aa the slave tliat wiidda it. In material and di- 
mensions they arc lac-similes of those found iwrtrayi-d in old 
Egyptian kitchens, arc identical with lUose of classical nations, 
and sQch aa are still conimon in India, China, and, in fact, 
throoghout the Oriental world. Not till I saw them did I pcr- 
eeivo the appositeness of tho sphoriam of Solomon about the 
braying of foob. Some are largo enough to squeeze a man into 
them. 

J*)td. — The native fnel of Rio ia cliarcoal and wood. The 
Litter ia quite snuil), the sticks scldoiu rutming two feet in length, 
and over an inch and a httif thick. Bundles consisting of ten 
of these am sold by tlir qimntity at two cents each. Thv Bay 
gtcamcn raise steam with Himibir bundles, except that the stielu 
are somewhat thicker ; but of vast jiilcs on the stoamera* docks, 
baldly a stick could be fouud four iuches tliick.

Juru 13. Tlie annireraary of Anthony of Padmi. a ccftse- 
lees racket van kept up all last night to his honor ; and now. 
rockets, Itoman cAudlcs, hoafiTcs, muxic, Tivas, bells, guns, 
bombs, and every noise-making dcvici;, arc tlic ortlcr of the day. 
M'erc ho the god of fire and briniBtone, they could not treat him 
to a greater variety of sulphnroua coinpouiid». I am well-nigh 
tired of the holy clatter of the city, its eacred ahovr^ and cede* 
aiaatio toy-aliops ; and if the reader prefer a week's jaunt into 
the country, ha will join a party of us bound this morning for 
Uacacu. 

In a diminutive gtcitnicr we pushed through a crowd of faluas 
and cAiio^.'', patt.ted tlie forKign Ahi|tj>iiig, and xoiight the upper 
waters of the llay. Among ihu pasHcngora were a couple of 
planters, in Bcarlct vesta and poucboa, tiglit- lilting white pantt< 
ending ia yellow, »aggi»g boots, to wliich eiiomious and liu^pro- 
jectjng Hpiirs wiMV Blnt]>]>e(l, suggeiitiiig the; ides of human roost- 
m prepared for battlK in a cock-pit ; and with this their voln- 
bUity and gesticulations accorded, for one moment they would 
etart back as if each took the other (or an adiler, the next tlic 
sborlcr ono w]it.i|)er»i in the long one'ii car, and a mutuzd distor- 
Hon of mouths and Rlirugging of slioidders follow. 

Tlic sccncH around uawert exliilarating, and the air deliciotis 
in temperatorc and fruslincJtit. Wc pMsed Governor's Island, 
md nmncrous insulated rocks, one standing Lko a column <m a 
larger one for its base, all bleached like ehalk, and as bare of 
Testation. Boats were at anchor among ihem liHliing up shells 
(ot limc-kihia. ^^e awe|^ past Pac^ucto, the Capri of Rio, and 
the favorite inland retreat of tho '^'1 ^'*'— At 3 P.M. vt were 
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agroBud withio a mile, of the mouUi of tbc Mocacu River. 
}x»t drew but tblrty inches, nii<l for moiilo time tlie vrlictls lud 
luen working in mud. One or two ttailing-boati now pufted 
QB, and plaved off jokes comnion on the Hodmn in th« caaXj 
dars of Hteam — offering to rc^it us, to toko our mail, etc. In 
half an Uour tho tide rose and wc r«n in. White herons, staJk- 
ing along the shores, tempted Bomt j^rtsmen aboard, but &(ta 
each ahot the birds aroge, and threw their long legs behind the m 
08 if in derision of the gunners. Haifa niilo wide at itd montl^H 
the stream rapidly narrowa, and heconiea crooked as a nio^-ing 
serpont. Tiic water is turbid, and the banks but little above 
iL Dense nlmilibery extend* at the left over an impenetxable 
swsrap for forly or lift/ uiilua, and at ttio right for live or aix, 
irith occa.'iioiial cultivated patches. Here are said to be two 
hondrnd leagues of moraaa, ever pregnant with malaria, and 
Holely occupied by wild beastH. ^M 

^Vc passed four boatit Udcu with slaves, part of a cargo ju^n 
hmdcd cast of Rio, and now being smiipglwl — if Uio tenii can be 
osed where, nest to no eccrcsy is affected — down to Chrictoval, 
to the depot near the palace. Uctbrc morning they will Ijc dis- 
persed, and in a few days uU ut work. There vnxa fifty in each 
boat^ all young men. Tliey stood up on passing us, surprised, 
probably, at a steamer. It wnn dark when wc landed at Porto 
dc ESampaio, a small town, where titerc was not loom for the 
tittle steamer to torn, so narrow was the channel. We bad doit 
■erenteen miles to go by land. Out of a troop of mules ready 
■addled wo scteclcd four, had eparA strapped to our hetds, and 
in a little while werc wending our uray through a woody and 
wild-looking country. At a late hour wc arrived at Saubayia- 
tiba, tlic lionjiitable faxenda of our friendsi J. and A. B — n, ^_ 
property tliat hiLt been in the family for scveml geneiationg. ^| 

!4M. The morning opened on us with a mist, exceeding in 
density any thing of tlic kind I ever saw or felt. The atmoa- 
pliore waa a sea of aqucons globules. Two small birds lighted 
on a tree in front of the honso, and instantly a drenching ahoT- 
er fell Irom the leaves. Kveii hnmiiiing-binls shook spray from 
tho shnibbcry. lietbrc quitting onr sleeping-apartments, t 
slave brought in strong coflbo without milk, a universal custom, 
except u» provinces whore the berry is not grown, and 
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tmiS ia taken inatud. One or the other ia deemed easfititial to 
health, and perliaps is so, in consequence of the mcmiiiig fogs. 
The venerable dwelling of oar hosts is a low one of stoue, with 
tbe usual central court. At one end of the vide atoop or coni- 
dor vas a small Toom containing two tcA bedsteads, and on a 
table the family patrons, tbo Lady Oonci*i^o, in a glaas case, 
with three candies, unlit, before her. Auothex uhadc indo^ 
what 1 took Cor a, fiiticy Swit«» figura, a8 it wa:t dntpcd in n 
roundabout jacket, tiowser^ satili, and a wide fttraw hat. It 
leppesented the Baptist, to whose providence and that of " Our 
Lady" the old pioprictora hod conunittcd the uHtatc This Gi- 
TCred dormitory wa« a]jj>Topriatcd to IT ■ ■■ «nd mu ; mtJ Iwac, 
I thonght, as 1 wrote on the table, ib something very like an- 
cient penetralia with their pcnulcs, for Urcck and Itoinan &nn- 
cn had vras and wooden uuagu» of tutUary dvtticd iu their pri- 
Tate cluunbcrs. 

H — had been in bed soihp timp, and beggfid nio to retire 
and pnt out the tight. 1 complied, and lai<l down, excessively 
tiittigDod. A few momenta after the room had boon darkened, 
thnc fpU what I look lor a storm of lisil, ne hcvctc as any iu 
our Northern winters. The pattering ikirly shook the low roof. 
The n<H8e for an instant ceased, and in another was leuewed 

upon the floor ! Alarmed, I epoko to It , but his reply was 

an unmeaning monoayUablc In the act of calling agftln, some 
half dozen objeets fell on my bed. With a convulsive Btiuddcr. I 
kicked off the sheet — the only coTering — and sent one against 
tbe ceiling, whence I heard it fall on the tabic, spring thence on 
the floor, and scamper across tt with a stjucak. Agitated aa 1 
was, my oompaiiion almost made my soul die within me; for, 
tuniiiig over in lus berth, he eaid, in & half-awake tone, ** Why 
don't you lie still? th^y'ro only rata."'

Tbcy mode a ru^th, then nil v/ua Mileiit ; iivxt toUowcd iho SOUl* 
periiig over tlie roof, uiul t\\ey wer« gou«. ^H 

What a soene the light bTought forth ! The entire floor w^^ 
sprinkled, but tlie altar-tahlc was fkirlj covered villi ttieir dung. 
It ia no exaggeratioQ to say tlmt the cloth and writing-paper 
resembled, st the distance, ihicit spotted calico. TIio flat can- 
dlestick, and even II 's snufi-box, ia like manner eorercd. 

One half of a uew pair of soil leather braom was carried off; its 
nuit« bad gone also, but the burglars not having cutcn qaite 

fhrougli the loop that held it to 11^ "st pantM, the Utter pro- 

Tcttlcd them from taking it ; Btill, had the opening through which 
thrj had draggtrd it been somcnliat larger, the more essential 
port of my companion's drcse had Tanlshcd. Every atom <^ 
the caiidk' wjls gont, wick and all. " Whv, hcn-'x a mir&elc," 
1 exclaimed ; " our candle baH vani»lied, but tlicKC throe before 
tlie images Bpcuntotiched." "Oh." replied my companion, "llw 
deviU know better than touch tltvm : they can not digest wax ; 
it kills them." This nightly ddilcment of the family saactoary 
is hoirible; no far from the images being any protection, glass 
alone prevents their being devoured. Xnt till now liad I any 
adequate idea of this terrible plague, nor of the wortb of tJlridl. 
the canonized rat>killcr of Augsburg, 

ThcTO uaa much liearty laughing at breakfast at my drea^^ 
of the nocturnal marauders. They abound throughout tlM| 
countij", do not harbor in liouscs, bot came down from the hill* 
at nigbtfall. and retreat at daybreak. Onc« a year poison 
laid fur them. Oarcilnseo la Vega haa a chapter on tltc 
credible number" of ratn in his day. Ilo mentiona hov 
swarmed in Peru, Paiiama, and Nombrc do Dioa, refers to 
annual ]:iroct&malion commanding every householder, on a cer- 
tain day, to poison them, and quotes the fact of iho crew of 
vessel going ashore at Truxillo, and leaving a sick man aboard,' 
who was attacked by tlivm. Qe managed to get a H]>it from 
the cook's berth, and witli i^ on hia bed, protected bim.telf the 
whole of that day and ni^^lit. AYIicn his a^KOcialca retnmed, 
tbey tbund three hundred and eighty rats killed by hia ^tt, 
t aides many wounded. 

The estate of our ho»ts is considered a small f 
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Itolf a Icagoc square Inclosed hy neighboring mountaina, a 
considerable part is forcst-Und. The slock consists of tliirty- 
»ix males, forty oxen and cowh, and seventy slavey, old and. 
jooDg — about thirty arc able-bodied. Fotir Grat-nvte bands 
find two children, valacd at 8*00, recently died of fev«r. )Ian- 
dioca, cofiee, beanx, pork, and mutlon are raised xn sufficieat 
quantitiea for the family and negroes. The staple of the Harm 
is SDgnr. Clothing eJae is cultivated for aale. The cro]> tliia 
season is a fair one, and i<i expected to yield four liimdred 
motdds of eighty pouiida each, which, at 5 cents, will yield only 
91600 — a mucrablc uum fur thv iiivcstmcut of so much capital, 
for the product of thv >v«ar aiid tear of so miiiiy nicii, and nni- 
inals, and other costly instnunentalitiea — a sum, too, wliich han 
to be dimitiisbcd by the cost of bo:ics, transportation to market, 
commissions, and taxes. 

The mill, driren by midcs, is the one of the last century — the 
first Enropean form of the Asiatic original— ^onsiating of three 
Tertica! wooden rollers cased with iron. Tlie expressed juice 
passed through a log into the adjoining boiling-house, n-here the 
ordinary' process of conoentration was fotlowcd. Between the 
mill and the mansion are the slaves' huts. Againiit one were 
stuck up two Biuall cigar-boscs — hives o{ AAcl/ia« jurutt/e, 
little bees. Jurutj's is an Indian diminutive. TIicmc Iioncy- 
uuJcing insoGts are slightly thicker in the head and body than 
moBqaitoea, for which 1 at first took them. Their ceUs bear no 
icscmbluncc to those of our bocs. Tho comb is, in color, a dark 
blown, and in conittruction it reminds olic of that of ants' nesta. 
Extremely sensitive to atmosplieric inHuences. they cloise eveiy 
joint of their dwcUiugs, and at night lock tliemselves bo doac 
that neither robbers nor damp air can invade ihcin, the only 
door being as regularly opened and dosed n» the gates of a for- 
tified city. They never open it till the sun has been eome time 
np, and invaiiably clgfio it before the evening dew begins to 
&1L I made It a jjoint to observe, morning and evening, the 
door-keepers at work. 

A quarter>inch giiulet-bole made through one side of each 
hive is the only place of esit and entrance. Over it the little 
artists form a short tube of wax, and curve it upward till the 
aperture ia horizontal. In a morning the orifice is opened and 
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the edgc» SiaeA out : in tho evening the matmrial is gtthered 
fTiio a bulb or dome, like tlic se^ed end of a boromctL'r-tu^ 
Thc5c bcus are atiugleeai but singalarly courageous, e'm<x they 
driii-c froni Uicir ncighborbooda tba ooounon bee. 

I have mentioiKid tiie gentu'al appearance of BrazUian she«p. 
The ram on tbb estate was of the ^[ozAmbiquc breed — black, 
accept the nose and tip of llii; tail ; email and (tharp cars ; 
agile, and with very little hair or wool on hia body, but with a 
■uoc fall and >diiigg>' an a lion'B. A noble animul, be stood 
nearly six inchca higher than the tallest cwc& 

Hero ia a herd of large dog^ iwmctliing between the grey- 
hound and the wolf, of a dun color, .'^liort Itair, and without the 
least indication of tails. They havn four large fangs in fttnrt, 
two above and two below. A mnallcr specica have two or tluoe 
iucbea of tail, appcarmg to a stranger as docked. At Sompaio 
WAS a maaliff-Iooking pup withoot the shadow of one. If I 
bdioTod in man's qaadnunaDOua descent, 1 would quote the^e 
to aostun the hypothesis, tnnco all the dogs of the earth am de- 
rived by naturalists &om long-tailed jKOgenitors. Of Bnusilian 
quadrupeds destitute of a caudal apfientUge, tlic paca ia one. 
It lias given rise to a popular form of n-buke : A Taunting em- 
igrant, retomiog from a bunt without game, tisKcited that he had 
run to it» burrow one of these aiiiinids, Which escaped him, 
tliough not till he had deprived it of its tail. Hence of a vai^^ 
boa-Hter it ia eaid, *' He'll cut off a jKtca's taiL" ^B 

Accompanied by Hcidior J , and mounted on muka. 

Meears. JI , H' ', and myself started to visit some Bcigb- 

boring tikzendas. At a leagne'a distance wc came to the &i> 
mUIouro estate, the property of an ex-depaty and state coundl- 
or. The mill, of the lateet construction, was, with the steam- 
engine that drives it, imported from England. The crushing 
cylindora are horizontal, and the cane passes through twice at 
one operation. Here were four evaporAliiig pans. At ereiy 
BUgar plantation the molasses is dlslillt-d into cacha^ ; and 
here, as at others, were enormous hogHlieada in which tlic spirit 
ia stored, and whence it is drawn for salp. 

Here 200 slaves arc employed and 100 oxen. About fata- 
teen moulds arc filled daily {^1200 lbs. of sugar) daring the 
svaetHi. Tho proprietor, a fine, lat old gentleman, waa 
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in tha rngiiuvhoune. He baa recently buri«d bu irife. and in 
pti&Iytic inikat iic^i-oc)! v.nK playing about him, and one 
stood bctw-c«n tiia kocea. Hia negroca, be said, were his eliil- 
dnn, and truly lie ftR«m«d to treat tliem m such. On« of tlie 
oldest fabrioas in the province, this in admitted to bo tbo best 
oondacted ; yet lie Baid it yielded uo (irofit. He dialikca shiv- 
ery, but thinlu wbit« Uborcra cim not KU|>cr»cdc it in ItraziL 

Lvavir^, we caine to tbe bord<«s of s loku, vbere the dog* 
etiutcd an alligator. Here praved the conical lilac cresta of tlie 
matnred sugar-plant, towering firom ten to fifteen ftct abo\'e the 
groond — a bcoatiftil Bight. Wc came to » shanty, whicli turned 
oat a vcnda for the sale of aoap, shoes, cacha^a, and straw and 
willow wares mado by tamed Indians. Continuing on, we pom- 
ed under a trw, from which a flock of piirraltoets flew cliattfiring 
away. K^at by wuh an ant's iiestt built on a ftsuco of stakes — 
an iiregular, hard, and brown raa»» of day, three feet btgb, as 
many wide, and two feet thick. I stopped at another, of the form 
of a huge pine-apple, nearly Jbur feet in diameter, and full five 
feet bigU, built in a tree. It ia wonderful Itow crcaturcfi RO mi- 
utte manage to can^' tlu^sc maKScs of natter to such elevations. 
At the " Kngpjiho d'Agoa," a twdrc-foot iindor»hot wheel, 
with bucketft only fifteen inches wide, drove tliree jacamnda 
Btampeia for husking rico in wooden mortarR. In the c^rpen- 
tcr'fl aliop wagons were being made by slaveis tlie little ndzc in 
their hands bringing whMla and tellocs into form to admiration. 
Old rose-wood axle-trees lay about, rendered asetess by fin 
evolved from their friction, "Wc retimied bcfoni dark, after aa 
pictureaqoc a ramble as man ever enjoyed. 

Detcnninod to bare what I so greatly needed, some rest, I 
began to block out our midnight tormentors. The flooring 
pbnkfl were eaten away, more or less, along the four »dea of 
the room. A tin trunk, old shoea, cbui^feet, waUang-sticks, and 

srabrellaft, were put in requiaition. M and H came 

ia and aH^iated. There was a amall library in a closet, and a 
KHoc of octavos and quartoa were employed. To my surprise, 
ScnJior M^ — did not hesitate to fold up an old miBsal to ping 
one hole. The butt-end of a mn^ket waa dropped into a cor- 
ner cavity, that the invaders probably deemed the key of tlie 
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of gitiis kept rcvcrbcTnling through the otherwise silent Wi 
ftighteniiig pacas and ormadilloft to their liolea, of which we 
passed several, and scaring away birds, among which toacaoa 
ireco the largest wc saw. Tho first tiling observable in gettins 
into the forest is the absence of the suii. Wbilu glowing in 
hrightncsii mthout, twilight reigns within. ^*ot a beam readied 
the ground through tlie intercepting foliage, which,' apreiuling at 
gn»t elevations, forma a perfect and perpetual screen. As the 
brilliance of the solar tttys is supposed to ditninisli in intensi- 
ty an they travel ouwnrd, bo we have experienced a diminution 
of liglit in coming tliiiit t'ax, and have at laincd a degree that pos- 
libly rcstembtcA morning on Hersclicl and noon on Noptuitc. 

The treefl are straiglit, rising from sixty to one hundred feet. 
and Toid of branches two thirds up. Thar avrrngc [hickne»s 
is under two feet ; some occur of three, ibur, and even live feet, 
hut thoui;a[iils do not exceed fiHoon inches. JLargo and small 
grow sotiic st\ or seven feet npait, and the open spaces are, on 
the whole, Ireo from scntb or brushwood. OccouonaUy the 
slaves had to cut the way for u& The most novel feature to 
me was the vogctnbic cordage hanging down from the topmofil 
branches, often nnnicroiu and various as thu ropoii and rigging 
of a frigate. These sipos arc not parasitic : their roots ars in 
the soil, whence they run up the highest poW, de»ccnd like 
plnmb-linca where nothing intcrvcnfcs, run along the ground 
for hundreds of feet, and rise and drop again. At one placo a 
ibur-incb eipo — a cable — formed a natural swing, wiiich most 
of us used. It reached within four feet of the gromid, whilu tlic 
upper ends were lost to sight, atlcr rising eighty feet pcrpcndic- 
nlurlj. Monkeys arc said to be as foud xa cliildrea of the ax- 
«n»ae. 

But for creepers, and trees to hold on and ratt by, there would 
be BO scaling theso mountains. The angle of otur ascent 
ml leas than 45°, while the leaves, thick on the groitnd, cx- 
oeodingly cmbairaBsed us. When the foot did not aUp over 
tbotn, tliey slid down under it At'tcr a shwt rest, we started 
again, passing huge rockn, that might haro come down from 
abovfl hefoTB the epoch of vrgntation began. (Jur pioni 
deared the n-ay into a gorge, where fre^h trails and b 
tracks of pacna crossiod and rocroBSc<L Passing ovor * 
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whose depth was concealed, we mounted again, and the inaiii- 
tooth tree ro.ie ap before us. Is tliat it f all slioutcd. " fli, 
aenhors," quoth ManoeL We were JLiAppointetL It was a no- 
ble on(!, but not near tho smslleat size lie had named. Stream- 
ing wiib perspiration, and paiittng like overdriven cattle, tlic firsl 
thing was to tind seats. While one was flasliing some powder 
to light cigars the cry or whLttle of a aloth was beard, and 
away went giinei and gmiiieriL 

Tho bole woB straight, tapered very slowly, roae nearly a 
hondrcd feet, and thvre divided into three diverging brandiW. 
the paicntij of niimcrotis others. Wc passed a sipo cord round 
tbroe t'tret above tho grouml, and found its cireumfcrencc twenty- 
seven feet ; close to i(, thirty-two. This was at the upper ride, 
where the cord, though tlicn close to the ground, was ten fbel 
above it at the lowest side. On approaching iiom below, the 
qraading ba^e at the right merges into a line of rocks extend- 
ing twenty feel or more, and ti)cn sinks out of sight ; their faces 
were upright, smooth, and of unequal elevation, front tlircc to 
lea feet ; their upper Burfaces, shelving off, dieappearcd in the 
sides of this mount. On drawing near, with hatchets in hand, 
to! this apporeul wall of granite tum«doul wood.' — the contin- 
nation of tlie bnso of the nliaft. At tlie IcA, tlic xlopc of the 
tQOuntatn, or the chongcfi it had undergone, had not inquired 
the developinent uf nucb an extraordinary buttress to ijisuits sla- 
bilily to the ponderous and stately trunk. I'or a hundred fed 
OB oitbcr haiul, and alxo above it, long Htrctclioit of root« ap- 
ptared here and there aboTO the surface — one three feet ia diam- 
etor, and several two feet ! 

'Hiia sylvan troliah wan a jerjuctiba, the Indian mcdidne- 
tne. The bark is kept on sale by the <Iniggii;t»; the wood as 
easy to work, reminding one of wbitewood, wluch it resembles, 
luterpoaing objects were cut away till we had a dear view of 
it, and two skctchea were taken from different points. The 
branches are remarkably atigulnr, and abruptly cliangc thcJr di- 
nction almoat every foot ; the leaves arc email, and the foliage 
liinited. WliL're tlie branches start from llie tnmk, scarlet pai> 
antcB were ilourii<!iing, and tiicrc came down a sipo thick as my 
ann, that hung loosely within six inches of the tree, as if let 
lo plorab it No better means of rising into the upper 
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negioos cottld be required hy ^onog sailors tlian tlieee " monk- 
Cj-Iaddera." 

The age of tliia m&jestic column could not be aHcerlainr>d. 1 
thought at first it v&s in its prinifi, bat tlial period bad long 
passed — probalily before Cakral ciime in i«igbt of dio coast 
Three feot ithavt the gronnd thcro appeared a circiilsr h<de, fotir 
incliea in dUjiKter, with edges handsomely rounded. I pushed 
in the end of a rod sevea f«ct before it vras stopped at the op- 
poate eide. The bole was a mere shell or tube, staoding on s 
eapsciotis cbambcr, whoso jiont wall fac«d cs below. 

The thought may occur to others as it occuiTcd to mc: How 
is it thati in primitive forests, so fev very large trees are 
found f Ought not a mjtjority, at least, to be aa venerable for 
age and dimunaioufi as this ? A brief reflection answcis no, and 
with it Tcuaon us well as fact coincides. This one ima outlived 
the usual age ; its compeers, that rose with it, ore gone, and 
left it to lirigi*r in the midst of a Miraiigft genunition. A virgin 
fOTest has nex'er been found stocked with old trees, any more 
than a nation with ancient men. Both spring up, matitjCi de- 
cline, and give place to their offspring, bccauBC in that way only 
coiild either be perpetuated. Koroat giunta arc, tiicrcfore, Uke 
human Annke, exceptions to a beueticent law that limits their 
stature and bulk, like the one which rcsti^cts those of men. 

Before reaching and after leaving tliia tree, we were environ- 
ed by striking proofs that the cardinal foms and onuuncnta of 
arcititects. joiners, and carvers were derived from Natun?'* cai^ 
poutty. I do not say she ekborates Jier materials into linished 
monldings, columns, and capitals. It would liuve been no ad* 
vantage to her npprentire-miin if she had, since her tnisaion is 
not lo anticipate his efforts, but to awaken and direct tlicm. 
Ucncc, Uke a wiae teacher, she suggests ideas, and incites him 
to work them out. Arehitcctural contoora and embellishments 
revealed lo David for the temple, and patterns shown to Mosce 
in the mount, are HtUl found on Orictital hi)Ls. and abound in 
every forest here — " pillars and cbapitcrs," " lily-work," " net- 
work," ''wrcatliB of flowers," "pomegranates,^ " jiolai'iieoB,'* 
and " almonds," &c Plain round columns occur in trees in all 
coontries, but here are twisted, wreathed, fluted, and clostcied 
or Gothic types. 
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At OIK spot T rcalcd against a bole nearly two feet in diam- 
etor, nbont wliieti a four-incli stpo waa wound, IVom bottom to 
top, R8 rcgnlar iw if carved on tins straight aliaft bv arl. Grown 
together, both appeared of one vabslance. A. sltll finer exam- 
ple occurred on oar way down, but I could not etop to examine 
and ekctcli it. On another bole, a couple of sljioa gave more 
than a bint of the double apinti. and in one case they wen> coil- 
ed so closely as to conceal llie trunk entirely, exiiibiting the 
pecnltarity of another artintic shaft. 

Uere arc an outline and aectioii nf a (luted or fiotliic iiliaft. 
Its expreaaion partakes of, and would, had tbcy 
not been known, imggcst both. Over three feet 
thick, its uppi.T part cxpnndu into a capital rega- 
Ur ua thu hann, ijius Bhowing u» Iiow the early 
builders were taught to combine elegance of forms 
with fitness for enlarged support. Tiike a word 
to the wise, (be metest glance at such an object 
sufficed. In the twinkling of an eye Ibe idea and 
its application were realized. The Untea were not 
of one thickness, but the dittcrenco was not great ; few were Irjis 
than Ibar Indies, and all were straight, round, and mnootb. 
Thia tree belongs to a numerous family, but ftn (at excell'td in 
rs^Iarity oth^r meinbeia we fell in with, that I begged the party 
to bold on a few rninutes near it. 

I had pre^iouxly caused some delay at a stately one, four feet

But none of theite surprised mc more agreeably than a nearly 
fuIl-dcvcIopcd moulding. It vins on a fallen stem apon whicb 
woie of us «at a wliilo to rent. K -^ inch upo bud coiled itself 

three tiineii round, oiid then, turn- 
ing away, disappeared i.n the dia- 
tance. The part in contact with 
the etem was flattened, and in yield* 
ing to that shitpe lite displaced snb- 
»tance was pushed oat at oithcr 
band into lUlets, as in the t^ote. 
Where the sipo took its departore, 
at a, the Hat part cootinaod a little 
way, and tlica the half circnlai 
boandaiy swelled again into the 
circular. The fdlcts vanialied cai^ 
tier. It was clear that the evolution of tlie fdlctM waa due to 
thecompresBure (perhaps by shrinking) of the soft sipo upon the 
bard and unyielding surface of the larger body ; for it approsclf 
ed aa a cordf and left as one. As the coils tightened, a lateral 
direction waa imparted to the fibres. No lact ia inoni obviouA 
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tlian that vegetatioD here obeys tlic sUglitcst impulses, and is 
ready to run into alt sorts ot' forma. I(» plasticity is such tliat 
it only wanta moulds to produce planks, hast», nnd sljttuce. In 
one uouvoluliou a ainglo Sllct only wan produced, aud ill Lbe 
others tlie miglu^ were not wmuglit out elmrp. Dul what then? 
A blind man ooitld not tail to recogni^se in them tlio astragal 
lad popular mouldingij. OlEier, and probably much better, ex- 
MDi^QS ate to be met with in the forests. 

In numerous iiistnitccs tlie vegetable ropes unitcid with each 
e&ex, wliere circumstances bad thrown tliem in eontmrt ; thus 
bruicheii became soldered at every angle. Frecjueiitly the 
rope is divided into fire or six strands for a foot or two, and 
then the whole unite in a single one. But besides these round 
sipos, hure h another «pccic8, which at first I took for long 
atretchcs of collapsed leathex Jiosc Some were singularly im- 
pressed with indentations nt regular in- 
tcrvaU, and corresponding elerationa on 
the opposite eidc. There was nnothct 
vanety, uiiemboasedt and bent as at c. 
The eipos proper present themselves also 
in long spiral Ktretehes. exhibiting and 
diversifying a similar feature in our vine- 
Icndrils. 

The descent of the mountnin was even more laborious than 
olinibtng it More care and activity wero required. In the lat- 
ter » stick was iiseful, but on going down es-senlia], to prevent 
one falling headlong. But fur the trees and sliiubbcry there 
could be no descending, for no one could keep liio feet. Once 
started, the momentum of the body could not bo conttolkd till 
thrown down, and with the force of a cannon ball. Although 
trees of one kind or other occurred every eix or seven feet, if 
we missed bringing up at every one in oar way — if we passed 
over ten feet or twelve without slopping, wc brought up with 
a terrible sqadch ogainst llie next. 1 perspired quite as much 
in coming down as in going up. With specimens of sipoa, rods 
for walking-sticks, and medicinal bark from tJie jiquetiba, we 
arrived with the huutcrsatliomcby dP.^L, well pleased, though 
tired with ifae triih 

The general aspect of a Brazilian forest ia brownish rather 
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than bright gntfln. TIir tne» caxt iheir Wvcs all tbc jear 
round, 

Tli« imbaiba, or "Blcitli-1r«e," is among the pcliirp-Wine. The 
bole is Rtraigbt, emooth. and bare of brancbcB cxctrpt nt t]ic top. 
'Die leaves sre Iu|;ii and pentngonoiu, which, vHtL young shoots, 
ATC the nnimnlV favorite food. It rcBcmblfis tlic mninao-tKe. 
for which I oftrn mistook it. It varies in diameter from nine 
mchea to two feet, and riaca from rn-cnty to forty. The Beth 
of tlicj flioth is Rireetidh, and, to persons unused to it, tneklj. 
\VTien one is within reach of a pole, it will slowly take hold, 

, and is often thos captured, and bomo off on the sliouldera of the 
hnnter. A more harmless creiturc can not he imagined — a Ium 
and a grin arc its oidy weapons. It« face is the index of help- 
less old age. 

A person with a low irontal region is said to hare tlie fore- 
head of n pregnifa. Sloths hsTc little or no fbrphcad. 

It is rcniarknhlc that the two 5]>ccics most alUoct to man, and 
with aftributcs so diverse — the most active and inert, the moflt 
harmless and miachievoos — shoald thus he found together. 
But, in fact, all thin^ are relicTed by comparison and coiUrasU 
whether pro])cnipa of matter, qaalitiea of mind, or tho iiitluencea 
of moruU. Of niincrsls, planta, and animalii, one claaii parodien 
another, while the living genus which approaches ncan-st to the 
human fonn eicbibits it in the lowest stages of brutalization. 
Wliat aj)e.'« am to men, demons are to angela — di.s1ortvd, degen- 
erate, raiftchievous carioatitree, and tlion the dpvtl Iiimwlf b the 
ape or imitator of God — "O demonioomtudoprctcndc scr trimia 
deDeoa." 

f^ I almll litre insert the euhstance of my notes and ohaorra- 
tioDK on the fahrication of farinha. This word is PortugueM 
for flour or meal, but when ueod without any «jualifying itouiu 
is unirenukUy understood as designating that of mandioca- The 
procedure la one throoghout tho country, and substantially the 
same as was and is practiced by the a)>origincs. Thii loot is, 
next to tbc potato, the greatest of tba red man's gifts to his 
white brother, and one reflecting no small credit on tlie donor, 
inasmuch as it would have bean valadess had it not been ac- 
oompanied with information on itn culture and conversion into 
bread. Naturally fatal to life, it has, by primitivo reaearchce. 
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been rendered innoxious and nutiitioiu. But focthis early and 
ittvaltutblo discovBiy, tlie larinliA of 8ou(}i America and casaars 
of the \V««t Indies niight not, and probftbly would not, )iave 
been known to this day. When, by ivhom^ mid under what 
oictunstauces it waa made, cau now never be known, albeit 
there was ]itck«d np \>y tlie early Kettlent a tiaditioii of a Tcn- 
tfmble jftniiigvr, draped in while, and vritli a flowing heard— a>f 
Other ]hlanco Capac — Iciichinj!: the people the use ol' tin^, to clotbo 
themselves, and dwell in houses (neither of which ihcy yet do), 
and the ruidvttHon and prvparaiion of -innndtoca. 

A licld of ripe mandioca looks Uke a niirveiy of hfuicls. The 
stem of each plant is iaolatcd, and has only a few pnlninlod 
leav<^H at top. A hnd, or projrcting nuclcn» of a Hprout, (Xrcim 
at nearly crciy incti on the otlicrwisc naked stem, tlic length of 
vhich 18 from six to seven fcot, and an inch tliick at the base. 
"When a field is reaiwd, the stems arc chopped into pieces three, 
or at most foiir inchna long. Thei^e arc planted, and quickly 
take root, sending fortli shoots from the buds, and in two years 
matoio a new croj). The tubers yielded by each stem arerage 
fire in number, the largest six lo seven inelieg long, and four 
tiiick; tJie shape irregular, and ia eubHtancc reeemhling the 
parsnip. After being scrapMl and rinsed, iht^y nje prcpsjcd for 
the "mill." Of the sanio plan and dimensions every ■wlierc, 
this machine is nothing mure than a revolving gratw. Ima- 
gine a sinall camogc-wheul, tliree feet in diameter, mounted on 
an axle, one end of tvhioli in lient into a crnnic linndlc. fn- 
«t«ad of iron tire, a strip of sheet brasa, fonr inches wide, and 
"pancbed fall of holes, in nailed on the felloea. the rough side 
ontwanl. One elavo toma it, while another pushes a single 
TDOt at a time against it. \Vh»D thu |jArt k-ft in the hand be- 
eonea too small to be held steadily, a fresh root is used to press 
it forfi'atd till it is wholly ground up.* 

The pu]j> is put into bags of hair or cloth, and Bubjectcd to a 
pnss. The pressed msttvr. resembling elieese-cake in consist- 
oioe, is nibbed through a coarse sictc, and tlirown into shallow 
copper pans roodcmlely heated, and stirred up for a few minutes,

One iace is smeared over with 
a thick coating of gum — a natural glue that jiardcna like stotte. 
sod ill it in in!>erted, often iii regular and fancy tigures, a niulti- 
tnde of sharp particles of granite, selected from pieces broken ap 
for tlio purjKiac. On litis board eacli root, after being washed 
and the akin eeraped off, is rcdncod to pulp by mbbing it to and 
bo over llie Icelh. When the desired (juautity is rasped down. 
tb« next thing ia to coniptcss it in order to get rtd of the water, 
and after it is exjicUod, the masH Is hiid on a heated stone i 
die and slimd till dry. 

The press poaflcssca more intereat. Iroagino a coarse, baa-' 
ket-Likc tabe, made of spht caue (thu slips thin, three fourths of 
an inch wide, and rather loosely plaited or interwoven). A cotn- 
inon size is Ave feet in lengtli, five or six inches diameter at tbc 
moath or open t^nd, and three or four at the bottom or closed 
one.

The op- 
erator then grasps the edges of the mouth with both Irnsds^ and. 
resting iho bottom on the ground, throws the weight of hi« body 
on the basket till he has crushed it down to about hstf its pre- 
vious height ; tiii; lowcrr partii, nieanwliile, swell out in diatneter 
larger than the mouth. A ftmooth stick, like one of our broom- 
handlea, ia now intrudueed, lield upright in the middle, and the 
pulp pat in and paekcd round it till the tube is nearly ItUcd. 
It is next - suspended by the upper loop from a hook, or the 
limb of a tree, and a heavy stono or basket of stones fastened to 
the bottom looj), so that the weight may gradually* slretc' 
luhc till it hccomcii six or scveu feet in length ; tAa 
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oapadttf dtminifhrntj loUh the extension, and the contructmg 
aides powcrfullj- forcing the pulp against tlie unyielding central 
stick, and conscqacntly driving oat the liquid, [nate&d of 
gtones, one end of a lieavy log is Kometimes iniierlod tlirough the 
lover loop, and loaded with a papoose or two, or aiiv tiling else 
at band. Indians, again, will ]mt one foot or both in the loop, 
EBin a stirrup, and .^ervc th«m3clvea ub the weightii. 

Such is tltc ori^rinal mandioca or catt-^ava pres,s. It ^as as 
common nmong the Caribs of the ialanda as it VM and is with 
EndiuiiM on tlin Oroiioco and Am»Kon, and throughout the im- 
menjw* regions bctwcfin those rivers and th* Plata. In Brazil 
thcrr arc tliosn wlio prrfrr it to the massive and clumtiy screws 
press imported from Lisbon and ^iHtitgEi at a cost of ^^CJ to 
$800 each. I piirciiBMud one at n vcntln for 16 cents, of the di- 
mensions given above, and for it the Indian manufacturer prob- 
ably received only three or four, certainly not over five or six. 

The carboclos, or tamed Indians, supply the venders or coun- 
try 8tor«a with it in all the provinces. 

This basket-press is the ifjyiii^ and il' tlicre is a current prim. 
itivo invoiilion evincing clost-r and happier reasoning out of 
oommon track.% and which (Exhibits neater and cheaper reaulia, 
ve do not know where to look for it. 

The wagons mid oxen arc not without interest. The former 
are Portuguese, Bpuuish. medieval, and classicaL Their coa- 
Htrudion \» the same a» those made hy Grecian and Roman 
wheelwrights. The axle-tree in invariably fastened lo the 
wheels, and consequently turns with them. Tho latter are 
made of two, 8omelinio.t tliree thick sU1>k, comnnonly Ave feet 
in dianietcr, four inches thtcic nt tlie periphery, and between 
■even and nine at the centre, where they receive the squared 
and tapetied ends of the asle. Two journals are formed on ihc 
axle just within the wheels, by making six or eight inches of 
the timber round and sinooth, to receive two forked pieces, or 
inverted piuninict-Wocks of fiard wood, i-cowred to the bottom or 
ttndcr aide of ihc wagon body. Tho a-tics are generally of roao- 
wDod. Bui the most stngtilar funtnrc of these carriages is, they 
are all musical, giving out an incessant moaning, more or less 
•oft or sharp, and broken by every jolt or depression in the road. 
This arises irom tho friction of the forked piece on the journals ; 
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it is modified bat not deatrojed by greaae, uor ia the noise un- 
pleaaant. There ia no aaw-filing, teeth-drilling, cor flesh-creep- 
ing power in it. 

For A full Uolf hour, as wc trottc-d along ycstcrdoj, tlic sounde 
of muiDic itix ahead cnmu on us, STVclling snd subsiding as liiUs 
and valleys intervened, now like the Immming of bees, and 
anon sharpened like the singing of inQf^quitocs at one's cars. 
As wc passed on, the tonvs miglit tc coiupaicd to a score of 
.Ju)liftn harps — soft, clear, and continuous. At length we ovci^ 
took the instntuiciils and Tnusicians — Iwdve wagons, laden witli 
cane, on their way to tlie £iigenho. Every one had a totie of 
its own, and the mingling of the whole was not rnigmtcful. To 
the animals in the aliafts it ia said to bo as delightful as to the 
drivers. Cervantes, the most graphic portraycr of SpanbOi life, 
throws Sancho into a swoou of fear by the creaking of llto same 
Icind of wagon in the dark. Tlie oxen frecjuently seen in tliese 
vagonti, botli in the city and country, are aucli as woald make 
glad the licartH of our formers. Allied to the buflolo of Ijidia. 
nobler-looking creatures arc not to bo found. 
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19M. I<aet nig^t the rata kept carnival as usual. Ijeajiing 
on and otf the hods and altai^table, their fell on the floor Mund- 
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ed like that of so msny cats. They'smelled and pulled at oar 
shoes and gannenta, and squealed and scampered as if they 
were the very imps of mischief. Repeatedly I sprang up with 
horror as they were tugging at my clothes. H was snor- 
ing hefore I had finished some writing, and, as this was the 
last night of our stay, I determined to reward him for his indif- 
ference to the intensity of my sufferings. Instead of putting 
the extinguished light ontaide of the door on retiring, I placed 
it on his bed, and quickly covered myself up in my own. A 
minute, and our familiars, who bad been waiting till the light 
was out, were rushing through defiles behind the plaster; a 
twinkling more, and a score were on hia coverlet, qnaneling 
over the tallow. A violent splutter, a round oath in Portu- 
guese, and a convulsive shake sent rata, candle, his own clothes, 
and those belonging to the bed into the air. 

At 5 A.AI., H , M , and I took leave of our kind 

hosts, by ten reached Sampaio, and were soon after steaming 
down the muddy Macacu. Millions of handsome tufts, on 
stems of tliree to five feet, like palm-trees in miniature, border 
the river and occupy the swamps. This gracefiil weed is known

The communion of 
Korth American Indiana with the Great Spirit appears more 
cwuiatent and refined. True, it was pnetiecd by our forefn- 
thora, but that iras wben tiicy were liltJe butter lofornied iJiau 
are modem barbarians. The images are better carved and 
more neatly dressed than those of Fctieliism, but the principle 
involved iu their inlrodnction is the same in both. 

Ilowever well iiiteotioned the unknown authors of the phys- 
ical worstiip of god^ and dead men by means of images and 
their accessories may liave been, and however expedient or just- 
ifiable, if citlicr term be admiasihlc, its application to Christian- 
ity in darker times, it surely is not nec&isary now; but nation- 
al and minor hierarchies never purged (Iiemselveit : i-ii tightened 
only from without, they are ever llie last to jneld to conviction. 
Still, the world in reli^ous loatterB ia advancing ; it can not do 
otherwise where science is cultivated and (.tahlcos left free to 
pursue it; and nhut i» (rue science but a manifi'.idation of the 
Creator in liis works, and what are they but "revealed truths," 
which no one can study aright without becoming wiser and but- 
ter — witliout feeUiig his nature rising into higher pbnsea of ex- 
istence, and his affections throbbing with gratitude to the Pa- 
rent of the uni^-crBC for the ceaseless wonders of his beneficena- 
hwe diapluyed ? 

In the abitenoe of unifoimity in human organizations, and ui 
the infiuences of climate and clinistic productions, religious dif- 
ferences ore lumvoidable.

An Irislinian by binh, 
he maintains KngLind'^ t-iglit to rale the conquered country a£ 
flhe pleases; jiintifiextlic wholcRaln cotiBncationof tbcsoil to the 
invadrTA. from whom he boaiits of being descended ; denies, wilL 
a slnp on the table, lliat the Kiigllsli Chuxch is a burden to tbe 
In'sli people, and with another eluOlengcs yon to cite an exam- 
ple of a lord, bishop, or vicat distressing a family for tithes, or 
zxjmos'itig OQC to make room for sheep ; and by a third thump, 
that sets the glas«e!ii ringing, jjfotcs "it was right if they did." 
Half Ju3 salary is paid by tlie liritiflh government. Ills theme 
ro-day was "Tin; Love of God." 

The prayer-book li»nd«d me waa one of those iiijiued "by 
authority,'' polluted witlt royal mandates, enjoining upon its 
owner what he is to believe and whom lie ia to pray for. Be- 
sides thirty-nine items of faith prepared forbitii, rcinindinghim 
of forty stripes lacking one administered to old unbelkvers, il 
contains a creed, Bccompnnicd witli a profusion of dammttoiy 
clauses, enough to make a savage shudder, tt tells every one 
who doubts its dicta " without doubt he shall ^lerish everlast- 
ingly." I would not stay a wcok in heaven with the red bigots 
that conceived it, or the intriguing oneei that |)eq>vtaHto it. 

6tA. J proposed a visit to Nictherohy, and in half an 

hour we were nkiniming; the Bay in a foiu^arcd barge. IditC 
some elate capitals with us, this iniperiiU city is yet a small 
one. After calling on Cicntral C — - — and ehslling a while, 
we paused on to tlie beautifid chateau and grounds of P 
P o, with whom and his aniiablo femily wo spo 
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A smart Indian youth waited at table. I understood lie was 
not considered a slave. 

The place belonged to Pedro I., and on his w^tIldran-.^I to 
Europe was purchased by the ])rescnt proprietor for seven thou- 
sand five hundred dollars. Only to think I a Iiandsomc nian- 
sion, on an eminence commanding one of the Unest of earth'.-* 
landscapes, a plantation extending lialf a mile one way and 
nearly a mile in another, rich in every tropical treasure, adjacent 
to, and, in fact, included in the capital of the province, with all 
necessary out-houses, for so small a sum ! While waiidfring 
through its teeming fields and forest groves, reclining under itn 
shady trees (among which were bread-fruit and wee2)ing-wil- 
lows), quencliing one's thirst by overhanging oranges, and it 
plum-like, cooling fruit, bo plentiful as in some spots to Iiavc 
dropped from the stems and covered the ground, inlialing the 
soft .and grateful air, I thought, if any earthly homestead may 
be likened to an inheritance in heaven, this one surely might. 

On rcieliing the IJay our boats were in waiting. The men 
pulled like heroes, and landed ua by moonlight at tlie Gloriii 
Beach in an hour and fifteen minutes. 

A present of game had arrived from Alagoas — a paca, whicii, 
instead of being consigned to the murderous knife of the cook, 
is to accompany me to the States.

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laving one of the Iianda brokun. If offered for sale, a gratifi- 
cation wili be given for thu infumiAtion."

One lias a significant mark of eome person's opinion 
of the efilabliiOimciit it cclcbratca — a coat of mud. The bouse 
ta a brothel, wbit-'b, from ignoranoo of its cbaracter, tb« Inshop 
lias licensed io bavc a ahriuo in one of its rooms. 

A WTLlcr in the Jomal calls on the icvcrend deputies in Uie 
Legialature to bring forward meaaurea for putting an end to tbc 
oHiciol connection between religion, cburchcti, and tbeaties, and 
refers to tliis place. I'rom pUy-billa lie quotes. "A trtijpedj 
for the benefit of N. S. Coucei^ao in Soap Street, namdy, tbp 
□lucli-applauded drama of T/ie Jealorui Wi/cs Dtmce <^ tfiA 
Polka^ luid llie comic farce of T/u: JfiY^/ter of Sotil«. Ag^in, 
in the Theatre of Nicthcrohy, the force of TAe BniiAer of S&uU 
will be [jertqinued ^/ w' the beni^Hf oj'sou/s in Purgatvry. And 
recently, in the Tbv&trc Son Tedro. in this city, the same was 
played in Kortor vf tfie divine IMy Ghost of Uta. Attna ; be- 
sides others, equally objectionable, advertiaed daily. What a 
«atire on religion is this \ Wliat impudence I" 

TIte anion between theatrical and sacerdotal performances is 
too intimate to bo easily scrcrod. There la a real afiinity be- 
tween them. Take tlie Capuchins, who, as rcformns, arc held 
to be in advance in spiritual m»ttcrB, frequently closing thcir 
advertiscmcnts with eome mystic or moral apophtbegm, and hov 
near do they approach thoir histrionic brethren. Announce- 
ii)ent» of tikeir ftstival to-morrow rival any play-lrill in prais- 
ing their grand displays of lirc-workit and martial music, to at- 
tract purchasers to tlicir auction, and to exchai^ money for 
dmall portraits of Veronica. While ecclcsiastica thus co 
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with lay showmen for pulilic patronage, it is natural for Ibe lat- 
ter to retaliate wlicro tbcy can; hcoce the pla^s and laroes in 
which the forruer are satirized. The erening'ii entertainments 
Ifr-moiTOw at the Terfzn Theatre are " tlie lauch-npplnudcd dra- 
ins, in five acts, of The (iR-\(;e of God ; after which, a /'oUa 
Dance i to condudc wiiU tlie T/itca Winnan and TArce Se-

Crowds wtre climbing np the steep, others haiitcivng dowii 
&sler than tli«y wiithed. \a we rose, guntit of tnu.4ic tt'jiched 
OB, and now and then the pinnacle of the little church waa seen 
tlickertug behind the glare and curling Bmoko of bonBres, whilu 
bombe Khook tliu uii, and rockets kept rushing into thv tiutt- 
darkcning vatilt. Arriving nt the scene, nnd homo Iiiihcr and 
thithoT by the crowds, there was no resisting tlie excilenii-nt. 

Two sets of entertainmentB were going on — within and with- 
out. The latter consisted of mnsic, auctioneering, and pyro- 
technics. A military bund of tliirty>two instruments occupied 
n Btagc on one side of the church door, and kept playing, at 
abwt interralSt nationul and popular airs. On the other n^ide 
waa the Mi<!tionMr'a platform, which accommoduted u committee 
and a small black bund— -twelve negro mu:«iclana, in white jack- 
eta and blue cai>!*, who i)iayed when llic other company — a wliite 
ow — wa,i called inside to (XTform. Ila^-ing spukeii of auctions 
ia other rharchcs, I phall add nothing here, except that one of 
*mittco cut long candles into short piec<jii by way of add- 
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lag rnriety to the salesman's stock, and aflbr«ling op[>OTtiiRitie*> 
for personn of small means to obtain bits of holy tapers. 
• An actideiit ni-iirly put an end to llic busines*. A slave waT 
rdiglitiog sLwple lamps wUch the wind had blovrn out, aod 
some ^pu-kji f«ll from Itis toicb oh the caoopy over the stage. 
It took tiro mid tva.* parlially dealroyed. The nortioneCT. pre- 
ternaltirally alarmed, sjirang I'rom the boards, lo the great diver- 
Bion of the crowd. 1 woi? luld that biindrcdH of yoang ivUorrs 
present would not liavc hcsllAted lo bum down lh« wliolo coa> 
c«m. A strong police forc« was on the ground, and the chief 
of poiiee is head of the ncvr brotherhood. 

The Ccry attractions included, I. The usual twenty-foot pok. 
with its zigxag truin of bombs, for giving the. sacred sulutcs. 
Ljugo and small balls alternate at the angles of lite train, &0Q1 
lop to bottom of titc pole. One ^vcs out report;) e()aa[ lo mtu- 
kcts; tlic othcTH drop and explode ou the ground wiili a noisr 
that olmoitl burHtit ihu i^inpiuitiin of one's can; and when thr 
fire Teaches the last, it Btarta into life, an inverted cone of rock- 
ets. 2. A long line of taller poles on the ridge of tlto mount, 
and on the top of each sorao elaborated device — reels, wheels. 
stars, and fuU-grotvti mrn and women. Such might be called 
the chanflelien of the stage, while the foot-lightii consisted of. 
.1. An extended row of flaming negroes' hcadH, alternating tritb 
tar-burrela. 

We Btjueezed into tho cliurch. Tlie committee on portraitr 
ipore run down until eustomcrs. Veronica stood on their table: 
a haiidiioiitc four-foot figure, drajieii like a mm in russet gown, 
and with thick folds of Uiicn round her throat. She held a 
bouquvt in one hand, and in llic palm of the other a minulr 
baby. I^dien young and old, gentlemen and lads, pressed lo 
buy her picture. Colored voinen came op with two-foot cati- 
dlc«, which they reverently laid down, and received likcnesoee 
of tlic Cnpiichiii abbess.

One of the 
aitists fihowed us a small figure on a copper plate half engraved. 
I observed it was designed for Washington ; on hwiriiig n-hieh. 
he brought out a two-dollar Newark bill, from the ma.r^n of 
which be was copying it. I did not tindenitand that any Ijilln 
had a3 ^et been engraved here. TJic plates of those in circula- 
tion were oxeeuted in Rngland. 

The melting-roomH are on the ground floor, wlicrc are tliree 
modem ait furnaces and two old ones, with the ancient mode 
of itupi>lying the blnitt by laiitcni bellows — a form of tJie popa- 
lar inntruini^iit of I he highe.^t n»tti|uity. and still in vogue 
tlirougbout the Oriental world in one rude ithiipc or another, 
llic apctimims hen; arc similar to llie one notict-d at the arae- 
wj, aud present perhaps the best modilicuiion of the old pneu- 
matic device. Tolittir-

A, an upright hollow 
plank or eliesi, to wIiohc 
opposite sidex the ends 
of the k-atheni tubes or 
sacks, ft, 6, arc nailed.

Cvcry thing is neat and neatly arrangitd abonl the Klint, but 
no business connected with coining was going on. The fur- 
oaces were cold, the presses silent, and the small steam-eogiw* 
for driving the machinery was motionless. 

The fanioos Lady of Lam^uiJoita having her residence close by. 
we stepped in. Like tlie loniple of St. Geoi^, it Li a small 
and mean affair, ibe floor rottirn and bvc] with the atrccL Thr 
altarn and their wooden candlcKtlckx, dcnndcd of gilt and paint, 
arc clouded brown with age and handling; tlio walb frown on 
tliu ebony sacrisitan as he lounges at the doorway, and the lo«' 
rovf Kcowls on him for withholding a coat of whitewash ; but 
the \'arlct hccd^ them not, and posaibly thinks colcov incieasp 
in beauty as tlicy approach his owiu 

Over the cliief altar stands, the patrona nursing a cluld. 
her occupation and regalia (lueeiiy contrasting with Iter fanci- 
ful, but liulcd, worn-out costume, her soiled hands and smutty 
bee. At her right stands "Bidlliazar, king of Congo," whosr 
while varnished eye^balla peer on her firom sockets of jet. Con- 
fessing ignorance of tJiia person '.i biography, I was told lie was* 
one of the three wise men, or kingii aa they are e<aid to liavi- 
been, guided by the star to the inlant Christ in Bethlehem- 
Why he was brought here will appt^r pres«nily. On her left 
is popular Anlliony, Km militury siuth. black cnssock, and tlic 
hg^t blue frock of his baby astiiating to relieve cadi otber. 
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The baby's stature doos not exceed six inclics, nor the raonk'it 
nor moiiarcli's twonty-lour. The "patrona" is properly made 
taller ibaii her gaests — she is foaj fiset. Of all the faecs, Bal- 
liukEor's IB the only one that does not cry for soap uid wftter. 

Pasaing tbioDgh a eide door, we ciit<>rcd the vestry, a large, 
airy, wcU-conditioned room, wortli liall' a doxeii such an we just 
lutd left. A youitg titun gave ub the histoTy of the estsblish- 
tnent, Mud showed u» the original *' Kule« and By-lan-ti," dated 
1743 — ■ fine Kjx-tiitieii of old {>Muimii»lii|>. The illustrated title, 
in purjile, red, and gold, reii«>.tenled tlie patronit, and each cliap- 
ler b^nn with uii illutiiinml lettej. The ground was not ob- 
tained till I74K The doiior'ti portrait hanga agatn»t the woU, 
and close to it is a voodcii tablet, on which Is writteo, '* It it 
the duty of the brotherhood, whenever n priest performs masR 
here, to ask Iiira to pray tor tlic souls of Pedro Coelho da SUn 
and his wife, who gave the ground on which thin church is boilt." 

Thia WAS tlic Hccond fane given to the blacks, that of the Ro- 
sary being the first. The policy of having a negro patron in 
eaeJi was obvious, and heiice Ualthazar in one and Benedict in 
tlte other. In lii:iS this one was taken Irom them. Id the 
btireaas were festival suitfi for the images, including arlitlciai 
bonqnets and trimmings, dating from Poter Coclho'a days, ilcrc 
Hood Our Lady of i'ains, large as life, and in lens antiquated co«- 
Itune than her sifter over the altar. Here, too, wa3 St.Vincente 
Ferrea, of full st.-iture. 1 coold not learn who he waa. He 
looka like a nondeacript— half monk, half angel. Hia head is 
ahaved, and his plump body robed in a cassock, while from his 
Bbooldcrs sprout a pair of splendid wings. J udging troni hit. 
name, h« may have been a blacksmith before lie joined a mon- 
utcry and learned to read the Missal in his hnndn. 

Our informant offered to show us a.i fine a picep of sculpture 
as ia in Rio. We wont into the church, the front of an altar 
was removed, and tol a dead Christ lay on a checked mat- 
tress. "There," said he, *'th«t was carred out of cedar more 
than eighty years ago by a slave named I""ulah, the same who 
nude the colossal crucilix in the Jesuits* College on Castle 
IliU." The general effect was not bad; the falling in of the 
cbeBt, and other indications of life's deiwjluro, were tolerably in 
•cter. The image hud been ftesh painted. Its general 
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gbutly hue waB eot ofTwiih dvep caniiino ga«hc3 in llie bicost, 
umi!;, thighs, and lfg«, bc^idcn smailcr onca. The knees and 
i^hcfuldvni Kro vorely hrui^e*!. Each wound is eurroiuidKd with 
a biui«h lint, irhile vivid gore trickles or streams ironi all. I 
ojuuninod the tigura minutely. It in six toet loiifc. iind flie 
Liead has & slight movviimnt. Thu joint is in the neck, and so 
neatly covered with a boud of Kkiii or }Hirvhiitctit (pAintvd like 
itiQ n.'St of thu body) iw to nMjuire raorv llian u cosunt iiii<^-(^tion 
to (lotcct. Tho arms are attached iu like manner. This image 
is eximged for public veneration every Kriday. Pioiw nqrroM 
and others ihcu crowd to kiss its band and tbct, aod leave theji 
nlrns iu a. diah ptaocd near it. A wig of tlowing tockx is then 
put on tita now bui-u head, iind ucovL-rlct thi-owri over ihc body. 

The young inun liiiUhed by giving us aii account of himself. 
IIo has boeu brought ujp to tlio law, but is about leaving it to 
devote himself wholly, as ho said, " tu God's Uoeced }llothcr.'^

of sixty, in a flnc old mansion in Iklata Cavnllos. Stately and 
Biogularly ponctilioas, »he i» Hnid to be a Semiramiit iu ber IJun- 
Hy. We found her iu tho drawing-roora on the second lloor, 
wluch resembled in its fittings tboeo of ©tlier old first-rate 
hoases. TIic coiling was raised and painted ; the walU titen- 
cikd for tiirca fret above the floor, and then papered. No glaw 
in the windows, which were mere 6aines, witli outeide lattices, 
and heavy inside door-lUic shuttera and massive Lolls. Kudi 
of the interior doors was formed of three plankn tied together 
with the UHual dovelaikd knttena: they were painted (white), 
bat uot planod ; their only liiiish had been given by the popu- 
lar adze.

23f/. Anotlier gala day, which H and I upent in a jaunt 

to the Gavia MoiinlainR. 8taxting early, we tripped liirough 
Boto-Fogo, and Icf^ the Botnnic Garden behind. So claatic and 
bright was the inoming, that, before leaving home, fho Corcova- 
do seemed close to ub, and now the distant " Two Lrotliers" 
appeared at our elbows. Cochineal cactuses occurred ; brcAd- 
trees, laden with fniJt, stood by the road aide ; ojid among flo- 
ni trcaflures were "l^'lowcraof Ventw/'ofwiiicha singular use, 
considering their name, is made. Tiio leavGd, rabhrd on leath- 
er, impart to it the color of jet, and hcnco arc employed aa black- 
ing for booLs and ^hoeit — a liint to cht-miittB and dyers. 

Black slYeaks crossed tlie road, oa if a wide tar-brush hod 
been drawn over tiic yellow soil ; these were armies of ants 
pausing with forage to their cnrops. Occasionally a green leaf, 
two or three indies over, is secrt gliding along witliout any ap- 
parent mover: lum it over, and you liiid a Tleroul<Jan emmet 
bearing it nway — a load vastly more disproportioned to the 
bearer than the gatcn of Ai^caion on Samson's slioulders. 

The Ga\-ia peak is nine miles firom the city by land, and 
twice lliat distance by sea. The elevation Iiaa been ealcolated 
at three hundred ieet above the Corcovado. Closo to tliu ocean, 
the Oavia presents a prominent mark for na^ngaturs, and is sup- 
posed to famish evidence that the coufit was visited by Pliojii- 
ciaa or earlier adventurers. One part of the pinnacle is a eo- 
toisal enbical mans, with a compnratively regular inna overlook- 
■ — »Itis ocean, and on that face is the nllegcd record — an ia- 
of belwocn twenty and thirty gigantic chiiractt.rs, doep- 
^rauite, and generally perpendicular and parallel. 
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After pftssing or-cr an esceasiyely rugged road, wc arrived at 
and reated on a omnmit, appropriately named Jfoa Vuta. The 
largest of tlie Innaoes. a bare, black, overwholtning mountuo, 
Ciced us. At OUT left were the valley wc had come iliroogh, 
and the glorious eountry bet\\-ceu ud uud (tio Bay. At oiir right 
die mighty Oavin towered, iipjicariiig close liy, (Iio sculptured 
tablet exposed above, and the white enrf rolling and roaring at 
the tasc. Here wc look a sketch of the scene and of tlie writ- 
ing, which appc.ars in two lines extending across the middle of 
the BtupcndouH page. With a telescope ivc examined it mi- 
nutely as we passed on. As we progressed, the tabic form con- 
templated from the city wholly vaiiislied, and the largest and 
highest inuBs resembled a pointed helinct, up which no mortala 
eould clJmh vithout the aseenditig powers of U):ard». 

In 18.^9, a committee of the Geographical Institute visited 
the Gavia, and copied the fancied writing. Their report o«dl- 
latcs between u natural and ai'tificial origin. A second and 
more satisfactory' investigrttioii "wan promiited, but lias not been 
made. It is admitted that the chnractera bear little rcaotn- 
bhincc to those of any known people of old ; that llie face of 
tht; rock is inaccessible ; tliat murks mom or loss like tliem arc 
met with elsewhere, and th.Tt irnnginnry figures of animals and 
hunting scenes arc found on tlic faces of mountains in other 
provinces. 

Like )>rolilea of men in mountain outlines, or Bgures in coal 
fires, tliCKC grooves in the Clavia may he interpreted into nu^t 
imaginative bcdiolderft please. They have, I fthould say, as 
mucii connection with primitive sea rovers as the Roman cliar- 
ucters noticed on llic Tcjuca, und no more. If they were chis- 
eled by human fingt-rs, bo was Anthony's Nose, shown to travel- 
ers on the Ilndson River; the famous Virginia bridge was built 
by antediluvian maaonK ; the Niagara was a dam conatrucied by 
Titan millers, and the Devil's I^r-tlers, impressed on a rock near 
Ciipc Frio, are tlift vcritiihle handy-work of the \^'ichcd One. 
But how were tliey produced V A\'ilh a telescope wc detected 
kindred iiidenialions in process of development on the Greater 
[rmSo, and on otliers of tliosc cloud-crcsted quorrii's. Veins, 
atritB, cracks, and <.Tcvice8 pervade most-, and into them ve^cta- 
iU fibrils creep, grow, and burst off jiortiona whose figures and 
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tlimensiooB are governed by the directions and extent ofpntvioiw 
Ii8etun», tliu tt^xture or graiu at tbc place of rupture, etc. Od 
ilic (tKf, A» on the aumniit of ttie hlg'licst and barest roclu, lliesr 
lbrc«d-Iiko borers hunt for lodguentit in ttio miimtCRt cliodini!, 
CTDcp into every iniprior ranitiication, and sn-pll till they dis- 
place iho vails in front of them. Such, I bclicre* weio the 
flcnlptors of the Oavlun hieroglyphics. Tnstancfs occur when- 
dislodged portions are protruded, but not sufficiently so to fall : 
they are waiting till ttic powers iKtbiDd expand again to give 
them anoiliw push. In rocks partly dooompoecd Iliesc bIow 
Jrillcrs and silent blasters abound. They raiac tljo material in 
abdvca, air and w-ntcr then enter, and ossiM to break and crum- 
blu the layers up. 

We rested a M'bile and reticslied us near a venda at tlie base 
of the awful pile. Half-naked children were playing about; 
one had bone ligaa hanging at her caia. A man sat by the 
door patching a jacket — an itinerant tailor. Ilia whole dress 
consisted of a shirt, and pantu that barely covered hiit kuocs ; 
k%» feet niid hgt were greatly swelled, and occupied his otteaa- 
tion 08 Tuucli as his needle. 

On our return, two negrocfl came suddenly on us oat of a 
ddo path, bearing a pole on their Bliouldcrs. To it waa slung 
the bttdy of a brothi-r kIrvc tlicy were going to bury. A wltitc 
man, dressed like t!ic tailor, met ue — a picture of idleness, dirt, 
and distress: a specimen, it is iaid, of thousands in Brazil, 
whom slavery, with the fcvlings it has generated, makes wretch- 
ed. Labor is degrading, and aa tlicy liave not the means to 
live respectably without it, what can they do t Custom, instead 
of honoring useful toil, withliolds all stimulus to exertion, and 
ID a manner compels thcin to degeacrate into worse than In- 
dian habits. If they had land they could not cultivate it witti- 
out iilaves, and tliaae thoy can not buy. The climate favors 
them : dwellings arc hardly ncceaaar)', fuel and fire can be dis- 
pensed with, aud, c^tcL-pting fig-Icarcs, bo miglit clothing. The 
poor of Bnuil arc poor indeed. 

Pretty well used up, wc got home soon after dark, with hands 
swelled with the bites of borrachudos.

Ap> 
parently not more tiian a mile oS, yonder rises, at the left, lieaa- 
lifii] Mount Martha, a perfect cone, and the mont conspicuooa 
of an tnaiUatod crowd.

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Wc were soon oft*, in wiiitc ronndnbonts and wide straw liat

llie acntentidua reply. Wc soon CAtnc to Arcos Stret^d so tuuned 
Iroin tbo double tier of arclies on which Ibc Carioco utream is 
conveyed tVoni the lower part of Tcrcisa to ^Vntonio liilL Col* 
lected in the Corcovado glens, I now loanied that only on the 
jurtilictal ctcvations, made to bring the water to tlic city, cJm tJia^^ 
mountain be apinoadied. Our way, tlterefbro, Ues along t^^| 
ino»t pictiuT^tiuv of aqueducts, and thus u double plcafiare at- ' 
tends UH. \Miil(! wnitiiig in Arco«t Strcot for our ;;add)o-twrso8, 
the outlines of the scene were takvn. At our right towered a | 
part of the nqueduct arches ; facuig us arose the dead wall of 
the Tcrcza Convent garden, and over it banana-trees hanging; 
at its loft oxtTciiiity l»^n (he steep road wc had to trsvcJ. 
jVbove the garden appeared a grassy JiiH, and beyond it the con- 
vent diurcb. Projecting from tlie wall are :«])omg (g swt 
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Twinily with wator. Not lesa tlian two doitcn slaves, of bolli 
sexea, came to till their barila daring the few miiiiitcA wo wait- 
ed, sewrtvl of whom carried tbe liquid high up the JiiU doVD 
which it tronie^s. 

Thoiigli one of the most interesting structures through which 
life'8 liquid erer nut, the aqueduct haa never been described ; 
it will iherefore be cfltisidcrcd the principal object of tlie trip, 
aod of otlicr tripa, for a week might be profitably devoted to it 
aloue. Tito I'ercsa is tbe highest of the city hills, and tiom its 
Miumii tho fluid dcftcends. TIUs liilli which m most hinds 
would be culled li mountnin. Is uot in.-ialated. but Joins more 
wpiring peaks iu its rear. We are now about to sc&Ie it The 
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loirer part of tlie road, beginning at Arcos Street, is paved, the 
rent ifl broken oiid ragged as a gulty. Up tbo lon^ luid torto- 
OU8 steep we ride, graaping the poinmeU ot' our saddles lo tor- 
rent pliding off beliind. 

Aa we {ffocceded, a Htoiie fimce ot stuccoed vail, Tuying 
Irotn Ave to eight feet in Jieight, was at our right. It turned 
with the rond, nod rose and fell witli i(. I uapposod it was de- 
ngncd to keep the high ground lH;hind it from caving in aad 
htocldiig up the pathway, but at certain distances it waa capped 
with peaked ridges rxlendtng across it, and their euds Husli with 
its face. .Vti opening appeared in eiich ridge. Asking lor tui ex- 
planation. I was quite taker) by surpniie on being told that this 
wall, jm I called it, wa^ hollow, and neither more nor less than 
a iMut of the fiuQOUH conduit. I dismounted, put my car to 
one of the opiniiiigit, uiid, suru enough, heard the i-ouiid of rush- 
ing water. The diflcience in the btuglit of tlie i«1niclitro aroxc 
from the uTftguhirity of tlie ground. With «s, such works — 
the Croton, for esnmplo — have a nliglit and nearly uniform de- 
scent, but here they glide along gentle tnclinntions in one place, 
and diish down declivities steep as old Dutch roofs in another. 

We had now rLscn between seventy and eigjity feet above the 
parement in Arcos Street, a few feet above tlie upper tier of 
srchcs, and were but a ehort distance from them, when, at a 
turn in the road, we cAtnc to the first " caixa" — -the name of a 
stnicture buiit over a iccciviug-basin, where great changes to 
the diieclion or descent ot'tlic channel occur. Before reaching 
it, the wall-liice structure had Icit the road, hut here it n]>]warcd 
again, ascending from the caixa in two stretclies, and disop 
pcaring in tJie side of a hill, upon which tlie Teieza Church and 
Convent stand, us seen in the itkutch ou the next page. Tbe 
upper stjcteh lias a. tall (as I subsequently ns<<i;rtftinedy of fifty 
inches in fifteen fecit the lower one enters the caixa with a de- 
scent of thirty-nine inclics in lifteeji feet. Ir'roni this calxa the 
ctianntd paseCD directly to the arches. 

AAer passing the ooiivontr the conduit appeared again, and 
accompainicd ne up to the summit of the Tctcza Mountain, 
where we stood something like tlirec hundred feel above the 
pavcmeut below, and here is only tlie hcginning, a,s it were, of 
this romantic 8}>cciiuen of eiiginccTing. it takes a tarn at right 
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logics on the right, and wriggling icigxag fAsiiion, like a worm- 
fence, is soon lost to view in the forcat. To accommoiiate the 
inluibitants of a few houses on the sammlt, an iron grating ia let 
into tJic faci; of the work, tlirougll wlilcli sla^f;s lade out tlia fluid 
with a calabash or cocoa-^Iiell into their bnrilH. The interior di- 
mensions being thus open to th« light, 1 (lismounlcd and made 
a TOiQute of them, T sabsequcntlj found they were the same 
thxongbout the entire length of the woric Now let the reader 
imagine the vast consumption of water in so populous a city 
within the tropics an liio Jum^Jro, and try to infer the capacity 
of this, tlic chief source of its supply. Perhaps with mo, when 
I first viewed yon extensive range of forty massive archca be- 
low, elevated as they ate open an equal number, for conveying 
the fluid across a valley of near a thousand feet, and at an de- 
ration of some sixty feet above the heads of dtiKons in tliw 
street», he will be inclined to assign to it tl»e capacity of a ciuia]. 

But, speculate as Im may, lie could hardly : 
proach the reality. So interesting in its 
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iind descents aa this aqueduct is, its volume of liquid took nc 
with the most aurpriae, X ipay aa well give a aoctiou here, £>r 
without one llio pcculiariiiea of this cbief of Brazilian wat«a'- 
worka can not be understood. 
Tlie figure represents a cross section at a spot where the 

whole was beneath the sax- 
laces, showing the interior, 
where a jhtjioji can coin-cn- 
iently walk upright, wliile the 
width i» almost suiiiciont ton 
twotogonhrcftst. The space 
is sis fiyjt by three. The 
walls, of' ordinar}* toasoniy. 
arc twfiity-ODc inclica thick, 
the dome is arched with brick 
and covered with a (letdcvd 
roof of gravel and uioitor. 
and tlie whole plasilcrcd with a coat of hme and clay — the amat 
a» all rough walla in the city, and which, from the humidity ot 
the clliualc. never liardetis sufficiently to resist a pointed stick 
or the end of an lunhrella. The work appears at diAcrent clo- 
vationa above the stuface, and sometimes, though rarely, disap- 
pears beneath it. 

la it aekcd how lugh the water rises up the walls ? It docs 
doca not touch them. Its surface ia below tbctn. It flows 
Ihrougli a Hcmicircidar chiuiiiul, cnt in gmriite «labe laid at tlie 
bottom. The extreme depth of the cimnnel is nine nod a half 
incbc!), and tbs width at the widest part is nine inchca — a 
mcTO gntter I and, small as it is, seldom over two thirds full — 
lliat ij*, except where the inclination is vtrrj- moderate. Thew 
gutlers were brought from Portugal : the blocks vaij' from tliiee 
to eight feet in length, and are seldom lesft tliao two in width. 
A course of bricks on each side tills the apace between tlieni 
and tlic walla. We passed several blocka lying about ; in some 
the channel ie elbowed, in others a small one crosses the main 
one. Some of these weighed not less than half a ton. Thdr 
conveyance up hcic in early times must have been an immetlBe 
labor. 
We now continued along a narrow and grassy road cut in 
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ttc breast of monnfaine — a forest j)reci[MCfi nt one huict, ami 
the aqueduct, presenting n nail seldom Ic&a llum five feet higb. 
It the other. A -velvet foot-patli occaiioually runs along itir 
roof, ivliUe rocka and trees tower faf above iL A solitury 
cbacara appears ncx nnd then, and gratingt* in the comliut. 
Tb^ are doois coniposcd of bora five or six inche.4 apart, 
tlicir lowtT edges being level witb tlic watcr«channcl. To ticili- 
late tlie di]>|>ing of Oic fluid, » Utcnd ba«iu adjoining the bars 
cORimmiicatox with Itie cuiTerit. MTicn the water is b«low the 
aaifux of the ground, a few Btcps load down to the grating. 
iriKroTcr cliacaras in the ricinitr require one. 

Wc carac to one of these that waa unlocked. It was four 
feet squnrc, 80 I stepped insldo of the aqueduct, and walked 
some diatnnce along it. There is auflloiciit light to go from onf 
extremity to the other, for openings ten inches by eex'en occur 
OTcry fifteen or twenty feet. The fall wa» here not less than 
two feet in twenty; the little stream gtirglw! its it rushed be- 
tween my f^et, and boiled and foamed in tlie basin at (he grat- 
ing. The wikll seldom conluiucs over a hundrrd feet without 
tomlng. It consists of a sacccusion of «hort stretches, invari- 
ably in right lines, and broken lutcmlly into every divcrally ol' 
angleB. 

The Humpback oerasionally rises above the forest, remind- 
iag UB tliat our visit is also to him. Away down below ua is a 
Kal Ruena Aista — Engcnho Veiha nnd tli« CliriBtovnl I'nlaoe, 
whicli Utter looka small enough to put in one's pocket. A little 
(arthrr, and wc ride over the aqueduct between two triangular 
columns, like the poata of a gateway. Both alike, they im- 
twined brotlitrra. "We passed between a eimilar pair before. 
The prospect soon bceomeg oimuriHcribcd, and the scenery wild- 
er. Little but trees and sky ia visible. Cio*e at our right, the 
moontain forest.t rcacb to heaven, and immediately nt our loft 
dCAcend to dt>pth» that nmkv One oinidder. A fidsc step, and 
Iiorse and rider are plunged to destnietion. The place Lt ren- 
dered filill more dnngerou.s, it if) alleged, by runaway sla^'Ca, who 
harbor bcrc, and prowl about for means to lire. At one spot 
we CAU(>ht a eight of tlin Liirangviras valley, its road reduced to 
a thrra<] of vermilion in a wub of green bailee. 

rrocecding, tlie air bcconiea damper, and the overhanging 
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trWH s«(^m about to rain. Their dense fblinge prevents th« sun 
from pctK^trattng, and tlie conduit becomes coated irith moss. 
Its roof I1A8 in 80nie places disappeared, leaving the arch ex- 
posed, fuid here and theiv fallen in. The old imported brielu 
that oompoee it are of the same dimensions aB thoae now made 
in the country. At a turn in the work a tiny stream — the Ija- 
goinlta feeder — comes down the ovcrlmnging mountains, broken 
into spvAy in the fnll, and, gathered at the bottom, joins the 
aqueduct in an open tile. Brought from a distance of between 
nix and seven hundred Rrazilian fnthoniB in tile channels, it 
would at present scarcclj- fill an inch inbe. 

Wishing a thousand times that I was on foot, we came at 
length to Mai de A^tta, " The Mother of Wateia," a rude ba- 
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sin, some thirty f««t by (w«tv(?, fomitcl in the tookt ftud having 
a nml roof over it. Ttie vralur, tit'teea inches deep. Jo^h not 
spring np within it. but comes down, a miiiialure cutaract. tjoui 
projecting prfcipicca, the place irom where it leaps belag con- 
cealed hy trcejt nnd deuae foliage. 

Here, at a tortaona distanoe of betwncn four and five mileg 
t'rom the city, and some seven hundred feet above it, the aque* 
duct, aa I supposed, tenQituit(.-d ; bat no. not even Itore. Tbia 
ia simply the spot where tributary slTeama unit*, and whence 
they descend in ouc volntnc to the town. The idea of a river 
or tivulct ruutiing throtigh a little sLoiie galtiT may excite a 
smile, and yet lliat gutter is the outlet of several. Tlie Conoco 
River, ru it ta called, lo'ingti in the principal ntipply to tliv 
Mother of Waters. Us KOurc« is in the mountain fD.<^tttuiiKi>.s and 
all but inaccejssible : it liaa five bmnclici! — the Oorcovado, dea 
Yellias, Scrra, Lnguniid, mid Re^lio. These, with the parent 
ttream, arc brouglit in 0[>rn tilvi*. Two otlier riviilcta are also 
diverted liilbcr — tiie Silvestre and i'aineiraa. The length of 
the lattcz is said to be some thousand fathoms, and an cxpen- 
tiro work. Properly speaking, all theao waters are apritigs, 
whoae triekling treasures are lima gathered together. Kacli la 
named after the roountain from whoflc sideH, or the caveni oa( 
of irbtcbt it guflbes. In wet weather they become torrents, and 
licnoe provision is made at the mother reservoir to discliarge 
the aorplus down the dork yawning gulf at the edge of wliicl) 
it is located. 

There is here s griiting in tlie «ide of tho conduit which en- 
abled nic again to iniuk iiinl niea.iare the interior. Tlio dimen- 
sions and cliamctcr of the whole were found predaely as pcprc- 
eenled in the Dceiion tnkm on the TeJCKn llitl. The descent 
of the chawncl i» here modciatc, and the water rises to the brim. 
At the junction of the conduit with the reservoir there is a coiy 
roded marble tablet let into the end wall of the Latter. The in- 
scription ia in old and abbreviated rortugucse. With fiomc 
difficulty wc made out the loiters: Ihey are to this effect; "Un- 
der our Lord King Jolin V., Gomes h'rcire de Andrade, Govern- 
or and Captain General. and Coiinci •'' Here 
ia no intimHlion when Ibo woo nras 
projected and exccalod. T 
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not a line in ihe puMie nrchive-i Tclatingto its history. Agree? 
ably to nioiiarcliical motli-sty, even' tbtng emincnily iiBcfttl at 
bononiblo must be ascribed to royalty nud its BatrapB. 

It is not cuty to impart an ntlecjiuite iilcA of the Motber 
Waters, buried as it is in a tmpical forest, antid scenes inde- 
Bcribably picturesque and »ublinic. As for that portion of tfac 
oqucfluct along whidi wc hare come, anotbci time muHt be 
Inlcvii lo examine it purticularly. Then; is a moral intliinnrc 
ftbout it in flucb a day as tliia. An oiublem of youlli aud in- 
nocence, its crystal current gOBhcs and 8j«irklcs as from excens 
of joy, runsingi leaping, and changing it^ couitte oiid its epeed 
as in wnntonnesa of play. A kindred feeling artscft, we wot not 
bow, within vs. Buoyant and clastic, pleased with oandves 
and all about iit>, heaven and eartli seem one. Kxolttng in our 
being, cmotiona such us »>vell in tiiigeL' breasts hcaro in ours, 
and burst out into i^aeiilations of praise. To hypochondriacs 
the Mai dc Agua wonld ])rove a fountain of hoallli, and eSica- 
ctous as the pool of Kiloam. 3U-!ancholy would leave tlieoi 
cte they reached it. Like the lepers of old, tlioy would be benl- 
cd by tljc way. 

Having so much work before lu, vrc could lin^ no longer. 
As we pressed on, the road became le»8 and less inviting.- It 
n-ii8 well enougl) for men who have tame tigers to ride on, but 
uot for linild travelers on nags of the etjnus genus. I prcfcired 
leading mine to mounting him. Atta a while, a neat little line 
of embankment appeared, running along the riglic of the path. 
It formed a low grussy wall, on the top of wbicli an nncorered 
line of bright red tiles was iin1>ed(ifd — the channel tlirougli 
which the Silvestre's tribute was borne along to the Mai di 
Agiin. The liqnid volume was Bcarcoly equal to the bore of a 
tliTco-inch tube. ' A little farther, and n feeder of like conalmo- 
tion cnnio out of the dark woods, and joined it. The |Mtb 
widened, but closie to our right rocks and tioea shot up to heav- 
en, while at our left I lie scene was awfully [Mrccipitous. A fen- 
minutes more, and wc were completely bid in the fotcsL Tree; 
were above, below, behind, boforo, and sdl but in contact with 
no. Xotliing cIho was visible except, now and then, a tew 
inchcii of sky between translucent leaves, quivering hundreds 
of feci above us — Noturu's grccu laltioca. 
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W« had got out of the tracl:, and, fortunatclj, « load ftiUoa ! 
caused us to stand. The warning came from romj)ey, who left 
hotnc before us vritli a basket ot* provisioiis, and was resting 
oear by. Now both in the stirrups, vrc sprung otir liorses up 
a guUo}' — a fcnt ttiat n circus-rider iniglit boa^t of — and rode 
post a mud-built bouse, iu front of which lay a heap of cofiee- 
berries drying in the son. Slaves were pickuig clusters from 
trees m the rear and briiiging them in luasketA to the pile. Con- 
tinning on, the Corcovado peak, whidi wc have scarcely seen 
or thouglit of for hoidb time, now frowna in front, and looks as if 
indiDod to tumble on ua. Tlic little tile conduit appears once 
iDOTO, and llie iscenciy i» qoito cncluuiting. Every few yards' 
advance produces a new view. Still the forest oecasionally as* 
cends to the cloiida on one side^ and pinks at tlie other into 
dcplbH and darkness. Far ahead, and at Icaet a hundred feet 
aboTO mc, Lis white drcHS finely contrasting with the forest's 

liTOTy, J is passing a turn in the rend, which is so crooked 

and 80 up and dowu that Lis horse's Lead is in tbe opposite di- 
cectioD to mine: be is leaning baclt orer the auimal'B rump, 
while my &ce ia touciiing the mane of my steed. 

The saints be praised ! a level spot, on which to rest a mo- 
meDt, is at length attaioed. My poor nag blows as if bis lungs, 
like a damaged pair of bellows, were ruptoied. The rood we 
hare just clinibcJ must at least be on an angle of 40^ — a 
heavy drag for horses, and not less for our peon. Yet slaveA, 
it ia said, consider the job a treat, and enjoy it as much as their 

masters. Uark '. J is calling ; the only sound, envc that 

from my horec's nostrils, which L'vc heard for sorne time. Tlie 
animal is. 1 believe, famili&r with the route, and IVe begun to 
yield up the reins to bun. lie tacks from side to !<ide as he 
creeps up, and now and then passes into a twelve-inch track on 
the very verge of the gulf. Till he gets off it I instinctively in- 
cline my body the other way. J is shouting again, but I 

bare no idea of saving a minute at the risk of being sent, by a 
fiilfle step, on a flying visit to forests which, for aught I know, 
are a thousand fathoms beneath mc, taking a leap terrible as 
that of Curtius. 

A fc«blc sound of water comes up from glens into which the 
solar light for unnumbered agrs has probably never bbone, m 

Dd 
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de^ and dense the acrocn ttiat inhirrcncA. H(»v two Inuiks 
of trees tixtcnd dtngoiudly ncroKit ilic road, and ore purtly Hunk 
ID it — terrible traps for the feet of men and cattle in the dork, 
f^ inches apart, they tbrm a glitter to convey part of the wa- 
ter streaming down in wet weather to cultivated spots ot'groiud* 
Oilier agricultoral indications occur. The ugiy gutters become 
more freiiueat, and demand conBtant attention on our pajt. Tlie 
road dexufiiids, and presently we cross the stream whos4! niur- 
niura wv liad heard — one of tho tributaries to the Mother of Wa- 
tcrts three feet wide and thi'ee to live inches deep. The limpid 
fluid, wiiich our horses were gJad to taste, guiglct for a few yards 
among pebhlea, whirht in tiny eddies by inosi»-€overed bouldecs, 
and darts out of ttiglit. 

Cri>!<)«iiig the brooklet o»ce nK»c, and this time on a wooden 
bridge, the road improves. Here another tile conduit occurred, 
nearly level with our horaes* feet, hut quite dry; a haiidsoine 
row of coflcc-trovi and another of oranges now inclose iia, the 
ridgu of a roof !» vmible above, niid soon wu diamount on a level 
spot, and join a party of gentleman &om tlie city in a delicioua 
pic-nic. 

This place is called "Tlio Fainciras," tcom tteefl of that 
name, for which the adjoining mauntuioa ones were famoaa. 
Numbers still are flourislung, resembling grown oaks in size, 
and ]n'»duciag, in place of acorns, Biiow-balls of cotton. l!jacli 
is a genuine uoU mc taiigcrc, its bote being closely studded witli 
cones hair an inch nt tlio banu, prajccting nbont the same dijK 
tancc, and compared with whose sharp points caml»ic needlce 
Hie blunt ss erne's fingers. 

The Faineizw branch of tho aqueduct comes in lioic on ito 
way to join the Mai do ^Vg;aa. A small building accommodatOB < 
tho overseer of the work. Here arc alablea in which to lean 
our sleeds, the rest of the journey hoviiig to be done on foot 
This platform is, to sonw extent, artiAuiul. At the cstrcnaiiyj 
oppodite to tlie one by which w« reached it, the view opens , 
down a huge gorge to the sea. It connects the Cotcovado and 
Piinuras Mouutain^, and may be taken as ]>art of cither, aa it 
rests on both. On our Lett the former rtRcs, and at the right 
the latter stretch away past tho JSolanic Oarden, which thejj 
overhang in awful grandeur. 
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In coming tfios far, one feittiiTe of the forert was observable : 
thft general green foliage vra» doited witli patches of light and 
dark ptuplc. »ivl berc aad there with ntaHiHw of yellow flowers. 
Tlic&e arc Bniiiiiiui "eigns of wiutcr." The puiple g^ma are 
"the Sowers of I<ciit ;" of tiie niouniing color, ajtd o|)e>iiiig «t 
tiie commencement of the long fast. Nature ia sappowd 1o ttpn- 
patliize with that season of luortificatioa. Tin jellows ripen at 
Eaater, and, being of " the color of joy*" are apllj* uamcd '* Al- 
lelnlias.^ The "niaityr flower" grown oit a Miiiall plant, is 
ahapcd like a lil^, and of a deep pniple approaching to indigo. 
Two rarietica of l!ie passion dower are also clierishpd, purplp 
and crimson : thcv open in Lent, and in each tlio dcvoat aeo the 
apenr that piertxd tlic Savior, tlie nails that fiutenud him to the 
tna, the whip that scoiu-ged him and ten of the nj^osllcs. Wo 
passed many "silrei trees, *' the entire foliage white and glis- 
(ening. 

Invigorated, ami provided, with stont walking-sticks, we now 
began the icigJing ascent of tlio Corcovado. Roots, large and 
small, ran quite across the road, and some, resembling taut roi>e«, 
• foot above it ; primitive guttore, like those below, and boul- 
ders nli«i>, interrupt u» ; af ill, it ia considered in good condition, 
late heavj' rains ha\in,g cleared away the worst obstruction, via., 
lesns. They are so slippery as to make the ascent trouble- 
some in the extreme, and the descent more so. 

f Icrr I tirst obscrve^l, and stopped to ndmiie, large trees, the 
borizontAl Hcetions of whose boles present cuspcd or &lur-»hapod 
figures, and liere I beheld a Kne example of vegetable instinct 
Every where trees, when prevented £rom groiviiig uprtglit, seek 
to recover tlicir natural poattton, and to equalize the strain on 
their roots by sending tlieni and branches out in tlm opposite di- 
rection. Where the face of the niountain rises at an angle of 
SO**, a noble tree pnrtinlly incHncH down for eight or ten feet, 
and then, ar* If ttic original obi^luclc bad there becrn overcome, 
ascends perpendicularly sixty feet before throwing out its branch- 
es. How enormous the strain on the upper roots that prevent 
its prostration ! AAer passing it, I was surprised to see a large 
veotical triangular slab protruding from it Ijchind, and entering 
the ground. Xot knotving what to make of it, and almogt think- 
ing it an artilicial bracket. 1 clambered up and found it « nata- 
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ral ono — a dlicct of pUnk of a luuform »^^flkiMHH^ IhraiglMMtt. 
viz., 2^ iiiciies. 

Tlie higher we mount, the steeper becomes the pathi the 
quicker aud dliorlcr our breath. Tho trcca dimiHieb in uumbesj 
n»d ^mcnsioiiR, acnib biuhea appear, and at length wc eme 
on tho base of the peak. The bur is broiling liot, and not aal 
inch of ahado to be had. 31y compuuion declares be can d( 
stand i)iQ grilling, and after cautioning mc not to venture near ■ 
tiic surrounding precipices, lie dove at oaoc into the fore.it, leav- 
iog me solus on the mighty pinnacle. 

A scnne of lonolincH» and a (flight tinge of fear crept over mci I 
but I wats tnistakcD in anticipating naught but still-life bete 
heavy bird, white uudemcatli, came sailing up tixim the 
gdiu glen«, wheeled and iIoal«d high overhead, then suddenly 
swept down again — I aiip])09c a.n eagle on tlw liunt. Nuincr-^ 
ous Bwallon's darted hither and thither close to me, and twice a 
gor^geoos green beetle lit on my arm. Ants — the great domestic 
pest— have colonies iiere. They kept ruuning over tlic paper 
in tny hand, though how they got on it puzzled mc Other na- 
tives of the place not Icaa vlndicti%'c attacked me. An car be- 
gan to pain mc — ^1 found it inflamed and blooding. 

The prospect from where I stood waa so striking, that 1 de- 
termined, before advancing, to preserve it iu memory for a skctdui 
Kour upright sticks, over which aome party had stretched 
sheet or other screen, were standing near. 1 tried to spread s 
haiidkcrcbicf at one comer, and subscfjucntly ray jacket, bat, 
having nothiug properly to secure them, tlicy were eo repest-j 
ediy displaced by currcnln of air that I rctunicil them lo 
former places, and mentally told Apollo to do bis worst. 

Iu front the rock rises »i.Tty or neventy feet above me — a 
dark, irregular, ruptured cone, relieved by the aky. At its 
edges a few glirubs and creeping plants hang over the abyss. 
Ra.ils to giiard jwople from falling over precipiloua portions of 
the rock are Been at the summit. To the left, the pile round*' 
quickly off into awful decUvilica at the side up which we have 
come, exposing to view the city suburbs in distant depths, tho^ 
Bay, and the raountaina of Niethcrohy, which last look like a' 
broken wall as seen through mist. At tlie right tlic ocean fonns 
the horizon, and touche<i llie Ga^ia at the ejitreme right Four

in<l« rise owt of tlie |)Iaci(l water. On one the Ught-houae — 
a diminDtive thing — glistens like a pin stack in a dark velvet 
ciwliion. Between these and a nearly level line of precipice 
Tunning mtliin tvrcutj fcot of mc, nothing ia visi'blc but un «»• 
scmblagc of isolated peaks, rivaling in vain the ojnincncc on 
which I stand. I drew near and glanced down among them, 
bat drew hack with a simddcr. 

Climbing higher up the contracting Tock, its outline and ap- 
pearance were 80 changed tiiat I stopped and took another 
gketch. The two widely-«xtended wingg of the low wooden 
railing opened before mo, the reat t>cing concealed behind the 
peak, wliich now appears a rounded and uneven ewelUng. All 
ia bleak and bare of vegetation save where a few minute kladei 
are stniggling through crevieca in the granite, and a n-itherBd 
stomp leaning over the precipice at the right. Upon its ex- 
tremity sat a bird of the color and aizo of a thrush, whose pewit 
voice drew my attention to it. It remained, turning its head 
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snd eyeing me for some time. Once or twice it darted off, and 
as Buddcnly dianging ite mind, xeturncd. At Icngtk, at tlie 
call of ita mate, it <lropped out of sight From it i turned and 
oonlemplated some pebbles at my fi!ct, varying from lialf ui 
mdi to four inches over. Surprised, at tirst I wbtidervd how 
tboy came here. A slight examination explained all Fnig- 
iiieiitit of feldBpoT. one of tbu chief conatitucnta of the Corcoviido, 
they liavB been cut Irom its suriaco, and their angUs rounded 
by the elcmenta, »nd have progreascd thus far on tbcir journey 
doTcn, and m the process of disintegration and tnuumutotion 
into aoIL 

The ascent ia overcome witli little difficulty and with ksa 
danger, provided one keep midway between tlic jHxcipices at ei- 
ther hand. On »lvpi>iiigup wJtliin the railing, the origin of the 
pebblctt wua evident. The entire surfaoe of <Jh; rock was paved 
vitli whit« roundish tttones imbedded in black ecment. and look- 
ing at A dhort distance not unlike the iloor of an artilicial grot- 
to. Th« dark matrix, being a more dii<«olublc ingrudicitt of tin 
granite -than tlis foldnpitT, Li Hoon wom and wa«licd away, and 
ieavCH tlio latter in rcUeC Then the dLsflolving ngcnta, aiter 
penetrating beneath tlie surface, extend their intiuviicc horizon- 
tally. Al^er breaking the blade of a alrong knife in cndcavor- 
tngto obtain BjtecimfinB, 1 succeeded in raising n piece three feet 
by two, and ifuvu inuhcs thick where it parted from the general 
nufls. Part crumbled in my handa, and portiou.i had alresdy 
assumed tlie tint of the loam bcncjitli. 

Such is the procean by which nature lua been bweiing tlie 
Corcovado Feak, and converting it into r^^blo mould from 
epochs anterior to tlic birth of animals^ and possibly of plants. 
Its nude, mottled, diitsolviitg crcHt doubtless pretienta, in tlieac 
leapcctR, the same appearances it has ever shown since beat and 
moisture began to act on it, and since winds and rajna, thun> 
dcra and lightnings have played round ll. What ita elevation 
was oiiglnally, who can Icll? Still, the idea hnn repeatedly 
forced itself on me, that something like data from which to cal- 
culate the age of these insulated granitic piles might po.isibIy be 
derived from tlic dc[)th of soil collected on the sides and bases, 
comjHLTcd with the detritus borne down during a few ccutaiie8| 
If proper moans were taken to ascertain the amount 
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"While Migftg«"a vilh tbe epedmemt I tofended to tnlc, tlic 
■nor^ncnu ot~ a small cieatiiie drew me doao to the rails. It 
was ft lixard at tlie very ed^ of the chfi*. down which the tail 
and part of ita body huug. Gnzing a momeul nt mc, it darted 
oat of Bight — perished, as I «uppo»cd ; but no ; iii a twiakling 
it appealed at the briuk some ton feet off, and, raixing its head, 
turned its beautiful orbs again on me. While looking at it 1 
iorgot the awtul chasms ; but uow the sight, oa drawing near, 
Dudo mc recoil with giddiness. 

A few yards more, and I stood on the swelled protabf'.rance, 
the apex of the mountain, an I imagined ; but lo 1 two distinct 
peaka now appeared, separated by a cleft whonu aidva prcHcnt 
ft^fatful perpendicular terminations. The railing now gikiltcrud 
in, and de^^oonded to a wooden bridge, seven or eight paces long, 
stretclied over a chasm of fearl'ul depth at one side, but only 
twenty fuct at the other. I stepped down on tlic bridge by 
radc steps or notclivn cut in iiu> roclc, and, cTOMaing over, as- 
cended the farther peak by many more. This, then, is the high- 
est point of the Corcovado. The area is smaller than the first 
one aCTordSt but here is uneven etanding-ground 2d feet by 16. 
[n the centre a liolo is sunk, 12 inches deep by 7 inclics, and 
(till of water, probftbly for a ttng-«tatf. For tbe statue ol'a 8outh 
American Washington or Franklin, this ia the spot. Tlie black 
and while inosaiu pavement is Lcio repeated, a specimen of 
whieli I took. At the extreme end, and beyond tlic rails, eight 
rocky steps deacend to a little grasay plot at the very verge of 
tbe most precipitouH part of tbe mount. Fatigued, I was glad 
to descend and lie down while viewing a scene more sublime 
than any I bad beheld on shore— one such as eagles see when 
soaring. 

I had not a very distinct idea of the jutting coast inside and 
out of the harbor's mouth, but now every line is dctined and 
every object depicted on a (niperbly-tinted map. The wide- 
spreading ocean appears slate^olored till it reaches tlie lortuotu 
and shallow shores, and there it every where presents a vivid 
border of light green, fringed with a frill of surf white a^ driven 
snow. This raised edging, too, is plcBsnnlly relieved by a rim 
of yellow «an<I. The Sugar-loaf, no longer leaning, is now bolt 
upright, more hke its nnmesake than ever. That brown patdi 
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down yonder isi the city. It might be taken for an xbandonod 
brick-yanl. Kcar it u kvr dots dcnoto ilic ^Iiipping. ' liow 
minute the Bay nnil vilU of Bolo-Fogo — the C««cte, Gloria, 
and Lazia Strands — the pretty LarftngciraA dales and white cha> 
euros ! All things visihle coiupire to please one. Eurth, sea, 
and sky enrich the Uuidscapc with their varied hues. That 
bright Htrcak of red windin<; through th^ verdant groands is a 
tarnpikv^ Yon distant mountains are draped lo blue; theme 
nearer are all but black ; while close by. Moiuit 3CaHha and 
iter KLHtcrs abinc ui emerald robes, decked with spangles from 
sitvur tn-L-s and flou-crs of Lent and allelulins. 

The vlcvation* is quite moderate compared with many peaks, 
but the surface of the emth and sen imraedintoly belov arc bo 
visible through the transimrpnt air that nothing is lost by inlcir- 
vening objects, and the full imprcsjiion due t» the height is fclu 

As I sat and silent gaKcd, ewallovrs came fluttering up, then 
(wittering and twirling, floated down the cncliantvd vullcy.i. Al- 
most lust in ecstOBy, I soared and dovo in fancy with ihtini, till 
a bullertly arouiicd mc, when I roao and ni«de oti« step to swin^ 
my bat over it, forgetting the contracted sfjol on which 1 was. 
Heaven oidy know* my feeling na I nwokc to the danger. In- 
stiiiclivclY leaning backward, I crept to tUo stepg, and some nuH 
mctit» Iranftplred )>pJbre I felt suAlciently composed to mount 
them and got within the raUing. 

My stick wafl initiBing, and as it wa« folly to attempt a de- 
scent without one — not to I'acUitatc, but to retard progress, for 
when one's nionicntum gctt< beyond control, and that a ktr un- 
wary steps bring nhoat, there is no stopping until broo^t up 
by a rock or tree, or by a fitll that would mo.st lik^'Iy end oiw's 
earthly journcyings — 1 got an apology for a staff from a large 
shrub, and dv^ccnded, slowly oh n hermit, to a decayed trunk 
lying ocroas the road. Here wo had rested on coming up, and 
here mycompunion liad h^fr. ?ny stick. In half an hour I joined 
him at tlie Paincirua, and lliciw took Icaro of the Corcovado. 
Bathing my hands and face in the conduit basin, I sacked an

I van desirous, bcfora leaving, of following the Painciras trib- 
utAiy to it* source. From tlii:* place i( flows to the Jlother of 
Waters through a string of tile.<i laid mostly on the ground, but 
comes in licrc in a raoru iniposing manner. As vrc had no ttmc 
to aparc, we lost none hy dulay, and soon were walking along « 
thick low wall, in which a bright red groove of lile was jmbcd- ■ 
ded, contrasting agreeably with the grewi velvet path, encircling 
fcffcsts, and white stucco of tlic wall. Tiiia ww the conduit: 

built of rough stone, tluxc I'wt 
lour inches higli, and three fe«t 
nine inches wide. To save ma- 
tvriul, the lower half constals of 
a 5nccc«»ion of fluttcncd ardi- 
ea. thrc« and a hsLf fcot span, 
with an equal extent of solid 
work between every two ad- 
jacent ones. The top ia flat, 
and finislied at the side with a projecting comico of putter. 
The tiles Arc stmk flush with it, mid form a c:Ivaii and lively 
featurt' of the work. They arc nine and a half inches deep, and 
twelve inches across their upper edges. 

This pretty clianncl, on its wtow-while bed, atretchca away 
in tlie diiectioa of the ocean, iiuitpendcd on the pTuci[Htoti.<t tace» 
of the Paineiras Mountains. lmnicn»e labor hoa been expended 
OB it. We were careful to keep near it ut the right, whore the 
rocky forest sthoots upward, to avoid slipping into the gulfs at 
the left. At first tho path led ua \tant coffee-tveea laden with 
their scarlet clustern, and after leaving a few bananas and pio- 
larca5<iuc muinttO» behind, we came to a torrible-lookiiig preci- 
pice, wlicfl; a wall ttufBinent lo support the conduit and a sale 
path has been artificially raliicd. Ilrre the silence was sud- 
denly broken by parrots diattcring down below. We next 
came to where tho face of the mountain Imd been removed by 
blasting — a great undertaking to cairy no smidl a trough along 
the nil but perpendicular sidca of these cverlnsting hills. 

Next tlie trees sliut out the siui, and the conduit is overgrown 
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ffith nosa. Koch of the pl&Fiter tins dimppcar&d. And pluitit 
are springing from cvcrj- part of tlic wall Iji-avcH are in ihe 
diAnncl ; iDscctn, snakes, niid otiicr tltiiigs, one >rouLd aapposev 
mtut ovcafiioiitiU^ ha loiiiid in it too. TKe p*t]i iu now duliglit- 
fah and tlio prospect grand indeed. We next came to n small 
feeder. The fluid tolls don-n from aWre, and, collecting behind 
a tthort wall, joins the rattiu clinond, as usual, thrQUgb a tile. 
Rocks and trees hcic rises to Iicavch, and, vrithin a lew loct, 
sLiik to dark and impenetrable gull's. 

Tlie Uotauic danleD ia somewhere beneath xts, and the white 
mrf Tolling on the ocean ehoio is Tisiblc. Vie pus on, and the 
flcasne Iniconics, if pOHsIblc, moie romantic ; tho datnp has 
caused every particle of piaster (o drop off; the surplus water is 
pouring down the precipice at several points. Continuing, we 
come to the end of the tile ehauticl and masoorj — to wooden 
gutters, propped at irregular distances on rude piiea of ktose 
stones — hox gutterH nine iiichi^H deep and wide. The depti of 
water in them is tltrwr inches, and parsing rapidly. Trees are 
growing two hundred feet above our heads. Things look vrtld- 
er than ever, and verily tliey are so. We are no longer od the 
ground, but creeping on lang Feu's of pkukii, that rest on iron 
tods let iuto and projectiug ftom the face of the lOck. Each 
tod i» timicd up an incli or two at its outer end, to keep the 
gutter fiom being pn-thed off. Between tlie gutter and tlie rock 
there in juRt room to ]uisb. ThiH ia the most tickliah sitoation 
I waa v.vcit in. 

1 took one glimpse below, and that nearly upset me, AAcr 
pasfiing it, I asked how deep the &I1 was. " God only knows," 
was the reply. Ste|>ping once more on rugged and tmeveD 
paths cut in the face of the roountjiin, tho wooden chamiel kept 
UB company, now at our leet, and now propped up four feet high. 
At length wc came to a stretch of tiles again, where • side trib- 
utary came in ; and not far off wo were finally biOTight up at a 
place where, tho diannel aiweiiding a steep, we could not mount, 
eren if the dense forest had left an opening. A large tree marks 
tlie apot where tho tile channel again ends, and the wooden gut- 
ter, ibooting upward, left tia to conjecture what junglo-secitcs it 
passes through. We were now two mili^t, or perhaps iootc, fmm 
the roincirae. riuuging our mouths iuto the tile chaitDcl, we

The l&et day H])ciit ov^r the aqueduct I wag alone, and of 
sketchcH then taken was one wliiclt, more than any other, if 
calculated to impart to the reader a correct idea of it A copy 
is subjoined. Tt shows how erratic is the course of tliis fnnioitf 
conduit in limited »pacr»; how it is scrn coming down a steep 
eminence into a caixo, and running Kigzag from it at evei^va- 
r>ing dosccnls and directions. Cher the grated door of the 
caixa is a ninrblc tnblct, with the inscription " For Ordcm do 
Prinripc! lltg" No & Foi Ueparada Ksta Obra era 1814." The 
entire lundxcapc, except this building, is a wild mountain forest. 

Twdiglit began while I was some milca in the woods, and a 
sensation of fear crept over me from recollections of stories of 
runaway slaves robbing atray waudcttra utitcr niglitfall. Hav- 
ing no stick, I stepped aeidc at an angle of tlie path, and cat 
one trom ii painoira-lr«e. 'While removing tlic apinca with a 
knile, a tuU negro with ati ominou»-looking EtafT burst suddenljr 
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on mc. Tie stood, gazcO, piiK-scd on, an<l anon mtuincd with 
dul> upnuKcd. I tried to look bold, und iiskcd wluit lie wnnted. 
He undcrstoo*! not tfic wonls, l>iit compreliended nij- vrn.nt». 
Swing t had got a [Kwr branch — one not wortii dressing, and 
whose prickles had drawn blood tiom my fingers — with a uniilc 
he drew near and offi-riid me his. I liiwitated, when lie gently 
pat it in my liand and went on liis way. Ashamed of my saa- 
piciona, I called after him, and with difHcidty got the kind- 
hearted man to accept a sligbt acknowledgment of his good- 
will. It was dark when I arrived in the artificial world below. 
The interest excited by tliu (krioco Aqueduct is miginonled 
by its simple construction ; its erratic and fitful courses ; the 
wild, dark, and ofkcii awful si'cnery through which it passes ; 
the elevations at which it receives the fluid, and the extent to 
which it meets the wishes of the people for " bcateu'' or agi- 
tated water, by causing it to leap and dance, to runi aud boih 
and sparkle in its pasenge down. B<r»idc» some others, it sup- 
plies four fountains in the oldest pnrl of the city, viz., the Can- 
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OOOt liIarccKS, ^foura, aiid the ooo in Palace Square To tfac 
Gist it gires (according to tbc accotint in tlie Office of Public 
M'orks) 37,420 barila in twenty-four houra : to tlie second, 1 800 
do. : 10 tlie third, 600 do. ; and to the iotst, 6&lO. Tho Uril 
u estimated at seven gaUona.

Bat that which moat startles u stranger is the hydrocele 
niul »omc tcindrcd nfTcctions. At lin^t he will l>c inclined to 
think every tliird or fourtlt man he incctrt is ruptured. Alany 
are ho, especially among the blacks, but tiie cnnse of the en- 
largemciit in generally dropsy of the parla — & oompkint tbat id 
universal, and vroT»c in Bahia thao in lUo. It is not confined 
to adulti; boys are afflicted by it. Yoimg men from Europe 
rteldom escape over a year or two. It is bo common aa lo be

Another man, about iorty years of aga, 
is unable to go on his feet, but ia draim on a four-whecUd 
tmck by a ni'gio. 

Some aTCtibc theec tnaladica to tlie water drunk: the Fau- 
lisias attribute the hronchoeclc among them to llie same cause; 
but (licro is no doubt among the most enlightened physicians 
that the hydrocele is wlioUy due to the combined influence of 
the heat and moiaturc of the cUmatc. These so relax the ays* 
tem that it becomes cjiaential Tor young and old to wear band- 
ages. 

Girls, froin diseos^a peculiar to them, eat earth, chalk, wax. 
and even the red crockery-ware or watcr-pota, breaking off 
portions and nibbling it. Tiiis appears more common than in 
temperate zones. The passion for those things ia often so 
strong, and so secretly gratilied, that the viclims often die be- 
fore Uicir friends arc aware of the cause. Some are saved by 
the timely application of masks. Negro gurls are equally sub- 
ject to this disease.

Many of tlicir young men visit Europe, 
Others are educated in thu United States ; add to this an in- 
creasing intexeourMC with Ibrclgiiera-— the menns ortlaiocd by 
Divine Providence for tuimnn improvement^ — and wlio does not 
rejoicn in tJtcii honorable ambition, and in the career opened 
bcfoni them? It must be remembered, however, that no one 
peopln can be a standard for any other, for no two are in the 
same cintiiragtances and conditions. The influence of climate. 
wc know, is omnipotent, and from theit occupying one of the 
largest and finest portions of tlie equatorial regions, it is for 
tbcm to dctcnninc how iar science and tbc arts n-ithin the trop- 
ics can compete with tlieir progress in the temperate soncs. As 
respects progress, they are, of Latin nations, next to the French. 
In the Chambers arc able and enlightened statesmen, and tlw 
representatives of the empire abroad are conceded to rank in 
talent with the embassadors of any other country. As for 
material elements of greatness, no people under the sun arc ntore 
higlily tavoredf and none have a lil^er desliity opened before 
them.

T wn« »hown «eve.n beautiful colored l!thoj5rai)hs of native 
liir^ the tintt ofa corteinpUted Bcrip« by n Ilr&zLliait Audubon. 
I regret that his name has ejjcaiwd me. Rich in entliugiaara. 
bot poor in jMXiiniarj* means, he no eooner realizea a lew mil- 
reis than he starts for tho woods, studies the liahita and atti- 
tudes of each living subject, draws it, shoots it, and rctumn to 
traniifer his tigurcH to stone. He liiu not subscribcra enougii to 
meet bis very moderate wants.

As tiiese friars, iii tlio contest for independence, adhered to Portu- 
ffl, tile preiniMes wn .•siiucd for public purposes, Pedro at that 
time being strongly disposed to rid tlic country of cviay monk 
in it. The library ist an honor to the city. Kvejy person in 
doooDt attins whitii or eolorsd, has free aeceas ; and if he wishes 
to make extracts, ))cns, ink, and paper aru funiiulicd, I xcldom 
found more than half a dozen visitors, and the aiajority were 
yoong men of color — a fact corroborutive of what I had rejwal- 
cdly heard of the ambitions character of this part of the popu- 
lation. 

Rio has four daily (morning) papers. The Diario is the old- 
eat one in nr,-i»il, being in ita twenty-fifth year. It ia a sheet 
twenty-gix inehes by eighteen, and has an extensive patronage. 
Devoted chiefly to doincstic affairs, its notices of Church and 
other matters are interesting to inquiring stranger*. To city 
aabscribcrs twelve, nnd to eonntty do. sixteen milrcis per annam. 

The Sentinel of Monairhy, of limitiid circulation. 

The Jornal do Cfmvmerch, the lurgest sheet, lias the widest 
circulation. It is twenty-niiic by twenty-two inchos, in ita 
twenty-first year, ably edited by ita Frencb proprietor, and 
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most poinfal and muiatural pOHliomi. Had 1 not K«r!it thput, I

Such are the tortures whJcli slavcis privately endure in the 

cellars, garrets, and out-houaeii of llii;ir masters. T , a na- 

tire mcrdiant, aays another common paiushment is to iiicloM 
the leg3 in wooden Bhacktcs or stocks. Some owners &st«n 
ibcir hiuids in similar devices, and some, again, retain relics of 
llic old lliiunh-flcrcwa to lock tliose munibers together. In the 
norlherii provinces, lie aaya, tlie slaves are much worse n«^ tlian 
in liio ; ttutt it is no mioommon thing to tie their hands and feci 
together, hoist lliem off the ground, and then " beat them as 
near to death n» iMBnible." A heavy log fastened by a chain to 
tlie neck or leg of a idiLvc who lias absi;M>nded, or who is sup- 
posed to he inclined to mn nway, is a usual punishment and 
precaution, lie is compelled to labor with it, laying it on ilic 
ground when at worb^ and bearing it tmder lus aim or on liiii 
slioulder when he moves. 

I obsp.rveil one day a slave wearing a collar, the largest and 
roughest of huiiilreds I have seen. Jt is 
represented in the margin. Ol* inch round 
iron, with s hinge in the middle, made by 
Itending the metal of its full aizc into loops, 
the open endw flattened and connected by a 
lialt-iiich rivet. The upright bar t«nnina- 
icd ill a death's kmd, which reached above 
thai of the wearer, and to it another piece;, 
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in ihe form of tlic Iftllcr H, ww welded. The joint galled liiiii. 
for he kept gathering portions of bia caiivas shirt uudL-r iL H(>8l 
or deep would ticcm impossible. 

A ItaLian planter, tUc brother of an «x-coan^or, dinod vritli 
QB one iiM.y, ftiid spoke Ti-iili much fiecdotn on idnv«r^-. With 
mo«t tneu, he tltiiiks tlie laud crh never he cultivated in the 
northeni provincea bv whites. The city slaves of Bahia, he 
«aid, ara principaUy MIna». Khrcwd luid intelligent, ihcy pre- 
KTve their own language, and ky tliat meaiii< orj^niiizo clubs 
and Diatori! scbemcn of revolution wliich thpir brelliren of Pcp^ 
aambuvo have repeatedly attempted to csrrr out. Some vrrite 
Axabio fiaontly, and are vatttty KU[)erior to most of their mas- 
tero. In the interior, ho remarked, ihe sluvM u<c badly ted, 
ironic clothed, and worked no hard tJiRt the average duration of 
tbur lives doc;s not exceed sis. years. In some districts it reach- 
w to eight, while the number that sec fen ycora nftcr leaving 
■A^ca is small indeed. Decpplionn are plnycd off on foreign 
^ents of the Slsverj- Commissions. These visit the Kngeidioe 
OTKe or twice a year. The planters, informed when tbcy eet 
out, have tlicir sbivcs decently gatlicd and teeil oHed, to make 
them look, supple and in good condition. On a late visit, the 
examiners were so highly gi-alificd that one l«fl, and nTote home 
a flattering account of the treatment of the helots. The other 
continued his inquiries, canio to a fazcnda whore he wa« not 
looked for, and there behold what ho did not expect — & negro 
about to he boiled to cUath for some act of inBubordinatton. 
His owner had invited, according to custom in sueli coses, 
ueigliboniig [>roprii>tor.i to witne-ss the Ir.^gi'dy. 

From tiie Ultle I have itcen, I Bhould suppose the cotuitry 
slaves arc the worst off. Kvcry morning, wliile nature was en- 
shrouded in blaekncse ot' darkness, did I hear tlicm driving 
■wu^n* ihrough the thick mixt, and as late aa ten at night were 
they shouting at the oxen ns the Jolting and groaning wheels 
rolled by. (This was, however, in the biuiest season.) I often 
wondered how they found their way over the horrid roads, how 
iJieir naked feet and limbs escaped unharmed, mid how the^ 
then worked in the fields, unless their pupils had the ex{>anBUfl 
and contractile [Kiwera of night animals. 

On large estates, a few days' rest are given them every tline 
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or four vedcs during the 8ugar 8e.-uion, but on smaller oaes, 
where owiicrB ootnnionly Itavo difficulty to keep out of debt, 
thoy fare badly, and arc n-orkod to Jcatli. Stu^cring into 
ihcir huts, or dropping whcro their labors close, hardly do th«ir 
aching booea allow the Augcl of Sleep to drive away the mem* 
ory of tlieir sonows, than two demons, lurking in the bell and 
lasJi, aivaki^ii them to fntah tortures. To aay these poor crea- 
tnrca are hetter clT than when ranging their native lands ia an 
HKition that laiigu^ lackn the power juxtly to dosciibe. Il 
may he true, if the life of an omnihus back is better than that 
of a wild horse ol'Texas. I would rath<-i-, a tliouitimd limes, be 
a sheep, pig. or ox, have fieedom, food, and rest for a Beason. 
and then bo knocked on the head, tlian he a »crf on sranc plan- 
tations. 1 say g^iru, because there arc in Brazil, as in other 
lauds, hiunanc pLintcrB. 

Suicides continually occur, and owners wonder. Tbo high- 
soulcd Miiiaft, both men and women, ere given to Bclf-destmc* 
tion. Railicr tiian endure lilo on the terms it is offered, many 
of thorn end it Then thoy that bought them grind their teeth 
and corso them, hurl iinpn.'t^atians after their flying Bpiritti, and 
execrate the saints that lot thorn go. If indiviJuaU are ever 
justified in using tbo power Heaven has placed in their hands 
to terminate at once their eartMy existence, it must be these. 
Those wiio blame them for ^lUttiug the ojily barrier between 
them and oppression oould not cudiurc half their uroca. And 
how cliamcteristic of human frailties ! Hero are slavo'dealen 
who weep over the legendary sufibnngt) of u Haint, and laugh at 
worae torturea they themsulvcB inflict ; who shudder at the 
names of old pcrsccutun, and dream not of the armies of mar- 
tyrs they make yearly ; who cry over Protestants as sinners 
doomed to perdition, and smile in ackticiputlon of their own ro- 
oeption in the realms above by Anthony and Tjoyab, Benedict 
and Bcckct. 

Rich people who lose & slave by suicide or flight scarcely feti 
the kisB, hut to many families the loss is ruinous. There are 
not a few that live on the eariiiiiga of one or two helots. The 
papers arc constantly noticing the flight of slaves who h&TC 
manumitted themselves by escaping across a river their op- 
proasors dare not attempt, since tbey there become deniiicos of 
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^ toanttv in whicli nnu&iliun procem c&ii not ha ttcrvcd. Tbt^ 
nnshealb ibiur spirits, and leave tlie i(ca)jlmrd» lor their niw> 
tetB. 

It is only aiiici(le.i reporteJ by iIjc police tliat 1>eGome pub- 
licly known. Were all Tocordnd, evtxy i««ue of the daily pn»B 
miald, i am told, contain more or leas. IpHtance-i tbat ha.vt 
occurred witUiit Uie lut few wcckit arc hcnj taken from tbe 

June 22-24, " In the parish of Sta. Anna, an inqucat waa 
held on the body of the black, Justo, wlio kilted himself by 
banging. lie vaa tlic hUtc of Major Joe6 dc Faiva e SUva. 
vUso on the body of tlio sUvo RitJi, wlio destroyed hciaolf by 
drowning. The body of a bkck, in & state of puU«faclion, waa 
found, throim ashore by the tide, on the beach near the Fnbllc 
Garden." 

July 1. The body of one waa foand near the Ciuioco Foimt- 
Btn ; another, a female, in anoth^'r parish, had Telcaaed her spiril 
with a rope — " suitidou-se com uui bum^o." JiUy 5. Auother. 
in a fit of despair, precipitated liimuelf from on upper window 
upon a mass of graiiito. 3't</. The nlave Luix Pliaroux killetl 
himself with ft rope. 24</j. The slaveR I'edro and Camillo by 
stmnguluiioii. Auffttst 1. Another drowned lun)«elf on the 
i*ruyn Manoel. Ou the 4lh, my last day la Bnuit, one was 
l^ing on ihu rocks at the city end of ttte Gloria Beach, washed 
np by the tide. He was apparently under tliirty yeara of age. 
Am 1 atond looking dowu on hint, u Mozambique girl came along, 
put her ba-tkct on tbu low wall near mc, dropped a tear on the 
corpse, and jxisMed on. 

When the means of suspension ore not at hand, it is no un- 
asBal thing for iiigh-minded African?, of both sexei*, to expire 
under circumittances soipassing aught that history records. 
Some draw ligatures tight round their tlu^ata, lie down, and d»- 
libcralely die. Others, I am (old, have the art of folding back 
their tongues so aa to prevent respiration, and tliux resolutely 
perish. 

I dined one Sunday with a party at the beautiful and hos- 
pitable TClrent of Messrs. M and M*0 , at Boto-Fogo. 

Strolling alone up aii adjacent mount, t was very much startled 
by two of tbe most tiightful-looking and importmutu of human 
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beiiigs nisliing suddenly out of the LasJiiiS in front of me. N^ 
groo.H of tiiiildle age, luul wliully nulccrl, i-jccvpt tililty ritgs roood 
their loins, oadt liwl an iron ring uLout Iiim nock connected hy 
an ox-chain to shiiclcie» at hi» ankles. By another cliain one 
Iwuil of cacli were locked togctlicr. Tiicy bent forward, kneel- 
ed, held out their armii, sobbed, crtcd, screamed, nod made such 
fiiglitftilly agonizing KU|ipIicNtion!<, that I iavc oftcu thoQght 
ncilhi^r L-riniiiiala coudcmncd to die, nor evoii i^oitU in Fmpitory, 
could make more moving appeals. Poor fellows 1 1 did not 
make out what they naked for — money, victuals, or intenceiuoa] 
u'illi tlicir master, the owner of the lull and of a nei^iboring' 
quarry, in wliicli lie eiuployed over two hniidred alavea. These 
two httd uttempted to cscajic, and, when uol at work, were or- 
dered to thiit Ae<{u«gt(rre<l »pot mid forbiildea lo leave it. 

Auffusi 5. Al^cr taking leave of fi-iendct, coinmtuiion wHb 
whom will cvei lie sinong tlio moat pi-ecioua of reminiacences. 1 
went on tounl the iliwcppa, and bade farewell to one of the 
riclit-.tt HCclioiuf of tliu planet.

municate witli her. It m.i,y interest landi^men to know how an 
intelligent corrcxpoiidence ia krpt tip between vessels at great 
distances apart. A. red Dug hoisted on board the frigate was an 
intimation that she was about to communicntc with onr vessel^ 
a blue one told lis to " wear ship,'" a red one. witli a aqoafa 
patch in the centre, to "(ni^^; sfiip ;^' a flag half blue and half 
white, diagooally separated, '^cl^ime in wU/i Vie Cunj/tUutwH i" 
a white i\ag, witb a blue cross extending over it, " coine tnUHn* 
hail;" red antl blue, diiigoiially divided, "heave to;'" red and 
white, diagonal, •'makneatl ;"" nil while, "e/iorten mil;" a flag 
of four equal Btiuarca, two diagonal ones red and two white, 
" haul by the wind "etc 

Our night-Kignuls were guns and l)liie>light«. Tf wc fell in 
with a tttrange ve^t^d in the night, we wmo to signal the frigate ' 
with two of the lalier. 

At 4 P.M. the Constitution showed tbo jack at the fore and 
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filed & gnn — ^thc sigruil for Miling — and prcacntly every vessel 
mu under weigli, following the frigate out. 

Hough wnathcr set in, and (1iH[M;r»od ua »8 diaff; it contin- 
ued, and swept awAy our fon-ts, turkt-ya, and boatii, and five day* 
after starting, so far li-oTn liaving progressed a mile lionieward, 
we vera leagues soiitli of Rio. On tlie iiintli Ibu trigitto was 
in sight, or, as tlie sailors expressed thciiiiHdvcK, tttc old Iicn 
and four of her chickcno, from her gathering tlic fleet about her. 
[ liad a itloth, a large- lizard, and a paca on board. The former 
began to tttrviigUiun the protthecies of some friendii lliat it would 
not live (brougli ludf tlie voyage ; tlte oUicrs svcmod unaffected 
by Uie sea. 

One day I was moch interested for two hours in watch- 
ing a couple of Cape- pigeons jdaying round the ship. They 
wheeled acxoBB the huwn, turned close under tlio elcm, some- 
limes within seven feet of tnc, tamci apparently, as Etrect pig- 
eons. Tiicir movoinents, niid those of tlic small guUa in Kio 
Bay, almost convinced me that Bome element of buoyancy and 
of [sogrcBS, otlier than the mechanical operation of tUeir wings, 
is called info action. Without vilraiing their expanded wings 
(I WM close enough to detect the slighteat flickor). iLcy rose, 
descended, skimmed along the water surface, shot up, and 
whe<led again and again. They move those organa Ie«8 than 
any birds I have seen, though 1 am told tiic albatross rcacmblca 
them in tliat respect. 

Wc crossed the line on the 19th of August, with all the fleet 
in tiigliC. On the 27 tit tlic sloth divd. I fed tt with tliin slices 
of yam allcr hatianaH gave out, but it piiir^d gradually away, 
hanging by the stick on which it was brought out of the woods. 
AAer a voyagp of iit^y days wc landed at New York, our com- 
rades having dropped off at Choaapcakc Bay and Cajjc Hcnlo- 
pen, while the frigate passed on to Boston.
